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To  the  Governor  of  Maine  : 

The  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  their  twenty- 
first  annual  report. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  we  have  made 
during  the  past  season,  repeated  careful  examinations  of  the 
tracks,  bridges,  viaducts  and  rolling  stock  of  all  the  railroads  in 
this  State,  and  are  pleased  to  feel  warranted  in  reporting  them  all 
safe  for  travel  and  transportation,  and  with  few  exceptions,  in  a 
H^tisfactory  condition  in  all  other  rejects. 

In  making  our  regular  Spring  and  Fall  examinations  each  year, 
e  pass  over  the  entire  line  of  eich  road  by  special  car,  stopping 
ikll  points  required  for  a  complete  inspection,  and  especially  at 
jeb  bridge,  viaduct  and  culvert  long  enough  to  make  a  thorough 
■tmination  of  the  same,  and,  when  deemed  necessary,  testing: 
be  bridges  with  an  engine  in  rapid  transit. 

Upon  most  of  (he  roads  we  have  observed  the  same  marked 
improvement  and  progress  that  have  characterized  them  in  the 
years  immediately  preceeding,  on  the  m;iin  throngh  lines  particn- 
Imrly,  a  completeness  and  perfection  that  may  well  chnllengc  com- 
parison with  the  best  and  most  approved  railroads  of  any  State 
in  the  Nation.  We  are,  also,  happy  in  testifying  to  and  commend- 
ing the  excellent  management  of  the  several  railroad  corpor.itions 
comprehended  in  our  view,  and  the  skill  and  fidelity  of  their  em- 
ployees. The  singular  exemption  from  accident,  or  serious  cas- 
ualty, not  only  during  the  past  year,  but  for  a  long  series  of  years, 
attests  the  justness  of  this  commendation,  and.  moreover,  is  of  it- 
self a  testimonial  of  more  weight  and  value  than  any  words  of 
praJK  we  could  employ. 

Jm  the  following  pages  of  this  report  will  be  found  a  more  par- 
"■'■-'ledatatement  of  the  condition  and  operations  of 
laa  come  under  our  inspection  during  the  y^ar.. 
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^  New  Roads. 

During  the  year  1879,  three  new  railroad  companies  have  been 
organized  under  the  general  railroad  law  of  1876,  and  roads  lo- 
cated and  built  by  the  same,  over  which  trains  now  run  regular- 
ly, viz  :  -the  Sandy  River  Railroad,  leading  from  Farmington  to 
Phillips,  a  distance  of  eighteen  miles ;  the  St.  Croix  Railroad, 
leading  from  the  European  and  North  American  Railroad  station, 
in  VanceboVo',  to  the  center  of  the  St.  Croix  river,  (the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  State,)  a  distance  of  about  three-fourths  of  a 
mile,  to  connect  with  a  branch  of  the  Canada  and  New  Bruns- 
wick Railroad  ;  and  the  Norway  Branch  Railroad,  leading  from 
Norway  village  to  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  at  South  Paris,  a 
distance  of  about  one  and  a  half  miles.  The  first  named  road, 
from  Farmington  to  Phillips,  is  a  narrow  guage  of  but  two  feet, 
the  others  standard  guage,  of  four  feet  eight  and  a  half  inches. 

Leaving  Cars  on  the  Main  Track. 

The  practice  that  has  so  long  prevailed  upon  many  of  the  roads 
in  the  State,  of  leaving  and  loading  cars  on  the  main  track,  is  one 
fraught  with  so  much  danger  as  to  earnestly  demand  legislative 
action.  We  submit,  that  the  practice  should  either  be  prohibited 
or  regulated  by  statute  law.  In  our  judgment,  no  car  should  be 
permitted  to  remain  standing  on  the  main  line,  unless  accom- 
panied by  danger  signals,  such  as  flagging  by  day  and  lanterns 
by  night,  at  such  distances  therefrom  as  to  ensure  safety  to  and 
from  moving  trains,  these  signals  to  be  constantly  attended  by 

.  employees  of  the  corporation,  to  keep  them  from  being  blown 
down  or  extinguished.  The  importance  and  necessity  of  such 
provisions  of  law  have  been  impressed  upon  us  by  the  recent  un- 
fortunate and  fatal  disaster  upon  the  line  of  the  Bangor  and  Pis- 

.  cataquis  road,  by  which  the  engineer,  a  worthy  young  man,  lost 
his  life,  and  the  company  several  thousand  dollars  worth  of  prop- 

•  erty.  While  no  blame  attached  to  the  corporation,  or  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  road,  but  on  the  contrary,  it  clearly  ap- 
peared that  the  fatal  catastrophe  resulted  from  the  defective  mem- 

•  ory  of  the  engineer  who  lost  his  life,  and  other  employees  on  his 

•  unfortunate  train,  the  event  demonstrated  most  clear Iv  and  forci- 
bly  the  dangerous  character  of  the  practice  in  question,  and  the 
need  of  such  legal  enactment  as  will  prevent  other  similar  dis- 

:  asters. 


RA} 
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Tramps. 

During  the  past  season  trains  have  been  more  or  less  interferrcd 
with  and  disturbed  by  tramps.  In  one  instance,  between  Port- 
land and  Lewiston,  a  number  of  them  combined,  refused  to  pay 
their  fares  and  threatened  to  take  possession  of  the  train.  But 
for  the  self  possession  and  tact  of  the  Conductor,  who  ran  his 
train  rapidly  past  several  stations  without  stopping,  until  he 
reached  the  iron  bridge  at  Lewistofi,  upon  which  he  stopped  and 
called  to  his  aid  the  police  of  that  city,  serious  consequences 
might  have  resulted  to  both  train  and  passengers.  We  most  re- 
spectfully submit,  whether  the  Legislature  should  not  specially 
provide  by  law  for  the  prompt  arrest  and  speedy  punishment  of 
this  lawless  class  of  offenders.  Why  not  make  Conductors  of 
trains,  when  on  duty  as  such,  ex  officio  police  officers  of  the  State, 
with  authority  to  call  to  their  aid  any  persons  present,  or  near  at 
hand,  to  assist  in  making  arrests  and  in  holding  the  offenders  until 
placed  in  the  custody  of  the  proper  officers  of  the  law  ? 

Railroad  Strikes. 

Although  no  railroad  strike  has  occurred  in  this  State  since  the 
date  of  our  last  annual  report,  such  disturbances  have  taken  place 
in  other  parts  of  the  country  of  sufficient  importance  to  constantly 
admonish  us  of  the  inadequacy  of  our  statutes  to  meet  any  such 
public  calamity,  or  provide  against  it.  Every  such  outbreak 
brings  injurious  consequences  to  all  classes  of  persons  and^to  all 
kinds  of  business,  and,  therefore,  should  be  prevented  if  possible. 
In  our  report  of  last  year,  we  respectfully  suggested  that  the 
statutes  of  the  State  in  relation  to  railroad  strikes  should  be  made 
more  effective,  and  to  that  end  appended  to  the  same  the  draft  of 
a  bill  which,  in  our  judgment,  would  meet  the  object  desired. 
But  notwithstanding  the  Committee  on  Railroads  unanimously 
reported  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass,  the  Legislature  did  not  see 
fit  to  enact  the  same  into  law.  Believing  that  the  public  welfare 
still  calls  for  the  enactment  of  such  a  law,  we  most  respectfully 
renew  our  former  recommendation,  and  refer  to  the  facts  and 
reasons  set  forth  in  our  report  for  1878,  in  support  of  the  same. 
The  absence  of  such  strikes  and  disturbances  in  Maine,  at  the 
present  time,  makes  it  a  most  favorable  period  for  calm  and  con- 
siderate lecrislative  action  in  relation  thereto.  The  maxim  that 
we  quoted  last  year,  *'  In  peace  prepare  for  war,"  may  with  pro- 
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priety  be  adopted  when  dealing  with  this  questian.  "  An  ounce 
of  preventive  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure."  The  following  is  a  copy 
of  the  bill  referred  to  : 

STATE  OF  MAINE. 

In  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty. 
An  Act  to  prevent  the  obstruction  of  business  on  certain  public  corporations. 
Be  it  enacted^  d^c,  ^ 

Sec.  1.  Any  employee  of  a  railroad  corporation  who,  in  pur- 
suance of  an  agreement  or  combination  by  two  or  more  persons 
to  do  or  procure  to  be  done,  any  act  in  contemplation  or  further- 
ance of  a  dispute  between  such  corporation  and  its  employees, 
shall  unlawfully  or  in  violation  of  his  duty  or  contract,  stop  or 
unnecessarily  delay  or  abandon,  or  in  any  way  injure  a  locomotive 
or  any  car  or  train  of  cars  on  the  railroad  track  of  such  corpora- 
tion, or  in  any  way  hinder  or  obstruct  the  use  of  any  locomotive, 
car  or  train  of  cars  on  the  railway  of  such  corporation,  shall,  up- 
on conviction,  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  ?iwQ  hundred  dol- 
lars or  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  or  in  the  county  jail  not 
exceeding  one  year. 

Sec.  2.  Whosoever,  by  any  unlawful  act,  or  by  any  willful 
omission  or  neglect,  shall  obstruct  or  cause  to  be  obstructed  any 
engine  or  carriage  on  any  railway,  or  shall  aid  or  assist  therein ; 
or  whosoever,  having  charge  of  any  engine  or  carriage  while  up- 
on or  in  use  on  any  railway  of  any  railroad  corporation,  shall 
willfully  stop,  leave  or  abandon  the  same,  or  render,  or  aid  or  as- 
sist in  rendering  the  same  unfit  for  or  incapable  of  immediate  use, 
with  intent  thereby  to  hinder,  delay,  or  in  any  manner  to  obstruct 
or  injure  the  management  and  operation  of  any  railroad,  or  the 
business  of  any  corporation  operating  or  owning  the  same,  or  of 
any  other  corporation  or  person,  or  whoever  shall  aid  or  assist 
therein,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  or  in 
the  county  jail  not  exceeding  two  years. 

Sec.  3.  Whoever  having  any  management  of,  or  any  control 
either  alone  or  with  others,  over  any  railroad  locomotive,  car  or 
train  while  being  used  for  the  carriage  of  persons  or  property,  or 
at  any  time  is  guilty  of  gross  carelessness  or  neglect  on  or  in  re- 
lation to  the  management  or  control  of  the  same ;  or  shall  ma- 
liciously stop  or  delay  the  same,  in  violation  of  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations then  in  force  for  the  operation  and  running  of  the  same ; 
or  abstract  therefrom  the  tools  or  appliances  pertaining  thereto, 
with  intent  thereby  maliciously  to  delay  the  same,  shall,  upon 
conviction,  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars 
or  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  or  in  the  county  jail  not  ex- 
ceeding three  years. 

Sec.  4.     Any  person  who  alone,  or  in  pursuance  or  furtherance 
•of  any  agreement  or  combination  with  others,   to  do,  or  procure 
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to  be  done,  any  act  in  contemplation  or  furtherance  of  a  dispute 
or  controversy  between  a  gas,  telegraph  or  railroad  corporation 
and  its  employees  or  workmen,  shall  wrongfully  and  without  le- 
gal -authority  use  violence  towards  or  intimidate  any  person  in  any 
way  or  by  any  means,  with  intent  thereby  to  compel  such  person 
against  his  will  to  do,  or  abstain  from  doing,  any  act  which  such 
person  has  a  legal  right  to  do  or  abstain  from  doing ;  or  shall  on 
the  premises  of  such  corporation  induce  or  endeavor  or  attempt 
to  induce  such  person  to  leave  the  employ  and  service  of  such 
corporation  by  bribery,  or  in  any  manner  or  by  any  means,  with 
intent  thereby  to  further  the  objects  of  such  combination  or  agree- 
ment ;  or  shall  in  any  way  interfere  with  such  person  while  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  ;  or  shall  threaten  or  persistently  follow 
such  person  in  a  disorderly  manner,  or  injure  or  threaten  to  injure 
his  property  with  said  intents,  or  either  of  them,  shall,  upon  con- 
viction, be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  or 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  three  months. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  in  the  employ  of  a  railroad  corporation, 
who  shall,  in  furtherance  of  the  interests  of  either  party  to  a  dis- 
pute between  another  railroad  corporation  and  its  employees,  re- 
fuse to  aid  in  moving  the  cars  of  such  other  corporation,  or  trains 
in  whole  or  in  part  made  up  of  the  cars  of  such  other  corpora- 
tion, over  the  tracks  of  the  corporation  employing  him  ;  or  refuse 
to  aid  in  loading  or  discharging  such  cars,  in  violation  of  his  duty 
as  such  employee,  shall  upon  conviction,  be  liable  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison 
or  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year.

Aroostook  River  Railroad. 

From  State  line  to  Caribou,  15  miles.     Narrow  gauge,  3  1-2  feet. 

Your  Commissioners  have  visited  this  road  twice  during  the 
past  season,  and  have  carefully  examined  the  track,  bridges,  and 
other  structures  along  the  line,  and  although  these  bridges,  cul- 
verts, and  retaining  walls,  are  built  entirely  of  cedar,  we  find 
them  in  good  condition,  retaining  their  positions  with  ample 
strength  for  the  service  required  of  them. 

The  road  bed  is  well  drained,  the  track  in  fair  surface  and  line, 
and  the  trains  run  smoothly  over  it.  The  business  of  the  road  is 
steadily  increasing,  particularly  in  the  freight  department,  and 
will  continue  to  increase  as  the  fertile  and  productive  soil  of  this 
richest  and  most  beautiful  portion  of  our  State  is  opened  to  set- 
tlement and  cultivation.  The  road  is  leased  by  the  New  Bruns- 
wick Railway  Co.,  a  road  extending  from  Fredericton  in  New 
Brunswick  to  Edmanston,  on  the  east  bank  of  the  St.  John's 
river.     During  the  first  visit  of  your  Commissioners  to  this  road 
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last  Spring,  we  were  by  the  courtesy  of  the  managers  of  the  New 
Brunswick  Railway,  invited  to  ride  over  that  portion  of  their 
road  recently  opened  for  traffic,  between  the  junction  of  the 
Aroostook  River  Road,  and  the  terminus  of  their  line  at  Edmans- 
ton.  We  accepted  the  invitation,  and  were  deeply  impressed  and 
surprised  by  the  grandeur  and  beauty  of  the  Grand  Falls  of  the  St. 
John's  river,  the  broad  and  fertile  intervale  lands,  and  rich  slopes, 
rivaling  the  Connecticut  valley  in  extent,  beauty  and  richness  of 
soil,  and  we  could  but  feel  as  we  looked  across  the  river  and  saw 
the  thrifty  settlements  and  farms,  upon  our  own  soil,  that  this 
portion  of  the  State  was  worthy  of  and  entitled  to  all  the  aid  and 
encouragement  in  the  development  of  its  vast  resources,  that  the 
general  government  and  State  could  be  enduced  to  confer,  or 
individual  ^enterprise  supply.  A  branch  road  is  about  to  be  con- 
structed from  some  point  on  the  Aroostook  Railroad,  to  Fort 
Fairfield  and  Caribou  to  Presque  Isle,  a  distance  of  about  twelve 
miles.  Hon.  L.  R.  King  of  Caribou  is  President,  and  Thomas 
Hoben,  Esq.,  of  Gibson,  New  Brunswick,  Superintendent. 

Atlantic  and  St.  Lawrence  Division  of  the    Grand  Trunk 

Railway,

All  that  we  said  of  this  fine  road  in  our  report  of  last  year, 
and  more  is  true  at  the  present  time,  and  we  should  do  injustice 
to  the  managers,  and  to  ourselves,  if  we  failed  to  speak  of  it  in 
terms  of  the  highest  commendation,  both  as  regards  the  manage- 
ment, and  the  general  condition  of  the  bridges,  road  bed  and 
track.  With  three  exceptions  (only)  the  bridges  on  this  line, 
within  the  limits  of  our  State  are  built  of  iron,  and  although  dif- 
fering in  design  and  structure,  they  are  of  the  most  approved 
patterns,  and  in  every  instance,  first-class  in  every  respect.  The 
exceptions  are  the  Howe  truss  bridge  over  Royal  river  just  below 
Danville  Junction,  and  the  two  over  Pleasant  and  Peabody  rivers 
between  Bethel  and  Gilead,  and  we  are  assured  these  three  last 
named  wooden  structures,  will  all  be  replaced  by  iron  bridges  the 
coming  season. 
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The  old  iron  rails  have  all  been  removed  from  the  track,  and 
steel  substituted  on  the  entire  length  of  the  line  from  Portland, 
Me.,  to  Detroit,  Michigan.  Within  the  limits  of  our  State  a  large 
number  of  new  ties  have  been  put  into  the  track,  and  the  whole 
track  lifted  upon  ballast,  neatly  sloped  and  shouldered,  showing 
well  defined  ballast  surface  and  side  lines,  throughout  the  entire 
line,  giving  an  air  of  substantial  finish  to  the  broad  and  well 
ditched  road  bed.  A  large  amount  of  new  fence  has  been  built 
and  the  bushes  and  trees  are  cleared  between  the  track  and  the 
fences.  This  last  we  think  an  important  feature,  as  there  is  less 
liability  to  fire,  and  it  leaves  no  lurking  places  for  animals  to  rush 
out  from,  and  endanger  the  trains,  and  gives  the  engine  driver  an 
unobstructed  view  of  the  entire  road  way.  In  short  the  road  is 
in  splendid  condition,  in  its  road  bed,  and  bridges,  in  its  safety 
signals,  and  police  arrangements  for  the  protection  and  comfort  of 
its  patrons.  It  is  understood  that  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway 
managers  have  relieved  the  road  from  dependence  upon  any  other 
line  of  road  between  Detroit,  Michigan,  and  Chicago,  Ills.,  and 
that  very  soon,  they  will  have  an  independent  line  of  road  under 
their  sole  control,  from  Portland,  Me.,  to  the  last  named  point. 
This  with  their  immense  terminal  facilities  for  shipment,  &c.,  in 
Portland  must  inure  very  greatly  to  the  traffic  of  the  road,  and 
place  it  upon,  or  above  the  level  of  competition  with  any  other 
route,  from  the  great  West  to  the  seal>oard.  John  B.  Brown  is

Bangor  and  Piscataquis  Railruud, 

From  Oldtown  to  Blanchard,  63  miles.

This  road  is  increasing  in  importance  each  succeeding  j^ear,  not 
only  from  the  development  of  various  industries  along  the  im- 
mediate line  of  the  road,  but  also  from  the  iron  interests  at  Ka- 
tahdin  and  the  State  quarries  at  Brownville,  Monson  and  other 
points  approximatively  near.  It  also  has  the  advantage  of  being 
the  route  from  Bangor  to  Mooschead  Lake,  one  of  the  most  dc- 
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sirable  and  popular  summer  resorts  in  the  country,  and  one  that 
is  every  year  attracting  increasing  number  of  tourists  and  pleas- 
ure seekers,  and  will  continue  to  do  so,  as  the  fame  of  the  mag- 
nificent scenery  and  advantages  for  fishing  and  sporting  become 
more  widely  known  and  appreciated.  Of  course  the  depression 
of  business  during  the  past  year  or  two  has  affected  this  road  more 
unfavorably  than  many  others,  as  a  large  portion  of  its  revenue  is 
derived  from  the  iron  and  slate  interests,  and  these  were  particular- 
ly prostrated  by  the  revulsion  in  business,  but  at  the  present  time 
these  interests  are  starting  up  with  renewed  vigor  and  with  the 
prospect  of  a  long  season  of  active  prosperity.  Although  up  to  Sep- 
tember 31st,  the  business  of  the  road  did  not  fully  come  up  to  that 
of  the  year  before,  yet  the  Superintendent  reports,  **  that  the  in- 
crease in  the  months  of  October  and  November,  will  fully  make  up 
the  deficiency.'*  The  road  is  in  good  condition  and  compares 
favorably  with  other  roads  of  its  class.  A  construction  train  has 
been  employed  three  months  the  past  summer,  filling  the  crib-work 
at  Guilford,  ditching  and  hauling  gravel;  19,397  sleepers  have 
been  put  into  the  track  and  as  many  or  more  will  be  required  the 
coming  bcason.  The  iron  is  good.  Three  stone  culverts  and 
one  abutment,  and  the  superstructure  of  one  of  the  overhead 
bridges  at  Oldtown  have  been  rebuilt.  A  number  of  the  frogs 
and  switches  have  been  renewed  and  side  track  accommodations 
increased.  A  small  station  building  has  been  built  at  Orneville. 
Three  new  box  freight  cars  have  been  added  to  the  rolling  stock, 
and  several  others  have  been  rebuilt  or  repaired.  The  Commis- 
sioners consider  the  road  in  a  good  and  safe  condition.

Boston  and  Maine  Rmlroad. 

From  Portland  to  Boston,  44  miles  in  Maine. 

Directors — In  Maine,  Samuel  E.  Spring,  of  Portland,  and  N. 
W.  Farwell,  of  Lewiston ;  in  New  Hampshire,  W.  S.  Stevens,  of 
Dover,  and  Amos  Paul,  of  Newmarket ;  in  Massachusetts,  James 
R.  Nichols,  of  Haverhill,  Nathaniel  G.  White,  of  Lawrence, 
George  C.  Lord,  Nathaniel  J.  Bradley  and  John  F.  Osgood  of 
Boston. 

This  road  is  still  maintained  in  the  same  excellent  condition, 
that  has  characterized  it  since  its  construction,  and  among  the 
additions  the  past  year  is  the  new  and  convenient  transfer  station 
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at  the  point  near  Portland  where  this  road  crosses  the  Maine  Cen- 
tral. The  pile  bridges  on  the  Scarboro*  Marshes  are  being  short- 
ened up  by  the  substitution  of  earth  embankments.  The  station 
buildings  at  Old  Orchard  have  been  remodeled  and  moved  back 
from  the  track,  thus  giving  wider  platforms,  and  adding  very 
much  to  the  convenience  of  the  road  and  its  patrons.  A  new 
station  building  has  been  erected  at  North  Berwick  by  this  and 
the  Eastern  road,  for  joint  occupation.  Two  frost  proof  water 
tanks  have  been  built  at  North  Berwick.  An  additional  side 
track  is  being  built  at  Cape  Elizabeth,  and  steel  rails  are  taking 
the  place  of  iron  at  all  points  where  the  track  needs  renewal. 
The  bridges  both  iron  and  wood  are  in  good  condition,  and  all 
give  evidence  of  careful  supervision  on  the  part  of  those  in  charge 
of  them.  The  track  is  excellent  in  all  its  parts,  the  road  bed 
well  ballasted  and  drained.  The  business  of  the  road  is  well  sus- 
tained, and  the  trains  have  been  run  regularly,  and  with  one 
exception  without  accident.  The  exception  was  the  almost  unac- 
countable collision  which  occurred  at  the  crossing  of  the  P.  S.  & 
P.  railroad  just  out  of  Portland,  and  can  be  ascribed  to  no  other 
cause,  but  the  gross  carelessness  of  the  engine  driver  in  charge  of 
the  Boston  &  Maine  train,  in  not  heeding  the  crossing  signal,  and 
waiting  until  the  train  on  the  P.  S.  &  P.  road,  having  the  right 
of  crossing,  had  passed  over.  Fortunately  no  person  was  seri- 
ously injured,  and  the  loss  sustained  by  the  Eastern  Road,  was 
promptly  and  immediately  made  good  by  this  company.

Bucksfort  and  Bangor  Railroad. 

Three  feet  guage,  18  8-10  miles.

From  the  time  of  its  completion,  until  about  the  first  of  Octo- 
ber last,  this  road  was  leased  and  operated  by  the  European  & 
North  American  Railway  Company,  but  since  the  last  named 
date,  the  road  has  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  original  Company, 
and  has  again  been  leased  by  them  to  Mr.  L.  L.  Lincoln,  the  for- 
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mer  well-known  and  efficient  Superintendent  of  the  Maine  Cen- 
tral Railroad.  Under  the  last  lease,  the  guage  has  been  changed 
from  the  standard  width  of  4  feet,  8  1-2  inches,  to  three  feet,  and 
the  road  has  been  newly  stocked  with  engines  and  cars  adapted 
to  the  3  feet  gauge. 

Previous  to  the  consummation  of  the  lease  to  Mr.  Lincoln,  your 
Commissioners  were  called  upon  by  the  parties  interested,  to 
make  a  thorough  examination  of  the  road,  and  suggest  the 
necessary  changes  and  repairs  to  put  the  road  in  good  order.  We 
attended  to  that  duty,  and  since  the  change  of  guage  have  ex- 
amined the  road  again,  and  found  that  our  suggestions  and  re- 
quirements had  been  carried  into  effect,  and  we  consider  the  road 
in  good  condition.  Many  changes  and  improvements  have  been 
accomplished,  among  which  is  a  new  station  building  and  turn- 
table at  Bangor,  independent  of  the  European  road. 

The  ditches  and  drains  have  been  cleared  out  and  several  cul- 
verts repaired.  The  passenger  cars  are  substantial  and  commo- 
dious, and  both  these  and  the  engines  are  first-class  in  every  re- 
spect. The  trains  run  steadily  and  smoothly,  and  thus  far  the 
change  of  guage  has  proved  very  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.

European  and  North  American  Railway, 

From  Bangor  to  State  line,  at  Vanceboro*,  114  miles.

Under  the  judicious  system  of  expenditures  and  repairs  adopted 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  European  &  North  American  Railway,  it 
is  being  rapidly  advanced  to  the  position  of  a  first-class  road,  and 
will,  if  the  same  course  is  pursued  in  the  future  as  has  been  in 
the  last  few  years,  claim  rank  and  mention  with  our  bes^  and 
most  reliable  railroads.  The  earnings  of  the  road  are  devoted  to 
its  permanent  improvement,  and  the  following  statement  of  re- 
pairs and  additions,  during  the  past  season,  prove  that  much  has 
been  accomplished  in  that  direction.  About  312  tons  of  re-rolled 
and  200  tons  of  new  iron,  together  with  381  tons  of  steel  rails  j^nd 
about  51,000  cedar  and  juniper  sleepers  have  been  laid  in  the 
track,  4G,000  yards  of*  ballast  put  under  it.  A  large  portion  of 
the  ballasting  has  been  done  between  Mattawamkeag  and  Dan- 
forth.  Some  at  various  points  between  Bangor  and  Mattawam- 
keag. 
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The  work  of  filling  the  cob-work  at  Highland  extension  has 
been  fully  completed,  the  track  raised  and  all  in  good  order.  At 
Bangor  a  new  turn-table  has  been  completed,  and  at  Stillwater, 
the  trestling  about  the  mills  extensively  repaired.  At  Passadum- 
keag  extra  floor  timbers  have  been  put  into  the  truss  bridge  and 
the  trestling  to  the  mills  renewed.  At  Moluncus  new  top  chords 
into  the  bridge,  and  the  bridge  covered  in.  Crossuntic  and 
Meadow  brook,  formerly  pile  bridges,  but  filled,  in  the  years 
1877-8,  have  been  ballasted  to  grade  and  well  surfaced.  The 
Bog  brook  pile  bridges  have  been  repaired,  and  at  Lambert  Lake, 
and  the  St.  Croix  truss  bridges,  new  extra  floor  timbers  have  been 
put  in  throughout  the  entire  length  of  the  structures.  New  track 
stringers  have  been  put  upon  twenty  open  culverts,  and  water- 
ways. 

The  station  buildings  at  Veazie,  Oldtown,  Milford,  Greenbush, 
Olamon  and  Vanceboro*  have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  the 
passenger  and  freight  platforms  at  all  these  places  renewed.  At 
Danforth  a  new  frost  proof  water  station  and  a  wood  shed  250 
feet  in  length  have  been  built.  In  January  last,  the  hotel,  eating 
house,  custom  house  and  wood  shed  at  Vanceboro*  were  destroyed 
by  fire,  and  these  have  been  rebuilt  in  an  improved  and  substan- 
tial manner. 

In  June,  the  woodshed  at  Danforth  with  its  contents  (about  400 
cords  of  wood,)  water  station,  and  a  portion  of  the  stock  yard 
fences  were  destroyed  by  fire.  In  both  cases  there  was  a  partial 
insurance.  The  rolling  stock  has  been  kept  fully  up  to  the  con- 
dition of  former  years,  and  it  is  all  in  good  condition.  23  new 
flat  cars  have  been  built,  and  new  roofs  laid  on  14  box  cars,  5 
flat  cars  converted  into  stock  cars,  one  box  car  and  two  flat  car 
tops  built.  The  locomotives  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled, 
repaired  and  painted.  Much  attention  has  been  given  to  ditching 
and  draining.  The  road  bed  and  a  large  portion  of  the  track  has 
been  raised  upon  good  ballast,  with  well  finished  shoulders,  and 
good  surface  and  line,  and  the  road  is  in  good  condition  for  the 
Winter  traffic,  but  more  iron  or  steel  will  be  required  next  sum- 
mer. The  fences  have  been  extensively  repaired,  and  one  and 
one-half  miles  of  snow  and  five  and  one-half  miles  of  cedar  bunk 
fence  built.  The  business  of  the  road  since  September  first  has 
largely  increased  and  shows  a  gain  over  the  corresponding  months 
in  the  years  1877-8,  and  promises  well  for  the  future. 
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CcTiparing  the  present  condition  and  prospects  of  the  road 
with  its  condition  when  the  present  managers  took  charge  of  it, 
we  say  without  hesitation,  that  there  has  been  very  marked  and 
substantial  improvement  in  all  departments  of  the  service,  which 
I?  continued,  must  place  it  upon  a  level  with  the  best  roads  in 
the  countrv.

From  Woodstock,  New  Brunswick,  St.  Stephens,  with  branch 
to  Houlton  from  Debec  Junction,  8  miles  in  length.  3  miles  of 
which  are  within  the  limits  of  this  State ;  also  with  branch  from 
McAdam  Junction  to  Vanceboro',  .')-4  of  a  mile  of  which  is  within 
the  limits  of  this  State  ;  also  with  branch  from  Watt  Junction  to 
St.  Andrews,  in  all  129  miles. 

During  the  past  year  a  marked  improvement  has  been  made  on 
the  ihain  line  of  this  road,  a  large  number  of  ties,  and  several 
hundred  tons  of  new  steel  rails  have  been  laid  in  the  track  be- 
tween McAdam  Junction  and  Debec,  and  the  road  has  been  well 
ditched  and  ballasted  for  several  miles,  and  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  managers  to  continue  these  improvements  the  coming  season, 
as  they  have  already  purchased  a  large  amount  of  steel  rails,  to 
be  placed  in  the  track  next  year. 

This  company  during  the  past  summer,  built  a  branch  road  from 
AicAdam  Junction  to  Vanceboro',  making  direct  connection  at 
the  latter  point,  with  the  European  and  North  American  road. 
This  was  rendered  necessary  by  the  rapidly  increasing  traffic  over 
the  New  Brunswick  &  Canada  road,  and  the  difficulties  in  making 
satisfactory  arrangements  with  the  St.  John's  &  Maine  Railway, 
for  the  transporation  of  their  passengers  and  freight  between 
McAdam  Junction  and  Vanceboro*,  and  we  doubt  not  that  the 
change  will  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  New  Brunswick  &  Can- 
ada Railway  Company.  That  portion  of  the  Houlton  branch 
within  the  limits  of  this  State,  is  in  fair  or  safe  condition  for  the 
present,  but  some  new  iron  and  sleepers  will  be  required  the 
coming  season.

From  Bath  to  Rockland,  49  miles.

Your  Commissioners  have  as  usual,  made  two  close  and  criti- 
cal examinations  of  this  road,  during  the  past  season,  finding  it 
in  very  much  the  same  condition  as  reported  last  year.  The  tiack 
has  been  well  maintained  in  good  line  and  surface,  and  the  ditches 
and  drains  kept  well  cleared  and  open.  Close  attention  is  be- 
stowed upon  the  bridges,  and  renewals  of  defective  timbers  are 
constantly  being  made,  and  we  believe  that  no  other  road  in  the 
State  is  managed  with  greater  care  than  the  Knox  &  Lincoln. 
The  large  number  and  varied  character  of  bridges  upon  this  road, 
makes  unceasing  vigilance  and  extraordinary  care  imperative, 
upon  the  Superintendent,  and  those  duties  are  faithfully  and  reg- 
ularly performed. 

The  rolling  stock  is  m  good  condition  and  the  trains  have  been 
run  regularly,  with  entire  freedom  from  accident  during  the  past 
year.

Five  and  one-half  miles.  This  road  is  leased  to  and  operated 
by  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  and  the  remarks  made  in  this  re- 
port with  reference  to  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  will  apply  with 
equal  force  to  this  branch.  We  consider  it  a  model  road  in  all 
respects. 

Consolidated  Maine  Central  Railroad  and  its  Branches 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-five  miles  in  all.

The  consolidated  Maine  Central  Railroad  and  its  Branches, 
comprises  the  Portland  &  Kennebec  Railroad  from  Portland  by 
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the  way  of  Brunswick  to  Augusta,  and  the  branch  from  Bruns- 
wick to  Bath ;  the  Somerset  &  Kennebec  Railroad,  from  Au- 
gusta to  Skowhegan ;  the  Androscoggin  &  Kennebec  Railroad 
from  Danville  Junction  to  Watei*ville,  and  the  Penobscot  & 
Kennebec  Railroad  from  Waterville  to  Bangor ;  the  extension 
from  Danville  to  Cumberland  ;  the  Androscoggin  Railroad  from 
Brunswick  to  Leeds  Junction,  with  branch  from  Crowley's  to 
Lewiston  ;  the  Leeds  and  Farmington  Railroad  from  Leeds  Junc- 
tion to  Farmington.  The  leased  roads  are  the  Belfast  &  Moose- 
head  Lake,  from  Belfast  to  Burnham  ;  and  the  Dexter  &  Newport 
Railroad  from  Dexter  to  Newport,  making  in  all  355  miles  of 
railroad  under  one  management,  or  307  1-2  miles  of  consolidated, 
and  47  1-2  miles  of  leased  roads. 

The  road  has  been  operated  this  year,  very  satisfactorily  to  the 
public,  and  successfully  by  the  management.  Trains  have  been 
run  with  great  regularity  and  promptness,  and  thus  far  no  acci- 
dent has  occuned  to  mar  or  interfere  with  the  general  prosperity 
of  the  road.  The  business  of  the  road  is  constantly  increasing, 
and  must  continue  to  do  so  if  the  improvement  in  the  industries 
of  the  country  is  maintained  and  enlarged,  and  the  same  liberal 
and  enlightened  policy  now  characterizing  and  controlling  the  in- 
terests of  this  road  is  adopted  and  perpetuated  in  the  future.  Rail- 
roads are  chartered  and  built,  not  that  the  companies,  or  a  few 
individual  bond  or  stockholders  may  be  enriched  by  large  divi- 
dends and  the  tricks  of  speculation,  but  on  the  contrary  for  the 
benefit  of  the  people,  and  the  development  of  the  resources  of 
the  country  through  which  they  pass  ;  for  the  building  up,  not  the 
destruction  of  business  centers,  and  giving  increased  facilities  to 
enterprise  and  industry.  Such  arc  the  understood  and  accepted 
conditions  upon  which  our  general  and  State  government  confer 
upon  corporations  the  privileges  of  chartered  rights,  and  upon  no 
other  ground  could  they  be  justified  in  conferring  these  rights ; 
and  when  a  road  fails  to  accomplish  these  purposes,  or  by  oppres- 
sive tariffs  and  narrow  contracted  policy,  distresses  and  oppresses 
the  people,  it  fails  to  accomplish  the  design  for  which  it  was  cre- 
ated, and  becomes  a  cheat  and  fraud,  and  its  iron  rails  an  obstruc- 
tion and  binding  chain  upon  the  prosperity  of  the  communities 
they  were  intended  to  benefit.  But  we  have  no  complaints  to 
make  or  charges  to  prefer  against  the  Maine  Central  road,  for  we 
believe  that  as  the  longest  and  most  extensive  railway  in  the  State, 
its  example  is  worthy  of  commendation  and  imitation. 
2 
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The  following  named  improvements  and  repairs  have  been 
made  on  the  Maine  Central  road  and  its  branches  for  the  year 
ending  September  30th,  1879  : 

2,112  tons  of  new  steel  rails,  equal  to  28  miles  of  track,  and 
old  rails  rcpnired,  equal  to  M  miles  of  ti*ack.  nnd  lUl.HiK)  »iew 
sleepers  have  been  laid  in  the  track  ;  43,000  cubic  yards  of  gravel 
have  been  placed  under  the  track  ;  10,561  feet  of  new  sidetrack, 
and  38  miles  of  new  fence  have  been  built  and  ten  miles  of  old 
fence  repaired. 

On  the  line  via  Brunswick  to  Augusta,  a  new  stringer  bridge 
of  24  feet  span  has  been  built  at  Cumberland ;  a  Queen  truss 
bridge  of  38  feet  sp^n  at  the  Richmond  road  in  Richmond,  and 
one  overhead  bridge  at  Harding's  crossing,  40  feet  long.  Also  the 
new  iron  bridge  at  Cathance  107  feet  in  length,  and  a  new  bridge 
is  being  built  over  Portland  street  in  Portland. 

On  the  line  via  Danville  Junction  and  Lewiston  to  Waterville 
and  Skowhegan,  a  new  iron  bridge  of  approved  pattern  and  great 
strength,  474  feet  in  length,  has  been  built  in  the  place  of  the  old 
wooden  lattice  bridge  over  the'  Androscoggin  river,  and  we  de- 
sire to  call  attention  particularly  to  this  new  iron  bridge  as  a 
model  of  strength  and  durability.  At  Winthrop,  a  new  overhead 
bridge  100  feet  in  length  has  been  built,  and  at  Skowhegan  the 
truss  bridge  over  the  Kennebec  river,  has  been  strengthened.  A 
large  amount  of  ballast  and  ties  have  been  put  under  the  track 
between  Kendall's  Mills  and  Skowhegan,  and  new  iron  laid  upon 
the  curves. 

Androscoggin,  Leeds  and  Farmington  Branches.  From 
Brunswick  to  Leeds  Junction,  including  branch  from  Crowley's  to 
Lewiston,  34  miles.  From  Leeds  Junction  to  Farmington,  36  1-2 
miles. 

The  track  and  that  portion  of  the  road  between  Brunswick  and 
Lewiston  is  in  excellent  condition,  while  that  portion  between 
Crowley's  Junction  and  Leeds  Junction  has  been  very  much  im- 
proved, and  is  in  safe  running  order,  still  it  is  not  up  to  the  stand- 
ard of  the  other  portion  of  the  road. 

The  bridge  masonry  at  Little  river  badly  damaged  by  the  freshet 
of  last  December,  is  being  rebuilt  in  a  substantial  manner,  and 
no  expense  or  effort  is  spared  to  make  it  secure.  The  masonry 
of  the  bridge  over  the  Androscoggin  at  Brunswick  has  been  pre- 
pared to  receive  a  new  iron  superstructure,  which  is  to  take  the 
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place  this  winter  of  the  old  (much  talked  of)  wooden  truss  bridge, 
which  we  are  happy  to  say  is  to  give  way  to  a  more  modern  and 
reliable  structure. 

At  Crowley's  Junction  one  stringer  bridge  of  33  feet  span,  and 
two  of  18  feet  span  each,  have  been  built,  and  at  the  Brutes  canal 
an  iron  bridge  of  45  feet  span  has  been  built.  Between  Leeds 
Junction  and  Farmington  the  pile  bridge  at  Shuy  stream,  near 
Livermore  Falls,  112  feet  in  length,  and  the  trestle  bridge  at  East 
Wilton,  400  feet  in  length,  temporarily  repaired  last  year,  have 
been  rebuilt  in  a  very  substantial  manner.  The  track  on  the  last 
named  portion  of  the  road  is  in  good  condition  ;  about  600  tons  of 
repaired  rails  have  been  laid  in  it  this  year,  and  the  ballasting^ 
surfacing  and  alignment  greatly  improved. 

Bath  Branch.     From  Brunswick  to  Bath,  9  miles 
This  road  is  in  very  good  order  and  much  improved  as  com- 
pared with  preceeding  years.     The  road  bed  is  for  the  most  part 
well  ballasted  and  drained  ;  the  track  well  lined  and  surfaced.  The 
Howe  truss  wooden  bridges  at  New  Meadows  and  Sewall's  creek, 
are  in  excellent  order. 

Belfast  and  Moosehead  Lake  Railroad.  From  Belfast 
to  Burnham,  33  1-3  miles,  leased  and  operated  by  the  Maine  Cen- 
tral Railroad  Company.

The  line  of  this  road  is  necessarily  crookccU  and  the  grades 
(some  of  them)  quite  steep.  The  necessity  for  such  a  location, 
arises  from  the  fact  that  about  IG  miles  out  from  Belfast  the  divid- 
ing ridge  between  the  waters  of  the  Penobscot  and  Kennebec 
rivers  is  unavoidably  crossed  at  an  elevation  of  about  GOO  feet 
above  tide  water  at  Belfast,  and  of  course  in  finding  supporting 
ground  to  lay  the  grade  line  upon  in  approaching  the  summit  it 
w^as  necessary  to  take  advantage  of  and  follow  up  the  valleys  of 
the  small  streams,  to  secure  as  near  as  possible  a  regular  and  con- 
tinuous ascent.  At  Unity  Pond,  there  is  a  marked  deviation  from 
the  direct  line,  and  this  was  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  the  straigrht 
line  would  cross  an  almost  bottomless  bog  nearly  a  mile  in  ex- 
tent, while  the  present  location  crosses  the  pond  upon  a  sand  bar 
extending  from  shore  to  shore.  The  track  originally  crossed  the 
pond  at  this  point  upon  a  long  pile  bridge,  but  earth  and  stone 
embankment  have  been  substituted  for  the  bridge,  with  the  ex~ 
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ception  of  about  65  feet  in  length  at  the  outlet,  over  which  a 
Howe  truss  bridge  has  been  built  this  season.  At  Marsh  river  in 
Brooks,  a  new  pile  bridge  110  feet  in  length  has  been  built,  and 
at  Ci*y  Point,  Belfast,  a  new  Howe  truss  bridge  of  100  feet  span 
has  been  erected.  The  work  of  filUng  the  pile  bridge  across  the 
flats  at  Belfast,  with  old  sleepers,  rock,  and  earth  has  been  com- 
menced, and  we  understand  it  is  to  be  continued  until  the  whole 
bridge  is  filled.  The  track  is  in  fair  condition.  Many  new  sleep- 
ers have  been  put  into  and  some  ballast  under  it.  The  two  truss 
bridges  over  Wescott  stream,  near  Belfast,  will  need  to  be  re- 
built the  coming  summer.  We  understand  that  the  business  of 
the  road  is  increasing. 

From  Dexter  to  New- 
port, 14  miles.     Leased  and  operated  by  the  Maine  Central  Co.

•  No  changes  or  improvements  have  been  made  upon  the  road 
during  the  past  year.  The  bridges  are  good,  and  the  track  and 
road  bed  have  been  kept  up  to  the  usual  condition  of  efficiency 
and  safety.  The  station  buildings  and  platforms  are  in  good  re- 
pair. The  business  of  the  road  is  well  maintained,  and  has  more 
than  fulfilled  the  expectations  of  its  originators,  and  friends.  The 
rolling  stock  of  the  Maine  Central  is  in  excellent  condition.  In 
closing  this  report  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  and  its  branches, 
we  cannot  but  commend  the  officers  of  the  different  departments, 
by  whose  skill  and  faithfulness  in  carrying  out  the  instructions  of 
the  President  and  Superintendent,  the  main  lines  of  the  road 
have  been  brought  up  to  a  standard  of  excellence  not  surpassed 
by  any  road  in  the  country.

At  the  time  of  our  last  exa  mi 
nation  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  this  branch  was  not  com- 
pleted and  we  did  not  examine  it,  and  are  therefore,  unable  to 
speak  of  the  manner  of  its  construction,  &c.

This  road  has  been  kept  up  to  its  usual  condition  during  the 
past  season,  and  is  in  safe  running  order  at  the  present  time. 
The  pile  bridges  at  Stroud  water  and  the  Basin  (so-called,)  near 
Portland  have  been  somewhat  repaired  and  strengthened,  but  we 
are  still  of  the  opinion  expressed  in  former  reports,  that  the  Com- 
pany will  consult  their  best  interests  by  filling  those  bridges  and 
making  a  permanent  embankment,  which  can  be  done  at  a  com- 
paratively small  cost  and  adding  very  much  to  the  stability  and 
safety  of  the  road.  A  stone  arch  culvert  has  been  built  at  Black 
brook  and  an  embankment  is  to  be  made  over  it,  doing  away 
with  the  high  trestle  at  that  point.  Repairs  have  been  made  on 
the  trestle  bridge  at  the  crossing  of  the  Presumpscot  river,  and 
some  others  of  minor  importance  rebuilt  at  other  points  along  the 
line.  The  road  bed  is  in  good  order  and  for  the  most  part  well 
ballasted,  ditched  and  drained.  The  sleepers  are  generally  good, 
a  large  number  having  been  laid  in  the  track  last  year  with  some 
additions  this  season.  A  considerable  amount  of  new  iron  rails 
is  needed  and  should  be  laid  in  the  track  the  coming  season.  The 
growing  importance,  and  increasing  business  of  the  road  affords 
good  ground  for  confidence  and  faith  in  its  future  prosperity  and 
value,  and  as  business  resumes  its  wonted  channels,  and  the  times 
improve,  this  road  from  the  nature  and  advantage  of  its  location, 
and  the  country  through  which  it  passes,  and  reaches,  must  be 
among  the  first  to  feel,  and  profit  by  the  change.

The  Portland  &  Rochester  Road  is  in  very  good  condition,  and 
additions  and  repairs  are  (so  far  as  the  ability  of  the  Company 
will  permit)  constantly  being  made.  The  bridge  at  Springvale 
to  which  reference  was  made  in  our  report  of  last  year,  is  under- 
going the  necessary  repairs.  The  timbers  are  sound  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  oak  packing  blocks,  which  are  badly  decayed,  but 
in  our  judgment  were  rather  light  for  the  service  required  of  them, 
and  new  bottom  chords  are  being  put  into  the  truss ;  260  tons  of 
new  iron  rails  and  20,000  cedar  ties,  2,000  Fish  Plates,  4,000 
bolts,  and  18  tons  of  spikes  have  been  put  into  the  track.  Eight 
stone  cu,lverts  and  two  overhead  highway  bridges  have  been  re- 
built, and  the  iron  bridge  at  Saco  river  painted.  Four  hundred 
feet  of  the  trestle  bridge  from  Franklin  street  to  the  marginal  way 
in  Portland,  has  been  rebuilt,  and  300  additional  feet  of  the  same 
trestle  partly  filled  solid  with  earth  and  stone.  Thirty  feet  in 
length  has  been  added  to  the  passenger  station  at  the  foot  of  Preble 
street,  Portland,  and  the  station  building  at  Saccarappa  has  been 
remodeled  and  rebuilt ;  long  platforms  have  been  extended  at  both 
these  places.  A  new  station  building  20x50  feet  has  been  built  at 
Buxton  Center.  The  road  is  well  cleaned  up  between  the  fences, 
presenting  a  very  neat  appearance,  and  there  is  an  air  of  general 
improvement  along  the  entire  line.  The  track  is  in  good  surface 
and  line.  More  new  iron  and  sleepers  will  be  required  the  com- 
ing Spring.  No  additions  have  been  made  to  the  rolling  stock, 
but  it  has  received  general  repairs  and  is  in  fair  condition.

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As  this  road  is  leased  and  operated  by  the  Eastern  Railroad 
Company,  we  give  the  names  of  the  Directors  of  ^that  road. 

The  improvements  commenced  upon  this  road  last  year,  have 
been  continued  up  to  the  present  time,  and  the  road  is  now  the 
equal  of  any  other  in  the  State.  The  arch  at  Mousam  river,  Ken- 
nebunk,  has  been  fully  completed,  and  the  long  pile  bridge  at 
Portland  is  being  rebuilt ;  300-feet  has  been  completed,  and  the 
piles  are  driven  for  300  feet  more,  and  the  work  is  to  be  carried 
on  until  the  whole  bridge  is  renewed.  The  pile  bridge  at  Great 
Works  stream,  153  feet  long,  has  been  entirely  rebuilt,  and  several 
smaller  structures  have  been  renewed  or  repaired.  But  the  track 
and  road  bed  shows  the  most  marked  improvement,  and  its  pres- 
ent complete  conditions  fully  justifies  all  that  we  said  of  it,  and 
the  hope  we  expressed  in  our  report  of  last  year.  A  large  amount 
of  new  steel  rails  and  cedar  sleepers  have  been  laid  in  it,  and  all 
well  ballasted,  and  we  believe  that  the  Portland,  Saco  &  Ports- 
mouth Road  will  compare  favorably,  at  the  present  time,  with  any 
other  road  in  our  State.  The  very  important  bridge  over  the  Pis- 
cataqua  river  at  Portsmouth,  is  kept  in  good  repair,  and  watched 
with  the  closest  care,  the  road  employing  a  number  of  experienced 
men,  whose  sole  duty  it  is  to  look  after  this  bridge.  The  passen- 
ger and  freight  stations  at  Portland  have  been  improved  and  re- 
paired, and  the  whole  road  presents  a  substantial  and  neat 
appearance,  reflecting  great  credit  upon  the  oflicers  who  have 
instituted  and  are  carrying  out  these  measures  of  improvement 
and  reform.

This  road  is  controlled  and  operated  by  the  Eastern  Railroad 
Company,  and  the  directors  are  the  same,  as  given  on  the  Port- 
land, Saco  and  Portsmouth.  Of  the  4  1-2  miles  of  this  road 
within  the  limits  of  Maine,  3  3-4  miles  are  from  Brocks  crossing 
Salmon  Falls,  New  Hampshire,  where  it  crosses  under  the  Bos- 
ton and  Maine  Railroad  and  continuing  on  the  west  bank  of  the 
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Salmon  Falls  river  for  16  miles  it  again  crosses  that  river  into 
Maine,  and  running  3-4  of  a  mile  on  the  east  bank  of  the  river, 
re-crosses  into  New  Hampshire,  continuing  on  to  North  Conway. 
Half  of  the  bridge  at  Salmon  Falls  and  of  those  near  Milton,  are 
in  Maine,  and  those  we  examined  carefully  from  time  to  time, 
finding  them  in  good  condition. 

That  portion  of  the  road  between  Salmon  Falls  and  the  junc- 
tion with  the  Portland,  Saco  and  Portsmouth  road,  at  Brock's,  is 
not  kept  up  to  the  standard  of  the  Maine  line,  but  always  main- 
tained in  a  safe  condition.

It  affords  us  much  pleasure  to  report  this  road  in  good  condition 
at  the  present  time.  The  freshet  of  last  December  damaged  the 
road  bed  and  masonry  somewhat,  but  this  has  all  been  repaired 
by  filling  the  washouts  with  earth,  or  substituting  trestle  work  for 
embankment.  The  business  of  the  road  is  steadily  increasing, 
and  promises  well  for  the  future.  An  extension  of  the  road  11-2 
miles  in  length  has  been  built  the  past  summer  from  Canton  vil- 
lage to  the  new  extensive  saw-mill  lately  erected,  adding  largely 
to  the  freight  traffic  of  the  road,  and  it  is  understood  that  other 
enterprises  of  this  character  are  contemplated  and  will  probably 
be  established  the  coming  season.  The  managers  of  this  road 
have  secured  the  confidence  of  the  people  along  the  line,  by  fully 
repairing,  and  renewing  the  road  bed,  track,  bridges,  and  sta- 
tions, by  stocking  the  road  with  first-class  rolling  stock,  and  by 
regularity,  and  promptness  in  running  the  trains,  and  the  manifest 
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desire  of  the  company  to  aid  in  the  fullest  development  of  the 
resources  of  the  country  through  which  the  road  passes,  which 
we  doubt  not  will  result  in  increased  and  permanent  prosperity  to 
all  concerned.

This  road  was  seriously  injured  at  one  or  two  points,  by  the 
destructive  freshet  of  last  December,  but  the  damages  were  made 
good  by  building  good  substantial  trestle  bridges  at  the  points 
where  embankments  had  been  washed  out,  and  these  are  now  in 
a  safe  condition  for  the  passage  of  trains.  The  high  trestle  bridge 
at  the  northerly  end  of  the  truss  bridge  across  the  Kennebec  river 
at  Norridgewock,  to  which  we  referred  in  our  report  last  year, 
has  in  compliance  with  our  suggestion  been  filled  and  made  solid 
with  earth,  and  the  truss  bridge-over  Hale's  stream  in  South  Nor- 
ridgewock is  in  process  of  re-construction.  The  road  bed  is  in 
good  condition,  and  the  track  in  very  good  surface  and  line,  but 
many  new  sleepers  should  be  laid  in  it  the  coming  season.  The 
long  lattice  bridges  over  the  Kennebec  river  at  Norridgewock  and 
Madison,  stand  well,  and  show  no  indication  of  unusual  move- 
ment or  strain. 

The  road  is  safely  and  economically  managed,  and  has  been 
operated  with  entire  freedom  from  accident.

This  road  remains  in  about  the  same  general  condition  as  re- 
ported by  us  last  year,  with  the  exception  that  some  new  sleepers 
have  been  laid  in  the  track,  and  a  small  portion  of  it  raised  upon 
ballast,  and  one  trestle  bridge  has  been  or  is  being  rebuilt.  New 
iron  and  sleepers  are  greatly  needed  for  the  track,  and  the  road 
cannot  be  safely  operated  much  longer  unless  these  are  supplied. 
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The  business  of  the  road  is  limited  and  largely  dependent  upon 
the  lumbering  interests,  and  we  hope  that  the  revival  of  these  in- 
terests and  the  increased  demand  for  lumber  will  favorably  effect 
the  traffic  of  this  road.

The  construction  of  this  road  was  commenced  during  the  past 
summer,  and  was  so  far  completed  in  the  latter  part  of  November, 
that  the  trains  run  over  the  entire  line,  from  Farmington  to  Phil- 
lips. The  introduction  of  the  two  feet  gauge  into  this  State, 
marks  a  new  era  in  railroad  construction,  and  should  this  enter- 
prise prove  successful,  we  doubt  not  that  other  towns  will  follow 
the  example  and  secure  to  themselves  the  benefits  of  cheap  rail- 
road communication.  This  road  has  been  built  at  very  low  cost 
compared  with  other  roads  in  the  State,  the  total  for  18  miles  be- 
ing less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  As  we  have  not  yet 
examined  the  road,  we  are  unable  to  give  the  details  of  its  con- 
struction, but  we  understand  it  is  proving  very  satisfactory  in  all 
respects.  We  shall  examine  the  road  at  an  early  day  and  shall 
tlien  be  able  to  speak  definitely  of  its  construction  and  operation. 

Whitneyville  and  Machiaspori  Railroad. 

Seven  and  one-half  miles  in  length. 

This  is  a  road  built  for  the  transportation  of  lumber  from  the 
Mills  in  Whitneyville  to  the  shipping  point  at  tide  water  in  Ma- 
chiasport,  and  is  not  used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers.

Feb.  25,  A.  Brock,  Bethel,  trespasser,  slightly  injured  walking 
on  track. 

Feb.  27,  M.  Sweeney,  Portland,  laborer,  leg  injured,  fell  over 
a  truck. 

March  11,  A.  Bray,  Mechanic  Falls,  not  an  employ^,  hand 
crushed  attempting  to  couple. 
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March  15,  J.  Thomas,  Portland,  laborer,  rail  fell  on  foot. 

March  25,  A.  Rack,  Bethel,  not  employ^,  struck  by  step  of 
car,  slightly  injured. 

April  9,  W.  Stowell,  Mechanic  Falls,  brakeman,  fell  from  car, 
shoulder  out  of  joint. 

April  23,  J.  King,  Yarmouth,  brakeman,  legs  cut  off,  accident- 
al death. 

May  G,  H  Welch,  Portland,  coupler,  hand  injured  coupling 
cars. 

May  23,  P.  O'Brien,  Portland,  switchman,  fell  from  ladder, 
collar  and  breast  bones  broken. 

June  27,  G.  Lee,  Portland,  coupler,  hand  injured  switching. 

European  and  North  American. 

On  October  8th,  1878,  Mr.  Albion  Barrows  purchased  a  ticket 
at  Great  Works,  for  Orono,  and  came  to  the  latter  point  by  ex- 
press train.  Instead  of  landing  there  he  kept  his  seat,  expecting, 
*  as  he  says,  to  step  off  at  Basin  Mills,  where  express  trains  do  not 
stop.  Upon  learning  that  no  stop  was  to  be  made,  he  jumped 
from  the  car,  and  fell  under  the  moving  train,  and  one  of  his  legs 
was  so  badly  crushed  as  to  render  amputation  necessary. 

On  July  4th,  1879,  a  laborer  on  the  Orono  section,  Mr.  Timo- 
thy Madden,  was  assisting  in  turning  a  crank  hand  car,  when  one 
of  the  cranks  caught  in  his  vest  and  threw  him  forward  upon  the 
rail.  One  of  the  car  wheels  ran  on  to  his  head  and  neck,  and 
killed  him  almost  instantly. 

Maine  Central. 

May  19,  1879,  near  Lewiston  lower  station,  Patrick  Groggin 
was  run  over  by  a  switching  engine  and  killed.  He  was  an  old 
man  about  80  years  old,  quite  deaf,  and  blind  of  one  eye.  He 
was  walking  on  the  track.  The  coroner's  jury  rendered  a  verdict 
exonerating  the  company  and  its  employes  from  blame. 

Aug.  4,  1879,  in  Lisbon,  three  persons,  Pierc  Boudrieii,  Rose 
Martin  and  Salina  Maynard,  were  run  over  by  a  train  at  Bubier's 
crossing,  and  killed.  The  coroner's  jury  found  that  the  cmploy<Ss 
of  the  train  fully  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  as 
laid  down  in  the  revised  statutes,  regulating  the  running  of  en- 
gines and  trains  crossing  public  highways,  and  that  said  accident 
was  caused  by  the  party  having  charge  of  the  team,  in  not  using 
or  exercising  ordinary  care  in  crossing  railroad  tracks,  where 
danger  is  supposed  to  exist. 
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Sept.  20,  1879,  near  Pishon's  Ferry,  Kenner}-  Rowe,  an  insane 
man,  walking  on  track,  was  struck  by  the  train  and  injured  so 
that  he  died  on  the  23d  of  September  following.  He  had  re- 
cently been  discharged  from  insane  asylum,  and  paid  no  attention 
to  the  bell  and  whistle.  The  engineer  did  everything  in  his 
power  to  prevent  the  accident,  but  the  deceased  remained  on  the 
track,  regardless  of  the  danger. 

Boston  and  Maine. 

Mrs.  Phoebe  G.  Bowen,  walking  on  track  near  Maryland  Ridge, 
was  struck  by  freight  train  and  badly  injured. 

RuMFORD  Falls  and  Bcckfield. 

O.  Spaulding,  conductor,  had  finger  cut  ofl' while  coupling  cars 
at  Mechanic  Falls. 

Portland  (Horse)  Railroad. 
Sleigh  car  collided  with  a  sleigh ;  damage  slight,  no  one  hurt. 

IIouLTON  Branch. 

Last  winter  a  man  fell  off  the  freight  platform  where  teams 
load,  and  claims  he  was  badly  hurt. 


The  following  extract  from  a  recent  report  of  the  ' 'Advisory 
Committee"  of  the  bondholders  of  the  European  and  North 
American  Railway,  of  which  Hon.  S.  li.  Blake  (for  many  years 
a  member  of  this  board)  was  chairman,  expresses  so  concisely 
our  own  views  upon  the  question  of  railroad  accidents  in  general, 
that  we  give  it  a  place  in  this  report  in  preference  to  any  remarks 
of  our  own  : 

"Accidents  are  a  consideration  in  railroad  experience  always — 
always  occurring,  but  never  necessary — save  only  when  the  forces 
of  nature,  like  lightning,  play  a  part  that  human  ken  cannot  fore- 
see, nor  human  wisdom  guard  against.  There  have  been  two 
serious  accidents,  we  much  regret,  upon  your  road  of  late,  occa- 
sioning several  thousand  dollars  damage.  There  was  no  excuse 
for  either  of  them.  If  one  man  was  not  to  blame  for  their  hap- 
pening, another  was.  Who  was,  we  don't  know.  But  the  last 
accident  should  be  a  warning  to  do  work   more  thoroughly,    and 


i 
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to  watch  it  until  a  certainty  of  safety  is  assured ;  and  perhaps  it 
should  admonish  to  spend  more  liberally  in  strengthening  and 
repairs ;  and  the  other  warns  that  the  service  of  the  road  should 
be  more  vigilant,  and  by  employes  who  have,  clearness  of  per- 
ception enoutfh  always  to  see  their  duty,  and  memory  enough 
never  to  forget  to  do  it."

REPORT. 


To  the  Oovemor  of  Maine: 

The  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  the 
twentynsecond  annual  report  of  the  Board. 

During  the  past  season,  we  have  repeatedly  made  careful 
examinations  of  the  tracks,  bridges,  viaducts  and  rolling 
stock  of  all  the  railroads  in  this  State,  as  required  by  law. 
This  inspection  w,e  edeavored  to  have  thorough  and  practical. 
Not  less  than  twice  each  year.  Spring  and  Fall,  we  pass,  by 
special  car,  over  the  entire  line  of  each  road,  and  stop  at  all 
points  deemed  necessary  to  a  thorough  knowledge  of  their 
condition,  particularly  at  each  bridge,  viaduct  and  culvert,  to 
the  end  that  we  may  be  assured  of  their  safe  condition  for 
public  travel  and  tmnsportion. 

In  these  semi-annual  inspections  we  are  usually  accom- 
panied by  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  road  under  examina- 
tion, and  the  road-masters  of  their  respective  divisions,  to 
whom  we  point  out  any  repairs  or  rebuilding  deemed  neces- 
sary for  public  safety.  These  officials,  we  are  happy  to  say, 
are  usually  prompt  to  carry  into  effect  any  suggestions  or 
directions  given  by  the  Board. 

From  these  several  examinations  we  feel  pleased  to  be  able 
to  report  all  the  railroads  in  the  State,  not  only  safe,  and,  in 
most  cases,  in  a  satisfactory  condition  in  other  respects,  but 
most  of  them  greatly  improved.  Upon  the  larger  number, 
particularly  the  main  lines,  progress  and  improvement  seem 
to  have  been  the  order  of  the  day,  all  the  year  through. 
Indeed,  in  several  instances,  this  improvement  has  been  so 
marked  as  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  most  casual  observer, 
and  challenge  the  admiration  of  the  public.     The  principal 
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lines  have  now  been  brought  to  such  a  state  of  complete- 
ness and  perfection,  as  to  compare  favorably  with  any  in  the 
country. 

This  result  is,  in  a  great  measure,  due  and  to  be  credited 
to  the  excellent  management  of  the  several  railroad  corpora- 
tions, and  to  the  skill,  enterprise,  energy  and  fidelity  of  the 
principal  officers  in  charge  of  the  roads  and  running  of  the 
same.  The  continued  remarkable  exemption  from  serious 
railroad  casualty  or  accident,  within  the*  State,  also  bears 
unmistakable  evidence  of  not  only  the  ability  and  efficient 
management  of  the  chief  officials,  but  is,  moreover,  a 
high  testimonial  to  the  skill  and  fidelity  of  their  army  of 
employes,  down  even  to  the  humblest  and  most  poorly  com- 
pensated among  them.  Such  faithful  and  efficient  service 
we  deem  worthy  of  special  notice,  and  is  deserving  of  great 
praise. 

The  year  now  about  to  close  has  been  one  of  general  pros- 
perity, in  which  the  railroads  have  enjoyed  a  liberal  share. 
The  prospect  of  the  coming  year  now  seems  bnght  and 
promising.  We  hope  and  trust  that  the  expectations  thus 
raised,  will  be  more  than  realized,  and  that  a  long  season  of 
great  prosperity  not  only  awaits  our  railroads  in  the  future, 
but,  also,  all  the  industries  and  enterprises  of  our  common 
country. 

For  a  more  particular  and  detailed  report  of  the  condition 
and  operations  of  the  several  roads,  that  have  come  under 
our  inspection  during  the  year,  reference  is  to  be  had  to  the 
pages  which  follow. 

But  one  new  road  has  been  built  during  the  year,  viz :  the 
"Old  Orchard  Beach  Railroad,"  extending  from  Old  Orchard 
Beach  depot,  on  the  line  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  road,  to  the 
Saco  river,  a  distance  of  about  three  miles.

Aroostook  River  Railroad. 

From  State  line  to  Caribou,  15  miles.     Gauge,  3^  feet. 

This  road  is  leased  to,  and  operated  by  the  New  Bruns- 
wick Railway  Company,  whose  line  extends  from  Frederic- 
ton,  New  Brunswick,  to  Edmunston  on  the  upper  St.  John, 
with  a  branch  of  about  12  miles  in  length,  from  Woodstock 
Junction,  so  called,  to  Woodstock,  N.  B.,  connecting  at  the 
last  named  point  with  the  New  Brunswick  and  Canada  Rail- 
way. That  portion  of  the  road  within  the  limits  of  this 
State,  is  in  good  order,  and  has  been  operated  in  a  very  satis- 
factory manner,  during  the  past  season.  This  line  of  road 
is  aiding  very  much  in  the  development  and  advancement 
of  the  towns  along  its  line  in  Aroostook  County,  notwith- 
standing that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  rcTad  is  upon 
foreign  soil,  but  it  furnishes  the  only  railway  communication 
between  the  extreme  Eastern  portion  of  our  State  and  the 
Western  lines  of  railroads  and  markets,  and  although  the 
route  is  circuitous,  and  subject  to  the  inconveniences  atten- 
dant upon  the  shipment  of  freight  and  transportation  of  both 
passengers  and  freight  over  foreign  territory,  yet,  the  expe- 
rience of  the  past  year  exhibits  a  largely  increased  business 
over  former  years,  and  shows  the  absolute  necessity  for  addi- 
tional  facilities   in   the  near   future. 

The  New  Brunswick  Railway  has  changed  ownership  the 
past  summer,  and  we  learn  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  new 
company  to  change  the  gauge  the  coming  season  from  3^ 
feet  to  the  standard  gauge  of  4  feet,  8i  inches ;  fully  repair 
the  road,  now  in  operation,  and  extend  it  to  a  connection 
with  the  Riviere  de  Loup  Railroad,  and  thus  open  the  line  to 
Quebec.  These  improvements  will  add  very  materially  to 
the  safety  aiid  convenience  of  the  patrons  of  the  road,  as  all 
transhipment  of  freight  and  the  risks  incident  thereto  will 
be  avoided.

Your  Commissioners  can  hardly  say  more  than  to  reiterate- 
the  statements  made  in  our  report  of  last  year,  in  reference 
to  this  excellent  and  well  managed  railway.  The  road  is 
constantly  })eing  improved,  and  it  would  seem  that  but  little 
remains  to  be  done,  to  attain  completeness.  The  road-bed  is 
well  ballasted  and  drained,  the  ties  sound  and  good,  and  the 
rails  steel  throughout  its  entire  length.  The  bridges  (with 
the  exception  of  the  pile  bridge  at  Portland),  are  all  iron,  of 
approved  construction ;  the  three  wooden  bridges,  mentioned 
iu  our  last  report,  having  been  taken  down  this  fall  and  iron 
substituted.  Permanent  stone  culverts  have  been  built  at 
several  points  where  wash-outs  have  occurred,  and  temporary 
trestles  had  been  erected,  and  the  whole  road  in  its  excel- 
lence exhibits  abundant  proof  of  constant,  thorough  super- 
vision and  care.  Some  of  the  station  buildings  along  the  line 
should  be  replaced  by  new  and  more  convenient  structures, 
particularly  that  at  Mechanic  Falls,  which  is  in(5onvenient  and 
uncomfortable.  The  rolling  stock  is  in  good  condition.  The 
constantly  increasing  traffic  over  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway, 
demands  and  needs  correspondingly  enlarged  facilities,  at 
their  terminus  in  Portland,  for  the  safe  and  convenient  trans- 
action of  the  immense  business  of  the  line,  and  we  believe 
that  every  honorable  effort  should  be  made  by  the  citizens  of 
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Boston  and  Maine  Railroad. 

From  Portland,  Maine,  to  Boston,  Mass. ;  44  miles  in 
Maine.

It  is  almost  needless  to  say  of  that  portion  of  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad,  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  that  it  is, 
as  usual,  in  excellent  condition,  and  still  maintains  its  well- 
earned  reputation  as  a  safe  and  well-managed  railroad.  The 
improvements  for  the  past  year,  have  been  the  erection  of  a 
new  iron  bridge  at  the  Muzzy  road,  near  Portland;  the 
building  of  a  second  track,  three  miles  in  length,  west 
from  Portland  to  the  point  of  crossing  the  Portland,  Saco  and 
Portsmouth  Railroad  in  Scarborough ;  the  partial  filling  and 
repairing  the  pile  bridges  across  the  Scarborough  marshes, 
and  the  renewal  of  the  wooden  flooring  upon  several  of  the 
iron  bridges  in  the  vicinity  of  Saco. 

The  passenger  station  building  at  Portland  has  been 
remodeled  and  greatly  improved,  making  it  a  convenient  and 
pleasant  station.  We  understand  that  the  filling  of  the  pile 
bridges  across  the  Scarborough  marshes  will  be  continued 
the  coming  season,  until  they  are  reduced  to  the  lengths 
actually  required  for  water-way.  The  superstructure  of 
the  long,  wooden  lattice  bridge  at  Salmon  Falls,  which  has 
been  in  position  about  thirty-three  years,  is  apparently  as 
sound,  and  the  joints  close  and  firm  as  when  first  erected,  but 
the  stone  abutment  at  the  easterly  end  of  the  bridge  is  some- 
what bulged,  and  will  need  to  be  rebuilt  very  soon,  though  we 
do  not  consider  it  unsafe  at  the  present  time.  The  track  upon 
the  whole  road  is  in  good  surface  and  line ;  the  road-bed 
well  drained  and  neatly  cleared  up,  and  in  all  respects 
presents  the  evidence  of  practical  experience  and  constant 
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care  on  the  part  of  those  in  charge,  and  reflects  much  credit 
npon  the  Road  Master ,  Mr.  Smith,  who  has  charge  of  the 
division  in  this  State.

Biickspart  and  Bangor  Railroad, 

From  Bucksport  to  Bangor,  18  8-10  miles.     Gauge  3  feet. 

Under  the  experienced  management  of  Mr.  Xincoln,  the 
lessee,  this  road  b^s  improved  in  condition  and  business. 
The  road-bed  has  been  improved  by  ballasting  and  widening, 
and  the  track  aligned  and  surfaced.  The  road  having  origi- 
nally been  constructed  and  operated  as  a  broad-gauge  road, 
now  has  the  advantage  of  heavier  iron,  wider  road-bed,  and 
stronger  bridges  than  are  required,  or  would  be  adopted  in 
the  construction  of  narrow-gauge  railroads,  and  these  advan- 
tages of  course  involve  less  risk  of  straining  or  overloading 
the  bridges,  and  less  wear  and  tear  of  the  superstructure,  as 
the  rolling  stock  in  use  on  this  road  was  built  expressly  for 
the  narrow  gauge,  and  is  consequently  much  lighter  than  the 
rolling  stock  that  the  road,  when  constructed,  was  intended 
to  support.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  under  the  new  man- 
agement, the  road  is  fulfilling  to  a  greater  extent  than  here- 
tofore the  expectations  of  its  projectors,  and  is  proving  a 
fairly  profitable  investment  to  the  lessee.  A  project  for  the 
extension  of  this  line  to  Ellsworth  and  Bar  Harbor,  is  now 
being  agitated,  and  is  received  with  considerable  favor  by 
the  people  living  in,  and  interested  in  those  localities,  who 
will  not  be  content  much  longer  to  remain  isolated  and  shut 
out  from  the  conveniences  of  railroad  communication,  while 
other  communities  of  perhaps  less  importance  and  fewer  nat- 
ural advantages,  are  reaping  the  benefit  of  enterprise  in  this 
direction.  The  building  of  this  extension  would  add  very 
materially  to  the  business  and  value  of  the  Bucksport  road, 
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and  it  would  seem,  with  the  assistance  of  the  city  of  Ells- 
worth, the  miuing  interests  on  the  coast,  and  those  interested 
in  the  development  of  the  most  attractive  watering  place  of 
the  whole  Atlantic  sea-board  (Mount  Desert) ,  that  this  enter- 
prise could  be  accomplished  with  little  effort.  The  rolling 
stock  is  in  good  condition,  and  well  adapted  to  the  uses  of 
the  road.

Stewart,  C.  P.  Stetson,  J.  S.  Ricker,  H.  N.  Fiiirbanks, 
Sprague  Adams,  F.  A.  Wilson,  all  of  Bangor. 

For  several  years  this  road  has  been  managed  by  the  Trus- 
tees, for  the  bondholders ;  but  about  the  middle  of  Septem- 
ber the  Trustees  were  relieved  of  their  charge,  and  a  company 
organized,  under  the  same  style  and  name,  viz.,  European 
and  North  American  Railway  Company,  of  which  the  Hon. 
Noah  Woods,  of  Bangor,  is  President  and  Treasurer.  This 
road  is  steadily  gaining  in  importance  and  business,  and  the 
improvements  made  upon  it  have  fully  kept  pace  with  the  in- 
creased service  required  of  it.  The  policy  of  the  trustees  has 
been  to  expend,  so  far  as  possible,  the  earnings  of  the  road 
upon  the  road,  in  strengthening  and  renewing  many  of  the 
bridges,  doing  away  with  others,  and  making  permanent  pile 
embankments  in  the  place  of  the  long  pile  bridges  built  across 
the  bogs,  and  other  places,  in  the  first  construction  of  the 
road.  On  a  large  portion  of  the  road  the  embankments  were 
left  too  low,  and  both  excavations  and  embankments  too  nar- 
row. These  defects  have  been  to  a  great  extent  remedied, 
by  raising  and  widening,  but  it  has  required  much  time,  labor 
and  money  to  correct  and  perfect  an  originally  faulty  con- 
struction ;  but  every  year,  during  the  administration  of  the 
Trustees,  steady  advances  have  been  made,  and  the  road  bed 
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well  ballasted  and  drained,  the  tiack  in  good  lino  and  surface, 
and  A  lar<re  portion  of  it  renewed  with  new  steel  and  iron 
mila,  and  cedar  cross  ties.  The  Iipidyes  aro  in  good  order 
and  safe,  and  new  timbers  have  been  pnt  into  roost  of  the 
euialler  water-ways  and  culverts. 

The  following  details  will  exhibit  the  additions  and  repairs 
for  the  past  year :  2000  tons  of  steel  rails  were  purchased,  of 
which  1R50  tons  were  laid  in  the  track  before  the  1st  of  Sep- 
tember, the  balance  since  that  time ;  also  25  new  frogs,  and 
about  23,000  aleepers;  80.000  yards  of  gravel  bulhist  have 
been  put  on  the  roiid-bed.  The  approaches  tothe  Ked  bridge 
Qeur  Bangor,  and  (he  Lincoln  and  Molnncus  bridges  have 
I>efn  repaired,  and  the  abutments  of  the  Oldtown  and  Sunk- 
haze  bridges  thoroughly  grouted  ;  the  .bridge  at  Passadnm- 
keag  repaired,  and  additional  iron  rods  put  into  the  truss. 
New  stringers  and  ties  have  been  laid  on  the  iron  span  at 
Mattawamke.ig  bridge,  and  new  caps  in  the  Wytopillock  and 
Meadow  Brook  pile  bridges,  and  the  piles  replaced  with  new 
timber  wherever  it  was  found  necessary  to  do  so.  The  string- 
ers have  been  renewed  on  14  culverts.  9  cattle-guards  rebuilt, 
and  24  culverts  and  guards  repaired. 

The  trestling  at  KiDgman  tannery  and  saw  mill,  350  feet 
in  length,  has  been  rebuilt,  and  the  Bangor  wharves  and 
high  head  tracks  extensively  repaired ;  and  on  the  main  lino 
al  Orono  a  fill  28  feet  in  length  has  been  made  across  the 
ouinl,  taking  the  place  of  a  bridge.  The  Stillwater  branch  has 
been  extended  1,800  feet  from  Stillwater  Village  to  the  steam 
mill,  and  six  spur  tracks  built  near  the  mill.  A  new  siding 
1,000  feet  in  length,  has  been  built  at  Vancehoro.  At  Bangor, 
tlie  ongiae  and  car  houses  ;  and  at  Oldtown,  the  engine  house  ; 
Uattawnuikeag,  freight  house ;  and  the  station  buildings  at 
Orono,  Webster,  Great  AV'orka  and  Passadumkeag,  have  all 
been  repaired  and  painted.  At  Vanceboro  two,  at  South  Lin- 
ooln  one,  at  Olamon  one  frost-proof  water  tanks  have  been 
erected,  with  wiud-milis,  and  pipes  complete  at  the  two  tirst- 
nameii  places.  Four  and  ouc-half  miles  of  cedar  bunk,  two 
■ml  u  half  miles  of  board  and  rail,  and  ouc-half  mile  of  buow 
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fences,  have  been  built  this  year.  The  rolling  stock  is  in 
good  condition.  Two  new  freight  locomotives  and  a  new  po8«- 
tal  car  have  been  purchased,  and  five  box  and  ten  stock  cars 
built ;  seventy-six  freight  cars  repainted  or  rebuilt ;  six  loco- 
motives, four  passenger,  one  saloon  and  three  baggage  cars 
thoroughly  overhauled,  repaired,  painted  and  varnished,  at 
the  company's  shop  in  Mattawamkeag. 

From  the  foregoing  statements  it  will  be  seen  that  the  trus- 
tees deliver  the  road  up  to  the  new  organization  in  a  greatly 
improved  condition  and  higher  state  of  efficiency  than  when 
they  assumed  charge  of  it,  and  we  hope  that  the  same  good 
policy  will  be  continued  in  the  future,  until  the  road  is 
brought  up  to  the  highest  condition  of  permanency  and  use- 
fulness, which  its  position  and  location,  as  a  part  of  the  great 
east  and  west  Trunk  Line  through  the  State,  demand,  and 
which  the  public  is  justified  in  expecting. 

The  European  and  !((orth  American  Road  connects  at 
Bangor  with  the  Maine  Central  Railroad,  for  all  points  west, 
and  at  Oldtown  witk  the  Bangor  and  Piscataquis  Railroad, 
for  Moosehead  Lake ;  at  Vanceboro',  with  the  St.  Johns  and 
Maine  Railway,  for  Fredericton,  St.  Johns  and  Halifax, 
also  at  the  last  named  point,  with  the  New  Brunswick  and 
Canada  Railway,  for  St.  Stephens,  St.  Andrews,  in  New 
Brunswick,  and  Calais  in  this  State,  also  running  in  the 
northern  direction  to  Houlton,  in  this  State,  and  Woodstock, 
New  Brunswick,  connecting  at  the  last  named  point  with  the 
New  Brunswick  narrow  gauge  railway,  to  Fort  Fairfield  and 
Caribou  on  the  Aroostook  river,  in  this  State,  and  the  whole 
valley  of  the  St.  John  to  Edmunston,  in  New  Brunswick. 
The  European  and  North  American  has  the  present  advantage 
of  being  the  only  railroad  communication  between  the  east 
and  west,  for  the  large  and  rapidly  improving  portion  of  our 
own  State  and  the  Maritime  Provinces,  and  its  business  and 
usefulness  must  increase  in  proportion  to  the  facilities  it 
affords  for  the  safe,  convenient  and  rapid  transportion  of  pas- 
sengers and  frieght  to  and  from  this  fertile  and  attractive 
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territory.  The  road  has  been  operated  with  great  freedom 
from  accidents,  and  the  traius  run  with  promptneaa  and 
r^itarity.

New  Srunswick  and  Canada  Railway. 
From  Wood&tock,  New  Briinawick,  to  St.  Stephens,  with 
bnitich  to  Hoiilton,  fi-oui  Debec  Jinictioii,  N,  B., — 8  niilea 
io  length,  3  miles  of  which,  are  within  the  limits  of  this 
State;  ulao  with  a  branch  from  Mc.\diim  Junction,  nbuiit  7 
miles  iu  length,  three-fourtlia  of  a  mile  of  which  is  within 
the  limits  of  this  State,  and  witli  a  brunch  from  Wiitt  Junc- 
tion to  St.  Andrews,  nil  in  the  Province  of  Now  Bt-unswick, 

r        making  in  all  129  miles. 

Although  but  a  stnall  portion  of  this  rRilway  is  in  this 

I  Stale,  still  it  is  an  important  road,  and  one  in  which  the 
peoplo  of  Maine  are  greatly  interested,  as  it  ia  the  only  line 
of  nulway  connecting  the  western  portion  of  the  State  with 
the  County  of  Aroostook,  and  the  flourishing  town  of  Houltoa 
in  particular;  also  at  Woodstock,  N.  B.,  connecting  with  the 
New  Brunswick  Railway,  affording  us  conmmnication  with 
tbc  rapidly  growing  towns  of  the  Aroostook  and  St.  John 
valleys,  also  from  McAdum  Junction  to  St.  Stephens  and  St. 
Andrews  in  N.  B.,  and  the  city  of  Calais  in  this  State.  The 
nwid  from  Vancehoro  to  Debec  Junction  is  in  good  condition, 
the  contemplated  improvements,  to  which  reference  was  mode 
in  our  report  of  last  year,  having  been  nearly  completed.  The 
rotfl-Iied  has  been  raised  and  well  ballasted,  and  the  track 
reluid  with  steel  rails  and  now  ties.  Many  new  ties  and 
ft  large  uiuount  of  hullast  have  been  put  upon  the  Honlton 
Bnineli,  and  this  portion  of  the  road  is  in  fair  condition. 
Two  new  passenger  care,  of  modern  construction,  have  been 
added  to  the  rolling  stock,  and  the  entire  line  from  Yauce- 
boro  to  Honlton,  presents  a  greatly  improved  appearance, 
eouipiired  with   its  condition  in  the  preceding  years.     The 
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traffic  of  the  road  has  very  largely  increased  since  its  exten- 
sion to  Vancehoro,  and  it  has  become  a  very  valuable  feeder 
to  the  European  and  North  American  Railway.  The  road  is 
well  managed,  and  its  officers  and  employ^^s  are  always  atten- 
tive to  the  wants,  safety  and  convenience  of  its  patrons.

Knox  and  Lincoln  Railroad. 

From  Bath  to  Rockland,  49  miles. 

Directors — John  T.  Berry  and  Francis  Cobb,  Rockland; 
Edmund  Wilson,  Thomaston ;  Augustus  Welt,  Waldoboro' ; 
D.  W.  Chapman,  Damariscotta ;  Edwin  Flye,  Newcastle; 
Henry  Ingalls,  Wiscasset;  Edwin  Reed,  Bath. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  and  various  kinds  of  bridges 
upon  the  line  of  this  road,  it  requires  constant  watchfulness 
and  care,  together  with  continual  outlay  of  money,  to  keep  it 
in  good,  safe  running  order.  That  it  has  received,  and  is  still 
receiving  this  attention,  is  well  known  to  your  CommissionerSy 
and  the  freedom  from  accident,  and  regularity  with  which  the 
trains  have  been  run,  and  the  whole  operations  of  the  road 
conducted,  are  of  themselves  conclusive  evidence  of  its  good 
management,  without  further  commendation 'from  us. 

The  aim  of  the  management  is  to  reduce  the  number  and 
length  of  the  bridges  by  filling,  and  making  permanent  earth 
and  stone  embankments,  as  fast  as  their  limited  means  will 
permit  them  to  do  so,  and  it  is  certainly  necessary  and  desir- 
able that  this  shall  be  accomplished  as  rapidly  as  the  cir- 
cumstances will  admit,  not  only  for  the  safety  of  the  trains, 
but  to  save  the  large  and  ever-increasing  expense  of  keeping 
the  wooden  structures  in  repair.  In  pursuance  of  the  above 
policy,  the  company,  year  before  last,  filled  the  long  pile  and 
trestle  bridge  at  Damariscotta  Mills,  and  this  year  the  loca- 
tion of  the  road  has  been  changed  at  Dunton's  cove,  (between 
Wiscasset  and  Newcastle)    and  the  long,  high  pile  bridge 
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entiroly  supersoded  by  a  solid  stone  aud  cnrth  embankment 
across  a  short  portion  of  the  cove,  nnd  a  good  road-bed  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  distJincc,  built  along  the  eide  hill,  a 
few  rods  east  of  the  old  bridge.  This  is  a  great  improve- 
ment, and  it  is  a  matter  of  surprise  that  the  original  locatioa 
was  not  made  npon  the  ground  now  occupied  by  the  new 
line.  The  cost  of  the  change  has  been  about  $8,700,  and  the 
cost  of  building  2,700  feet  of  pile,  ranging  from  15  to  35 
feet  in  height  on  the  old  location,  must  have  largely  exceeded 
the  cost  of  making  this  change.  A  pttrtion  of  the  trestle 
work  at  the  west  end  of  Nequ^ssct  bridge  has  been  filled  with 
earth,  and  several  other  places  of  minor  importance  improved 
in  the  same  manner.  The  long  pile  bridge  just  west  of 
Wiscasset  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  aud  most  of  the 
tnick  stringers  and  caps  renewed  with  good  hard  pine  timber. 
The  other  bridges  along  the  line  have  been  kept  in  safe  con- 
dition, and  about  SO, 000  feet  of  bard  pine  timber  has  been 
Qsed  in  repairing  and  strengthening  some  of  them  this  season, 
and  the  renewal  and  repairing  of  others  will  be  accomplished 
the  coming  summer.  The  track  and  road-bed  is  in  very  good 
qondition,  remarkably  so,  when  we  take  into  consideration 
tJ>e  fact  that  it  has  thus  far  been  maintained  without  much 
ballaat,  as  the  material  suitable  for  this  purpose  is  not  found 
along  the  line  iu  sufficieut  quantity.  The  rolling  stock  is  id 
gocid  condition.

Lewiston  and  Auburn  Branch. 

Four  and  one-half  miles  in  length. 

This  road  was  built  by  the  united  action  of  the  cities  of 
Lewiston  and  Auburn,  and  leased  to  the  Grand  Trunk  Rail- 
way. It  is  perhaps  sufficient  to  say  of  this  road  that  its 
origiDal    construction   was  well  planned  and  executed,  and 
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that  it  is  in  excellent  condition  at  the  present  time,  and 
comparing  favorably  in  all  respects  with  the  main  line  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway. 

Consolidated  Maine  Central  Railroad^  and  its  Branches. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-five  miles  in  all.

We  are  happy  to  report  the  continued  excellent  condition 
and  successful  operation  of  these  important  lines  of  road, 
under  the  same  management  and  policy  that  has  controlled 
it  for  several  years,  and  established  its  character  throughout 
the  countiy  as  progressive,  well  managed,  and  safe  in  every 
respect. 

The  design  of  the  company  is  to  put  their  road  in  the  best 
possible  condition,  to  secure  the  safe  and  rapid  transit  of 
passengers  and  freight,  between  its  terminal  points,  and  to 
fully  provide  for  the  constantly  increasing  traffic.  The  past 
season  has  been  one  of  unusual  activity  on  this  road,  and  has 
taxed  its  resources  almost  to  their  fullest  capacity.  The 
general  prosperity  of  the  country,  and  revival  of  business, 
together  with  the  largely  increased  travel  incident  to  an 
exciting  State  and  National  political  campaign  and  election, 
have  made  extraordinary  demands  for  transportation  facilities, 
which  have  been  promptly  met  and  most  successfully 
arranged  and  carried  out. 

While  the  company  have  fully  met  the  wants  of  the  busi- 
ness public,  they  have  also  made  arrangements  for  pleasure 
parties,  and  those  who  are  looking  for  a  quiet  and  attractive 
place  to  spend  a  day  away  from  business  cares  and  the 
hot  and  dusty  streets  of  the  towns  and  cities ;  and  for  this 
purpose  they  selected  a  suitable  spot  on  the  line  of  the  Lew- 
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iston  and  Waterville  road,  between  Winthrop  and  Readfield, 
upon  the  shores  of  the  beautiful  Lake  Maranacook,  where  they 
have  built  a  long  wharf  or  landing,  for  the  accommodation  of 
boating  parties,  and  convenient  buildings  for  all  the  purposes 
of  a  pleasure  ground.  The  grove  has  been  trimmed  up  and 
cleared  of  underbrush,  paths  graded,  and  seats  arranged  at 
regular  intervals,  in  fact  everything  has  been  done  to  add  to 
the  natural  beauties  of  the  place,  the  conveniences  and 
attractions  of  a  first-class  pleasure  resort. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  repairs  and  improvements 
made  on  the  Maine  Central  road  during  the  last  year,  ending 
September  1st,  1880. 

Two  thousand  tons  of  steel  rails  and  45,000  ties  or  sleepers,. 
have  been  laid  in  the  track,  and  20  miles  of  track  ballasted: 
and  raised.  About  2^,  miles  of  new  side  track  have  been 
built,  and  the  iron  rails  taken  out,  repaired,  and  relaid  in  nine 
miles  of  track.  A  second  track  has  been  built  from  Congress- 
Street,  Portland,  to  Woodford's  Corner ;  also  one  from  the 
iron  bridge,  between  Waterville  and  Kendall's  Mills,  to 
Waterville,  both  adding  greatly  to  the  convenience  and  safety 
of  the  road.  A  new  and  commodious  passenger  station  has 
been  erected  at  the  growing  village  of  South  Gardiner,  and 
the  passenger  depot  at  Augusta  has  been  remodeled  and 
greatly  improved.  Twenty-two  miles  of  new  fence  have  been 
built.  There  have  been  several  bridges  built  during  the  year 
on  the  main  line  and  branches :  one  on  Portland  Street, 
Portland,  an  iron  girder  of  74  feet  span.  The  length  of  the 
main  line  from  Portland  to  Bangor,  via  Brunswick,  Augusta, 
and  Waterville,  is  136  i*o  miles,  and  from  Cumberland  Junction 
via.  Lewiston  and  Winthrop,  72^9^  miles ;  74^  miles  of  the 
main  track  is  laid  with  steel  rails.  The  length  of  double 
track  on  the  main  line  is  4  miles,  and  aggregate  length  of 
side  tracks,  etc.,  47/^  miles. 

Androscoggin,  Leeds  and  Farmington  Branches — from 
Brunswick  to  Leeds  Junction,  including  branch  from  Crowley's 
to  Lewiston,  34  miles.     From  Leeds  Junction  to  Farmington 
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36i  miles.  Th6  track  and  Foad-bed  is  in  good  condition 
throughout  its  entire  length.  The  new  iron  bridge  over  the 
Androscoggin  river,  (referred  to  in  our  report  of  last  year  as 
being  in  process  of  construction)  has  been  completed,  and  is 
in  every  respect  a  very  reliable  and  graceful  structure.  It 
consists  of  four  spans,  two  of  154  feet,  one  of  65  feet,  and 
one  of  20  feet  in  length, — total  393  feet,  with  a  public  road- 
way suspended  from  and  under  the  main  bridge.  The 
masonry  at  Little  River  has  been  rebuilt  in  a  substantial  man- 
ner, and  we  believe  it  is  entirely  secure  from  the  action  of 
freshets,  &c.  At  Crowley's,  a  queen  truss  of  wood,  36  feet 
span,  and  between  Crowley's  and  Leeds  Junction,  3  spans  of 
stringer  bridge,  15  feet  each  in  length,  have  been  built. 

At  East  Wilton,  249^  feet  of  trestle,  and  three  spans  of 
queen  truss  bridge,  two  of  33}  feet,  one  of  31}  feet  span, 
have  been  built,  making  a  total  length  of  393  feet.  At 
Farmington,  the  long  pile  bridge  2,000  feet  in  length,  has 
been  rebuilt,  with  ash  piles  and  hard  pine  stringers,  caps  and 
cross-ties,  making  a  very  strong  and  durable  structure. 
Granite  abutments  and  wooden  superstructure  has  been  built 
at  Lowell  brook,  between  East  Wilton  and  Farmington, 
taking  the  place  of  the  old  trestle  bridge  at  that  point.  Sev- 
eral of  the  station  buildings  along  the  line,  including  that  at 
Farmington,  have  been  remodeled  and  repaired,  and  in  some 
instances  entirely  new  structures  built. 

Bath  Branch — from  Brunswick  to  Bath,  9  miles.  This 
road  branches  from  the  Maine  Central  at  Brunswick,  running 
to  Bath,  and  connecting  there  with  the  Knox  and  Lincoln 
Railroad.  The  whole  road  is  in  very  good  condition,  and  the 
only  change  or  addition  the  past  year  is  a  new  over-head 
bridge  at  Bath. 

Belfast  and  Moosehead  Lake  Railroad — from  Belfast 
to  Burnham,  33^  miles. 

Charles  B.  Hazeltine,  President,  Belfast;  Asa  Faunce, 
Treasurer,  Belfast. 
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The  road-bed  and  track  b  in  about  the  same  general  condi- 
tion as  reported  last  year,  safe,  but  not  up  to  the  standard 
of  the  other  branches  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad.  It  needs 
more  ballast,  and  the  tracks  should  be  surfaced  and  aligned. 
The  two  bridges  over  Wescott  stream,  referred  to  in  our 
report  of  last  year,  as  needing  to  be  rebuilt,  have  both  been 
removed,  and  substantial  Howe  truss,  hard  pine  bridges 
erected  in  their  places.  The  filling  of  the  pile  bridge  at 
Belfast  has  been  continued  to  some  extent,  but  is  not  yet 
completed.  This  road  is  leased  to  the  Maine  Central 
Company. 

Dexter  akd  Newfobt  Branch — ^from  Dexter  to  New- 
port, 14  miles.    Leased  to  the  Maine  Central  Company. 

Charles  Shaw,  President,  Dexter;  George  ILimilton, 
Treasurer,  Dexter. 

No  material  change  has  been  made  on  this  road  since  our 
last  report.  The  bridges  are  in  excellent  condition,  but  the 
track,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Belfast  road,  needs  ballast,,  and 
to  be  surfaced  and  aligned ;  it  is  all,  however,  in  fair  condi- 
dition,  but  would  bo  greatly  improved  if  the  above  sugges- 
tions should  be  adopted  and  carried  out. 

Skowhegan  Branch — ^from  Waterville  to  Skowhegan, 
18  19-100  miles.  The  Skowhegan  branch,  as  it  is  called,  is 
a  portion  of  the  Somerset  and  Kennebec  Railroad  from 
Augusta  to  Skowhegan,  about  37|  miles  in  length.  That 
portion  of  the  road  between  Augusta  and  Waiterville  forms  a 
portion  of  the  main  line  from  Portland  to  Bangor,  while  the 
other  portion  from  Waterville  to  Skowhegan,  is  operated  as  a 
branch  line.  The  track  of  the  last  named  portion  is  in  good, 
safe  condition,  but  will  soon  need  some  new  iron  or  steel 
rails  on  a  considerable  portion  of  it.  A  large  amount  of 
ballast  was  put  on  to  the  road-bed,  and  reported  last  year ; 
also  new  iron  in  the  track  around  several  of  the  curves. 
There  are  but  two  important  bridges  on  this  line,  one  at 
Martin's  stream  in  Fairfield,  which  is  in  good  order;  the 
other  over  the  Kennebec  river  at  Skowhegan,  a  wooden  Howe

truss,  which  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  is  being 
moved,  and  an  iron  bridge  erected  in  its  place,  one  span  of 
which  is  already  in  position  and  use.  The  wooden  span  of 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length,  and  fifty  in  height 
from  the  surface  of  the  water  to  the  rail,  has  all  been  re- 
moved, and  a  new  one. put  in  place,  under  the  supervision 
of  Mr.  D.  A.  Booker,  the  experienced  Bridge  Master  of  the 
road,  without  the  slightest  interruption  of  the  trains  ;  and  not 
only  this,  but  all  the  other  bridges  erected  by  him  on  the 
Maine  Central  Railroad  have  been  put  up  in  like  manner, 
and  without  accident  to  person  or  property.  The  passenger 
stations  at  Somerset  Mills  and  Pishon's  Ferry  have  been  re- 
built this  year.  The  number  of  spans  of  wooden  bridges  on 
the  Maine  Central  Railroad  and  its  branches,  of  25  feet  and 
upwards,  is  123  in  61  bridges,  with  an  aggregate  length  of 
12,900  feet ;  and  there  are  17  iron  bridges,  with  an  aggregate 
length  of  5081 J  feet.  The  rolling  stock  is  in  excellent  con- 
dition throughout. 

In  closing  this  report  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  and  its 
Branches,  we  congi-atulate  the  public  and  the  ofiicers  of  the 
road,  upon  the  very  successful  manner  in  which  it  has  been, 
and  is  at  the  present  time  operated ;  upon  its  fine  condition, 
and  future  prospects,  and  the  entire  satisfaction  the  manage- 
ment is  giving  to  its  patrons,  making  it  creditable  both  to  the 
State  and  the  company.

Norway  Branch  Railroad. 

From  Grand  Trunk  Station,  South  Paris  to  Norway,  IJ 
miles. 

This  road  has  been  completed,  and  we  have  examined  it 
since  the  date  of  our  last  report. 

It  is  well  located  and  constructed,  and  is  proving  a  great 
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benefit  and  accommodation  to  the  people  of  Norway  and  the 
sarrounding  country.  The  road  is  leased  and  run  by  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company.  George  L.  Beal,  Presi- 
dent, Norway. 

Orchard  Beach  Railroad, 

This  is  a  short  railroad,  about  three  miles  in  length,  extend- 
ing from  the  Boston  and  Maine  Station,  at  Old  Orchard  Beach, 
to  the  mouth  of  the  Saco  river,  at  which  latter  point  it  con- 
nects with  the  steamer  running  from  Saco  to  Biddeford  Pool. 
The  road  is  built  along  the  beach,  and  affords  to  those  who 
travel  over  it  a  fine  view  of  ocean  scenery,  projecting  head- 
lands, islands,  &c.  The  road  is  well  built  and  adapted  to  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  constructed,  and  is  operated  only 
during  the  season  of  pleasure  travel,  adding  largely  to  the 
attractions  of  Old  Orchard,  which  has  of  late  become  one  of 
the  most  popular  summer  resorts  on  the  whole  Atlantic  Coast. 
The  company  have  built  a  wharf  and  convenient  landing 
place  at  Saco  river. 

Portland  and  Ogdensburg  Railroad. 

From  Portland,  Maine,  to  Lunenburg,  New  Hampshire. — 
51  miles  in  this  State.

We  report  this  line  of  road,  for  the  most  part,  in  good 
condition,  but  a  considerable  amount  of  new  iron  is  needed, 
and  should  be  laid  in  the  track  the  coming  spring.  The  ties 
are  generally  good,  as  a  large  proportion  of  them  are  nearly 
new,  having  been  laid  within  the  last  two  years.  The  road- 
bed is  well  ballasted  and  ditched.  The  bridges  are  in  safe 
condition,  several  of  them  having  been  filled  with  earth,  and 
others  will  be  as  soon  as  the  resources  of  the  company  will 
permit. 
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A  new  pile  bridge,  for  an  ice-track,  has  been  built  at  Port- 
land harbor,  and  the  track  laid  over  it  on  to  Jose's  wharf. 
Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  pile  bridge  at  Stroud- 
water.  This  was  originally  designed  for  a  temporary  struc- 
ture, but  has  been  strengthened  and  repaired  from  time  to 
time.  But  now,  large  water-ways  have  been  constnicted  and 
sunk  into  place,  with  a  view  of  making  a  permanent  embank- 
ment; which  has  already  been  commenced ;  and  while  the 
bridge  has  been  made  safe  for  this  winter,  it  will  be  entirely 
replaced  by  a  solid  embankment  in  the  spring. 

Freight  tracks  have  been  extended  and  connected  with  the 
tracks  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  in  Portland.  The  side 
tracks  at  Cumberland  Mills  have  been  extended  to  accommo- 
date the  rapidly, increasing  business  at  that  point.  The  ends 
of  the  stone  arch  at  Inkfaorn  brook  have  been  relaid  in 
cement,  and  the  high  embankment  raised  and  filled  out  over 
them,  thus  doing  away  with  a  very  objectionable  depression 
in  the  grade  at  this  place.  The  embankments  over  the  large 
culverts  at  CoUoywright  and  Black  brooks,  have  been  filled, 
and  the  objectionable  gradients  at  these  points  greatly 
improved,  and  permanent  stone  culverts  and  earth  embank- 
ments substituted  for  the  former  perishable  structures.  The 
pile  bridge  across  the  Presumpscot  river  at  Gambo  has  been 
greatly  improved  and  strengthened,  by  driving  intermediate 
bands  of  piles  between  the  original  bands  forming  the  support 
of  the  superstructure.  The  steamboat  wharf  at  Sebago  lake 
hus  been  rebuilt  in  a  substantial  manner,  and  about  10,000 
cubic  yards  of  good  ballast  distributed  between  Portland  and 
Steep  Falls,  Stimdish.  The  Portland  and  Ogdensburg  road 
will  undoubtedly  continue  to  increase  in  popular  favor,  as 
one  of  the  most  attractive  and  interesting  avenues  of  travel 
in  the  whole  country,  passing  as  it  does  along  the  shores  of 
the  beautiful  Sebago  lake,  and  up  the  valley  of  the  winding 
Saco  river,  with  its  picturesque  falls  and  broad  intervals,  it 
boldly  enters  the  gorge  of  the  White  Mountains,  and  cling- 
ing to  their  slopes,  forces  its  way  by  steep  and  continuous 
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ascent,  amidst  the  grandest  of  Nature's  works,  to  a  passage 
through  the  Notch  into  the  heart  of  the  mouutains,  present- 
ing views  upon  which  the  eye  never  tires  of  looking,  and 
once  seen  are  impressed  upon  the  mind,  and  never  forgotten. 

The  road  is  well  and  safely  managed.  The  rolling  stock  is 
in  good  order.

Portland  and  Rochester  Railroad. 

From  Portland,  Maine,  to  Rochester,  New  Hampshire — 52 
miles,  49^  miles  in  Maine.

This  road  is  partaking  of  the  general  spirit  of  improve- 
ment which  has  influenced  the  managers  of  the  roads  in  this 
State  for  the  last  few  years,  and  it  is  gradually  gaining  the 
confidence  of  the  public  as  a  safe  and  well  conducted  rail- 
road, and  j'our  Commissioners  are  glad  to  note  and  report  the 
efforts  that  are  being  made  in  this  direction.  The  following 
are  some  of  the  items  of  repairs  and  renewals  made  the  past 
year,  one  of  the  most  important  of  which  is  the  reconstruction 
of  the  truss  bridge,  over  the  Mousam  river  at  Springvale,  by 
putting  in  larger  and  stronger  bottom  chords,  as  suggested 
by  your  Commissioners,  as  the  old  chords  were  not,  in  our 
opinion,  large  or  strong  enough  for  the  service  required  of 
them;  new  angle  and  packing  blocks  have  been  put  in  the 
top  chords  wherever  needed,  and  some  of  the  other  bridges 
and  culverts  alon^r  the  line  have  received  necessary  repairs. 
There  have  been  laid  in  the  main  track  the  past  season  fifty  tons 
of  steel,  and  thirteen  tons  of  iron  rails,  26,000  cedar  tics, 
24,000  pounds  of  splices,  2,400  pounds  of  bolts,  and  3,000 
nut  locks,  and  37,000  feet  of  old  rails  laid  in  side  tracks. 
In  Portland  a  freight  shed,  240  feet  long,  for  local  freight, 
has   been  built   and  a  two-story  addition  to  the  passenger 
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depot  made  for  the  accommodation  of  the  general  oflScers  of 
the  companj',  and  fitted  for  the  occupany  of  the  Superintend- 
ent, Treasurer,  General  Ticket  and  Freight  Agents,  and  an 
addition  made  to  the  machine  shop  for  blacksmithing  purposes. 
A  new  pile  wharf,  70  feet  front  by  100  feet  long,  has  been 
built  near  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  bridge,  which  will  greatly 
facilitate  the  handling  of  coal,  railroad  ties,  and  other  freight 
consigned  to  this  company.  At  Gorham  a  new  turn-table 
has  been  built,  and  at  South  Waterboro'  an  addition  has  been 
built  to  the  depot  for  freight  purposes ;  and  improvements 
made  at  East  Lebanon,  Springvale,  and  Center  Waterboro' 
depots,  and  all  repainted  and  whitewashed  throughout. 

The  company  has  purchased  from  the  Maine  Centnil  Rail- 
road Company  their  one-half  interest  in  the  engine  house  and 
lot  on  Alder  street,  Portland,  and  from  the  city  of  Portland 
5000  feet  of  land  for  additional  tracks,  to  enable  them  to  enter 
the  engine  house  from  the  west  instead  of  the  east,  and  avoid 
crossing  Preble  and  Alder  streets  some  forty  times  daily, 
when  the  engines  arc  going  to  and  from  the  house.  By  reason 
of  the  above  changes,  and  the  occupancy  of  the  land  formerly 
used  for  coal  pens,  with  the  new  tracks  for  passenger  cars, 
and  the  increased  track  accommodations  in  the  yard,  the 
facilities  for  transacting  the  business  of  the  company  in  a 
prompt  and  economical  manner  have  been  greatly  improved. 
The  rolling  stock  is  in  fair  condition.  One  freight  saloon 
car  has  been  rebuilt,  and  many  flat  cars  repaired.  The  engine 
Worcester  has  been  rebuilt,  and  one  first-class  freight  engine 
purchased.  The  track  will  need  more  iron  and  ties  in  the 
spring,  and  we  trust  that  the  want  will  be  promptly  and  fully 
supplied.  The  road  generally  presents  a  greatly  improved 
and  creditable  appearance,  compared  with  its  condition  in 
former  years;  old  bridges  and  station  buildings  along  the  line 
have  been  renewed,  and  better  and  more  permanent  structures 
substituted.  The  track  and  road-bed  have  been  improved  by 
ballast,  ties  and  ditching,  and  the  location  between  the  fences 
cleared  of  trees,  branches  and  rubbish  ;  all  indicating  a  more 
careful  and  experienced  oversight,  and  increasing  prosperity. 
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Portland^  Saco  and  Portsmouth  Railroad. 

From  Portland,  Me.,  to  Portsmouth,  N.  H. — 52  miles,  51 
miles  in  Maine.

The  above  is  a  list  of  the  directors  of  the  Eastern  Riiilroad, 
and  we  give  them  in  this  report  because  the  P.  S.  &  P.  Rail- 
road is  leased  to,  and  controlled  by  the  Eastern  Railroad 
Company,  forming  a  part  of  the  great  through  line  from 
Boston  to  Portland,  and  from  Boston  via  Portsmouth  and 
Conway  Junction  to  North  Conway  and  the  White  Moun- 
tains, N.  H.  The  commissioners  are  highly  gratified  to  re- 
port this  important  line  of  railroad  as  being  in  all  respects  in 
excellent  condition.  The  track  is  laid  with  steel  rails,  63 
pounds  per  yard,  from  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  to  within  about 
three  miles  of  Portland,  and  the  last  three  miles  will  be  re- 
newed the  coming  season,  thus  completing  the  steel  track 
from  Boston  to  Portland.  This  being  one  of  the  great 
through  routes  between  Portland  and  Boston,  the  East  and  the 
West,  over  which  a  large  proportion  of  the  passengers  and 
freight  between  these  points  are  transported,  it  was  of  the 
utmost  importance  that  the  road  in  all  its  parts  should  be 
brought  up  to  such  a  condition  that  high  rates  of  speed  and 
rapid  transit  could,  if  necessary,  be  accomplished  with  entire 
safety.  The  location  and  construction  of  the  road  favors  this, 
as  the  line  is  very  direct,  with  long  tangents,  easy  curves  and 
light  grades. 

The  Portland,  Saco  and  Portsmouth  Railroad  was  the  first 
line  of  railroad  built  into,  and  the  second  built  in  the  State, 
(the  Bangor  and  Oldtown  road  being  the  first  built  entirely 
within  the  State,)  and  it  has  always  deseiwcd  and  maintained 
a  high  reputation  as  a  safe  and  well  managed  avenue  of  travel, 
and  it  was  never  in  better  or  perhaps  as  good  condition  to 
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claim  these  advantages,  as  at  the  present  time.  Twelve  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five  tons  of  steel  rails,  and  21,218  ties  or  sleep- 
ers have  been  laid  in  the  track,  and  3f  miles  of  track  ballasted, 
and  1,193  feet  of  new  side  track  built.  The  re-building  of  the 
long  pile  bridge  at  Portland  has  been  continued,  and  a  new  pile 
bridge  built  at  Great  Works  river.  No.  Berwick.  The  masonry 
of  the  bridges  at  Nonesuch  river,  Scarboro*,  Old  Orchard  Road 
and  Emery's  Pass  in  Elliot,  have  all  been  re-built,  and  iron 
girders  put  on  at  these  several  points ;  4  new  culverts  and 
cattle-passes,  and  6  over-head  bridges  have  been  built  in  a 
substantial  manner.  At  Saco  a  new  passengqr  station,  and  at 
Conway  Junction  new  water-works  with  tank  and  wind-mill, 
have  been  erected ;  6 J  miles  of  fence  have  been  built.  The 
long  bridge  across  the  Piscataqua  river,  at  Portsmouth,  is  in 
its  usual  good  condition,  and  great  attention,  care  and  expense 
are  bestowed  upon  it  to  keep  it  perfectly  safe  for  the  passage 
of  trains  over  it.  The  road-bed  presents  a  very  neat  and 
finished  appearance,  and  the  location  between  the  fences  is 

*  thoroughly  cleared  up — in  short,  the  appearance  of  the  whole 
road  indicates  that  it  is  controlled  by  competent  and  experi- 
enced oflScers,  who  fully  understand  their  duties,  and  faith- 
fully perform  them.     The  rolling  stock  is  well  kept  up,  and 

*  in  excellent  order.  The  passenger  cars  are  fitted  with  all  the 
modern  conveniences  and  appliances  required  for  the  safety 
and  comfort  of  the  travelling  public.  Mr.  H.  Bissell,  Master 
of  Maiatenanee  of  Way  of  the  Eastern  Railroad  and  its 
branches,  in  Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire,  also  has 
charge  of  the  repairs  and  improvements  on  the  road,  and  is 
eminently  qualified  for  the  duties  of  his  position.

This  road  forms  a  portion  of  the  line  from  Boston  to 
Northern  New  Hanpshire  and  the  White  Mountains,  and  dur- 
ing the  summer  months  is  a  favorite  and  expeditious  route  to 
the  various  mountain  resorts. 

Only  a  small  portion  of  the  road  is  within  the  limits  of  this 
State,  of  which  3^  miles  are  from  Brock's  crossing,  Maine, 
to  Salmon  Falls,  New  Hampshii'e.  About  16  miles  above 
the  last  named  point,  the  line  again  crosses  into  Maine,  and 
after  running  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile,  re-crosses  into 
New  Hampshire. 

There  are  two  bridges  at  the  last  named  point,  both  in  very 
good  order.  At  Salmon  Falls  there  is  a  truss  bridge  of  two 
spans,  and  this  having  been  repaired  and  strengthened  the 
past  season  is  now  in  good  order.  The  high  trestle  bridge  just 
below  Salmon  Falls  has  been  mostly  filled  with  earth,  and  the 
old  culvert  repaired.  The  station  buildings  and  platforms  at 
Salmon  Falls  and  South  Berwick  have  been  repaired  and 
improved.  New  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track,  and  a  small 
amount  of  ballast  under  it,  and  the  ^yhole  road  from  Brock's 
crossing  to  Milton  is  now  in  better  repair  than  we  have  seen 
it  for  several  years.

Portland  Horse  Railroad,

Six  and  three-fourths  miles  in  length. 

This  road  extends  from  the  corner  of  Preble  and  Con- 
gress streets  in  Portland,  to  Stevens'  Plains  in  Westhrook, 
and  from  the  western  portion  of  the  city,  one  line  along 
Spring,  and  one  along  Congress  street  to  Congress  Square, 
where  they  unite ;  thence  to  the  corner  of  Preble  street, 
where   it  divides  again,  one  line   running   through  Middle 
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Street  to  the  Grand  Trunk  Station ;  the  other  through  Con- 
gress Street  to  Munjoy  Hill. 

The  road,  for  the  most  part,  is  in  very  fair  order.  The 
cars  are  comfortable  and  kept  in  good  repair.  The  horses 
appear  to  be  carefully  used,  and  well  fed.  We  would  sug- 
gest that  the  crossings  at  the  Maine  Central  and  Portland 
and  Rochester  Railroads  might  be  improved,  and  the  jarring, 
jolting  motion  at  these  points  avoided.  The  road  is  carefully 
and  economically  managed.

Rumford  Falh  and  Buckfield  Railroad. 

From  Mechanic  Falls  via  Buckfield  to  Canton,  27^  miles.

Ever  since  this  road  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  present 
company,  it  has  steadily  gained  the  confidence  of  the  public 
and  increased  its  business  by  giving  encouragement  to  various 
business  enterprises  along  the  line.  The  road  is  in  good  con- 
dition and  rides  well.  Between  Hartford  and  Canton  the 
road-bed  has  been  raised,  widened,  and  well  ditched,  the 
track  well  lined  and  surfaced,  presenting  a  very  marked 
improvement  when  compared  with  the  irregular  line  and  sur- 
face of  former  years.  The  road  was  somewhat  damaged  two 
years  since  by  the  great  freshet  which  occurred  in  December, 
at  a  time  when  the  embankments  were  new  and  unsettled, 
but  some  of  these  wash-outs  have  been  re-filled,  and  others 
are  still  crossed  by  trestle  work,  erected  at  that  time,  and  are 
entirely  safe  for  the  present,  but  we  advise  the  re-filling  at  an 
early  day.  Up  to  the  time  when  this  road  was  purchased  by 
the  present  owners,  its  history  had  not  been  one  of  profitable 
or  successful  management,  and  it  had  become  a  bye-word 
and  an  impediment  to  the  communities  for  whose  benefit  it 
was  built ;  but  now  the  character  of  the  road  is  entirely 
changed,  and  we  are  glad  to  record  our  testimony  in  its  favor 
as  a  permanent  and  well  conducted  railroad,  operated  in  a 
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manner  to  secure  the  best  good  of  all  iutcrested  in  its  welfiire 
aud  iiuccesa.

No  changes  of  importance  have  been  made  on  this  road 
dunng  the  jiast  season,  with  tbe  exception  of  the  ro-lmilding 
of  the  bridge  at  Rule's  Stream,  in  South  Norridgewock,  and 
this  haa  been  done  in  a  very  subslnutiul  manner.  The  road- 
bed is  lu  very  good  condition,  and  the  track  in  good  align- 
ment aud  surface,  comparing  very  favorably  in  lioth  respects 
with  our  best  roads.  The  waiih-outs  caused  by  the  great 
freshet  <if  1879,  have  not  been  re-filled,  but  the  trestle  bridges 
Bt  these  points  are  strong  and  safe  for  the  present.  The 
bridges  across  the  Kennebec  river,  at  Norridgewock  aud 
Madison,  are  in  good  order.  A  new  station  has  tiecu  ealub- 
Hsbed  at  Madison  Bridge  Village,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Ken- 
nebec river,  adding  greatly  to  the  convenience  of  the  inhabi- 
tants in  that  section.  The  road  is  operated  with  great  economy 
and  care,  and  traversing  as  it  does  one  of  the  most  picturesque 
and  historically  intei'csting  portions  of  the  State,  it  should  at- 
tract the  attention  of  tourists  and  pleasure  seekers.  The 
rolling  stock,  though  limited  in  amount,  is  in  good  condition.

St.  Croix  and  Penobscot  Railroad. 

Prom  Calais  to  Princeton — 22  miles.

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There  has  been  some  little  change  in  the  condition  of  this 
road  since  our  last  report.  The  company  have  purchased 
and  laid  about  one  hundred  tons  of  steel  rails,  apd  many  new 
ties.  The  track  has  been  raised  and  ballasted  on  portions  of 
the  road.  The  long  trestle  bridge  referred  to  in  our  last 
report,  has  been  mostly  rebuilt  and  is  now  in  safe  condition. 
The  truss  bridge  at  Baring  has  been  repaired,  and  the  crib- 
work  approaches  to  the  Sprague's  Falls  bridge  on  the  St. 
Croix  river,  fully  renewed.  The  principal  business  of  this 
road  is  the  transportation  of  lumber  from  the  mills  'along  the 
line  to  Calais ;  also  freight  to  and  from  the  tanneries  at  Grand 
Lake.  The  limited  demand  for  lumber,  and  the  drought  of 
last  season,  affected  the  road  unfavorably,  but  we  trust  that 
in  the  general  revival  of  business  it  may  receive  its  full  share 
of  benefit.  The  trains  are  run  with  great  care,  and  the  en- 
tire business  of  the  road  conducted  in  the  most  economical 
manner  consistent  with  safety.

Sandy  River  Railroad. 

From  Farmington  to  Phillips,— '18  miles.     Gauge  2  feet.

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  the  first  introduction  of  the 
narrow  gauge  railroad  in  this  State,  it  could  not  have  been 
done  under  more  favorable  circumstances  than  those  that 
have  controlled  the  location  and  construction  of  this  road. 
It  was  an  experiment  to  be  tried,  and  should  have  had  all  the 
advantages  of  a  proper  location  and  construction ;  but  in  this 
respect  it  is  an  entire  faihire. 

The  road  seems  to  have  been  built  without  regard  to  align- 
ment or  grade,  and  the  structures,  bridges,  &c.,  were  thrown 
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together,  as  it  were,  for  a  temporary  purpose,  without  regard 
to  adaptation  or  safety. 

There  are  a  large  number  of  poorly  constructed  trestle 
bridges  that  ought  not  to  have  been  built,  and  a  large  por- 
tion of  them  are  entirely  useless  for  the  puiposes  of  drainage, 
or  as  water-ways,  and  were  placed  there  as  substitutes  for 
earth  embankments.  The  location  of  the  road  does  not  con- 
form to  that  submitted  to,  and  approved  by  your  Commis- 
sioners, neither  would  such  a  location  as  that  upon  which 
this  road  is  built  be  approved  by  the  Commissioners,  as  it  is 
altogether  faulty  and  without  precedent.  Indeed,  the  whole 
work  seems  to  have  been  carried  on  with  an  entire  disregard 
of  all  the  rules,  practice  and  precedents  of  engineering,  and 
has  imposed  upon  the  company  a  largely  increased  construc- 
tion account,  which  must  be  continued  several  year^,  but 
could  have  been  avoided  had  the  road  been  well  constructed 
in  the  first  place. 

At  our  examination  in  the  spring,  we  found  the  road  defi- 
cient, and  immediately  gave  directions  for  strengthening  the 
bridges,  &c.,  and  this  has  been  done  to  a  considerable  extent 
and  must  be  continued  the  coming  summer.  Notwithstand- 
in<r  these  faults  of  location  and  construction,  the  road  rides 
smoothly,  and  has  been  successfully  worked,  up  to  the  present 
time,  and  we  doubt  not  will  prove  a  success  and  a  great  con- 
venience to  the  people  along  the  line ;  but  a  great  deal  of 
work  remains  to  be  done  to  bring  it  up  to  a  higher  state  of 
efficiency. 

The  road  follows  up  the  beautiful  valley  of  the  Sandy  river, 
from  Farmiugton  to  Phillips.  The  scenery  along  the  line  is 
rich  and  varied,  presenting  views  of  mountain,  valley,  and 
the  winding  river,  unsurpassed  by  any  other  section  of  the 
State.  This  road  is  also  the  direct  route  to  the  famous 
Rangely  lakes,  which  have  become  noted  all  over  the  country, 
as  resorts  for  sportsmen  and  pleasure  seekers.  We  would 
not  be  understood  by  the  foregoing  remarks  that  the  road  is 
now  in  an  unsafe  condition,  as  it  is  not ;  for  the  company, 
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since  they  received  it  from  the  contractors,  have  made  marked 
improvements  in  the  way  of  ballasting,  lining  and  surfacing 
the  track,  and  strengthening  the  bridges,  and  as  we  have  said 
before,  must  continue  to  do  so  for  some  time  to  come.  The 
rolling  stock  is  in  good  order,  the  passenger  cars  very 
convenient  and  comfortable,  and  the  trains  have  been  run 
with  care,  promptness,  and  regularity. 

WhitneyviUe  and  Machiaspart  Railroad. 

Seven  and  one-half  miles  in  length. 

This  road  was  built  for  the  transportation  of  lumber  from 
the  mills  in  WhitneyviUe  to  Machiasport.  Passengers  are 
not  transported  over  it,  and  therefore  it  is  not  inspected  by 
the  Commissioners.

Bangor  and  Piscataquis  Railroad. 

Saturday,  October  25,  1879,  mixed  train  collided  with  three  box 
cars  on  main  track  at  Low's  Bridge,  and  F.  W.  Green,  engine 
driver,  was  injured  so  that  he  died  October  28,  caused  by  the  for- 
getfulness  and  disobedience  of  orders  on  the  part  of  the  engineer, 
who  died,  and  the  conductor  and  brakemen,  who  were  discharged. 

Tuesday,  October  28,  1879,  B.  F.  Hodgkius,  brakeman  on  the 
mixed  train,  fell  from  the  train  near  Milo station,  about  5.30  o'clock 
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P.  M.,  and  was  injared  so  that  he  died  about  11  o'clock  the  same 
night.

Jone  28,  George  W.  Malligan,  a  child  twenty-six  months  old, 
was  run  over  by  a  passenger  train  and  instantly  killed.  He  was 
lying  on  the  track,  and  was  not  discovered  by  the  engine  driver 
in  time  to  stop  the  train,  which  had  just  passed  a  carve  and  was  on 
down  grade  at  the  time.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Governor  of  Maine: 

The  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  the 
twenty-third  annual  report  of  the  Board. 

Among  the  more  important  duties  imposed  by  statute 
upon  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  is  "annually,  between  the 
first  day  of  April  and  October,  and  at  any  other  time,  on 
application  or  without,  when  they  think  necessary,"  to 
"carefully  examine  the  tracks,  rolling-stock,  bridges,  via- 
ducts and  culverts  of  all  railroads"  in  the  State. 

The  duties  thus  imposed  we  have  endeavored  faithfully  to 
perform,  and  from  our  repeated  careful  inspection  we  are 
enabled  to  render  a  very  gratifying  account  of  all  the  passen- 
ger railroads,  and  to  rei^rt  them,  in  our  judgment,  not  only 
safe,  but  the  principal  lines  in  excellent  condition,  and  most 
of  the  others  quite  satisfactory. 

In  making  these  examinations,  we  are  usually  conveyed  by 
special  car  (at  least  twice  every  year)  over  the  entire  line  of 
each  road,  stopping  at  all  points  deemed  necessary  to  a  par- 
ticular and  complete  knowledge  of  their  condition.  The 
superintendents,  engineers,  road-masters  and  bridge-builders 
usually  accompany  us,  to  whom  we  point  out  any  repairs  or 
improvements  deemed  necessary  to  the  safety  of  travel  and 
transportation.  We  are,  also,  accompanied  in  some  instances 
by  the  President,  and  occasionally  by  others  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  their  respective  roads. 

It  again  becomes  a  pleasing  duty  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
good  management  of  the  several  railroad  corporations,  the. 
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efficient  and  excellent  manner  in  which  the  principal  officers 
of  the  roads  have  discharged  their  highly  responsible  duties, 
and  to  the  skill  and  fidelity  of  their  numerous  subordinates 
in  the  railroad  service.  To  all  of  these,  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  a  good  Providence,  are  the  public  indebted  for 
the  continued  remarkable  exemption,  during  another  year, 
from  any  great  railroad  casualty  within  the  State. 
In  our  last  report  (1880)  we  wrote  as  follows : 

*^The  year  now  about  to  close  has  been  one  of  sceneral  prosperity.  In 
which  the  railroads  have  er\]oyed  a  liberal  share.  The  prospect  of  the 
coining  year  now  seems  bright  and  promising.  We  hope  and  trust  that 
the  expectations  thus  raised  will  be  more  than  realized,  and  that  a  long 
season  of  great  prosperity  awaits  not  only  our  railroads  in  the  future, 
but,  also,  all  the  industries  and  enterprises  of  our  common  country.^* 

These  anticipations  and  desires  have  been  fully  realised  up 
to  the  present  time,  the  year  just  closing  having  been  one  of 
very  general  prosperity  in  our  own  State,  and,  with  few 
exceptions,  throughout  the  country.  In  this  prosperity  the 
railroads  have  largely  shared.  And  we  have  been  gratified 
to  observe  a  corresponding  improvement  in  those  of  our 
State,  and  in  the  public  conveniences  and  accommodations 
connected  therewith.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  is  an 
additional  testimonial  to  the  liberalily  and  enlightened  man- 
agement of  the  officials  in  charge. 

The  following  pages  of  this  report  will  give  more  in  detail 
the  particular  condition  and  operations  of  each  road  that  has 
.come  under  our  inspection  during  the  year. 

New  Roads. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  general  railroad  law,  chapter 
120,  laws  of  1876,  and  by  the  approval  of  the  Railroad 
Commissioners,  five  new  railroad  corporations  have  been 
organized  during  the  year,  viz.  : 

Old  Orchard  Junction  Railroad, — Extending  from  a  point 
•  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad,  near  the  Old  Orchard 
House  at  Old  Orchard  Beach,  to  a  point  on  the  Portland, 
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Saco  and  Portsmouth  Railroad  in  the  city  of  Saco,  a  distance 
of  two  and  one-half  miles.  This  road  has  been  built  and  is 
ID  good  running  order,  with  neat  and  ample  depot  accommo- 
dations, but  is  operated  only  during  the  summer  and  early 
autumn  months. 

Bangor  and  Katahdin  Iron  Works  Railway. — ^To  extend 
from  the  Bangor  and  Piscataquis  Railroad,  in  the  town  of 
Milo,  through  Milo,  Brownville  and  Williamsburg,  to  the* 
Katahdin  Iron  Works,  in  No.  6  Range  9.     Length  of  the  -. 
road,  nineteen  miles.     This  road  has  been  built  and  is  now  in . 
use  to  Brownville,  a  distance  of  six  miles.     The  remaining  ; 
part  is  in  process  of  construction  and  will  be  completed  early 
the  coming  season. 

Aroostook  River  Railroad  Company. — ^The  road  to  extend ! 
from  East  Lyndon,  in  the  town  of  Caribou,  to  Presque  Isle  • 
Village,  a  distance  of  twelve  and  one-half  miles. 

Bridgton  and  Saco  River  Railroad  Company. — The  road  . 
to  extend  from  Bridgton  Center,  through  Bridgton,  Sebago  • 
and  Denmark,  to  a  point  on  the  line  of  the  Portland  and 
Ogdensburg  Railroad,  in  the  town  of  Hiram,  a  distance  of 
fifteen  and  one-half  miles. 

Lewiston  and  Auburn  Horse  Railroad   Company. — The 
track  to   be   laid   through   certain   streets    in   the  cities  of 
lewiston  and   Auburn ;      whole  length,  about    five   miles. . 
Cars  are  now  running  regularly. 

In  its  practical  workings  we  have  found  the  general  rail- 
road law  in  several  respects  defective.  For  instance,  the 
Bangor  and  Katahdin  Iron  Works  Railway  was  at  first  organ- 
ized for  a  narrow  gauge  road.  Subsequently,  the  company 
decided  to  build  to  the  standard  gauge,  bnt  it  was  found  there 
was  no  legal  way  to  make  the  change,  except  by  commencing 
anew  and  organizing  a  second  time,  which  was  done.  The 
law  should  be  amended,  so  as  to  provide  for  such  a  case  as 
this.  The  "  profile  of  the  line  on  a  vertical  scale  of  ten  to  one 
compared  with  the  horizontal  scale,"  required  by  section  6 
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to  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  is 
unusual  and  inconvenient,  and  suggests  also  an  amendment 
to  tlie  law.  We  might  indicate  other  amendments,  but  as 
there  will  be  no  regular  session  of  the  Legislature  until  1883, 
we  defer,  for  the  present,  doing  so. 

Location  op  Depot. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  204,  laws  of  1871,  upon 
petition  of  responsible  parties,  and  after  due  notice  and 
hearing,  we  ordered  the  erection  of  depot  buildings  for  pas- 
sengers and  freight,  at  the  junction  of  the  Old  Orchard 
Junction  Railroad  with  the  Portland,  Saco  and  Portsmouth 
Railroad,  in  the  city  of  Ssico,  to  be  maintained  and  kept  open 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  four  months  in  each 
year,  viz  :  from  June  first  to  October  first.  We  understand 
that  subsequently  to  these  proceedings,  and  soon  after  the 
decision  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  a  mutual  and  amica- 
ble arrangement  was  made  between  the  oflScers  of  the 
Portland,  Saco  and  Portsmouth  Railroad  Company,  through 
its  lessee  or  agent  (Eastern  Railroad  Company,)  and  the 
officers  of  the  Old  Orchard  Junction  Railroad,  by  which  the 
order  of  the  Commissioners  will  be  carried  into  full  effect.

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Aroostook  River  Railway. 

From  State  line  to  Presque  Isle.     About  29  miles. 

The  Aroostook  River  Railroad  commences  at  a  point  on 
the  line  between  Maine  and  New  Brunswick  about  three  miles 
below  the  village  of  Fort  Fairfield,  and  follows  up  the  valley  of 
the  Aroostook  river  via.  the  last  named  village  and  the  village  of 
Caribou,  to  Presque  Isle.  That  portion  of  the  road  between 
the  State  line  and  Caribou  has  been  in  operation  for  several 
years,  and  is,  at  the  present  time,  in  good  condition.  The 
division  between  Caribou  and  Presqoe  Isle  has  been  partially 
built  during  the  past  summer,  and  is  in  a  rough  and  unfinished 
state.  Trains  are  run  over  it  at  a  very  slow  rate  of  speed  at 
the  present  time,  but  we  are  inclined  to  think  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  suspend  operations  for  a  time,  in  the  spring, 
until  the  road-bed  can  be  properly  completed  and  ballasted. 

As  we  stated  in  our  report  of  last  year,  this  road  is  leased 
to  and  operated  by  the  New  Brunswick  Railway  Company, 
whose  line  extends  from  Fredericton  and  Woodstock,  in  New 
Brunswick,  up  the  valley  of  the  St.  John  river  to  Edmuns- 
ton.  At  Woodstock  the  New  Brunswick  Railway  connects 
with  the  New  Brunswick  and  Canada  Railway,  for  Houlton, 
St.  John,  St.  Andrews  and  St.  Stephens  in  New  Brunswick, 
and  Calais  and  Yanceboro  in  our  own  State,  forming  a  junc- 
tion at  the  last  named  point  with  the  European  and  North 
American  Railway  for  all  points  west. 

The  New  Brunswick  and  the  Aroostook  River  railways 
were  originally  built  on  a  narrow  gauge  of  3J  feet ;  but  this 
not  proving  satisfactory,  the  new  management  have,  at  great 
expense,  during  the  past  summer  changed  to  the  standard 
gauge  of  4  feet,  8^  inches,  and  made  other  improvements 
upon  their  road.  When  all  the  changes  and  improvements 
contemplated  have  been  fully  completed,  and  the  trains  run 
through  without  change  of  cars  or  tedious  delays,  we  think 
the  business  of  the  road  will  be  largely  increased  and  the 
County  of  Aroostook  greatly  benefitted.

This  important  line  of  railway  is  fully  maintained  and  kept 
up  to  the  standard  of  excellence  given  it  in  our  report  of  last 
year,  and  we  cheerfully  accord  to  the  managers  the  highest 
praise  for  the  skilful  manner  in  which  the  road  has  been 
operated,  and  the  success  of  their  well-directed  efforts  to  put 
the  road-bed  and  track  in  a  perfect  condition,  second  to  no 
other  road  in  the  country.  Its  wide,  well-drained  and 
ballasted  road-bed,  steel  rails  (extending  throughout  its 
entire  length,)  substantial  masonry  and  iron  bridges,  all 
bear  witness  to  the  enterprise  and  liberality  of  the  manage- 
ment, and  their  desire  to  insure  the  safety  and  convenience 
of  the  public.  The  construction  of  this  road  has  proved  of 
great  advantage  to  our  State,  giving  us  direct  and  expeditious 
communication  with  the  Great  West;  and  each  year  it  is 
forming  new  connections,  extending  its  main  line  and  adding 
branches,  all  tending  to  a  greater  development  of  the  re- 
sources of  the  country,  and  making  them  tributary  to  this 
line  of  road.

At  our  several  examinations  of  this  road  we  found  it  much 
improved  as  compared  with  preceding  years,  and  in  good  condi- 
tion throughout  its  entire  length.  A  gravel  traiit  has  been  run 
the  whole  season,  and  a  large  amount  of  excellent  gravel  put 
on  to  the  road-bed.  Fifteen  thousand  new  ties,  and  a  small 
amount  of  iron  have  been  laid  in  the  track,  which  has  been 
well  surfaced  and  aligned.  New  sidings  have  been  built  and 
others  lengthened  at  different  points  along  the  line.  The 
bridges  have  been  strengthened  and  repaired  wherever  it  was 
found  necessary  to  do  so,  and  we  think  the  road  is  as  good, 
or  perhaps  in  better  condition,  at  this  time  than  it  has  been 
for  several  preceding  years. 

During  the  year  the  company  have  purchased  one  new 
first-class  passenger  car,  and  rebuilt  one  passenger  and  one 
baggage  car,  and  built  several  new  freight  cars  at  their  shop 
in  Oldtown,  so  that  the  rolling  stock  of  the  road  now  consists 
of  four  passenger,  two  baggage,  forty-one  box  and  thirty-six 
platform  cars,  all  in  good  condition.  There  are  four  engines, 
two  good  snow  plows,  and  one  first-class  flange  scraper,  all 
in  good   working  order.     The   station  buildings   at   Milo, 
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Dover,  Guilford  and  Sangerville  have  been  thoroughly  re- 
paired and  painted. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  tabulated  returns,  in  another  part 
of  our  report,  that  the  gross  earnings  of  the  road  have 
increased  about  $12,000  and  the  net  earnings  about  $6,000, 
this  year.  We  think  that  the  business  of  the  road  is  steadily 
increasing  under  its  present  management  and  affords  good 
ground  for  faith  in  its  future  success.  The  extension  of  the 
road  from  Blanchard  to  Moosehead  Lake  is  of  the  greatest 
importance,  and  should  command  the  united  e^ort  and  energy 
of  its  friends  until  it  is  accomplished.

From  the  station  of  the  Bangor  and  Piscataquis  Railroad 
at  Milo,  to  the  Katahdin  Iron  Works,  19  miles. 

The  construction  of  this  road  was  commenced  last  summer, 
and  the  road  was  partially  completed  and  opened  to  Brown- 
ville  late  this  fall.  The  road-bed  and  track  are  in  an  incom- 
plete condition,  and  will  require  surfacing  and  ballasting  the 
coming  spring.  That  portion  of  the  road  between  Brown- 
ville  and  Katahdin  Iron  Works  is  in  process  of  construction, 
and  will  probably  be  opened  for  travel  next  summer.  This 
road,  when  completed,  will  prove  a  valuable  feeder  to  the 
Bangor  and  Piscataquis  Railroad,  particularly  in  the  two 
items  of  freight  from  the  famous  slate  quarries  of  Brownville 
and  iron  from  the  Katahdin  Iron  Works.

The  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  has,  during  the  past  year, 
maintained  its  deserved  reputation  of  a  well  managed  and 
popular  line  of  travel  and  business,  and  although  we  have  no 
important  changes  or  improvements  to  report,  we  can  safely 
say  that  the  road  has  been  kept  up  to  the  high  standard  of 
excellence  which  has  characterized  it  from  the  time  it  was 
first  opened  for.  travel.  A  new  shelter  shed  for  passengers 
has  been  built,  and  a .  large  coal  shed  is  in  process  of  con- 
struction near  the  transfer  station  in  Portland.  A  new 
station  building  has  been  erected  at  Old  Orchard  Beach,  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  camp  ground,  adding  greatly  to  the  com- 
fort and  convenience  of  the  summer  visitors  at  this  popular 
resort.  The  company  have  also  added  to  the  attractions  of 
their  road  and  Old  Orchard  by  purchasing  about  fifteen  acres 
of  heavily  wooded  land  on  the  sea-shore,  for  the  use  of 
pleasure  and  picnic  parties. 

Many  of  the  bridges  along  the  line  have  been  painted,  and 
new  floor  timbers  laid  on  them.  The  long,  wooden  lattice 
bridge  at  Salmon  Falls,  which  has  been  in  position  so  many 
years,  is,  so  far  as  we  can  discover,  in  good  condition,  but 
we  would  suggest  that  the  covering  be  removed  the  coming 
spring,  in  order  that  the  timbers  may  be  thoroughly  exposed 
and  examined.  The  abutment  at  the  easterly  end  of  the 
bridge  should  also  be  repaired.  The  abutments  of  the  bridge 
at  Mitchell's  Crossing  in  Kennebunkport  have  bulged  out 
by  the  action  of  the  frost.  These  should  be  rebuilt,  or  the 
road  crossing  changed  to  another  point,  which  can  be  done  at 
comparatively  slight  expense.  The  equipment  of  the  road 
has  been  greatly  enlarged  during  the  past  year,  and  it  now 
consists  of  eighty-four  locomotives,  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
six  passenger  and  baggage  cars,  and  one  thousand,  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-four  freight  and  other  cars.  Of  these, 
five  locomotives,  nine  first-class  passenger  cars,  one  combined 
passenger  and  baggage  car,  two  baggage  cars,  and  ninety-three 
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freight  cars,  have  been  purchased,  or  built  in  the  company's 
shops  during  the  past  year. 

The  tabulated  returns  on  other  pages  of  this  report  will 
show  the  business  and  financial  standing  of  the  road,  and 
present  satisfactory  exhibit  of  its  condition.

Bucksport  and  Bangor  Railroad. 

From  Bucksport  to  Bangor,  18  8-10  miles. 

This  road  has  been  successfully  operated  the  past  season, 
and  is  in  very  good  condition.  The  track  is  in  good  surface 
and  alignment.  The  bridges  are  strong  and  substantial.  No 
accident  or  detention  has  occurred  to  interfere  with  the  regu- 
lar running  of  the  trains.  This  road  has  proved  a  great 
convenience  to  the  citizens  of  Bangor  and  Bucksport,  who 
have  business  along  the  river,  and  particularly  to  those  who 
ship  and  receive  freight  or  travel  by  steamboat.  During  the 
winter  mouths  the  trains  connect  at  Bucksport  with  the  San- 
ford  line  of  steamers  to  and  from  Boston,  delivering  and 
receiving  passengers  and  freight  nt  Bucksport. 

It  is  confidently  believed  that  the  road  will  be  extended  to 
Ellsworth  at  an  early  day,  and  we  understand  that  surveys 
and  estimates  of  the  cost  have  already  been  made  for  that 
purpose.  The  construction  of  the  road  from  Bucksport  to 
Ellsworth  would  add  largely  to  the  value  and  business  of  this 
road,  and,  without  doubt,  would  prove  a  great  benefit  to  the 
city  of  Ellsworth  and  the  neighboring  towns.

It  will  be  seen  by  the  following  statements  and  figures, 
that  the  managers  of  the  European  and  North  American  Rail- 
road are  earnestly  and  successfully  laboring  to  bring  this 
road  up  to  the  highest  condition  of  usefulness  and  efficiency, 
and  to  place  it  in  the  front  rank  of  first-class  railroads  in  the 
country.  Liberal  expenditure  has  been  bestowed  upon  it 
this  year,  and  the  same  policy  is  to  be  pursued  in  the  future, 
until  the  aims  of  the  company  (as  before  stated)  are  accom- 
plished. During  the  year  there  was  laid  (including  350  tons 
of  steel  purchased  by  the  trustees  and  turned  over  to  the 
company)  re-rolled  iron  rails,  1,029  tons,  5  cwt. ;  new  steel, 
2,148  tons,  2  cwt.  In  addition  to  the  above,  800  tons  of  steel 
were  purchased  for  August  and  September  delivery,  but  were 
not  delivered  until  October.  They  are  now  in  the  track, 
with  those  previously  laid,  a  total  of  55  miles  of  steel  and 
12  miles  new  iron  now  in  the  road.  Thirty-two  thousand 
and  eighty-three  new  ties  were  laid  during  the  year,  average 
cost  16i  cents  each.  About  80,000  yards  of  gravel  ballast 
were  distributed,  mostly  between  Mattawamkeag  and  Ban- 
croft, where  the  new  steel  was  laid. 

Kenduskeag  bridge,  Bangor,  has  new  top  chords,  (hard 
pine)  fifty  new  floor  timbers,  new  roof,  outside  painted, 
inside  white-washed.  "Red  Bridge,"  Bangor,  overhauled 
and  painted.  Milford,  one  new  span  complete  at  west  end, 
60  feet.  Costigan  and  Olamon  bridges,  (iron)  and  Danforth 
bridge  (wood)  overhauled  and  painted.  Trestling  at  Still- 
water Mills  repaired  and  partly  rebuilt;  163  feet  of  trestling 
rebuilt  at  the  Ring  mill,  Orono.  New  trestling  built  to 
the  steam  and  Webster  mills  at  Webster,  for  954  feet  of 
single  track.  Trestling  at  Kingman  and  Danforth  mills 
repaired.     At  Highland  bog,   between  Mattawamkeag  and 
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Kinsman,  200  feet,  and  at  Vanceboro  bog,  350  feet  in  length, 
there  has  been  serious  difficulty,  caused  by  the  settling  of 
the  enabankments,  presumably  on  account  of  the  tiiuisual 
amount  of  ruin  during  the  tiumuier  mouths.  For  some  five 
or  six  weeks  Vanceboro  bog  settled  so  rapidly  us  to  neces- 
sitate the  employment  of  a  large  force  there  constantly,  in 
order  to  keep  the  track  in  a  safe  condition  for  the  passage  of 
trains.  It  is  believed  that  both  have  been  permanently 
repaired,  and  although  the  embankments  will  settle  more  or 
less  each  year  for  some  years  to  come,  the  expense  of  keep- 
ing them  up  to  grade  will  be  trifling. 

The  depot  and  freight  buildings  at  Bangor,  and  stations  at 
Costignn,  Tomnh,  and  Lambert  Lake,  have  been  repaired, 
and  all  the  buildings  at  Bangor  painted.  At  Otumou  a  new 
passenger  and  fi-eight  platform  has  been  built,  the  freight- 
house  enlarged  and  the  road  shed  extended  200  feet.  At 
Passuduiukeag,  new  platforms  built.  At  Lincoln,  Lincoln 
Centre  and  Winn,  platforms  have  been  renewed  and  length- 
ened. At  Mattawaoikeag  a  new  lank  house  was  built,  freight 
house  floor  renewed,  and  H  new  wood-shed  built  to  replace 
the  one  burned.  At  Kingman  the  freight  house  was  extended 
50  feel,  and  one  story  added  to  the  station  ;  this  story  to  be 
used  as  a  dwelling  house  for  the  ngeut.  At  Bancroft  a  new 
tank  house  has  been  built,  18x36,  and  tanks,  capacity  10,000 
gallons,  placed  therein.  Passenger  platforms  were  lengtheod 
at  Danfortb  and  Forest,  all  buildings  at  Vanceboro  repaired, 
and  the  turn-tablo  there  renewed.  Semaphore  signals  have 
been  placed  at  Bangor  and  Oldtown,  the  wharves  at  Bangor 
repaired,  and  Bangor  yard  enlarged  by  the  removal  of  the 
old  brick  building  on  Washington  street  and  a  large  portion 
of  the  ledge  above  to  the  toll  bouse.  The  embankments  on 
either  side  of  the  water-works  dam  have  been  strengthened, 
and,  we  believe,  made  secure  against  ordinary  spring  freshets, 
by  the  material  from  the  building  and  the  ledge. 

Fences  have  been  built  as  follows  :  Cedar  bunk  fence,  IJ 
miles ;  4J  miles  board  and  li  miles  snow  fence,  making  7J 
miles,  besides  which  4i  miles  have  been  repaired. 
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New  sidings  have  been  built  as  follows :  On  Front  street 
wharves,  Bangor,  329  feet.  Freight  sidings  extended  where 
ledge  was  removed  at  Bangor,  897  feet;  1,080  feet  at 
Roberts'  dock,  Bangor;  150  feet,  Stillwater  Mills;  1,200 
feet,  Webster  mills ;  798  feet  at.Oldtown ;  609  feet  of  siding 
extended  at  Costigan,  480  feet  at  Passadumkeag,  599  feet  at 
Enfield ;  also  new  sidings  at  Lincoln  Centre,  and  1,500  feet 
at  Bancroft ;  total,  8,442  feet. 

There  were  purchased  during  the  year  two  new  passenger 
locomotives  from  the  Manchester  Locomotive  Works,  and 
four  passenger  cars,  fifty  flat  cars  and  twenty-five  box  cars 
from  the  Wason  Car  Works,  Springfield,  Mass.  Also  built 
at  the  Mattawamkeag  shops,  one  postal  car,  one  box  car  and 
fifteen  four-wheeled  flat  cars  for  construction  train.  Now 
partly  built  at  Mattawamkeag,  one  new  combination  car  (pas- 
senger and  baggage,)  and  one  baggage  car.  At  the  shops  six 
passenger  and  four  baggage  cars  were  thoroughly  repaired, 
one  passenger  car  changed  into  a  combination  car  for  mixed 
trains,  two  passenger  cars  into  second-class,  and  four  box 
cars  into  refrigerator  cars,  the  latter  for  through  service 
between  St.  John  and  Boston.  Painted  and  varnished  six 
passenger  cars,  six  baggage  cars,  one  postal  car  and  three 
locomotives  and  tenders.  Varnished  seven  passenger  cars, 
one  postal  car  and  one  locomotive.  Repaired  one  box  car 
complete ;  twenty-four  box  cars,  new  sills ;  seven  box  cars, 
new  roofs ;  five  box  cars,  new  floors ;  five  stock  cars,  new 
sills ;  twenty  flat  cars,  new  tops  complete  ;  four  flat  cars,  new 
sills.  Equipped  two  locomotives  and  five  passenger  cars 
with  vacuum  brakes.  There  were  destroyed  by  fire  during 
the  year  three  flat  cars  and  one  box  car ;  the  flat  ears  partially 
insured,  the  box  car  burned  west  of  Bangor  and  paid  for  by 
the  railroad  company  having  it  in  use. 

The  rolling  stock  of  the  road  consists  of  fifteen  locomo- 
tives ^(six  with  power  brakes,)  nineteen  passenger  cars 
(thirteen  with  power  brakes,)  seven  baggage,  two  postal, 
two  salmon  and  four  refrigerator  cars,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-two  covered  freight  cars,  owned  by  the  company,  and 
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one  hundred  and  ten  covered  freight  cars  leased,  twenty-one 
stock  cars,  two  hundred  and  eight  flat  cars,  fifty-three  four- 
wheeled  flat  cars,  one  relief  car,  four  flangers  and  three  snow 
plows.  All  the  rolling  stock  is  in  good  order,  and  all  in  use.  A 
lai^e  amount  of  work  not  specified  in  this  report  has  been  done- 
upon  the  railway  and  its  equipments  during  the  year,  and 
the  average  condition  of  both  is  better  than  ever  before. 

During  the   summer   months,  two  and   sometimes   threa. 
construction  trains  have  been  worked,  and  the  ballasting  and\ 
ditching  are  so  far  advanced  as  to  require  but  one  train  int 
this  service  hereafter.     The  annual  outlay  for  rails  need  not 
be  so  great  hereafter  as  in  the  past  two  years,  but  1,000  tons 
should  be  procured  early  next  season  in  order  that  they  may 
be  properly  laid  in  the  track  during  the  summer  months. 
Considerable  fencing  will  also  be  required,  and  better  repair 
shops  ought  to  be  provided. 

The  night  train,  started  experimentally  last  winter,  has 
proved  a  success.  The  Post  Office  Department  has  author- 
ized and  fixed  the  compensation  for  a  postal  apartment 
thereon,  and  the  night  passenger  and  freight  traffic  has 
steadily  increased. 

It  has  been  intimated  that  a  fast  train  is  to  be  run  the 
coming  summer  in  connection  with  the  St.  John  and  Maine, 
Maine  Central,  Eastern,  and  Boston  and, Maine  roads,  from 
St.  John  to  Boston.  Should  this  proposed  arrangement  go 
into  effect,  increased  vigilance  and  expenditure  will  be  re- 
quired. In  the  spring  an  alliance  known  as  the  Provincial 
and  New  England  All  Bail  Line^  was  formed  with  the  Maine 
Central  Sailroad  and  St.  John  and  Maine  Railway,  for  the 
purpose  of  developing  and  increasing  the  business  between 
the  Lower  Provinces  and  New  England.  We  believe  the 
alliance  has  been  of  much  value  to  the  lines  interested  and 
all  connected,  with  indications  that  the  business  may  still  be 
very  largely  increased.

From  Woodstock,  New  Brunswick  to  St.  Stephens,  N.  B. 
While  the  main  line  of  this  road  extends  from  Woodstock  to 
St.  Stephens,  a  branch  line,  connecting  at  Debec  Junction, 
runs  to  Houlton  in  Maine,  about  eight  miles  long,  and  another, 
connecting  at  McAdam  Junction,  connects  with  the  St.  John 
and  Maine  Railway,  running  to  St.  John ;  also  with  the  St. 
Croix  Railway,  connecting  with  the  European  and  North 
American  Railroad  at  Yanceboro  in  this  State.  At  Watt 
Junction  there  is  another  branch  to  St.  Andrews.  The  whole 
length  of  the  road,  with  its  branches  is  129  miles.  This  road 
has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  past  two  years ;  a  large 
portion  of  the  track  on  the  main  line  has  been  relaid  with 
new  steel  rails  and  cedar  ties,  the  road-bed  has  been  raised, 
well  ballasted  and  drained,  and  the  bridges  repaired  and 
strengthened.  Several  new  passenger  cars  have  been  added 
to  the  rolling  stock,  and  the.  old  ones  repaired.  There  are 
only  about  three  miles  of  this  road  within  the  limits  of  this 
State,  being  a  portion  of  the  branch  to  Houlton,  which  is  in 
safe  running  order.  This  line  of  railway  is  so  closely  con- 
nected with  the  railroad  interests  in  this  State,  as  forming 
a  part  of  the  line  of  railroad  communication  with  the  counties 
of  Aroostook  and  Washington  in  our  State,  that  we  have 
almost  regarded  it  as  an  important  part  of  our  own  railroad 
system,  and  have  marked  with  deep  interest  its  gaining  im- 
portance, increasing  business  and  improved  condition. 

The  destruction  of  the  machine  shops  and  several  locomo- 
tives by  fire  at  St.  Andrews,  in  the  month  of  December,  was 
a  serious  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  company,  but  we 
tnist  that  this  will  soon  be  made  good  and  not  interfere  with 
or  discourage  the  management  from  continuing  the  improve- 
ment of  their  road.

From  Bath  to  Rockland — 49  miles.

From  our  repeated  examinations  of  this  road  during  the 
psist  year,  your  Commissioners  feel  justified  in  reporting  it 
to  be  in  good  conditiop.  Many  changes  have  been  made  by 
substituting  earth  embankments  for  portions  of  the  original 
pile  and  trestle  bridges,  which  were  beginning  to  show  signs 
of  weakness  and  decay.  The  bridges  at  Marsh  Creek  and 
Nichols'  River  have  been  strengthened  and  repaired,  also  the 
truss  bridge  at  Wright's  mill  stream,  and  many  of  the  pile 
and  trestle  bridges  have  been  strengthened  with  new  piles, 
caps  and  stringers.  The  track  is  in  good  condition  and  rides 
well.  The  want  of  gravel  for  ballasting  purposes  renders  it 
difficult  to  keep  the  track  in  good  line  and  surface,  but  not- 
withstanding the  lack  of  material,  it  compares  well  with  many 
other  roads  in  the  State,  where  this  deficiency  is  not  felt. 
The  utmost  care  is  exercised  by  the  Superintendent  of  the 
road  in  the  management  of  the  trains,  and  looking  after  the 
condition  of  the  track  and  bridges,  and  your  Commissioners 
have  always  felt  that  this  road  was  under  the  supervision  of 
a  vigilant  and  faithful  officer,  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the 
road  and  with  an  eye  quick  to  detect  defects  and  danger. 

The  trestle  bridge  at  Thomaston,  and  the  pile  bridge  at 
Pottle  stream  near  Wiscasset  will  need  to  be  rebuilt  the 
coming  summer.  At  Thomaston  the  location  of  the  road  can 
be  changed  for  a  short  distance  and  a  solid  road-bed  formed, 
as  we  think,  at  less  expense  to  the  company  than  rebuilding 
the  bridge,  and  it  certainly  will  be  safer  and  better  in  every 
respect.  A  culvert  should  be  built  at  the  Pottle  stream,  and 
an  embankment  made  over  it,  thus  doing  away  with  another 
perishable  wooden  structure. 
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We  understand  that  a  proposition  has  been  made  by  the 
Maine  Central  Railroad  Company,  to  lease  the  Knox  and 
Lincoln  road  for  a  term  of  years.  Should  this  proposition 
be  accepted,  and  the  arrangement  perfected,  it  will  become* 
necessary  to  make  large  expenditure  in  strengthening  and 
rebuilding  the  several  bridges,  and  making  other  additions 
and  improvements  to  prepare  the  road  for  the  increased  ser- 
vice that  will  be  required  of  it,  and  to  receive  and  carry  safely 
the  heavier  rolling  stock  now  in  use  upon  the  Maine  Central 
Railroad.  That  the  road  has  thus  far  been  managed  cautiously 
and  successfully,  notwithstanding  the  disadvantages  under 
which  it  has  labored,  the  remarkable  freedom  from  accident  up 
to  this  time  furnishes  abundant  and  conclusive  proof.  The 
rolling  stock  is  in  good  condition.

Five  miles  in  length. 

The  track  of  this  road  is  laid  through  the  streets  of  Lewis- 
ton  and  Auburn,  and  cars  are  running  upon  it.  The  road  is 
well  built  and  successfully  operated,  and,  we  think,  will  prove 
a  great  convenience  to  the  citizens  of  the  above  named  cities. 

Lewiston  and  Auburn  JSranch  Railroad. 

From  Lewiston  to  its  junction  with  the  Grand  Trunk  Rail- 
road— 5i  miles. 

This  road  is  leased  and  operated  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Rail- 
way Company.  It  is  only  necessary  to  say  in  regard  to  it, 
that  the  road  in  the  manner  of  its  construction  and  present 
condition  compares  very  favorably  with  the  best  portions  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  and  is  second  to  no  other  in  the 
State.

The  year  just  closing  has  been  one  of  prosperity  and 
marked  success  for  this  important  line  of  railroad.  No  acci- 
dents have  occurred  to  interrupt  or  interfere  with  the  regular 
running  of  the  trains,  and  the  report  of  the  directors  shows 
largely  increased  receipts  for  this  year,  when  compared  with 
several  preceding  years.  It  is  certainly  a  matter  of  congrat- 
ulation for  the  people  of  this  State,  that  this  line  of  railway, 
so  important  in  its  relation  to  the  business  of  the  whole  State, 
and  upon  which  the  public  are  so  dependent,  is  controlled  by 
a  most  liberal  management  and  one  that  not  only  makes  pro- 
vision for  the  business  demands  of  the  present,  but  is  look- 
ing forward  to  and  providing  for  the  future  development  of 
the  great  resources  of  the  country  through  which  tlie  road 
passes  and  to  which  it  extends.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  fol- 
lowing statements  that  extensive  improvements,  repairs  and 
renewals  have  been  made  during  the  past  year,  and  that  it  is 
proposed  to  continue  the  work  the  coming  season.  Two 
thousand,  nine  hundred  and  seventy-seven  tons  of  steel  rails 
have  been  laid,  equal  to  32  miles  of  tmck,  and  iron  rails 
repaired  and  relaid,  equal  to  20J  miles  of  track ;  79,000  new 
sleepers  were  laid  in  the  track,  and  46 J  miles  of  track  bal- 
lasted with  70,000  yards  of  gravel.  Two  new  Howe  truss 
bridges  were  built  at  Bowdoinham,  on  the  main  line  to 
Augusta,  and  three  spans  of  stringer  bridges  between  Bruns- 
wick and  Waterville.  A  new  floor  has  been  laid  on  the 
lower  bridge  over  the  Androscoggin  at  Brunswick,  and  an 
iron  bridge  built  over  Topsham  street.    At  Etna  bog,  on  the 
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main  line,  Waterville  to  Bangor,  125  feet  of  pile  bridge  has 
been  built.  One  overhead  bridge  has  been  built  at  Freeport, 
and  one  at  Bowdoinham.  Two  Howe  truss  bridges  have 
been  built  over  the  Wescott  stream  on  the  Belfast  branch, 
and  the  long  pile  bridge  at  Belfast  filled  with  stone  and  earth. 
A  new  Queen  truss  bridge  has  been  built  over  the  Lowell 
stream  on  the  Farmington  branch.  The  wooden  bridge  at 
Skowhegun  has  been  removed,  and  an  iron  bridge  315^  feet 
in  length  erected  in  its  place,  making  the  total  length  of  new 
bridges  built  this  year  on  the  main  line  and  branches,  820^ 
feet.  There  are  seventy-nine  bridges  on  the  main  line  and 
branches,  and  all  but  seven  of  them  have  been  rebuilt  since 
the  year  1870.  The  total  length  of  bridges  rebuilt  since 
1870  is,  wooden  bridges,  9,038^  feet;  iron  bridges,  5,417 
feet,  or  14,155  feet  in  all.  The  total  length  of  bridges  on 
the  road  is,  18  iron  bridges,  5,417  feet,  and  61  wooden 
bridges,  10,623i  feet,  or  16,040J  feet  in  all.  There  are  1,406 
culverts  and  229  cattle  passes  under  the  track  of  the  main  line 
and  branches.  A  new  freight  office  has  been  erected  at 
Augusta,  and  a  new  building  at  Waterville  station  for  offices 
and  baggage  room,  water  station  at  Thorndike,  lumber  shed 
and  co^  shed  at  Auburn,  a  coal  shed  at  Lewiston  upper 
station,  and  one  at  Beadfield ;  a  dining  hall  and  coat  room  at 
Mjiranacook,  and  freight  sheds  at  the  Lewiston  Fair  Grounds 
and  Emery's  siding.  One  thousand,  six  hundred  seventy-six 
cubic  yards  of  stone  masonry  were  built  at  different 
points  on  the  main  line  and  branches ;  fifteen  miles  of  rail, 
eight  miles  of  board,  sixteen  of  barb  steel  wire,  and  one  mile 
of  snow  fence  have  been  built,  and  seven  miles  of  old  fence 
repaired  and  rebuilt.  Two  new  turn-tables  have  been  built, 
one  at  Bath  and  one  at  West  Farmington.  The  entire  length 
of  steel  track  is  now  108  A  miles,  and  a  purchase  of  4,500 
tons  of  steel  rails  has  been  made,  to  be  delivered  in  1882. 
The  foregoing  statements  include  the  renewals  and  repairs 
made  on  the  main  lines  and  branches.  Main  line  from  Port- 
land via  Brunswick,  Augusta  and  Waterville  to  Bangor, • 
136.6  miles  in  length ;  line  from  Cumberland  Junction  via 
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Lewiston  and  Winthrop  to  Waterville,  72.5  miles;  Bath 
Branch,  Brunswick  to  Bath,  8.7  miles;  Skowhegan  Branch, 
Waterville  to  Skowhegan,  18.2  miles;  Belfast  Branch,  from 
Bumham  to  Belfast,  33.1  miles ;  Dexter  and  Newport  Branch, 
from  Dexter  to  Newport,  14  miles:  Androscoggin,  Leeds 
and  Farmington  Branches,  Brunswick  to  Leeds  Junction, 
including  Branch  from  Crowley's  to  Lewiston,  30.6  miles. 
From  Leeds  Junction  to  Farmington,  36.3  miles. 

The  track  on  the  Skowhegan  Branch  has  been  much  im- 
proved since  our  last  report.  On  the  Belfast  Branch  a  large 
amount  of  gravel  has  been  placed  under  the  track,  the  wash- 
out near  Thomdike  refilled,  two  new  Howe  truss  bridges 
built,  the  long  pile  bridge  at  Belfast  filled  with  a  permanent 
embankment  of  stone  and  earth,  and  the  road  much  improved 
in  other  respects.  The  Bath,  Newport  and  Dexter  and 
Farmington  Branches  are  in  about  the  same  general  good 
condition  as  reported  last  year. 

The  rolling  stock  of  the  road  consists  of  58  locomotive 
engines,  29  of  which  are  equipped  with  train  brakes.  There  are 
17  snow  plows,  62  passenger  cars,  53  of  which  are  equipped 
with  Miller  platforms,  bujBTers  and  air  brakes ;  23  baggage 
and  mail  cars,  21  of  which  are  equipped  with  Miller  plat- 
form and  air  brakes ;  678  freight  cars,  including  box,  hay 
and  cattle  cars;  509  platform  freight  cars,  10  flange  scrapers 
and  5  postal  cars.  There  have  been  added  to  the  equipment 
during  the  past  year,  2  locomotives,  2  postal  cars,  50  box 
and  50  platform  freight  cars,  all  from  the  Portland  Company's 
Works ;  6  passenger  cars  from  the  Wason  Car  Works  at 
Springfield,  Mass. ;  1  passenger  and  2  baggage  cars,  built  in 
the  Maine  Central  Railroad  Company's  shop. 

At  many  points  along  the  road  the  unoccupied  lands  near 
the  several  stations  have  been  tastefully  laid  out  and  planted 
with  flowering  shrubs  and  plants,  relieving  to  a  great  extent 
the  usually  bare  and  neglected  appearance  of  railroad  stations. 
The  trains  have  been  run  with  great  regularity,  and  no  acci- 
dent has  occurred  by  which  passengers  have  been  injured  or 
property  damaged. 
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The  officers  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  are  gentlemen 
who  fully  understand  and  appreciate  the  duties  of  their 
various  positions  and  their  great  responsibility  to  the  public. 
They  are  quick  to  detect  and  prompt  to  remedy  any  defects  in 
the  road  or  rolling  stock,  that  would  endanger  the  trains  or 
cause  injury  to  passengers  or  property.  Always  kind  and  cour- 
teous in  their  intercourse  with  all  who  have  business  transac- 
tions with  them,  they  have  secured  the  respect  and  confidence 
of  the  public,  and  the  best  wishes  of  all  for  the  success  of 
the  road  under  their  administration.  The  employes  are  intel- 
ligent and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  various  duties,  and 
devoted  to  the  interest  of  the  road.

The  road 
was  built  by  the  enterprising  citizens  of  Norway,  and  is 
proving  a  valuable  aid  to  the  business  interests  of  the  town.

Orchard  Beach  liailroad. 

From  Boston  &  Maine  Station  at  Old  Orchard  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Saco  River,  3  miles  in  length. 

This  road  was  built  for  the  accommodation  and  amuse- 
ment of  visitors  at  Old  Orchard  during  the  summer  season. 
The  road  is  located  upon  the  beach,  and  connects  at  the  Saco 
river  with  steamers  for  the  Pool  and  other  points  in  that 
vicinity.  The  road  and  rolling  stock  is  well  adapted  to  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  built,  and  is  a  great  addition  to 
the  attractions  of  Old  Orchard  Beach.  At  our  examination, 
the  past  summer,  we  found  it  in  good  condition. 
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Jas.  T.  Furber  of  Lawrence  is  President ;  M.  L.  Wil- 
liams of  Portland  is  Treasurer ;  George  W.  Hill  of  Bos- 
ton is  Superintendent. 

Old  Orchard  Junction  Railroad. 

Two  and  one-half  miles  in  length.  From  Old  Orchard 
Beach  to  a  connection  with  the  Portland,  Saco  and  Ports- 
month  Railroad.  This  road  was  built  last  summer  for  the 
accomodation  of  visitors  at  Old  Orchard  Beach,  in  giving 
them  a  direct  connection  with  the  Portland,  Saco  and  Ports- 
mouth Railroad.  The  road  is  well  constructed,  and  the 
station  building  tastefully  and  commodiously  built.  The 
road  is  operated  during  the  season  of  pleasure  travel  only.

Portland  and  Ogdensburg  Railroad. 

From  Portland,  Maine,  to  Lunenburg,  New  Hampshire. — 
51  miles  in  this  State.

In  no  former  years  since  the  opening  of  the  road  has  there 
been  made  so  great  and  permanent  improvement  in  road-bed, 
sidings  and  station-houses  and  grounds. 

The  more  important  items  of  track  and  road-bed  improve- 
ments have  been  as  follows,  viz  : 

The  pile  bridge — from  fifteen  to  twenty  feet  in  height  and 
quarter  of  a  mile  long — over  the  flats  of  Fore  river  and 
across  the  canal  basin,  near  this  city,  has  been  replaced  by 
solid  earth  embankment;  the  grade  having  been  lowered 
throughout  the  bridore  from  five  to  seven  feet,  and  from  three 
to  five  feet  through  the  old  "trotting  park"  and  "Thompson" 
cuts  immediately  beyond,  from  which  excavation  the  material 
was  largely  obtained  for  making  the  new  embankment ;  the 
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filling  in,  also,  of  the  long  pile  bridge  over  Stroudwater 
marsh,  commenced  last  year,  has  been  completed;  so  that 
these  two  old  and  nearly  worn-out  structures,  having  a 
combined  length  of  more  than  half  a  mile,  are  now  entirely 
replaced  by  solid  earth  embankment. 

A  general  iniprovement  of  the  gradient  of  this  road  between 
Portland  and  Cumberland  Mills  has  been  undertaken  by  low- 
ering summits  and  lifting  depressions  at  the  meeting  points 
of  the  more  natural  grade  planes — adopted  for  the  sake  of 
economy  in  the  original  construction  of  this  road — which 
have,  until  recently,  met  the  requirements  of  train  move- 
ment reasonably  well.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made 
in  this  direction,  as:  in  the  more  regular  and  gentle  ascent 
from  the  level  grade  over  Fore  river  flats  to  the  Stroudwater 
highway  crossing;  in  the  lifting  and  extending  out  the  foot 
of  the  sharp  grade  of  ascent  from  the  embankment  level  of 
Stroudwater  marsh,  and  in  lowering  the  summits  in  Lamb's 
woods,  near  the  Westbrook  station,  from  four  to  seven  feet, 
and  although  the  project  is  yet  incomplete,  the  approaching 
result  is  becoming  quite  apparent  in  the  already  easier  move- 
ment of  the  now  very  heavy  freight  trains  over  this  road. 

A  new  siding  has  been  put  in  at  Mallison  Falls,  Windham, 
to  better  accomodate  the  woolen  mill  there,  and  at  South 
Windham  the  siding  has  been  lengthened  at  both  ends,  in 
all,  eleven  hundred  feet;  and  at  the  Oriental  Powder  Mills, 
in  Windham,  the  siding  has  been  lengthened,  and  a  new  spur 
track  added  for  that  company's  business. 

About  one  and  a  quarter  miles  of  re- rolled  iron  has  been 
laid  between  the  White  Rock  and  Lake  Sebago  stations. 

At  the  lake  a  new  siding  seven  hundred  feet  long  has 
been  laid  for  the  accommodation  of  the  general  freight  busi- 
ness of  the  town  of  Standish,  as  well  as  for  the  corn-packing 
company  located  there. 

A  spur  track  has  been  put  in  two  miles  east  of  Steep  Falls 
station  in  Standish,  for  the  wood  and  lumber  business,  and 
the  siding  at  Steep  Falls  has  been  lengthened  about  a  thou- 
sand feet,  to  facilitate  the  crossing  of  freight  trains. 
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The  siding  at  Brownfield  has  been  lengthened  three  hun- 
dred feet,  and  the  pile  bridge  over  the  meadow  west  of  Shep- 
hard's  river,  six  hundred  feet  long  and  ten  feet  high,  has  been 
filled  with  earth.  The  so-called  "Cotton  Siding"  at  Conway 
Centre,  has  been  extended  three  hundred  feet,  and  both  ends 
of  it  are  now  connected  with  the  main  line. 

The  sidings  and  spur  tracks  added  this  year  aggregate  a 
mile  in  length.  Some  four  miles  of  steel  rail  have  been  laid 
in  Bartlett,  and  the  iron  thus  replaced  was  used  to  improve 
the  track  of  the  first  division. 

About  twelve  thousand  new  cross-ties  have  been  put  into 
the  whole  road,  and  ten  thousand  cubic  yards  of  ballast  put 
under  the  track  between  Portland  and  East  Baldwin. 

The  station  houses  have  been  kept  in  good  repair.  The 
great  need  of  the  road  is  a  large  amount  of  new  steel  or 
iron  rails  for  the  track,  and  we  respectfully  suggest  to  the 
officers  of  the  company  that  this  need  should  be  supplied 
without  further  delay.  As  the  road  is  seeking  and  mtiking 
important  business  connections  with  other  lines  of  railroads, 
and  is  the  principal  route  of  travel,  during  the  summer 
months,  from  the  sea-board  to  the  White  Mountains,  and  has 
many  other  atti-active  points  of  interest  along  its  line,  we 
hope  to  see  it  put  in  that  condition  of  permanency  and  use- 
fulness which  its  position  demands  and  should  receive.  The 
trains  have  been  run  with  regularity  and  freedom  from  acci- 
dents. 

The  equipment  of  the  road  is  in  good  condition.  One  new 
locomotive  and  30  platform  freight  cars  have  been  added ; 
it  now  consists  of  9  locomotives,  18  passenger  and  baggage 
cars,  110  box  freight  cars,  152  platform  freight  cars,  5  vans 
and  1  crane  car,  3  snow  plows.

Your  Commissioners  take  pleasure  in  reporting  the  gradual 
improvement  of  the  road  from  year  to  year,  under  the 
management  of  its  present  efficient  officers.  During  the  past 
year,  14  miles  of  track  have  been  brought  up  to  grade  and 
ballasted,  229^  tons  of  steel  and  40^  tons  of  iron  rails,  7,679 
cedar  ties,  7,849  pounds  of  iron  splices,  650  wood  splices, 
11,889  pounds  of  bolts,  4,000  nut  locks  and  125  kegs  of 
spikes  have  been  used  in  track  repairs  and  renewals.  One 
stone  culvert  and  four  cattle  passes  have  been  rebuilt,  and 
others  repaii:ed.  New  hard  pine  track  stringers  and  cross 
ties  have  been  put  into  the  bridge  across  the  Mousam  river 
at  Springvale,  and  the  bridge  covered  with  sheathing  to  pro- 
tect it  from  the  weather.  At  Saccarappa  a  branch  track  has 
been  built,  extending  across  the  Presumpscot  river,  on  a  bridge 
of  hard  pine  resting  on  iron  columns  firmly  set  in  the  ledge 
bottom  of  the  river,  thence  extending  to  the  store  houses 
and  coal  pens  of  the  Wcstbrook  Manufacturing  Company. 
One  thousand  feet  of  this  track  has  been  built  this  year.  At 
Portland  a  new  turn  table,  and  two  new  buildings  to  be 
used,  one  for  a  paint  shop  and  the  other  for  storage  of  tools, 
have  been  built.  The  freight  house  has  also  been  enlarged ; 
about  250  feet  of  the  pile  bridge  through  the  mill  pond,  and 
70  feet  of  the  trestle  bridge  on  the  marginal  way  have  been 
filled  with  solid  earth  embankment.  At  Gorham,  Hollis 
Centre,  South  Watcrboro'  and  Springvale,  the  buildings  have 
been  improved  and  refitted  for  passenger  and  freight  pur- 
poses, and  the  spur  and  side  track  extended.  At  East 
Lebanon,  a  new  depot  to  be  used  for  passenger  and  freight. 
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mud  a  new  building  for  a  water  station  have  been  built.  The 
long  truss  bridge  over  the  river  at  East  Rochester  has  been 
rebuilt.  One  new  passenger  car  and  one  new  combination 
smoking,  mail  and  baggage  car  have  been  added  to  the  rol- 
ling stock,  and  all  the  old  passenger  cars  have  been  refitted 
and  painted. 

No  accident  has  occurred  to  any  passenger  or  employe 
during  the  year.  The  road-bed  is  well  drained,  and  the 
whole  location  between  the  fences  cleared  from  brush,  rubbish 
and  bushes,  presenting  a  neat  and  well-ordered  appearance.

This  road  is  now  in  better  condition  than  ever  before,  and 
is  not  excelled  by  any  road  in  the  State,  or  perhaps  in  the 
whole  country.  The  track  is  laid  with  steel  rails  the  entire 
distance  from  Portsmouth  to  Portland.  The  road-bed  is  well 
ballasted  and  drained,  and  of  good  width.  The  bridges  are 
all  in  good  order.  The  long  bridge  across  Fore  river  at  Port- 
land has  been  mostly  rebuilt.  The  iron  bridge  over  the  Saco 
river  at  Biddeford  has  received  new  flooring  and  other 
repairs,  and  the  bridge  over  the  Piscataqua  river,  between 
Kittery  and  Portsmouth,  repaired  during  the  past  season. 
A  new  station  building  has  been  erected  at  South  Berwick, 
and  others  repaired  at  Portland  and  diflferent  points  along  the 
line.  The  rolling  stock  of  the  Eastern  Railroad  in  use  upon 
the  Portland,  Saco  and  Portsmouth  Railroad  is  in  every  respect 
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first-class,  and  the  locomotives  and  cars  fitted  with  all  the 
modern  appliances  to  secure  the  safety  and  convenience  of 
passengers.  Tl^e  rolling  stock  owned  by  the  Eastern  Rail- 
road consists  of  80  locomotives,  203  passenger,  baggage^ 
mail  and  express  cars,  and  1,583  freight  and  other  cars.  A 
very  large  proportion  of  the  locomotives,  passenger  and 
other  cars  are  equipped  with  Westinghouse  brakes,  Miller 
platforms  and  buffers.  The  above  statement  does  not  include 
the  equipments  belonging  to  leased  roads.

This  road  is  leased  by  the  Eastern  Railroad  Company,  and 
is  operated  under  the  same  general  management.  During 
the  summer  months  it  is  one  of  the  popular  routes  for  pleas- 
ure travel  between  the  seaboard  and  the  White  Mountains, 
and  secures  a  large  share  of  patronage.  The  road  passes 
through  a  picturesque  and  attractive  country,  and  by  several 
flourishing  towns  and  villages  to  North  Conway  in  New 
Hampshire,  long  noted  as  one  of  the  most  desirable  summer 
resorts  in  the  country.  Only  a  small  portion  of  the  n)ad  is 
within  the  limits  of  this  State,  and  at  our  several  examina- 
tions this  year,  we  found  that  portion  in  good  condition. 
The  track  has  been  ballasted  and  surfaced,  and  many  new 
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ties  laid  in  it.  The  bridge  ou  the  Great  Works  Stream,  in 
South  Berwick,  though  safe  at  present,  should  be  rebuilt  at 
an  early  day.  The  bridges  at  Salmon  Falls  and  Milton  are 
both  in  good  order.

This  road  is  in  successful  operation  and,  we  believe,  is  ful- 
filling the  anticipations  of  the  gentlemen  who  purchased  it 
under  adverse  circumstances,  when  it  was  in  very  dilapidated 
condition,  and  apparently  almost  useless.  Under  the  present 
ownership  the  road  has  been  put  in  good  order,  and  ha^ 
acquired  the  reputation  of  a  safe  and  well  conducted  rail- 
road.

Your  commissioners  report  this  road  in  about  the  same 
general  good  condition  as  stated  in  our  report  of  last  year. 
The  track  is  in  good  surface  and  line,  but  will  need  many 
new  sleepers  laid  in  the  coming  spring.  The  bridges  over 
the  Kennebec  river  at  Norridgewock  and  Madison  are  safe 
and  the  trusses  well  protected  from  the  action  of  the  weather 
and  fire  by  a  good  board  covering,  and  whitewash.  The 
trestle  bridges  at  the  different  points  along  the  line  have  been 
repaired  and  strengthened,  wherever  it  was  necessary  to  do 
so.  The  building  of  the  large  woolen  mill  at  Madison  Bridge 
village  will  undoubtedly  add  considerably  to  the  business  of 
the  road,  and  we  trust  that  other  enterprises  will  be  estab- 
lished at  Madison  and  other  points  along  the  line,  by  which 
the  revenues  of  the  road  will  be  largely  increased.

This  road  commences  at  Calais  and  follows  up  the  valley 
of  the  St.  Croix  river  to  Baring,  at  which  point  it  crosses 
the  river  from  Maine  into  New  Brunswick,  and  following  up

the  east  bank  of  the  St.  Croix,  about  four  miles,  to  Sprague's 
Falls,  recrosses  the  river  into  Maine,  and  continues  on  to 
Princeton.  The  principal  business  of  the  road  (as  stated  in 
a  former  report)  is  in  the  transportation  of  lumber  from 
different  points  along  the  line  to  Calais,  where  its  tracks  are 
laid  to  the  wharves,  and  the  lumber  is  piled  conveniently  for 
loading  on  to  vessels.  The  road  also  transports  considerable 
freight  to  and  from  the  tanneries  at  Princeton  and  Grand 
Lake.  While  the  road  is  not  in  good  condition,  it  is  safe  at 
the  present  time  for  the  service  required  of  it,  but  it  needs 
many  new  rails  and  ties  and  ballasting,  particularly  on  that 
section  of  the  road  between  Calais  and  Baring.  The  erec- 
tion of  a  lai^e  cotton  factory  at  Milltown,  on  the  New  Bruns- 
wick side  of  the  St.  Croix,  has  added  considerably  to  the 
business  of  the  road  during  the  last  season,  and  this,  together 
with  the  increased  demand  for  lumber,  will  doubtless  prove  of 
much  advantage.  The  trains  are  run  with  great  care  and 
at  a  low  rate  of  speed.  The  rolling  stock  is  in  fair  condition.

This  road  has  been  successfully  operated  since  the  date  of 
our  last  report,  and  the  officers  of  the  company  have  exerted 
themselves  to  overcome  and  repair  some  of  the  errors  of 
location  and  construction  referred  to  in  our  report  of  last 
year.  The  entire  completion  of  this  work  will  require  time 
and  a  liberal  expenditure  of  money,  and,  until  these  changes 
and  improvements  can  all  be  accomplished,  the  road  must  be 
operated  at  considerable  disadvantage,  even  with  great  pru- 
dence and  care.  The  trains  must  be  run  over  the  bridges  and 
around  the  sharp  curves  at  very  low  rate  of  speed,  and  no 
departure  from  this  rule  should  be  allowed.  The  track  and 
road-bed  have  been  greatly  improved  during  the  past  season. 
The  rolling  stock  is  in  good  con(lition  and  well  adapted  to 
the  uses  of  the  road.

.freight  l7ain  in  motk>n.  and  died  from  the  ^ects  of  the  fkll. 

July  3, 1881,  Daniel  Sweeney,  struck  by  an  overhead  bridge  and  killed. 

Aug.  25, 1881,  William  Brackett,  brakeman,  fell  from  freight  car  and 
killed. 

Portland  Horse  Railroad. 

Passenger  ran  in  frx>nt  of  a  car  passing  another  on  a  tarn  out,  knocked 
down  by  the  horses,  the  car  ran  over  him  and  he  died  from  his  injuries. 

A  policeman  attempting  to  get  on  a  car  in  motion,  his  foot  slipped  and 
he  fell  under  the  car  and  broke  his  leg. 


Portland  and  Ogdensburg  Railroad. 

March  2, 1881,  saloon  car  attached  to  freight  train  No.  5  was  thrown 
from  track  by  spreading  of  the  rails  near  South  Windham  station.  The 
car  was  dragged  some  distance  and  finally  turned  over  upon  its  side. 
Conductor  Edwin  Dow.  the  only  occupant  of  the  car  at  the  time  of  the 
accident,  was  severely  bruised  by  being  thrown  partly  through  the  side 
window. 

March  11, 1881,  George  Kane,  brakeman  of  freight  train  No.  6,  had  an 
arm  badly  crushed  and  lacerated  between  hunters,  while  making  up  train 
in  Portland. 

April  13, 1881,  W.  M.  Smith,  brakeman,  fell  from  a  box  car  between 
Bartlett  and  Livermorc  stations,  and  was  severely  bruised. 

April  26,  Charles  Nute,  section  man.  was  struck  on  the  head  by  a  fall- 
ing plank  while  unloading  a  car  at  Olen  station,  and  died  in  a  few  hours 
from  the  effects  of  the  injury. 

May  26.  1881,  as  passenger  train  "No.  1  was  crossing  the  Saco  River 
bridge,  above  Glen  Station,  it  overtook  a  man  named  Daniel  Grant,  who 
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wu  walking  across  the  bridge  carrying  a  bag  of  potatoes.  He  did  not 
drop  the  bag  nor  take  any  measures  to  escape,  until  too  late.  He  was 
struck  and  instantly  killed  by  the  engine. 

September  17, 1881,  Fred  Wescott,  freight  brakeman,  while  coupling 
cars  at  Fabyans%  was  caught  astride  the  draw  bar  and  badly  Jammed. 

September  20,  1881,  George  S.  Kane,  yardman  in  Portland  yard,  in 
ittempting  to  get  on  an  engine,  slipped  and  fell  under  the  wheels,  losing 
one  leg  and  part  of  the  foot  on  the  other  leg«  He  was  carried  to  the 
Maine  General  Hospital,  where  he  died  Sept.  22, 1881. 

No  accident  has  happened  to  any  passenger  train,  and  no  passenger  has 
been  injured  during  the  past  year.

Jan.  29, 1881,  James  McFarland,  trackman,  fell  from  snow  plow  and 
died  from  the  injuries  then  received  Feb.  18th.

EEPORT. 


To  the  Governor  of  Maine: 

The  Railroad  Comiuissioners  respectfully  submit  the 
twenty-fourth  annual  report  of  the  Board. 

Abundant  harvests  and  general  good  health,  for  which  we 
are  indebted  to  a  good  Providence,  together  with  remun- 
erative industrial  and  business  pursuits,  have  given  to  our 
State  and  the  country  another  year  of  great  general  prosper- 
ity, in  which  the  railroads  have  largely  participated.  From 
our  careful  and  thorough  inspections  of  those  and  their  equip- 
ments, in  this  State,  as  required  by  law,  we  are  enabled  to 
give  a  very  gratifying  account  of  their  condition.  Wc  have 
found  all  in  good  repair  and  safe,  and  most  of  them  in  a  high 
or  advanced  state  of  improvement,  especially  the  principal 
lines,  such  as  has  characterized  the  same  in  the  immediately 
preceding  years,  and  which  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
commending  in  former  reports. 

In  the  more  noticeable  of  these,  the  policy  of  those  having 
the  management  seems  to  have  been  to  have  the  improvement 
in  track,  rolling  stock,  station  houses,  depot  buildings  and 
grounds  adjacent  thereto,  keep  pace  with  the  business  pros- 
perity of  the  roads.  Such  a  policy  cannot  be  too  highly 
commended,  and  will  not  fail  to  be  appreciated  by  the  more 
observing  and  enterprising  of  the  traveling  and  business 
public,  and  should  be  by  all. 

The  railroads  are  our  great  pul)lic  highways,  and  to  them 
as  much,  if  not  more  than  any  other  agency,  is  the  country 
indebted  for  its  rapid  development,  and  for  opening  the  door 
and  preparing  the  way  for  all  that  niakes  a  people  indus- 
trious, virtuous,  happy,  wise  and  great.     Under  honorable 
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and  wise  management  and  faithful,  efficient  superintendence, 
they  may  be  considered  as  among  the  first  of  our  national 
blessings.  And  so  intimate  and  inseparable  are  the  interests 
and  various  business  enterprises  of  the  public  in  their  rela- 
tions to  the  prosperity  and  successful  operation  of  the  roads — 
so  dependent  are  they  on  each  other — that  any  unjust  exac- 
tion or  oppression  of  one  cannot  fail  to  bring  injury  and 
detriment  to  the  other.  The  interests  of  the  roads  and  of  the 
people  are  reciproeal  and  mutual,  and  the  intelligent  and 
well-informed  railroad  officials  in  Maine  comprehend  fully 
this  fact.  To  give  patronage  to  the  roads,  business  must  be 
encouraged  and  developed.  Consequently  these  officials, 
with  few  if  any  exceptions,  have  had  the  good  sense  to  adopt 
and  practice  a  liberal  policy  in  their  transactions  with  the 
patrons  of  their  respective  roads,  fair  dealing  and  equity 
being  their  standard  of  action.  This  has  had  the  effect  to 
disarm,  in  a  great  measure,  opposition  and  prejudice  against 
the  roads  and  their  management,  so  that,  happily,  the  cry  of 
"  monopoly "  and  "  oppression,**  raised  so  often  in  many 
other  parts  of  the  country  (very  justly  in  a  great  many 
instances)  is  seldom  if  ever  heard  in  this  State. 

With  the  exception  of  the  County  of  Aroostook,  and  parts 
of  the  counties  of  Hanc^ock  and  Washington,  the  people  and 
business  enterprises  of  our  State  are  now  well  provided  with 
railroad  facilities,  by  a  system  of  connecting  roads  extending 
into  every  county  and  to  nearly  all  parts  of  the  State,  and 
which  may  justly  be  regarded  as  among  the  safest,  most 
honorably  managed  and  efficiently  operated  of  any  in  the 
country.  Indeed,  a  more  trustworthy  and  honorable  class  of 
men  cannot  be  found  in  business  circles  and  pursuits  any- 
where, than  the  officials  in  charge  of  the  railroads  in  Maine. 
This  fact  now  so  generally  recognized,  and  so  fully  appre- 
ciated by  the  patrons  of  the  roads,  is  one  of  the  chief  consid- 
erations in  accounting  for  the  mutual  good  will  and  fraternal 
feeling  that  exists  between  them  and  the  roads.  Further 
evidence  of  this  public  confidence,  in  both  the  condition  and 
management  of  the  roads,  and  of  the  high  character  of  those 
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in  charge,  may  be  found  in  the  appreciated  market  value  of 
their  reilpoctive  stocks,  bonds  and  other  securities.  Once 
let  distrust  and  want  of  confidence,  in  either,  seize  upon  the 
public  mind,  and  these  same  stocks  and  securities  would  at 
ouoe  perceptibly  depreciate  and  lose  their  former  value  in  the 
markets,  and  perhaps  in  some  cases  become  worthless. 

The  remarkable  exemption  from  any  great  and  disastrous 
railroad  casualty  in  this  State,  that  for  so  many  years  past 
has  existed,  and  which  in  former  reports  We  have  refen*ed  to 
with  pleasure,  we  are  happy  to  say  still  continues.  Consid- 
ering the  large  number  of  persons  conveyed  upon  these  roads 
each  year,  particularly  upon  the  Maine  Central,  that  during 
the  summer  season  runs  so  many  and  such  large  excursion 
trains,  this  exemption  from  serious  accident  or  catastrophe 
is  little  less  than  marvelous.  It  demonstrates  anew  as  it  has 
in  the  past,  not  only  the  safe  condition  of  the  roads,  but  the 
efficiency  and  very  great  carefulness  of  the  superintendents 
in  chaise,  under  whose  imperative  rules  and  orders  their 
numerous  subordinates  act.  The  vigilance  and  fidelity  of 
these  subordinates,  as  well  as  the  faithfulness  and  efficiency 
of  their  sui)eriors,  merit  special  notice  and  the  highest  com- 
mendation. To  each  and  all  of  these  faithful  officials  and 
employes,  whether  high  in  position  or  subordinate  in  the 
service,  the  traveling  public  are  deeply  indebted  for  the 
constant  fidelity  and  uniform  carefulness  with  which  their 
responsible  duties  have  been  discharged.  However  safe  the 
condition  of  the  roads,  and  however  well  equipped  for  being 
run,  if  not  skilfully  and  faithfully  operated,  disaster  more  or 
less  0eri(iU8  will  lie  a  certain  result. 

While  hei'e  and  there  an  occasional  accident  has  occurred, 
they  have  been  chiefly  to  employes  of  the  rouds,  and  on  in- 
veatigatiou  when  not  otherwise  known,  have  been  found  in 
moat  cases,  to  have  resulted  from  their  own  personal  negli- 
gence or  carelessness,  and  not  fr4)m  any  defect  in  the  roads 
or  fault  in  the  general  superintendence  and  management  of 
the  same. 
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To  become  wholly  exempt  from  accident  or  casualty,  the 
road  in  material  and  build  must  be  faultless;  the  track  of  the 
strongest  metal  and  free  from  flaw  or  fracture ;  the  engines 
and  cars,  with  their  complicated  machinery  and  running 
gear,  perfect  in  design,  material  and  workmanship;  no  dis- 
turbance by  the  weather  elements,  and  all  mankind  without 
imperfection  in  judgment,  skill,  habits,  or  conduct — indeed, 
absolute  perfection  must  be  found  in  everything  and  every^ 
where^  a  condition  of  the  world  hardly  expected  to  be  reached 
during  the  present  "perverse  and  crooked  generation.'* 

For  a  more  particular  account,  in  detail,  of  the  condition, 
operations  and  improvements  of  the  several  roads  that  have 
come  under  our  inspection  during  the  year,  we  refer  to  the 
pages  which  follow  later  in  this  report. 

New  Roads. 

By  the  approval  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  the  fol- 
lowing new  railroad  ^corporations  have  been  organized  during 
the  year,  under  the  provisions  of  the  general  railroad  law, 
chapter  120,  laws  of  1876,  viz : 

Kennebunk  and  Kennebunkport  Railroad,  The  road  to 
extend  from  a  point  near  tbe  draw-bridge  which  divides 
Kennebunk  and  Kennebunkport  village,  to  a  point  in  the  line 
of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  near  the  depot  of  said  road 
in  Kennebunk.  Length,  about  4^  miles;  gauge,  4  feet  8J 
inches. 

Mo7i8on  Railroad  Company .  Extending  from  the  depot 
of  the  Bangor  &  Piscataquis  Railroad,  called  Monson  station, 
in  the  town  of  Abbott,  to  the  village  of  Monson  in  the  town  of 
Monson,  through  the  towns  of  Abbott  and  Monson.  Length 
of  road,  about  6  miles;  gauge,  2  feet. 

Green  Mottntain  Railway.  Between  some  point  in  the 
town  of  Eden,  or  Mt.  Desert,  to  the  summit  of  Green  Moun- 
tain in  Eden,  aforesaid.  Length,  about  1  mile  ;  gauge,  4  feet 
8i  inches. 

Bridgton  and  Saco  River  Railroad,  This  corporation,  that 
was  organized  last  year  under  the  general  law,  but  which,  on 
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petition  of  parties  opposing,  was  served  with  an  injunction 
from  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  and,  in  consequence,  sus- 
pended operations  for  the  season,  has  since  had  the  injunction 
removed,  and,  the  present  year,  has  located  its  road,  put  it 
under  contract  and  now  has  it  nearly  completed,  the  whole* 
line  from  Bridgton  Center  to  the  Portland  and  Ogdensburg 
Railroad  in  the  town  of  Hiram,  a  distance  of  ahout  fifteeni 
and  a  half  (15^)  miles.     It  has  been  constructed  at  two  feet 
gauge  to  bring  the  cost  of  the  road  within  the  financial  meana 
of  the  corporation  and  thereby  ensure  its  completion.     It  is 
believed  that  at  this  gauge  it  will  be  equal  to  the  convenient, 
transportation  of  all  the  passengers  and  freight  that  would 
naturally  pass  over  a  railroad  of  any  gauge  upon  the  line 
where  this  is  located.     The  people  of  Bridgton,  and  those 
interested  with  them  in  this  enterprise,  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  its  success.     It  can  but  be  of  great  convenience  and 
aid  largely  in  the  continuance  of  the  present  prosperity  of 
the  town  and  in  the  further  development  of  its  business 
resources  in  the  future.     Wm.   F.  Perry,  Bridgton,  Presi- 
dent.

General  Railroad  Law. 

In  our  report  for  1881,  we  called  attention  to  the  fact  that, 
in  its  practical  workings,  we  had  found  the  general  railroad 
law  (chapter  120,  Laws  of  1876)  in  several  respects  de- 
fective, and  referred  to  the  case  of  the  Bangor  and  Katahdin 
Iron  Works  Railway  as  an  instance  in  support  of  the  same. 
This  corporation  first  organized  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing H  narrow  gauge  road,  but  subsequently  decided  to  build 
to  the  standard  gauge,  when  it  w^as  found  there  was  no  way, 
under  the  general  law,  to  make  the  change  except  by  comr 
mencing  anew,  which  was  done  at  consideral)le  inconvenience 
and  delay.  We  renew  our  former  suggestion  of  amendment 
to  the  law  to  meet  such  a  case.  "A  profile  of  the  line  on  a 
verticle  scale  of  ten  to  one  as  compared  with  the  horizontal 
scale,"  is  prescribed  by  the  law,  (Sec.  6)  but  found  incon- 
venient as  well  as  not  used  in  common  practice.     An  amend- 
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ment  to  the  law,  striking  out  the  words  'Hen  to  one**  and 
inserting  instead  '*  about  twelve  and  a  half  to  one,"  would 
correct  this  defect ;  which  we  also  suggest.  Other  amend- 
ments might  improve  the  law  and  better  adapt  it  to  the  public 
wants,  now  that  the  Legislature  meets  but  once  in  two  years, 
but  we  forbear  to  recommend. 

Public  Laws. 

In  our  report  for  1878,  we  inserted  the  laws  prescribing 
the  duties  and  powers  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners and  gave  the  following  reasons  therefor.  The  same 
reasons  will  apply  now. 

*^  Copies  of  the  statutes  prescribing  the  daties  of  this  Board  contain  in- 
formation often  asked  for  by  citizens  of  the  State,  as  well  as  by  those  of 
other  States  who  are  maldng  investigations  and  deliberating  upon  the 
proper  functions  of  similar  organizations,  that  have  been  found  by  expe- 
rience so  essential  to  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public.  With  a 
view  to  imparting  the  information  sought,  and  the  hope  of  benefits  to 
accrue  f^ora  exchanges,  together  with  the  great  convenience  of  having 
these  laws  in  a  connected  and  portable  form,  readily  accessible  to  all, 
have  induced  their  insertion  in  this  report,  which  procedure  it  is  believed 
will  meet  your  approval.'* 

Amendments  have  since  been  made  and  additional  acts 
passed,  rendering  it  quite  necessary  to  have  these  laws  again 
published  in  convenient  form  for  ready  reference,  therefore 
we  insert  them  as  amended,  and  the  acts  additional  thereto. 
In  most  cases  where  amendments  have  been  subsequently 
made,  they  have  been  incorporated  into  the  statutes  as  herein 
published. 

From  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1871— Title  IV.,  Chap.  51. 
Sec.  2.  A  railroad  corporation,  for  the  location,  construction  and 
convenient  use  of  its  road,  for  necessar}'  tracks,  side  tracks,  depots, 
wood  sheds,  repair  shops,  and  car,  engine  and  freight  houses,  ma^* 
purchase  or  take  and  hold,  as  for  public  uses,  land  and  all  materials 
in  and  Q|X)n  it ;  but  the  land  so  taken  shall  not  exceed  fmu*  rods  in 
width  for  the  main  track  of  the  road  unless  necessary  for  excavation, 
embankment  or  materials ;  but  shall  not  take,  without  consent  of 
the  owners,  meeting  houses,  dwelling  houses,  or  public  or  private 
burying  grounds.  The  guardian  of  a  person  incapable  of  giving 
valid  conveyance,  whose  land  is  taken,  may  settle  and  give  a  valid 
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release  for  damages ;  and  persons  having  any  interest  in  such  land 
have  the  rights  and  remedies  of  owners  to  the  extent  of  their 
mterest. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  parties  do  not  agree  as  to  the  necessity  and  extent 
of  the  real  estate  to  be  taken  for  said  side  tracks  and  buildings,  the 
corporation  ma}'  make  written  application  to  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners, describing  the  estate,  and  naming  the  persons  interested ; 
the  commissioners  shall  thereupon  appoint  a  time  for  the  hearing 
near  the  premises,  require  notice  to  be  given  to  the  persons  interested 
as  they  direct,  fourteen  days  at  least  before  said  time ;  and  shall 
then  view  the  premises,  hear  the  parties  and  determine  how  much, 
if  an}',  of  such  real  estate  is  necessary  for  the  reasonable  accommo- 
dation of  the  traffic  and  appropriate  business  of  the  corporation. 
If  they  find  that  any  of  it  is  so  necessary,  they  shall  furnish  the 
corporation  with  a  certificate  containing  a  definite  description  thereof; 
and  when  it  is  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  in  the  county  where 
the  land  lies,  it  shall  be  deemed  and  treated  as  taken. 

Railroad  Commissioners. 

Sec.  71.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  of  council,  shall  appoint 
three  railroad  commissioners,  who  shall  act  as  a  board  and  hold 
their  offices  three  years ;  two  of  them  shall  be  experienced  in  the 
construction  and  management  of  railroads,  and  one  of  them  shall  be 
an  engineer.  Their  compensation  shall  be  five  dollars  a  day  wliile 
actually  employed  in  their  official  duties,  to  be  paid  by  the  railroads 
OD  which  the  services  are  rendered. 

Sec.  72.  A  majority  of  the  board,  annually,  between  the  fii-st 
of  April  and  October,  and  at  any  other  time  on  application,  or 
without  when  the}*  think  necessary,  shall  carefully  examine  tlie 
tracks,  rolling  stock,  bridges,  viaducts  and  culverts  of  all  railroads ; 
shall  give  a  certificate  thereof  to  the  clerk  of  the  corporation,  therein 
stating  the  condition  of  the  road  and  rolling  stock,  and  shall 
annuall}',  in  December,  make  a  report  to  the  governor  of  their  official 
doings,  with  such  facts  as  they  deem  of  public  interest*  or  he 
requires ;  and  all  persons  managing  railroads  shall  give  the  boanl 
such  information  as  they  from  time  to  time  request. 

Sec.  73.  The  corporation  shall  file  such  certificate  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  state  before  the  first  day  of  Decemlier,  and  i>ay  the 
commissioners  for  the  examination,  or  forfeit  one  thousand  dollars. 
to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  the  case,  half  to  the  state  and  half 
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to  the  person  suing  therefor ;  and  if  the  president  and  directors  of  a 
railroad  while  it  is  guilty  of  such  neglect,  allow  a  passenger  train  to 
run  over  it,  they  shall  be  personally  liable  for  an}'  damages  occasioned 
by  a  defect  in  said  road,  or  rolling  stock,  but  this  will  not  relieve 
the  corporation. 

Sec.  74.  If  the  board  at  any  examination  find  the  track,  culverts, 
bridges  or  rolling  stock  in  use  so  out  of  repair  as  to  be  unsafe  for 
travelers,  they  shall  immediately  notify  the  managers  of  said  road 
of  its  condition,  and  the  time  in  which  the  repairs  shall  be  made ; 
and  may  require  them  to  reduce  the  speed  of  all  trains  until  repairs 
are  made. 

Sec.  75.  If  they  do  not  comply  with  such  requirements,  the  com- 
missioners shall  petition  the  supreme  judicial  court  in  any  county 
where  the  railroad  extends,  setting  forth  their  examination,  the 
condition  of  the  road,  the  notice  and  requirement  and  refusal  to 
com  pi}' ;  and  shall  notify  the  attorney  general  or  the  county  attorney 
of  the  county  where  the  petition  is  filed,  of  the  filing  thereof,  one  of 
whom  shall  appear  and  take  charge  of  the  proceedings  in  court. 
The  court  shall  order  a  notice  thereon  and  appoint  a  hearing ;  and 
after  a  heanng,  may  order  such  things  to  be  done  by  the  managers 
of  the  road  as  they  deem  necessarj'  to  secure  the  safety  of  travelers ; 
and  unless  such  managers  will  execute  a  bond  to  the  state,  with 
sufficient  sureties,  for  such  sum  as  the  court  deems  necessary  to 
make  the  repairs,  conditioned  that  the}'  will,  within  the  time  fixed 
by  the  court,  make  the  repairs  or  otherwise  satisfy  the  court  that 
they  will  be  so  made,  the  court  shall  issue  an  injunction  on  said 
corporation,  and  its  managers,  prohibiting  the  running  of  any 
passenger  trains  over  the  portion  of  the  road  found  to  be  unsafe, 
until  the  order  has  been  complied  with  or  revoked. 

Sec.  76.  When  the  managers  of  a  railroad  authorized  to  cross 
or  connect  with  another  road,  are  unable  to  agree  therewith,  as  to 
transportation  of  passengers  and  freight  over  their  roads,  and  other 
matters,  they  may  apply  to  the  commissioners  in  writing,  and  either 
of  them  may  endorse  an  order  of  notice  thereon  to  all  interested, 
fixing  a  time  and  place  for  hearing ;  and  the  applicant  shall  cause 
such  order  to  be  complied  with.  At  such  hearing,  an\^  corporation 
or  person  claiming  to  be  interested,  ma}'  be  made  a  party  and  be 
heard  tliereon,  though  not  named  in  the  application;  and  said 
commissioners  have  the  authority  of  courts  at  law  to  summon 
witnesses,  compel  their  attendance  and  testimony,  and  depositions 
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maj  be  taken  and  used  as  in  suits  at  law.  When  the  hearing  is 
dosed,  thej  shall  determine  and  award  the  rates  for  transporting 
passengers,  freight  or  cars  over  the  road  of  each  or  over  any  road 
on  which  either  is  a  common  carrier  by  contract  or  otherwise,  and 
all  other  matters  in  controversy  between  the  two  roads  arising  from 
snch  connecting,  or  crossing,  or  the  times  of  doing  so ;  and  may 
require  either  party  to  give  secarity  to  the  other  for  the  payment  of 
balances  resulting  from  their  mutual  business,  on  such  terms  as  they 
deem  equitable ;  and  may  determine  that  their  award  may  be  sus- 
pended, after  its  acceptance,  at  the  election  of  the  part}'  injured  by 
the  non-performance  of  the  condition  thereof  b}*  the  other. 

Sec.  77.  The  award  shall  be  returned  to  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  in  the  count}'  where  the  hearing  was  had,  and  accepted,  or  for 
good  cause,  rejected  or  recommitted.  Exceptions  to  an}-  ruling  of 
the  court  in  such  proceedings  may  be  taken  and  allowed  within  the 
rales  of  the  court,  except  in  recommitting  the  report,  and  when  so 
allowed,  a  certified  cop}'  thei*eof  and  of  all  papers  used  at  the  hear- 
ing, shall  be  forthwith  sent  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  to  the  chief 
justice  thereof;  and  the  parties  shall  be  heard  thereon  by  the  Law 
Court  in  the  district  where  the  hearing  was  had ;  but  if  such  court 
does  not  sit  within  thirty  days  after  the  papers  are  received  by  the 
chief  justice,  he  shall,  at  the  request  of  either  party,  detail  a  majority 
of  the  justices  to  hear  the  case  at  the  time  and  place  ordered  by 
him ;  send  the  order  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  where  the  matter  is 
pending,  and  he  shall  enter  it  on  the  docket  under  the  case,  and  that 
shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  the  parties ;  and  the  case  shall  then  and 
there  be  heard  the  same  as  if  at  a  regular  law  term.  When  the 
award  is  accepted  and  judgment  rendered  thereon,  it  shall  be  binding 
on  all  parties  notified,  whether  they  appeared  or  not,  until  a  new 
award  is  made  on  another  application  ;  and  the  court  has  full  power 
to  make  the  award  effectual  by  process  for  contempt  or  otherwise  as 
in  equity  cases ;  and  if  the  corporation  or  managers  of  any  such 
road,  after  they  are  notified  of  the  acceptance  of  such  award,  fail  to 
comply  with  it,  the  directors,  superintendent  or  other  agents  running 
such  road  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollai*s  for  each  day  of  such  failure,  to  be  recovered  by 
indictment  in  the  county  where  it  occurs. 

Sec.  78.  When  a  serious  accident  occurs  on  a  railroad  and  any 
person  is  thereby  injured,  the  commissioners  shall  immediately  pro- 
ceed to  the  place,  examine  into  the  cause  thereof,  may  send  for  per- 
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sons  and  papers,  and  make  a  fqll  statement  of  the  cause  and  resalta 
of  the  accident  In  their  annual  report,  and  any  other  manner  they 
think  the  public  s;ood  requires. 

Chapter  204 — Laws  op  1871. 

An  Act  giving  additional  powers  to  the  railroad  commissioners. 

Sec.  1.  The  railroad  commissioners,  apon  petition  of  responsible 
parties  representing  that  the  public  convenience  and  necessity  require 
the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  depot  for  freight  and  passengers, 
or  a  passenger  station,  on  the  line  of  any  railroad,  after  fourteen 
da3''s  notice  by  copy  of  said  petition  upon  such  corporations,  and  by 
publishing  said  petition,  with  tlie  order  of  said  commissioners 
thereon,  in  such  public  newspaper  as  shall  be  designated  in  said 
order  two  weeks  successively,  the  last  publication  to  be  prior  to  the 
time  fixed  for  said  hearing,  shall  hear  the  parties  and  determine 
whether  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  shall  be  granted  ;  and  if  such « 
prayer  is  granted,  shall  determine  at  what  place  or  places  a  depot 
or  station  shall  be  erected,  or  maintained  if  erected,  and  whether  for 
passengers  or  for  passengers  and  freight. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  designate 
the  site,  and  what  kind  of  buildings  shall  be  erected  and  maintained, 
as  the  case  may  seem  to  demand,  and  the  time  in  which  said  corpo- 
ration shall  comply  with  the  order. 

Sec.  3.  If  said  railroad  corporation  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply 
with  the  order  of  said  commissioners  within  the  time  prescribed 
therein,  said  commissioners  shall  enforce  a  compliance  as  provided 
in  section  seventy-five  of  chapter  fifty-one  of  the  revised  statutes  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  sevent^^-one,  in  relation  to  making  repaire  of 
railroads. 

Sec.  4,  In  all  cases  heard  before  the  commissioners  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  expenses  and  costs  attending  the  same, 
including  the  compensation  of  the  commissioners,  shall  he  paid  bj' 
the  railroad  corporation  against  whom  the  complaint  is  made,  if  the 
pmyer  of  the  petitioners  is  granted,  and  in  case  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioners  is  denied,  such  costs  and  compensation  shall  be  paid  by 
the  petitioners.  If  the  part}'  or  parties  against  whom  costs  are 
adjudged  as  aforesaid  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pa}'  the  same  within 
thirty  davs  after  such  adjudication,  upon  complaint  for  such  costs 
made  by  said  commissioners  to  any  one  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme 
judicial  court,  such  justice  ma}'  cause  execution  to  issue  therefor. 
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Chapter  197 — Laws  of  1871. 

An  Act  amendatory  of  chapter  fifly-one  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 

relating  to  railroads. 
Section  three  of  chapter  fifly-one  of  the  revised  statutes  of  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sevent^'-one,  is  hereby  amended,  by  inserting  after 
the  word  ^^  time,"  in  the  seventh  line  of  said  section,  the  following: 
'*  Provided  hotvever^  that  when  land  is  held  by  a  tenant  for  life,  and 
the  reversion  is  contingent  as  to  the  persons  in  whom  it  may  vest, 
on  the  termination  of  the  life  estate,  such  fact  shall  be  stated  in  the 
application,  and  the  commissioners  shall,  in  addition  to  the  notice 
to  the  tenant  for  life,  give  notice  by  publication  to  all  others  inter- 
ested, in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  proper." 

Chapter  218 — Laws  of  1874. 

An  Act  amendatory  of  and  additional  to  chapter  fifty-one  of  the 

Revised  Statutes,  concerning  railroads. 

[Sec.  1  of  this  act  is  superseded  bj-  chapter  207  of  the  laws  of 
1877.] 

Sec.  2.  When  in  the  opinion  of  the  railroad  commissioners  the 
passage  of  passenger  trains  over  any  portion  of  any  railroad  by 
(Passenger  trains  would  be  attended  with  imminent  danger,  they 
may  notify  the  president  or  superintendent  of  such  road  of  such 
unsafe  condition  of  said  portion  of  said  road,  and  order  the  imme- 
diate stopping  of  all  passenger  trains  about  to  run  over  the  same. 
In  case  said  order  is  not  obeyed  said  commissioners  shall  at  once 
apply  to  some  judge  of  the  supreme  judicial  court,  who  may,  upon 
satisfactory  proof  of  the  necessity  for  such  order,  and  without 
notice  to  said  company,  issue  an  injunction  prohibiting  the  running 
of  passenger  trains  over  said  road  until  further  order  of  the  court. 

Chapter  207 — Laws  of  1877. 

An  Act  to  obtain  uniform  Returns  from  Railroad  Corporations. 

Section  thirty  of  chapter  fifty-one  of  the  revised  statutes,  as 
amended  b}'  '*  An  Act  amendatory  of  and  additional  to  chapter 
fifly-one  of  the  revised  statutes,  concerning  railroads,"  approved 
March  three,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  is  hereby  amended, 
by  sinking  out  section  one  of  said  amendatory  act,  chapter  two 
hundred  and  eighteen  of  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four, 
and  substituting,  in  its  stead,  the  following : 
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'  Sec.  30.  The  railroad  commissioners  shall  prescribe  a  form  of 
returns  uniform  for  all  the  railroads  in  the  state,  and  designed  to 
produce  uniformity  in  the  annual  railroad  returns  of  all  the  railroads 
in  New  England,  in  substance  the  same  as  that  exhibited  in  an 
appendix  to  their  report  made  to  the  governor,  December  thirty, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six.  Ever}'  railroad  corporation 
shall  make  an  annual  return  to  the  railroad  commissioners  on  or 
before  December  one,  of  its  operations  for  each  3'ear  ending  Sep- 
tember thirty,  to  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  its  treasurer,  and  said 
return  shall  conform  as  nearh*  as  practicable  to  the  blank  forms  to 
be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  railroad  commissioners.  If  an}' 
railroad  corporation  shall  wilfulh-  neglect  to  make  such  return,  it 
shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollars  to  the  use  of  the  state.' 

Chapter  120 — Laws  of  1876. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Formation  of  Railroad  Corporations. 

Sec.  1.  Any^  number  of  persons  not  less  than  ten,  a  majority'  of 
whom  shall  be  citizens  of  this  state,  may  form  a  company  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  a  railroad  for 
public  use  in  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  property  within  this 
state,  and  for  that  purpose  may  make  and  sign  articles  of  associa- 
tion in  which  shall  be  stated  the  name  of  the  compan}',  the  gauge  of 
the  road,  the  places  from  which  and  to  which  the  road  is  to  be  con- 
structed, maintained  and  operated,  the  length  of  such  road,  as  near 
as  ma}'  be,  and  the  name  of  each  town  and  county  in  this  state 
through  which  or  into  which  it  is  to  be  made ;  the  amount  of  the 
capital  stock  of  the  company,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  six  thou- 
sand dollars  for  every  mile  of  road  proposed  to  be  constructed  of  the 
gauge  of  four  feet  eight  and  a  half  inches,  nor  less  than  three  thou- 
sand dollars  per  mile  for  any  narrower  gauge,  and  the  nninbor  of 
shares  of  which  said  capital  stock  shall  consist,  and  the  names  and 
places  of  residence  of  at  least  five  persons,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
be  citizens  of  this  state,  who  shall  act  as  directors  of  the  proposed 
company,  and  shall  manage  its  affairs  until  others  are  chosen  in 
their  places.  Each  subscriber  to  such  articles  of  association  shall 
subscribe  thereto  his  name,  place  of  residence,  and  the  number  ot 
shares  of  stock  he  agrees  to  take  in  said  company. 

Sec.  2.  Said  articles  of  associalion  shall  not  be  filed  and  re- 
corded in  the  manner  provided  in  section  tliree  of  this  act,  until  the 
capital  stock  named  in  section  one  has  been  subscribed  thereto,  in 
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good  faith,  by  respoDsible  partiea,  and  five  per  cent,  paid  thereon  in 
cash  to  the  directors  named  in  said  articles  of  association,  nor  until 
there  is  endorsed  thereon  or  annexed  thereto,  an  affidavit  made  by 
a  majority  of  the  directors  named  in  said  articles,  that  the  amount 
of  stock  required  b}*  this  section  has  been  in  good  faith  subscribed, 
and  five  per  cent,  paid  thereon  in  cash  as  aforesaid,  and  that  it  is 
intended  in  good  faith  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  the  road 
mentioned  in  such  articles  of  association,  which  affidavit  shall  be 
recorded  with  the  articles  of  association  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  it  shall  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  that  all  the  provisions  of  sections 
one  and  two  of  this  act  have  been  complied  with,  said  board  shall 
endorse  upon  the  articles  of  association  a  certificate  of  such  fact, 
and  the  approval  of  the  board  in  writing.  The  secretary  of  state 
shall,  upon  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  twenty*  dollars  to  the  use  of 
the  state,  cause  the  same  with  the  endorsement  thereon  to  be  re- 
corded, and  shall  issue  a  certificate  in  the  following  form : 

STATE  OF  MAINE. 
Be  it  known  that,  whereas,  [here  the  names  of  the  subscribers  to 
the  articles  of  association  to  be  subscril>ed]  have  associated  them- 
selves together  with  the  intention  of  forming  a  corporation  under  the 
name  of  [here  the  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be  inserted]  for  the 
purpose  of  building  and  operating  a  railroad  between  [here  insert 
the  description  of  the  road  contained  in  the  articles  of  association] 
and  have  complied  with  the  statutes  of  this  state  in  such  cases  made 
and  provided.  Now,  therefore,  I,  [here  the  name  of  the  secretary 
to  be  inserted]  secretary  of  the  State  of  Maine,  do  hereby  certify 
that  said  [names  of  subscribers]  their  associates  and  successors, 
are  legallj'  organized  and  established  as  an  existing  corporation 
under  the  name  of  [name  of  corporation]  with  the  powers,  rights 
and  privileges,  and  subject  to  the  limitations,  duties  and  restric- 
tions, which  b3'  law  appertain  thereto.  Witness  m}'  ofilcial  signa- 
ture hereunto  subscribed,  and  the  seal  of  the  State  of  Maine  here- 
unto affixed,  this da}'  of ,  in  the  3'ear  of  our  Lord  [daj*, 

month  and  3'ear  inserted.]  The  secretnry  of  state  sliall  sign  the 
same  and  cause  the  seal  of  the  state  to  be  thereto  affixed,  and  such 
certificate  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  organization  and  estab- 
lishment of  such  corporation  at  the  date  of  such  certificate.  The 
secretar}'  shall  also  cause  a  record  of  sucli  certificate  to  be  made, 
and  a  copy  of  such  record  duly  certified  may  with  like  effect  as  the 
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original  certificate  be  given  in  evidence  to  prove  the  existence  of 
sucii  a  corporation. 

Sec.  4.  The  first  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  such 
cor|X)ration,  shall  be  called  by  a  notice,  signed  by  five  or  more  of 
the  subscribers  to  such  articles  of  association,  stating  the  time,  pur- 
pose and  place  of  such  meeting,  a  copy  of  which  notice  shall,  seven 
days  at  least  before  the  day  appointed  for  such  meeting,  be  given  to 
each  subscriber,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  business  or  place  of 
residence,  or  deposited  in  the  post  office,  post  paid,  and  addressed 
to  him  at  his  usual  place  of  business  or  residence ;  and  whoever 
gives  such  notice,  shall  make  affidavit  of  his  doings,  which  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  records  of  the  company. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  the  capital  stock  of  any  company  formed  under 
this  act  is  found  to  be  iusufiScient  for  constructing  and  operating  its 
road,  such  company  ma}'  increase  its  capital  stock  fh>m  time  to  time, 
to  any  amount,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid.  Such  increase  must  be 
sanctioned  by  a  vote,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  of  two-thirds  in  amount 
of  all  the  stockholders  of  the  compan}',  at  a  meeting  of  said  stock- 
holders, called  by  the  directors  of  the  company  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  6.  Every  corporation  organized  under  this  act,  before  com- 
mencing the  construction  of  its  road,  shall  present  to  the  board  of 
railroad  commissioners  a  petition  for  approval  of  location,  accom- 
panied with  a  map  of  the  proposed  route  on  an  appropriate  scale, 
and  with  a  profile  of  the  line  on  a  vertical  scale  of  ten  to  one  com- 
pared with  the  horizontal  scale,  and  with  a  report  and  estimate  pre- 
pared b}^  a  skilful  engineer  from  actual  survey.  The  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners  shall,  on  presentation  of  such  petition,  appoint 
a  day  for  a  hearing  thereon,  and  the  petitioners  shall  give  such 
notice  thereof  as  said  board  shall  deem  reasonable  and  proper,  in 
order  that  all  persons  interested  may  have  an  opportunity  to  appear 
and  object  thereto.  If  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  after 
hearing  the  petition,  shall  approve  the  proposed  location,  and  that 
the  public  convenience  requires  the  construction  of  such  road,  the 
corporation  may  proceed  with  the  construction  of  their  road ;  pro^ 
vided^  the}'  shall  first  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  count}'  com- 
missioners of  each  county  through  which  the  road  passes,  a  plan  of 
the  location  of  the  road,  defining  its  courses,  distances  and  bound- 
aries, and  another  copy  of  the  same  with  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners ;  but  the  location  so  filed  shall  not  vary,  except  to  avoid 
expense  of  construction,  from  the  route  first  presented  to  said  board 
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of  oommiasioiieis,  unless  said  variation  shall  be  approved  by  them. 
Aod  said  location,  together  with  any  variation  that  may  be  made 
therein,  shall  be  filed  within  two  years  from  the  time  when  the 
artiides  of  association  are  filed  in  the  oflSce  of  secretary  of  state. 

Provided  farther  y  that  no  railroad  shall  be  made  across  tide  waters 
where  vessels  can  navigate,  nor  shall  any  railroad  be  built,  under 
this  act,  running  in  the  same  general  direction  of  any  other  milroad 
already  built,  or  in  process  of  construction,  within  ten  miles  of  such 
other  railroad,  without  special  permission  of  the  legislature  therefor 
first  obtained. 

Sec.  7.  If  any  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  not,  within 
three  years  after  its  articles  of  association  are  filed  and  recorded  in 
the  oflSce  of  the  secretary  of  state,  begin  tlie  construction  of  its  road, 
and  expend  thereon  ten  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  its  capital,  its 
corporate  existence  and  power  shall  cease. 

Sec.  8.  Every  corporation  organized  under  this  act  shall  within 
one  year  after  any  part  of  their  road  has  been  constructed  and 
opened  for  operation,  cause  to  be  made  a  map  and  profile  thereof, 
and  of  the  land  taken  or  obtained  for  the  use  thereof,  and  file  the 
same  in  the  office  of  the  secretar}'  of  state ;  and  also  like  maps  of 
the  parts  thereof  located  in  different  counties,  and  file  the  same  in 
the  offices  for  recording  deeds  in  the  county  in  which  such  parts 
of  road  shall  be.  Every  such  map  shall  be  drawn  on  a  scale  and 
on  paper  to  be  designated  b}'  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners, 
and  certified  and  signed  by  the  president  and  engineer  of  the 
corporation. 

Sec.  9.  Said  corpomtion  shall  have  the  right  to,  establish  and 
collect  such  tolls  for  the  transportation  of  persons  and  freighl  over 
its  road  as  the  directors  shall  deem  fair  and  reasonable,  and  have  a 
lien  on  its  freight  therefor,  but,  upon  what  shall,  9,t  w^'  time,  be 
deemed  by  tlie  railroad  commissioners  a  sufficient  complaint  by 
interested  and  responsible  parties,  that  the  tolls  are  i^nreasonably  high, 
they  may  revise  and  establish  them,  after  due  notice  and  hearing, 
for  a  time  not  exceeding  one  year.  And  the  commissionei*s,  before 
directing  said  hearing,  shall  give  opportunity  to  the  company  com- 
plained of  to  reply  to  the  charge  made  against  it. 

Chapter  192 — Laws  of  1877,  as  AMENDitp  in  1878. 

An  Act  providing  for  Bridge  Guards  on  Railroads. 
Every  railroad    corporation    shall  erect  and   maintain   suitable 
bridge  gnards,  at  every  bridge  or  other  structure  any  portion  of 
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which  crosses  the  railroad  less  than  twenty  feet  above  the  track ; 
such  guards  to  be  approved  by  the  raih'oad  commissioners,  and  to 
be  erected  and  adjusted  to  their  satisfaction.  Any  cori)oration 
witliin  this  State  which  refuses  or  neglects  to  comph'  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall,  for  each  month  of  continuance  in  snch 
neglect  or  refusal,  forfeit  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars ;  and  whoever 
shall  wilfully'  destroy  or  break  anj'.snch  bridge  guard  shall  forfeit  a 
sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and  be  liable  to  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  thirty  da3's. 

Chapter  43 — Laws  op  1878. 

An  Act  to  amend  chapter  two  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  Public 

Laws  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four, 

entitled  '*  An  Act  relating  to  ways  across  Railroads." 

Chapter  two  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  public  laws  of  the  year 

one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  is  hereby  amended 

so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  Townways  and  highwaj's  may  be  laid  out  across,  over 
or  under  any  railroad  track,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  lay- 
ing out  such  ways ;  and  when  such  way  crosses  such  track  at  grade, 
the  expense  of  building  and  maintaining  so  much  of  such  way  as  is 
within  the  limits  of  such  railroad,  shall  be  borne  bj'  the  railroad 
conipany  whose  track  is  so  crossed  ;  and  when  such  way  is  laid  out 
under  or  over  such  track,  and  not  at  grade,  the  expense  of  building 
and  maintaining  so  much  thereof  as  is  within  the  limits  of  such  rail- 
road, shall  be  borne  by  such  railroad  compan}-,  or  by  the  cit}'  or 
town  in  which  such  way  is  located,  or  be  apportioned  between  such 
railroad  compan}'  and  such  cit^-  or  town,  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  railroad  commissioners,  upon  petition,  and  after  notice  and 
hearing  of  the  parties.  Either  part}'  aggrieved  by  their  decision 
thereon  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  supreme  judicial  court,  at  any 
lime  after  such  decision  has  been  made,  in  writing,  and  before  the 
next  term  of  said  court  within  and  for  the  county  in  whi(;h  such  way 
is  located,  at  which  term  such  appeal  may  be  entered  and  prose- 
cuted by  the  party  appealing.  If  the  part}'  appealing  fails  to  appear 
at  that  term  to  prosecute  the  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  railroad 
commissioners  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.  If  the  appeal  is  then 
entoreil,  not  afterwards,  the  court  may  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
disinterested  persons,  not  residents  of  the  count}'  in  which  such  way 
is  located,  who  shall  be  sworn,  and  if  one  of  them  dies,  refuses  to 
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act,  or  becomes  interested,  the  court  may  appoint  another  in  his 
place ;  and  they  shall  give  such  notice  as  the  court  has  ordered, 
view  the  way  in  question,  hear  the  parties,  and  make  their  report 
at  that  or  the  next  term  of  the  court  after  their  appointment, 
whether  the  decision  of  the  railroad  commissioners  should  be  in 
whole  or  in  part  affirmed  or  reversed,  which  being  accepted,  and 
judgment  thereon  entered,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  in  the  case. 
Costs  may  be  taxed  and  allowed  to  either  party,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  such  ways  already  so  laid  out,  over  or  under 
any  railroad  track,  and  not  at  grade,  the  expense  of  building  and 
maintaining  so  much  of  such  way  as  is  within  the  limits  of  such« 
railroad,  shall  be  borne  as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  act,  the 
question  to  be  determined  upon  application  of  any  railroad  company 
whose  track  is  so  crossed,  made  within  sixty  days  after  notice,  in. 
writing,  hereafter  served  on  such  railroad  company  b}'  the  munici- 
pal officers  of  any  city  or  town  in  which  such  way  is  located,  request- 
ing such  railroad  company  to  build  and  maintain  so  much  of  suchi 
way  as  is  within  the  limits  of  their  road. 

Sec.  3.  All  provisions  of  an}'  act  inconsistent  with  this  &ct  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Chapter  100— Laws  op  1879. 

An  Act  to  amend  chapter  two  hundred  and  seven  of  the  Public 
Laws  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seveiit^'-seven^ 
entitled  '•An  Act  to  obtain  uniform  returns  from  Raili'oad  Cor- 
porations." 

The  last  clause  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  seven  of  the  public 
laws  of  the  j'ear  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "  hundred,^  and  inserting 
instead  thereof  the  word  'thousand,'  and  by  adding  at  the  end  of 
said  clause  the  words  '  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  the  case,  or 
bj'  complaint  and  indictment,  in  an}'  court  having  competent  juris- 
diction ;  and  it  shall  be  the  dutj'  of  the  railroad  commissioners  to 
notify  the  attorney  general  of  such  neglect,  who  shall  prosecute  for 
the  recover}'  of  such  forfeitui^e,*  so  that  said  clause  as  amended; 
shall  read  as  follows : 

'  If  any  railroad  corporation  shall  wilfully  neglect  to  make  such 
return,  it  shall  forfeit  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  use  of  the  state, 
to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  the  case,  or  by  complaint  and  in- 
dictment, in  an}'  court  having  competent  jurisdiction  ;   and  it  shall 
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be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  commissioDers  to  notify  the  attoniey 
general  of  such  neglect,  who  shall  prosecute  for  the  recover}'  of 
such  forfeiture.' 

Chapter  124 — Laws  op  1879. 

An  Act  fixing  the  Salaries  of  certain  Public  Officers  and  Compen- 
sation of  certain  Members  of  the  Government. 
Sec.  1. 

The  compensation  of  the  railroad  commissioners  shall  be  five  dol- 
lars per  da}^  while  actually  employed  in  their  official  duties,  to  be 
paid  by  the  railroads  on  which  the  services  are  rendered. 


Chapter  51 — Laws  of  1881. 

An  Act  additional  to  chapter  fifty-one  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and 

to  other  acts  relating  to  the  transportation  of  passengers  and 

freight  by  railroad. 

Sec.  1 .  Sections  seventy-six  and  seventy-seven  of  chapter  fift}^- 
one  of  the  revised  statutes  of  this  state,  and  chapter  ninet^'-four  of 
the  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  and  all  other  chap- 
ters and  acts  relating  to  the  transportation  of  passengers  and 
freight  by  railroad,  shall  appl^-  to,  and  may  be  taken  advantage  of 
by  any  railroad  in  this  state,  whether  it  makes  close  connection 
with  other  railroads  or  not;  and  the  railroad  commissioners  shall 
have  the  same  authority  and  power  as  in  cases  where  the  railroads 
make  a  close  and  direct  connection  ;  and  no  railroad  doing  business 
within  this  state  shall  demand  or  receive  of  any  other  railroad  doing 
business  within  the  same,  whether  making  direct  connection  or  not, 
or  from  passengera  over  the  same,  or  from  freight  forwarded  over 
the  same,  higher  rates  of  fare  or  freight  than  it  demands  or  receives 
of  anj'  other  railroad  within  the  state. 

Sec.  2.  No  rebate,  draw-back,  allowance  or  other  advantage 
shall  be  made  or  extended  bj*  an}'  railroad  in  favor  of  another  rail- 
road doing  business  over  the  same,  by  which  the  operation  of  the 
foregoing  section  shall  be  changed  or  affected,  or  by  which  one  rail- 
road doing  business  over  the  same  shall  receive  any  greater  advant- 
age, than  any  other  rail  road,  doing  business  over  the  same  shall  receive. 

Sec.  3.  Any  railroad  company  chartered  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  which  shall  refuse  to  receive,  transport  or  deliver  any  freight, 
merchandise  or  passengers  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
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mod  aoder  the  terms  thereof,  or  which  shall  demand  or  receive  from 
may  other  railroad  in  this  state,  for  the  transportation  of  its  passen- 
gers or  freight,  any  sura  in  excess  or  violation  of  said  provisions, 
shall  for  each  offense  forfeit  and  pay  any  cori>oration  injured,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  an  action  on  the 
case  in  any  county  in  which  any  of  the  parties  ia  such  action  has 
a  residence  or  place  of  business. 

Chapter  91 — Laws  of  1881. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  Taxation  of  Railroads. 

Sect.  1.  The  buildings  of  ever}*  railroad  corporation  or  associ- 
ation, whether  within  or  without  the  located  right  of  way,  and  its 
lands  and  fixtures  outside  of  its  located  right  of  wa}*,  shall  be  subject 
to  taxation  by  the  several  cities  and  towns  in  which  such  buildings, 
land  and  fixtures  may  be  situated,  as  other  property  is  taxed 
therein. 

Sect.  2.  Every  corporation,  person  or  association,  operating  any 
railroad  in  this  state,  shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer,  for  the  use  of 
the  6tate«  an  annual  excise  tax,  for  the  privilege  of  exercising  its 
franchises  in  this  state,  which,  with  the  tax  provided  for  in  section 
one,  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  taxes  upon  such  railroad,  its  property  and 
stock.  There  shall  be  apportioned  and  paid  by  the  state  from  the 
taxes  received  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  the  several  cities 
and  towns,  in  which  on  the  first  da}'  of  April  in  each  year,  is  held 
railroad  stock  hereby  exempted  from  other  taxation,  such  amount 
equal  to  one  per  centum  on  the  value  of  such  stock  on  that  day,  as 
determined  by  the  governor  and  council,  provided,  however,  that 
the  total  amount  thus  apportioned  on  account  of  any  railroad  shall 
not  exceed  the  sura  received  bv  the  state  as  tax  on  account  of  such 
railroad. 

Sect.  3.  The  amount  of  such  tax  shall  be  ascertained  as  follows : 
the  amount  of  the  gross  transportation  receipts,  as  returned  to  the 
railroad  commissioners  for  the  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
September  next  preceding  the  levying  of  such  tax,  shall  be  divided  by 
the  number  of  miles  of  the  railroad  operated  to  ascertain  the  average 
gross  receipts  per  mile ;  when  such  average  receipts  per  mile  shall 
not  exceed  twenty-two  hundred  and  fid}'  dollai^s.  the  tax  shall  be 
equal  to  one-quarter  of  one  per  centum  of  the  gross  transportation 
receipts ;  when  the  average  receipts  per  mile  exceed  twenty- two 
bandied  and  fifty  dollars  and  do  not  exceed  three  thousand  dollars, 
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the  tax  shall  be  equal  to  one-half  of  one  per  centum  of  the  gross 
receipts ;  and  so  on  increasing  the  rate  of  the  tax  one-quarter  of 
one  per  centum  for  each  additional  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
of  average  gross  receipts  per  mile  or  fractional  part  thereof,  provided, 
the  rate  shall  in  no  event  exceed  three  and  one-quarter  per  centum. 
When  a  railroad  lies  paiUy  within  and  partly  without  this  state,  or 
is  operated  as  a  part  of  a  line  or  83  stem  extending  beyond  this  state, 
the  tax  shall  be  equal  to  the  same  proportion  of  the  gross  receipts 
in  this  state,  as  herein  provided,  and  its  amount  determined  as 
follows :  the  gross  transportation  receipts  of  such  railroad  line  or 
system,  as  the  case  may  be,  over  its  whole  extent,  within  and 
without  the  state,  shall  be  divided  by  the  total  number  of  miles 
operated  to  obtain  the  average  gross  receipts  per  mile,  and  the 
gross  receipts  in  this  state  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  average  gross 
receipts  per  mile,  multiplied  by  the  number  of  miles  operated  within 
this  state. 

Sect.  4.  The  governor  and  council,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
April  in  each  year,  shall  determine  the  amount  of  such  tax,  aud 
report  the  same  to  the  state  treasurer,  who  shall  forthwith  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  corporation,  person  or  association,  upon  which 
the  tax  is  levied. 

Sect.  5.  Said  tax  shall  be  due  and  payable,  one-half  thereof  on 
the  first  day  of  July  next  after  the  levy  is  made,  and  the  other  half 
on  the  first  day  of  October  following.  If  any  party  fails  to  pay  the 
tax,  as  herein  required,  the  state  treasurer  may  proceed  to  collect 
the  same,  with  interest,  at  the  rate  of  ten  \yer  cent,  per  annum,  by 
an  action  of  debt,  in  the  name  of  the  state.  Said  tax  shall  be  a 
lien  on  the  railroad  operated,  and  take  precedence  of  all  other  liens 
and  incumbrances. 

Sect.  6.  An}*  corporation,  person  or  association  aggrieved  bj' 
the  action  of  the  governor  and  council  in  determining  the  tax, 
through  eiTor  or  mistake  in  calculating  the  same,  may  apply  for  an 
abatement  of  any  such  excessive  tax  within  the  3*ear  for  which  such 
tax  is  assessed,  and  if,  upon  re-hearing  and  re-examination,  the  tax 
appears  to  be  excessive  through  such  error  or  mistake,  the  governor 
and  council  ma}'  thereupon  abate  such  excess,  and  the  amount  so 
abated  shall  be  deducted  from  any  tax  due  and  unpaid,  upon  the 
railroad  upon  which  the  excessive  tax  was  assessed ;  or,  if  there  is 
no  such  unpaid  tax,  the  governor  shall  draw  his  warrant  for  the 
abatement,  to  be  paid  from  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 
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Sect,  7.  If  the  retarns  now  required  by  law,  in  relation  to  rail- 
roads, shaU  be  foand  insufficient  to  furnish  the  basis  upon  which  the 
tax  is  to  be  levied,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  commissioners 
to  require  such  additional  facts  in  the  returns  as  may  be  found 
necessary ;  and  until  such  returns  shall  be  required,  or,  in  default  of 
snch  returns  when  required,  the  governor  and  council  shall  act  upon 
the  best  information  they  may  be  able  to  obtain.  The  raihx>ad 
commissioners  shall  have  access  to  the  books  of  railroad  companies, 
to  ascertain  if  the  required  returns  are  correctly  made ;  and  any 
railroad  corporation,  association,  or  person  operating  any  rail- 
road in  this  state,  which  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  the  returns 
required  by  law,  or  to  exhibit  to  the  railroad  commissioners  their 
books  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  or  shall  make  returns  which  the 
president,  clerk,  treasurer,  or  other  person  certifying  to  such  returns 
knows  to  be  false,  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  less  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  nor  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by 
indictment,  or  by  an  action  of  debt  in  any  county-  into  which  the 
railroad  operated  may  extend. 

Sect.  8.     All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act, 

are  hereby  repealed,  except  as  to  all  taxes  heretofore  assessed,  and 

this  act  takes  effect  when  approved.

The  Legislature  of  1880,  upon  the  recommendation  of  this 

Board,  passed  the  following  acts,  designed  for  the  protection 

of  travel  and  of  the  business  interests  of  the  State,  th:it  we 

deem  of  so  much  importance  in  securing  the  objects  intended, 

as  to  feel  warranted  in  inserting  them  in  this  report,  thus 

giving  further  publicity  to  the  same,  although  they  do  not 

relate  to,  or  in  any  way  prescribe  the  duties  of  this  Board. 

Chapter  200— Laws  of  1880. 

An  Act  to  prevent  the  obstruction  of  business  on  certain  Public 

Corporations. 
Sec.  1.  Any  employe  of  a  railroad  corporation  who,  in  pur- 
suance of  an  agreement  or  combination  b}*  two  or  more  persons  to 
do,  or  procure  to  be  done,  an}-  act  in  contemplation  or  furtherance 
of  a  dispute  between  such  corporation  and  its  employes,  shall,  un- 
lawfnll3'  orlh  violation  of  his  duty  or  contract,  stop  or  unneeossa- 
rily  delaj'  or  abandon,  or  in  anj*  way  injure  a  locomotive  or  any  ear 
or  train  of  cars  on  a  railroad  track  of  such  corporation,  or  in  any 
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way  hinder  or  obstruct  the  use  of  any  locomotive,  car  or  train  of 
cars  on  the  railway  of  such  corporation,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be 
liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonnieDt 
in  the  state  prison  or  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year. 

Sec.  2.  Whosoever,  by  an  unlawful  act,  or  by  any  willfhl  omis- 
sion or  neglect,  shall  obstruct  or  cause  to  be  obstructed  an}'  engine 
or  carriage  on  any  railway,  or  shall  aid  or  assist  therein  ;  or  whoso- 
ever, having  charge  of  any  engine  or  carriage  while  upon  or  in  use 
on  any  railwa}'  of  any  railroad  corporation,  shall  willfhlly  stop,  leave 
or  abandon  the  same,  or  render,  or  aid  or  assist  in  rendering  the 
same  unfit  for  or  incapable  of  immediate  use,  with  intent  thereb}'  to 
hinder,  delay,  or  in  auj'  manner  to  obstruct  or  injure  the  manage- 
ment and  operation  of  any  railroad,  or  the  business  of  any  corpora- 
tion operating  or  owning  the  same,  or  of  any  other  corporation  or 
person,  or  whoever  shall  aid  or  assist  therein,  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion, be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  im- 
prisonment in  the  state  prison  or  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  two 
years. 

Sec.  3.  Whoever,  having  any  management  of,  or  any  control 
either  alone  or  with  others,  over  any  railroad  locomotive,  car  or 
train  while  being  used  for  the  carriage  of  persons  or  property,  or  at 
any  time  is  guilty  of  gross  carelessness  or  neglect  on,  or  in  relation 
to,  the  management  or  control  of  the  same ;  or  shall  maliciously 
stop  or  delay  the  same,  in  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  then 
in  force  for  the  operation  and  running  of  the  same ;  or  abstract 
therefrom  the  tools  or  appliances  pertaining  thereto,  with  intent 
thereby  maliciously  to  dela}'  the  same,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be 
liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisonment 
in  the  state  prison  or  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  three  jears. 

Sec.  4.  An}'  person  who,  alone,  or  in  pursuance  or  furtherance 
of  any  agreement  or  combination  with  others,  to  (\o^  or  procure  to 
be  done,  an}'  act  in  contemplation  or  furtherance  of  a  dispute  or 
controversy  between  a  gas,  telegraph  or  railroad  corporation  and  its 
employes  or  workmen,  shall  wrongfully  and  without  legal  authority, 
use  violence  toward,  or  intimidate  any  person,  in  any  way  or  by  any 
means,  with  intent  thereby  to  compel  such  person  against  his  will 
to  do,  or  abstain  from  doing,  any  act  which  such  person  has  a  legal 
right  to  do  or  abstain  from  doing ;  or  shall,  on  the  premises  of  such 
corporation,  induce,  or  endeavor  or  attempt  to  induce,  such  person 
to  leave  the  employ  and  service  of  such  corporation  by  bribery,  or  in 
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ati3*  manner  or  by  any  means,  with  intent  thereby  to  fbrther  the 
objects  of  such  combination  or  agreement ;  or  shall  in  any  way  in- 
terfere with  such  person  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duty ;  or 
shall  threaten  or  persistentl}'  follow  such  person  in  a  disorderly 
tnanner,  or  injure  or  threaten  to  injure  his  property  with  said  in- 
tents, or  either  of  them,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  liable  to  a  fine 
Dot  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  not  exoeeding  three  months. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  in  the  employ  of  a  railroad  corporation, 
who  shall,  in  furtherance  of  the  interests  of  either  part}'  to  a  dispute 
between  another  railroad  corporation  and  its  emploj^es,  refuse  to  aid 
in  moving  the  cars  of  such  other  corporation,  or  trains  in  whole  or 
in  part  made  up  of  the  cars  of  such  other  corporation,  over  the 
tracks  of  the  corporation  employing  him ;  or  refuse  to  aid  in 
loading  or  discharging  such  cars,  in  violation  of  his  dutj*  as  such 
emploj'e,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  or  in  the 
connty  jail  not  exceeding  one  year. 

Chapter  197 — Laws  of  1880. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  Danger  Signals  on  Railroads  in  certain  cases. 

Sect.  1.  No  car  or  cars,  disconnected  fi-om  a  train,  shall  be  left 
or  permitted  to  remain  standing  ou  the  main  track  of  any  railroad  in 
this  state,  unless  accompanied  by  danger  signals,  such  as  flagging 
by  (lay  and  lanterns  by  night,  placed  at  such  distances  therefrom, 
on  the  main  line  of  the  road,  as  will  insure  safety  to  and  from  moving 
trains,  such  signals  to  be  in  charge  of  and  constantly  attended  by 
employes  of  the  corporation  owning  or  operating  the  road. 

Sect.  2.  If  anj*  railroad  corporation  shall  violate  an}'  of  the 
provisions  of  section  one  of  this  act,  it  shall  forfeit  for  each  offense, 
one  hundred  dollars  to  the  .use  of  the  state,  to  be  recovered  in  an 
action  of  the  case,  or  by  complaint  and  indictment  in  an}'  court 
having  competent  jurisdiction ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
attorney  general  to  prosecute  for  the  recovery  of  such  forfeiture. 
The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  horse  railroads. 

Chapter  222— Laws  of  1880. 

An  Act  to  further  provide  for  safety  of  travel  on  Railroads. 
Sect.  1.     Any  person  who  shall  behave  in  a  disorderly  or  riotous 
manner  while  on  a  train  of  cars  on  any  railroad  in  this  state,  or  shall 
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use  indecent  or  profane  language  in  the  cars  of  such  train,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  peace,  and  upon  conviction,  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  count}*  jail  not  less  than  thirty  days 
nor  more  than  one  year ;  but  this  act  shall  not  relieve  such  person 
fix)m  any  other  penalty  prescribed  b}^  law. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  conductor  of  a  train  of  cars 
on  an}'  railroad  in  this  state,  to  arrest  and  temporarily  hold  any 
person  guilty  of  such  breach  of  the  peace,  until  a  warrant  can  be 
obtained,  or  he  be  placed  in  custody  of  the  proper  officers  of  the 
law.

From  State  line  to  Presque  Isle,  in  Aroostook  county. 
Thirty  miles. 

Since  the  date  of  our  last  report,  the  Aroostook  River 
Railway  has  been  nearly  completed  from  Caribou  to  Presque 
Isle,  and  is  at  the  present  time  in  safe  running  order.  The 
track  has  been  raised  and  partially  ballasted,  but  much  more 
is  needed  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  widening  the  road  bed, 
ditching,  ballasting,  &c.,  which  we  expect  will  be  accom- 
plished the  coming  season.  That  portion  of  the  road  between 
the  State  line  and  Caribou  is  in  good  condition,  and  in  com- 
pliance with  the  suggestion  of  your  Commissioners,  two 
bridges  have  been  rebuilt  during  the  past  summer  on  this  por- 
tion of  the  line.  This  rnilway  is  located  in  the  beautiful 
valley  of  the  Aroostook  river,  and  passes  through  the  grow- 
ing and  enterprising  towns  of  Fort  Fairfield,  Caribou  and 
Maysville,  to  Presque  Isle.  The  business  of  the  road  is  in^ 
creasing  so  rapidly,  that  the  company  find  it  difficult  to  sup- 
ply the  demand  for  cars  to  transport  the  large  amount  of 
freight  offered,  the  product  of  this  most  fertile,  and  best  agri- 
cultural section  of  our  State.  The  county  of  Aroostook  em- 
braces an  area  of  6,800  square  miles.  The  population  and 
valuation  have  nearly  doubled  during  the  last  ten  years,  and  it 
is  safe  to  predict  that  the  next  decade  will  witness  a  much 
larger  development  of  the  resources  of  this  most  productive 
section  of  the  State,  and  consequently  a  more  rapid  increase  of 
population  and  wealth.  The  Aroostook  River  Railway,  in 
connection  with  the  New  Brunswick  Railway,  is  the  only  line 
of  railroad  connecting  this  large  territory  with  the  other  por- 
tions of  the  State  and  country,  and  this  fact  adds  greatly  to 
the  importance  and  value  of  this  line  of  communication,  and 
we  have  no  doubt  that  the  liberal  and  intelligent  policy  of  the 
present  officers  of  the  roads  will  induce  immigration  and  set- 
tlement in  Aroostook,  and  add  greatly  to  the  traffic  and  value 
of  their  railway.

All  that  your  Commissioners  stated  in  the  report  of  last 
year  in  reference  to  this  road  is  true  of  it  this  year,  with  per- 
haps some  few  additional  improvements.  The  ballasting  of 
the  road-bed  has  been  continued,  and  the  whole  location 
between  the  fences  cleared  of  trees,  bushes  and  rubbish,  or 
rotten  material  which  has  been  taken  from  time  to  time  from 
the  track  and  bridges.  The  road  presents  a  neat  and  tinished 
appearance  throughout  its  entire  length.  The  track,  road- 
bed and  bridges  are  in  everj'  respect  first-class,  and  in  excel- 
lent condition.  The  track  is  laid  with  steel  rails,  and  the 
bridges  are  all  iix)n  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  and  we 
believe  this  is  true  of  the  whole  line  of  road.  We  are  glad 
to  see  that  a  new  and  convenient  passenger  station  has  been 
erected  at  Mechanic  Falls,  in  place  of  the  old,  narrow,  con- 
tracted, and  inconvenient  building  which  has  been  used  for  a 
station  ever  since  the  first  construction  of  the  road,  to  the 
great  discomfort  of  the  patrons  of  the  road  at  that  point. 
Your  Commissioners  feel  that  they  cannot  commend  too 
highly  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  for  the  man- 
ner in  which  they  have  brought  this  road  up  to  its  present 
high  standard  of  safety  and  efficiency,  and  making  it  the 
equal  of  any,  and  second  to  no  other  railway  in  the  country. 
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The  Atlantic  and  St.  Lawrence  Railway  commencing  at  Port- 
land, and  skirting  the  shores  of  Casco  bay,  runs  through  one 
of  the  most  attractive  and  picturesque  sections  of  New 
England,  the  country  along  the  line  presenting  ever  chang- 
ing and  beautiful  views  of  lakes  and  streams,  broad  and  fer- 
tile intervales,  high  hills  and  deep  vales,  with  here  and  there 
a  thriving  village ;  and  the  greatest  attraction  of  all,  the 
White  Mountain  range,  near  which  the  railway  passes,  and 
magnificent  views  of  which  are  obtained  from  the  car  win- 
dows at  different  points  along  the  line,  all  combining  to  make 
this  one  of  the  most  desirable  and  interesting  routes  for  tour- 
ists and  pleasure  seekers.  The  road  has  been  operated  and 
trains  run  the  past  season  with  remarkable  regularity  and 
freedoni  from  accident.

From  Oldtown  to  Blanchard,  63  miles.

This  road  has  been  very  successfully  operated  during  the 
past  year,  and  the  directors  present  a  very  encouraging 
report  of  the  business  and  earnings,  as  compared  with  former 
years,  showing  a  gain  of  15  per  cent,  in  the  gross  receipts, 
and  25  per  cent,  in  the  net  earnings,  over  last  year.  The 
road  has  been  maintained  in  good  condition  throughout  its 
entire  length,  while  at  several  important  points  marked 
changes  and  improvements  have  been  made.     About  18,000 
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yards  of  good  gravel  ballast  have  been  put  under  the  track, 
and  a  considernble  amount  of  ditchlnof  and  draininsr  accom- 
plisbed.  Fifty-three  tons  of  new  rails,  and  about  15,000 
ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track.  The  Howe  truss  bridge  at 
Orson  Island,  consisting  of  two  spans  of  150  feet  each  in 
length,  has  been  rebuilt  in  a  very  substantial  and  workman- 
like manner;  and  the  Howe  truss  bridge  of  160  feet  span  at 
Milo  has  been  thoroughly  repaired ;  the  other  truss  bridges 
have  received  all  needed  repairs.  The  trestle  bridge  near 
Blanchard  hiis  been  strengthened  by  placing  an  additional 
stringer  under  each  rail,  extending  the  whole  length  of  the 
bridge.  The  smaller  bridges  have  been  well  taken  care  of 
and  are  in  good  order.  New  side  tracks  have  been  laid  at 
Spratt's  Crossing  in  Alton,  and  at  Milo  Junction,  and  those 
at  Monson  Station  have  been  extended  to  accommodate  the 
rapidly  increasing  business  at  that  point.  The  station  build- 
ings along  the  line  have  nearly  all  been  repainted  and  the 
platforms  mostly  rebuilt.  The  rolling  stock  of  the  road  is  in 
good  order ;  it  has  not  been  increased  during  the  past  year, 
but  several  new  box  freight  cars  are  in  process  of  construction 
and  will  be  ready  for  service  the  coming  spring.  The  trains 
have  been  run  with  great  regularity,  and  there  have  been  no 
detentions  from  any  cause,  or  accident  to  persons  or  property. 
The  track  is  in  good  condition  and  runs  very  smoothly.  We 
think  that  this  company  m.iy  well  congratulate  itself  upon 
the  safe  and  economical  manner  with  which  the  affairs  of  the 
road  are  managed,  as  is  shown  by  constantly  increasing 
earnings,  improved  condition  of  the  road  and  entire  freedom 
from  accident.  Surveys  have  been  made  during  the  past 
season  for  the  extension  of  this  road  from  Blanchard  to  the 
foot  of  Moosehead  Lake.  A  feasible  route  was  found,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  work  of  construction  will  be  commenced 
in  the  early  spring.  We  regard  it  of  the  highest  importance 
to  the  interests  of  the  road  that  this  extension  should  be 
built,  and  have  no  doubt  that  it  would  result  in  the  establish- 
ment of  new  industries  and  a  largely  increased  traflSc  over 
the  whole  line.     The  facility  and  comfort  with  which  tourists 
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and  others  would  reach  that  popular  resort,  (Moosehead 
Lake,)  would  undoubtedly  largely  increase  the  travel  in  that 
direction  and  result  in  great  benefit  to  the  road.

Bangor  and  Katahdin  Iron  Works  Railway. 

From  the  station  of  the  Bangor  and  Piscataquis  Eailroad 
at  Milo,  to  the  Katahdin  Iron  Works,  19  miles.

At  the  date  of  our  last  report  this  road  had  been  partially 
completed  from  Milo  to  Brownville,  (about  six  miles,)  and 
the  trains  were  running  between  these  two  points.  Since 
that  time  the  road  has  been  opened  to  the  Katahdin  Iron 
Works  and  trains  arc  run  regularly  the  whole  length  of  the 
line.  The  road-bed  between  Milo  and  Brownville  has  been 
well  ballasted,  and  the  track  aligned  and  surfaced,  and  we 
consider  this  portion  of  the  road  in  good  condition.  That 
division  between  Brownville  and  Katahdin  Iron  Works  is  still 
in  an  unfinished  condition,  but  we  think  with  the  exercise  of 
proper  care  the  trains  may  be  safely  run  over  it  until  next 
spring,  when  there  will  be  an  opportunity  to  complete  the 
unfinished  portions.  The  road  has  been  constructed  in  the 
cheapest  and  most  economical  manner.  The  culverts  and 
bridge  abutments  are  built  of  wood.  A  portion  of  the  rails 
are  of  light  weight,  and  most  of  them  second  hand,  having 
been  purchased  of  roads  that  were  changing  their  gauge  or 
renewing  their  track.  The  road  is  a  great  convenience  to 
lumbermenand  the  people  along  the  line,  and  we  have  no  doubt 
that  the  freight  to  and  from  the  Iron  Works  and  slate  quarries, 
together  with  the  business  of  the  lumber  interests  and  the 
travel  for  health  or  pleasure  to  the  famous  Katahdin  Mineral 
Springs,  will  furnish  abundant  business  and  enable  the  com 
pany  to  make  such  improvements,  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
necessities  of  the  road  may  require.

The  track  and  road-bed  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
is  in  excellent  condition  at  the  present  time.  Some  im- 
provements and  additions  have  been  made  at  different 
points  along  the  road  during  the  past  sesison.  The  new  oval 
shed,  referred  to  in  our  report  of  last  year  as  being  in  pro- 
cess of  construction,  has  been  completed,  and  is  a  model 
structure  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  built.  The  double 
track  has  been  extended  from  Portland  to  Scarboro,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  four  miles.  The  road  bridge  at  Mitchell's 
crossing  has  been  filled  up,  and  the  road  crossing  changed  to 
another  point.  An  iron  plate  girder  bridge  has  been  sub- 
stituted for  the  iron  truss  bridge  at  the  crossing  of  the  Bidde- 
ford  and  Eennebunk  road  in  West  Biddeford,  and  the  abut- 
ments at  Cole's  corner,  between  Kennebunk  and  Wells,  have 
been  rebuilt  and  placed  in  the  proper  position,  at  right  angles 
to  the  line  of  the  railroad,  and  an  iron  plate  girder  bridge 
put  on  them  also.  In  our  report  of  last  year,  we  suggested 
that  the  covering  of  the  long  wooden  bridge  at  Salmon  Falls 
should  be  removed,  in  order  that  the  timbers  might  be  more 
fully  examined,  and  we  were  assured  that  this  should  be  done 
during  the  past  season.  We  found  at  our  examination  in 
October  that  it  had  not  been  done,  but  were  intormed  bv  the 
road  master  that  the  work  was  to  be  immediately  commenced. 
While  we  have  no  question  as  to  the  safety  and  strength  of 
the  bridge,  and  have  never  found  a  defect  in  the  superstruc- 
ture, seriously  affecting  its  strength  so  far  as  could  be  seen, 
yet  we  think  prudence  requires  that  the  bridge  should  be 
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opened,  and  the  timbers  that  have  been  covered  np  so  many 
years,  should  be  fully  exposed  and  examined.  The  pile 
bridges  at  Nonesuch  and  Scarboro  rivers  are  being  filled  up 
with  stone  and  earth  material,  reducing  the  length  of  these 
structures.  The  Boston  and  Maine  is  rapidly  extending  its 
double  track,  and  the  time  is  probably  not  far  off  when  the 
whole  distance  will  be  accomplished,  and  it  will  have  a  double 
track  through  from  Portland  to  Boston.  The  rolling  stock 
of  the  road  is  first-class  in  all  its  appointments,  and  is  in 
excellent  condition.  The  tabulated  returns  on  another  page 
of  this  report  will  show  the  number  of  engines,  cars,  &c. ; 
also  the  financial  condition  of  the  road.

Eastern  Maine  Railroad. 

Three  feet  gauge.  From  Bangor  to  Bucksport,  18  8-10 
miles. 

This  road  was  chartered  under  the  title  of  the  Bucksport 
and  Bangor  Railroad,  but  with  the  change  of  ownership  a 
new  title  has  been  adopted. 

The  road  was  built  for  a  broad  gauge  road  5  feet  6  inches, 
and  after  being  operated  for  a  time  with  this  gauge,  it  was 
changed  to  4  feet  8i  inches,  and  again  to  3  feet,  and  it  now 
has  the  advantage  of  the  wide  road- bed,  heavy  iron,  and  sub- 
stantial bridges,  which  were  intended  for  the  heavier  rolling 
stock  of  the  wider  gauges.  The  road-bed  and  bridges  are 
in  very  good  condition.  During  the  past  year  various  im- 
provements have  been  made.  The  truss  and  trestle  bridges 
at  Bangor  have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  the  station 
buildings  at  South  Orrington  removed  to  a  more  eligible  and 
convenient  location.  The  passenger  station  at  Bucksport  has 
been  removed  from  the  old  site  to  a  point  about  one  mile 
nearer  and  almost  to  the  very  centre  of  business,  and  the 
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baildings  remodeled  and  made  very  comfortable  and  con- 
Tenient.  The  road-bed  has  been  ballasted  and  widened  in 
many  places.  The  track  is  in  good  surface  and  alignment, 
and  rides  as  steadily  and  smoothly  as  any  road  in  the  State. 
The  business  of  the  road  is  constantly  increasing,  and  when 
at  no  distant  day  the  line  is  extended  to  Ellsworth,  and  pos- 
sibly to  Mount  Desert,  it  must  prove  a  profitable  invest- 
ment. Under  the  experienced  management  of  the  present 
Superintendent  the  road  is  operated  safely  and  with  every 
attention  to  the  demands  of  business  and  travel.

From  Bangor  to  the  State  line  at  Vanceboro,  114  2-10 
miles.

In  our  somewhat  extended  report  of  this  road  last  year, 
we  gave  the  various  items  of  repairs  and  improvements  ift 
detail,  showing  that  a  very  large  amount  of  labor  and  material 
had  been  expended  on  the  road,  and  that  it  was  being  brought 
up  to  a  very  high  condition  of  safety  and  efficiency.   '  Since 
that  time  the  work  of  ballasting  and  relaying  the  track  with 
steel  rails  has  been  carried  forward,  until  there  are  at  the 
present  time  about  82  miles  of  steel  rails,  on  a  wide,  well 
ballasted  and  generally  well  drained  road-bed.     In  relaying 
the  track  with  steel,  much  of  the  old  iron  taken  out   was  in 
good  order,  and  carried  ahead  to  replace  rails  badly  worn^ 
and  the  track  is  now  all  in  good  condition.     The  bridges  are 
generally  in  good  condition,  and  arc  all  safe  for  the  passage 
of  trains.     At  Mattawamkeag,  a  brick  building  has  been 
erected,  to  be  used  as  a  repair  and  machine  shop.     The  sta- 
tions and  platforms  along  the  line  are  most  of  them  in  very 
fair  condition  and  adapted  to  the  business  of  the  several 
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points  ivherc  tbey  are  located.  The  traffic  of  the  road  has 
increased  very  largely  during  the  last  two  years,  and  the 
company  have  found  it  difficult  to  supply  the  demand  for 
freight  cars  to  meet  the  wants  of  its  patrons. 

On  the  first  day  of  October  last,  the  European  and  North 
American  Railway  passed,  by  perpetual  lease,  into  the  hands 
and  under  the  control  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  henceforth  will  be  managed  and  operated  as  a  very 
important  link  in  the  great  trunk  line  through  this  State. 
Since  the  Maine  Central  has  come  into  possession  of  the 
road,  many  very  marked  and  important  changes  and  additions 
have  been  made,  which  will  appear  more  properly  in  the 
report  of  next  year.  Thei  rolling  stock  of  the  road  is  in  good 
condition. 

We  should  fail  to  do  justice  to  an  able  and  worthy  man 
and  officer,  and  to  our  own  sense  of  right,  if  we  neglected  to 
4caU  attention  to  the  successful  manner  in  which  the  late 
Superintendent,  Mr.  F.  W.  Cram,  has  managed  the  affairs 
•of  this  road,  and  the  energy  and  skill  he  has  displayed  in 
advancing  its  interests  and  raising  it  to  the  rank  of  a  first- 
fClass  road.  Your  commissioners  are  also  indebted  to  him  for 
.many  acts  of  courtesy  and  kindness.

New  Brunswick  and  Canada  Railroad. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  miles  in  all.  From  Wood- 
stock, New  Brunswick,  to  St.  Stephens  and  St.  Andrews, 
N.  B.,  with  a  branch  line  from  Debec  Junction  to  Houlton, 
Maine,  about  eight  miles  in  length.  It  also  connects  with 
the  St.  John  and  Maine  Railway  at  McAdam  Junction,  and 
with  the  St.  Croix  Railway  at  the  same  point,  both  of  the  last 
i^med  roads  connecting  with  the  European  and  North  Amer- 
ican Railway  at  Vanc^bqro.  At  Watt  Junction  a  branch 
diverges  to  St.  Andrew*. 
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The  New  Brunswick  and  Canada  Railway  is  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  track  on  the  main  line  has  been  relaid  with  steel, 
the  road-bed  well  ballasted  and  the  bridges  strengthened  and 
repaired.  That  portion  of  road  within  the  limits  of  this 
State,  between  Debec  Junction  and  Houlton,  is  in  fair 
condition  for  the  present,  but  the  track  should  be  raised  and 
ballasted,  and  some  new  rails  and  ties  laid  in  it  the  coming 
season.  The  New  Brunswick  and  Canada  Railway  has  been 
leased  to  the  New  Brunswick  Railway  Company,  and  in 
future  will  be  operated  and  controlled  by  the  last  named 
company ;  the  New  Brunswick,  New  Brunswick  and  Canada, 
and  Aroostook  River  Railway,  combined,  making  332  miles  of 
railway  under  one  management.  The  offices  of  the  company 
are  at  Woodstock,  New  Brunswick.

From  Bath  to  Rockland.     Forty-nine  miles.    .

We  have  made  careful  inspection  of  this  road  during  the 
past  year,  and  are  happy  to  report  the  road-bed  and  track  in 
good  condition ;  better,  we  think,  than  it  has  ever  been 
before.  The  Company  have  been  fortunate  in  discovering  a 
bed  of  gravel  near  the  line  of  the  road,  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  ballast  has  been  transported  from  this  deposit  to 
the  road-bed,  greatly  improving  it.  Two  hundred  tons  of 
steel  rails  and  9,667  cedar  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track. 
A  gravel  train  has  been  run  during  the  season.  The  long 
trestle  bridge  (Wade's  bridge),  in  the  town  of  Warren,  has 
been  nearly  filled  with  earth,  and  will  be  completed  the  com- 
ing summer.  A  portion  of  the  yard  at  Warren  station  has 
been  graded,  and  the  side  track  extended,  to  accommodate 
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the  increasing  business  at  that  point.  The  bridges  have 
been  carefully  examined  from  time  to  time,  and  necessary 
repairs  made.  At  Mill  Creek  iron  plates  have  been  bolted 
on  to  the  chords  to  strengthen  the  joints,  and  the  abutment 
at  east  end  of  the  bridge  rebuilt.  The  trestle  at  Thomaston 
has  been  strengthened  throughout  its  entire  length,  and  the 
eastern  abutment  rebuilt.  The  bridges  in  Warren,  Muscongus 
Bay,  Damariscotta  Mills,  Bryant's  Meadow,  Wright's  Mill 
Stream,  Nichols  River,  Sheepscot  River,  and  the  long  pile 
bridges  near  Wiscasset  have  all  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and 
some  of  them  almost  entirely  renewed.  At  Pottle  Cove,  near 
Wiscasset,  a  long  needed  improvement  has  been  made ;  a 
box  culvert  has  been  put  in,  and  an  embankment  built  over 
it,  thus  doing  away  with  the  troublesome  pile  bridge  at  that 
place.  The  truss  bridge  over  the  Nequasset  stream  has  been 
fully  repaired.  The  abutments  at  each  end  have  been  re- 
built, and  new  tracks,  timbers,  caps,  and  ties  put  on  to  the 
bridge ;  as  one  of  the  piers  of  this  bridge,  owing  to  improper 
construction,  has  been  gradually  settling  for  several  years,  it 
was  found  necessary  to  secure  it  by  building  a  new  founda- 
tion of  heavy  timber  around  the  pier,  relieving  it  of  the 
weight  of  the  bridge,  which  is  now  supported  entirely  by 
trestles  resting  on  the  new  foundation,  making  it  perfectly 
safe.  At  Woolwich  new  reservoirs  have  been  con&tructed  to 
furnish  fresh  water  for  the  ferry  boat,  and  there  has  been  an 
abundant  supply  at  all  times.  The  ferry  boat  has  been  fully 
repaired,  and  the  wharf  in  Bath  entirely  replanked,  and  some 
new  timbers  added.  The  drive-way  on  the  wharf  at  Rock- 
land has  been  replanked.  The  rolling  stock  of  the  road 
remains  the  same  as  last  year,  and  is  in  good  condition,  but 
the  Superintendent  advises  the  purchase  of  one  engine  and 
a  number  of  freight  cars  to  accommodate  the  increasing  busi- 
ness. The  trestle  bridge  at  Thomaston  must  be  rebuilt  the 
coming  summer,  or  the  location  so  changed  as  to  do  away 
with  the  necessity  for  a  bridge,  which  could  be  done  at  a 
comparatively  light  expense.  The  truss  portion  of  the 
bridge  at  Marsh  River  should  be  strengthened,  and  the  pile 
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bridge  at  the  west  end  of  Sheepscot  River  bridge  repaired  or 
filled  up  with  stone  and  earth.  Nearly  one  mile  of  the  orig- 
inal trestle  and  pile  bridges  have  already  been  filled,  and 
much  more  may  be  accomplished  in  this  direction,  adding 
greatly  to  the  safety  and  permanency  of  the  road  and  mate- 
rially reducing  the  cost  for  renewals,  repairs,  &c.  The  com- 
missioners again  commend  the  care  and  watchfulness  exer- 
cised by  the  officers  of  this  road,  discovering  defects,  and 
making  the  necessary  repairs,  and  for  operating  the  road 
from  the  commencement  to  the  close  of  another  year,  with- 
out the  slightest  accident  to  person  or  property.  The  trains 
have  been  run  with  great  regularity,  and  the  business  of  the 
road  is  steadily  increasing;  the  gross  earnings  for  the  past 
year  being  $14,746.18,  and  the  net  earnings  $8,096.12,  more 
than  the  earnings  for  the  preceding  years.

The  track  is  well 
laid,  the  cars  in  good  order  and  the  horses  well  cared  for  in 
a  warm  and  well  managed  stable.

Railway,  5^  miles. 

This  road  is  in  excellent  condition ;  the  bridges  over  the 
Androscoggin,  Little  Androscoggin  and  other  streams  are 
built  of  iron,  all  the  masonry  is  tirst-class,  and  in  every 
respect  it  is  of  superior  construction.  The  road  is  leased  to 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  and  operated  by  that  company.

We  again  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  the  successful 
operating  of  this  important  line  of  railway  and  the  great 
progress  made  during  the  past  season  towards  perfecting  it 
in  all  its  parts.  As  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  Company 
has  gained  the  control  of  the  European  and  North  American 
Railway  by  a  perpetual  lease,  its  main  line  now  extends 
nearly  the  whole  length  of  the  State,  or  from  Portland  via 
Augusta  to  the  State  line  at  Vanceboro,  250  6-10  miles ;  add 
to  this  the  line  from  Cumberland  Junction  via  Lewiston  to 
Waterville  and  it  gives  323  1-10  miles  of  main  line.  There 
are  five  branches,  three  extending  north  towards  the  interior 
of  the  State  and  two  extending  south  to  important  points  on 
the  coast.  The  branch  from  Brunswick  to  Bath,  8  7-10 
miles,  reaches  at  the  last  named  point  one  of  the  most  flour- 
ishing and  largest  ship  building  cities  in  the  country,  and 
also  connects  with  the  Knox  and  Lincoln  Railroad  for  Rock- 
land and  other  points  along  the  coast.  The  branch  from 
Brunswick  to  Lewiston  and  Farmington,  66  9-10  miles,  fol- 
lows the  valley  of  the  Androscoggin  river  for  the  greater 
portion  of  the  distance  and  connects  at  Farmington  with  the 
narrow  gauge  railroad  to  Phillips.  From  Waterville  a  branch 
extends  up  the  Kennebec  river  to  Skowhegan,  18  2-10  miles, 
with  stage  connections  at  the  last  named  point  for  the  north- 
ern and  northeastern  portions  of  Somerset  county.  At 
Burnham  a  branch  extends  to  Belfast,  33  1-10  miles,  and  at 
Newport  one  to  Dexter,  14  miles ;  making  in  all  140  9-10 
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miles  of  branch  roads.  In  addition  to  these,  the  Somerset 
Railroad,  from  West  Waterville  to  Anson,  a  distance  of  25 
miles,  connects  with  this  road  at  the  first  named  point ;  and 
at  Bangor,  the  Eastern  Maine  Railway,  from  Bangor  to 
Bucksport,  18  8-10  miles  in  length;  and  at  Oidtown,  the 
Bangor  and  Piscataquis  Railroad,  from  Oidtown  through 
Penobscot  and  Piscataquis  counties  to  Blanchard,  within 
about  thirteen  miles  of  Moosehead  Lake.  At  Vanceboro  the 
Maine  Central  connects  with  the  St.  John  and  Maine  Railway 
for  St.  John  and  Halifax,  and  with  the  New  Brunswick  and 
Canada  Railway  for  Houlton,  Presque  Isle  and  other  towns 
in  Aroostook,  Calais  in  Washington  county,  and  St.  Stephens, 
St.  Andrews,  Woodstock  and  all  the  towns  in  the  valleys  of 
the  St.  John  and  Aroostook  rivers. 

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  by  far  the 
larger  portion  of  the  State  and  the  maritime  provinces  are 
tributary  to  this  road.  Taking  into  consideration  the  com- 
manding position  of  this  road,  it  is  fortunate  for  the  general 
welfare  and  the  various  interests  of  the  State  that  the  control 
of  this  great  line  of  railroad  is  in  the  hands  of  gentlemen 
who  fully  understand  and  appreciate  the  great  resources  of 
this  State,  and  while  making  every  effort  to  extend  and  per- 
fect the  road,  ^ssist  by  every  means  in  their  power  in  the 
establishment  of  new  industries  and  the  development  of 
business  at  all  points  along  the  line  or  tributary  to  it,  arid  by 
this  course  secure  the  undivided  support  and  interest  of  the 
public  in  its  prosperity  and  success. 

During  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1882,  4,500  tons 
of  steel  rails,  equal  to  50  miles  of  track,  have  been  laid,  and 
iron  rails  repaired  and  relaid  equal  to  43  miles  of  track. 
125,000  new  sleepers  have  been  laid  in  the  track,  and  12 J 
miles  or  18,000  yards  of  ballast  put  under  it ;  2  57-100  miles 
of  new  side  track  have  been  built;  6  9-10  miles  of  new  rail, 
3  7-10  miles  of  board,  10  8-10  miles  of  wire  and  1  mile  of 
snow  fence  have  been  built,  and  6  1-10  miles  of  old  fence 
repaired.  A  new  Queen  truss  bridge  of  36  feet  span  has 
been  built  at  Wilton,  on  the  Farmington  branch,  and  on  the 
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main  line  via  Augusta,  between  Portland  and  Waterville, 
two  overhead  bridges  have  been  built :  an  iron  plate  girder 
of  35  feet  span  put  on  at  Pearl  street,  Brunswick,  another 
of  39  feet  span  at  Topsham  street,  Topsham.  The  iron  truss 
span  at  the  west  end  of  the  main  bridge  over  the  Kennebec 
river  at  Augusta,  also  the  truss  span  between  the  west  end 
of  the  main  bridge  and  Water  street  have  been  removed ; 
additional  piers  have  been  built,  and  5  spans  of  iron  plate 
girder  put  on  in  place  of  those  removed;  1,260  yards  of 
stone  masonry  have  been  built,  of  which  something  over  600 
yards  are  in  the  new  piers  at  Augusta  bridge.  The  long 
iron  bridge  over  the  Androscoggin  river,  on  the  main  line 
at  Brunswick,  has  been  entirely  re-floored  and  the  bridge 
strengthened  by  a  new  system  of  lateral  bracing. 

The  following  named  new  buildings  have  been  erected 
during  the  year :  engine  house  at  West  Farmington  (3  pits)  ; 
a  coal  shed  at  Crowley*s  Junction  on  the  Farmington  branch, 
23  feet  wide  by  100  feet  in  length ;  and  a  coal  shed  of  the 
same  dimensions  on  the  Belfast  branch  at  Belfast.  A  new 
ice  house  15  by  30  feet  has  been  built  at  Maranocook,  a  new 
baggage  room  15  by  30  feet  at  Lewiston  upper  station,  and 
one  of  about  the  same  dimensions  at  Readfield ;  also  a  new 
office  and  baggage  room  20  by  90  in  Waterville.  At  Bangor 
a  new  car  house  36  by  132  feet,  and  two  coal  sheds,  one  20 
by  75»  the  other  23  by  400  feet,  have  been  built.  A  signal 
station  has  been  established  at  the  crossing  of  Congress 
street,  Portland,  and  a: platform  600  feet  in  length  built 
there.  This  must  prove  a  very  great  convenience  to  people 
residing  in  the  western  part  of  the  city. 

The  company  are  rapidly  renewing  their  track  with  steel 
rails,  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  both  of  the  main 
lines  between  Portland  and  Bangor,  by  way  of  Augusta  and 
from  Cumberland  Junction  via  Lewiston  to  Waterville,  will 
be  relaid  entirely  with  steel  early  in  the  spring.  The  track 
and  road-bed  on  the  main  lines  are  for  the  most  part  in 
excellent  condition.  The  track  and  road-bed  of  the  Farm- 
ington branch  have  been  greatly  improved  with  ties  and  ballast, 
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and  18  in  better  condition  than  ever  before.  The  brid<re  at 
Dead  stream  on  this  branch  is  to  be  rebuilt  in  the  spring. 
The  branch  from  Brunswick  to  Bath  is  in  good  order  in  every 
respect.  A  large  quantity  of  balhist  has  been  put  upon  the 
road-bed  of  the  Skowhegan  branch,  and  inany  new  ties  and 
some  new  rails  laid  in  the  track,  which  is  in  safe  running 
order.  The  company  have  enlarged  their  station  grounds  at 
Skowhegan,  and  have  filled  in  and  graded  the  whole  yard. 
The  branch  from  Burnham  to  Belfast  is  for  the  most  part  in 
very  good  order,  and  with  the  exception  of  that  portion  of 
the  road  between  Burnham  and  Unity,  the  surface  and  align- 
ment of  the  track  compare  very  favorably  with  the  main  line  ; 
more  ballast  and  new  ties  are  needed  between  the  points 
above  named.  The  Newport  and  Dexter  branch  is  in  very 
good  condition,  excepting  that  portions  of  the  track  need  to 
be  ballasted  and  raised.  The  bridges  and  buildings  on  all 
the  branches  are  generally  in  excellent  condition.  During 
the  past  year  there  have  been  added  to  the  equipment  of  the 
road  one  locomotive  and  five  flat  dump  cars  from  the  Portland 
Company's  Works,  six  passenger  cars  from  the  Wasson  Car 
Works,  Springfield,  Mass.,  and  one  saloon  car  built  at  the 
shops  of  the  company.  The  rolling  stock  of  the  road  is  in 
excellent  condition,  and  new  additions  are  made  from  time  to 
time  as  the  demands  of  business  require.

The  commissioners  are  happy  to  report  the  continued  im- 
provement of  this  road.  About  six  miles  of  new  steel  rails 
and  a  large  number  of  new  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track, 
and-  the  road-bed  ballasted  and  otherwise  improved  by  the 
reduction  of  grade  summits  alid  the  filling  in  and  raising  of 
depressions.  The  pile  bridges  at  Presumpscot  river  and 
other  points  along  the  line  have  been  strengthened  and 
repaired.  At  Portland  the  company  have  erected  a  large 
brick  building  near  the  stations  of  the  Maine  Central  and 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroads,  in  which  the  offices  will  he 
established.  The  company  are  also  extending  the  limits  of 
their  yard  at  the  Portland  terminus  by  piling  and  filling  a 
large  area  of  the  flats  on  Fore  river.  The  grounds  near  the 
station  at  Sebago  Lake  have  been  graded  and  otherwise 
improved ;  the  buildings  repaired  and  painted,  aflTording  an 
agreeable  resort  for  pleasure  parties  and  excursions  to  that 
beautiful  and  attractive  lake.  The  company  have  also  graded 
the  grounds  near  Portland  for  a  machine  shop  and  engine 
house,  which  are  in  process  of  erection. 

Although  not  properly  within  the  province  of  this  report, 
we  think  it  proper  to  mention  the  great  improvemont  made 
by  the  building  of  a  massive  granite  arch  at  Artist's  Brook 
in  North  Conway,  New  Hampshire,  over  which  an  enihank- 
inent  is  to  be  made  this  winter  in  place  of  the  high  trestle 
bridge,  which  it  had  become  necessary  to  rebuild,  or  substi- 
tute the  arch  and  embankment. 

Upon  the  whole,  we  think  the  track  and  road-bed  within 
the  limits  of  this  State  are  in  much  better  condition  than 
they  have  been  for  several  years  past,  and  give  evidence  of 
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increasing  prosperity  and  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  company 
to  put  the  road  in  a  proper  condition  of  safety  and  efficiency 
to  meet  all  the  demands  of  its  present  and  prospective  busi- 
ness. The  commissioners  have  recommended  the  rebuilding 
of  two  bridges  the  coming  season,  and  have  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  officers  to  the  consideration  of  the  matter.  The 
trains  have  been  run  promptly  and  without  accident  to  pas- 
sengers.    The  rolling  stock  is  in  good  condition.

This  corporation  acquired  by  purchase  all  the  rights,  prop- 
erty and  franchises  of  the  Portland  and  Rochester  Railroad 
Company  in  the  States  of  Maine  and  New  Hampshire.  The 
road  was  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  from  February,  1877,  to 
May  1,  1882.  At  the  April  term  of  1882,  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  of  the  State  of  Maine,  by  decree  of  the  court, 
authorized  the  receiver  to  convey  and  deliver  the  property, 
books  and  papers  to  the  Portland  and  Rochester  Railroad, 
which  was  accordingly  done,  and  the  new  corporation  took 
possession  May  1  of  the  present  year  and  has  operated  the 
road  since  that  time. 

During  the  year  important  renewals  and  additions  have 
been  made  to  the  track  and  bridges ;  350  tons  of  new  steel 
rails  and  30,000  cedar  ties  have  been  put  into  the  main  track, 
and  a  large  amount  of  old  iron  rails  used  in  laying  new 
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sidings  and  renewing  or  extending  those  already  established ; 
about  one  mile  of  new  sidings  have  been  laid  at  different 
points  on  the  line ;  400  feet  in  length  of  the  pile  bridge  in 
Deering  Mill  pond  have  been  filled  with  earth  and  stone  to 
grade.  The  Mousam  river  bridge  has  been  covered  with 
white  pine  sheathing,  the  roof  tinned  and  the  whole  super- 
structure painted.  The  truss  bridge  over  the  Salmon  Falls 
river  at  East  Rochester  (246  feet  in  length,)  has  been  entirely 
rebuilt.  The  overhead  road  bridge  at  South  street,  Gorham, 
has  been  rebuilt  and  the  span  reduced  about  thirty  feet.

1225  feet  of  new  platforms  have  been  built  at  various  stations 
alone:  the  line.  Ten  miles  of  new  fence  have  been  built. 
There  have  been  added  to  the  rolling  stock  this  year,  1  bag- 
gage car  and  70  freight  cars  of  various  kinds.  The  road-bed 
ia  well  ballasted  on  the  larger  portion  of  the  road. 

We  are  glad  to  report  the  rapid  and  continued  improve- 
ment of  this  road,  its  increasing  business  and  good  condition, 
reflecting  great  credit  upon  the  officers  in  charge,  who  by 
their  energy  and  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  the  road, 
have  raised  it  from  a  worn  out  and  dilapidated  condition  to 
its  present  good  state  of  safety  and  efficiency.  The  business 
of  the  road  is  constantly  increasing,  as  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  the  gross  receipts  for  this  year  are  20  per  cent,  more 
than  hist  year,  and  amounting  to  about  $202,000.

This  road  is  in  excellent  condition  throughout  its  entire 
length,  but  little  has  been  required  or  done  during  the  past 
season,  in  the  direction  of  repairs  or  improvements.  The 
track  is  laid  with  steel  rails,  and  it  is  in  remarkably  good 
surface  and  alignment,  and  well  ballasted.  The  whole  road 
presents  a  very  neat  and  finished  appearance.  The  bridge 
over  the  Piscataqua  river  at  Portsmouth,  the  arch  culvert  at 
the  Branch  brook  in  Wells,  and  the  truss  bridge  over  the 
Kennebunk  river,  have  been  repaired.  New  culverts  have 
been  built  at  the  Alfred  road  in  Biddeford,  and  at  West 
Scarboro.  At  Scarboro  river,  a  new  culvert  and  abutments 
and  embankments  have  been  built,  in  place  of  the  old  pile 
bridge.

business  centre  of  the  thriving  village  of  North  Anson.  We 
have  inspected  the  road  twice  during  the  year,  and  find  it 
well  maintained  in  every  respect.  The  track  is  in  remarka- 
bly good  alignment  and  surface,  and  rides  very  smoothly. 
The  bridges  are  in  a  good  state  of  repair,  and  carefully  looked' 
after.  The  road-bed  is  wide  and  well  ballasted,  a  large  num- 
ber of  new  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track,  and  the  trestle 
bridges  at  difierent  points  on  the  line  repaired  and  strength- 
ened.

The  increased  demand  for  lumber  during  the  past  season 
has  added  greatly  to  the  business  of  this  road,  as  the  princi- 
pal part  of  its  resources  is  derived  from  freighting  lumber 
from  the  mills  at  Milltown,  Baring,  and  other  points  along 
the  line  to  Calais,  for  shipment  to  difierent  parts  of  the 
country.  Although  the  road  has  suffered  some  by  fire  and 
flood,  we  think  that  its  general  condition  is  better  than  for 
several  years  past.     New  steel  rails  have  been  laid  in  the 
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track  between  Calais  and  Milltown ;  also  a  portion  of  the  dis- 
tance in  New  Brunswick  between  the  two  crossings  of  the 
St.  Croix  river.  Many  new  ties  have  been  put  into  the 
track,  and  many  more  are  needed.  The  long  trestle  bridge 
between  Calais  and  Milltown  has  been  fully  repaired,  and  is 
now  in  good  order.  Other  structures  of  minqr  importance 
have  received  necessary  repairs.  The  superstructure  of  the 
bridge  across  the  St.  Croix  at  Baring  is  to  be  renewed  the 
present  winter.  The  rolling  stock  is  in  fair  condition,  but  we 
think  that  some  additions  will  be  needed  soon.  The  trains 
are  run  at  a  low  rate  of  speed,  and  all  the  affairs  of  the  road 
managed  safely  and  economically.

The  Directors  of  the  Sand3^  River  Railroad  are  making 
every  effort  to  remedy  the  faults  of  the  original  location  and 
construction,  and  have  made  good  progress  in  that  direction. 
In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  made  in  our  report  of  1880, 
,the  location,  of  the  line  has  been  changed  and  straightened  at 
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Winter  Brook»  and  a  bridge  built  with  first-class  masonry, 
and  a  permanent  embankment  in  place  of  the  sharp  curve  and 
long  high  trestle  at  the  original  location.  Several  trestles 
have  been  filled  at  other  points  on  the  line,  and  the  track  has 
been  raised  and  ballasted  to  a  considerable  extent.  The 
whole  road  presents  a  greatly  improved  appearance  in  every 
respect.  The  report  of  the  Directors  for  the  nine  months 
ending  September  30,  1882,  presents  a  very  encouraging 
statement  of  the  business  of  the  road  during  that  time,  and 
of  its  future  prospects.

7o(he  Governor  of  Maine  : 

The  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  their 
twenty-fifth  annual  report. 

The  importance  of  the  railroad  system  of  Maine,  as  a  means 
of  developing  the  resources  of  the  State,  is  becoming  more 
apparent  every  year.  By  reason  of  the  facilities  it  affords, 
mineral  wealth  is  being  uncovered,  manufacturers  are  utiliz- 
ing the  abundant  water  powers,  and  our  products  are  afforded 
ready  markets ;  and,  although  in  obtaining  these  facilities  in 
some  localities,  heavy  burdens  have  been  assumed  by  cities 
and  towns,  still  we  think  the  benefit  derived  will  fully  com- 
pensate them  in  the  end. 

We  do  not,  however,  wish  to  be  understood  as  favoring 
the  principle  of  towns  and  cities  aiding  in  the  construction 
of  railroads.  The  benefit  to  be  derived  by  a  large  portion  of 
the  inhabitants  of  a  town,  is  too  remote  to  justify  it  in  most 
instances. 

We  again  have  the  pleasure  of  congratulating  the  public, 
and  the  several  railroad  corporations  operating  roads  in  the 
State,  on  the  remarkable  exemption  from  any  serious  casualties 
during  the  year.  While  in  a  few  instances  accidents  have 
occurred  by  which  life  has  been  lost,  confined  chiefly  to 
employes  of  the  roads,  there  has  been  none  that  could  justly 
be  attributed  to  any  defect  in  the  roads,  or  to  the  general 
management  of  the  same. 

In  our  examinations,  during  the  year,  of  the  tracks,  rolling 
stock,  bridges,  viaducts  and  culverts  of  the  several  roads,  as 
required  by  law,  we  have  generally  found  them  in  good  repair 
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and  safe  for  public  travel ;  and  whenever  we  have  had  doubts 
as  to  the  safety  of  any  or  either  of  them,  we  have  given  notice 
to  the  managers  of  such  roads,  in  writing,  of  their  condi- 
tion, calling  particular  attention  to  the  apparent  defect,  and 
are  pleased  to  note  the  fact  that  all  such  repairs  or  renew- 
als, required  by  us,  were  promptly  made. 


NEW  ROADS. 

During  the  year  1883  the  following  new  railroad  corpora- 
tions have  been  organized  under  the  provisions  of  the  general 
railroad  law,  viz  : 

Franklin  and  Somerset  Railroad. 

The  road  to  extend  from  a  point  on  the  Sandy  River  Rail- 
road, at  or  near  South  Strong,  in  the  county  of  Franklin,  in 
a  north-easterly  direction  to  North  New  Portland,  in  the 
county  of  Somerset.     Length,  17  miles;  gauge,  i  feet. 

Mount  Desert  Railroad. 

The  road  to  extend  from  the  village  at  Bar  Harbor,  in.  the 
town  of  Eden,  into  the  town  of  Mount  Desert.  Length  of  the 
road  about  3  miles ;  gauge,  2  feet. 

* 
Anson  and  New  Portland  Railroad. 

The  road  to  extend  from  a  point  on  the  Somerset  Railroad 
at  North  Anson,  in  a  northerly  direction  to  North  New  Port- 
land, in  the  county  of  Somerset.  Length  about  8  miles ; 
gauge,  2  feet. 

None  of  the  above  mentioned  roads  have  been  built,  nor 
have  their  proposed  locations  been  approved  by  the  board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  at  the  date  of  this  report. 
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LAWS  RELATING  TO  RAILROADS. 

Though  there  is  to  be  no  session  of  the  Legislature  the 
present  winter,  we  deem  it  our  duty,  thus  early,  to  call  atten- 
tion to  some  provisions  of  the  statute  which,  in  our  judg- 
ment, should  be  amended. 

We  think  that  railroad  corporations,  organized  under  the 
provisions  of  the  general  statute,  should  be  permitted  to  have 
the  question  determined  whether  or  not  the  public  conven- 
ience requires  the  construction  of  their  contemplated  road, 
before  being  required  to  expend  a  large  sum  of  money  in 
making  an  actual  survey  of  their  proposed  route,  with  plans 
and  estimates,  as  now  required  by  law. 

If  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  as  they  may,  determine 
that  the  public  convenience  and  exigencies  do  not  require  such 
road,  and  refuse  to  approve  the  location,  such  corporations 
are  subjected  to  great  loss  and  needless  expenditure  ;  while 
on  the  other  hand,  if  those  questions  could  be  settled  at  the 
time  of  approval  of  the  articles  of  association,  much  loss  and 
inconvenience  to  parties  so  organizing  would  be  avoided. 

Relating  to  Serious  Accidents. 

The  statutes  now  provide  that ''when  a  serious  accident 
occurs  on  a  railroad,  and  any  person  is  thereby  injured, 
the  commissioners  shall  immedijitely  proceed  to  the  place  and 
examine  into  the  cause  thereof,  nuiy  send  for  persons  and 
papers,  and  make  a  full  statement  of  the  cause  and  results  of 
the  accident  in  their  annual  report,  and  in  any  other  manner 
they  think  the  public  good  requires."  In  addition  to  this 
statute,  we  think  there  should  be  a  provision  requiring  the 
officers  of  the  railroad  upon  which  the  nccident  takes  place, 
to  immediately  notify  one  or  more  of  the  commissioners,  so 
that  they  may  "  immediately  "  attend  and  obey  the  above 
requirements. 
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Wats  Across  Railroads. 

The  Legislature  of  1883  in  its  wisdom  saw  fit  to  confer 
jurisdiction  upon  ttie  board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners,  in 
cases  where  ways  are  laid  out  across  a  raUraad^  to  determine 
the  manner  and  conditions  of  crossing  such  railroad ;  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  another  statute  provides  that  in  cases 
where  railroads  cross  the  highways  jurisdiction  as  to  the 
manner  of  crossing  is  conferred  upon  the  County  Commis- 
sioners (R.  Sm  Chap.  51,  Sec.  13).  Why  this  seeming  con- 
flict of  jurisdiction  of  the  same  subject  matter  is  made  we  are 
unable  to  determine.  We  think  the  conditions  and  manner 
of  crossing  of  ways  over  railroads,  as  railroads  over  ways, 
should  be  determined  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same 
board,  and  that  the  Railroad  Commissioners  should  have  juris- 
diction of  all  such  crossings,  or  none  at  all.

The  Bangor  &  Piscataquis  Bailroad  diverges  from  the 
European  &  North  American  Bailway  at  Oldtown  and  runs 
in  a  northerly  direction  through  several  agricultural  and 
manufacturing  towns  to  Blanchard,  in  Piscataquis  county. 
The  extension  of  the  road  from  Blanchard  to  West  Cove,  at 
the  foot  of  Moosehead  lake,  is  now  nearly  graded  and  it  is 
expected  will  be  completed  during  the  coming  summer;

The  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  has  always  been  maintained 
in  excellent  condition,  and  the  past  year  has  not  proved  an 
exception  to  the  general  rule.

The  wooden  lattice  bridge  at  Salmon 
Falls  river,  half  of  which  is  within  the  limits  of  the  State,  has, 
upon  the  suggestion  of  your  commissioners,  been  uncovered  and 
completely  strengthened  and  repaired,  and  will  undoubtedly  do 
good  service  for  several  years  to  come.  Other  improvements 
are  under  advisement,  which  will  undoubtedly  be  adopted 
and  carried  into  effect  at  an  early  day.  The  rolling  stock  of 
the  road  is  in  all  respects  first  class,  and  well  adapted  to  the 
safety,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  public.

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The  Green  Mountain  Railway  was  chartered  and .  bnilt  in 
the  spring  of  1883  for  the  purpose  of  proriding  a  safe  and 
convenient  conveyance  for  visitors  at  Mount  Desert  to 
ascend  to  the  summit  of  Green  mountain  and  obtain  a  view 
of  the  magnificent  ocean  and  mountain  scenery,  only  to  be 
seen  and  fully  appreciated  by  ascending  to  the  top  of  this 
famous  mountain.  Before  the  construction  of  the  Green 
Mountain  Railway  the  ascent  was  made  on  foot  or  by  buck- 
boards,  over  rough  and  dangerous  mountain  roads ;  now  the 
buck-board  is  used  only  to  convey  passengers  to  the  foot  of 
Eagle  lake  and  from  thence  they  are  taken  by  steamboat 
about  two  miles  to  tb^  railroad  station  on  the  shore  of  the 
lake.  The  summit  of  Green  mountain  is  about  one  thousand 
six  hundred  feet  above  the  ocean  level  and  about  one 
thousand  three  hundred  feet  above  Eagle  lake,  and  the  rail- 
way accomplishes  the  last  named  ascent  with  six  thousand 
feet  of  road.  The  road  is  safely  and  securely  built.  The 
track  lor  a  large  portion  of  the  distance  is  laid  on  solid  ledge 
and  securely  bolted  thereto.

Among  the  many  advances  made  in  this  direction 
the  past  year,  is  the  laying  of  five  hundred  tons  of  steel  rails 
in  the  track,  together  with  the  necessary  ties,  making  in  all 
about  eight  miles  of  steel  track,  well  tied  and  ballasted.  There 
are  also  about  three  miles  of  nearly  new  iron  rails  laid  in  the 
track,  well  ballasted  and  in  good  condition.  The  track 
throughout  the  entire  line  rides  well,  and  compares  very 
favorably  with  other  roads  in  this  State.  As  it  had  become 
necessary  either  to  re-build  the  long  trestle  bridge,  or  change 
the  location  at  Thomaston,  the  latter  course  was  decided  upon, 
and  there  is  now  a  permanent  road-bed  at  this  point.  This 
involved  a  change  of  location  and  grading  of  a  new  road-bed 
about  sixteen  hundred  feet  in  length.  The  filling  of  the  long 
trestle  bridge  at  Wade's  has  been  completed.  All  the  bridges 
along  the  line  have  been  strengthened,  and  received  neces- 
sary repairs,  particularly  those  between  Bath  and  Damaris- 
cotta.  The  wharf  at  Rockland  and  the  platforms  at  Thomas- 
ton  and  Rockland  have  been  fully  repaired  and  extensive 
repairs  and  renewals  made  on  the  wharves,  ferry  slips, 
and  buildings  at  Bath  and  Woolwich.  Many  of  the  station 
buildings  at  difierent  points  along  the  line  have  been  repaired 
and  painted.  About  seven  miles  of  track  has  been  raised  and 
ballasted.  Some  additions  have  been  made  to  the  rolling 
stock,  including  one  new  engine  of  greater  weight  and  power 
than  those  heretofore  in  use  upon  the  road.  Taking  into 
consideration  the  limited  resources  of  the  company,  and  the 
absolute  necessity  for  the  practice  of  the  most  rigid  economy 
in  all  expenditures,  we  confess  that  we  are  surprised  at  the 
results  accomplished  and  improvements  made  throughout  the 
entire  line,  and  refer  to  it  as  an  example  of  good  management, 
economical  expenditure  and  close  attention  to  duty  by  the  offi- 
cers in  charge  of  the  road,  which  it  would  be  well  for  some 
other  railroad  managers  to  imitate  and  profit  by.

During  the  past  year  the  Maine  Central  has  added  the 
Eastern  Maine  Railway,  from  Bangor  to  Bucksport,  to  its  list 
of  branches,  and  another  (the  Mt.  Desert  branch)  from  Bangor, 
▼ia.  Ellsworth,  to  Sullivan,  about  forty  miles  in  length,  will  be 
completed  early  next  summer.     The  roads  now  operated  by 
this  company,  are  the  main  lines,  from  Portland  via.  Augusta, 
to  Vanceboro',  and  from  Cumberland  Junction,  via.  Lewiston, 
to  Waterville ;  the  Androscoggin  Railroad,  from  Brunswick 
to  Leeds  Junction,  with  a  branch  from  Crowley's  Junction  to 
Lewiston  ;  the  Leeds  &  Farmington  branch,  from  Leeds  Junc- 
tion to  Farmington ;  the  Bath  branch,  from  Brunswick  to 
Bath  ;  the  Skowhegan  branch,  from  Waterville  to  Skowhegan  ; 
the  Belfast  branch,  from  Burnham  to  Belfast;  the  Dexter  & 
Newport  branch,  from  Newport  to  Dexter;  and  the  Eastern 
Maine  branch,  from  Bangor  to  Bucksport.     The   track  on 
the  main  line  from  Portland,   via.

2,02& 
tons  of   iron  rails    have  been    repaired   and  laid,  equal  to 
22  3-10  miles.     115,895  sleepers  have  been  laid  in  the  track, 
and  11  miles  of  track  raised  and  ballasted,  with  16,000  yards 
of  gravel.     6  8-10  miles  of  new  side  tracks  have  been  built, 
2,130  cu.  yds.  of  masonry,   and  485  lineal  feet  of  bridges 
have  been  built.     Two  of  the  piers  of  the  iron  bridge  at 
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Augusta  have  been  fully  repaired,  gi-outed,  and  six  courses  of 
masonry  added  to  each.  New  abutments  have  been  built  at 
Dead  river,  on  the  Leeds  and  Farmington  branch,  and  the 
iron  span  taken  from  the  Augusta  bridge,  and  trans- 
ferred to  this  point.  Two  spans  of  the  bridge  over  the 
Androscoggin  river  at  Lewiston  have  received  new  floor- 
ing, and  new  lateral  braces.  Extensive  repairs  have 
been  made  on  several  of  the  bridges  on  the  European  &  North 
American,  and  many  other  bridges  upon  the  main  lines  and 
branches  have  been  fully  repaired.  The  total  number  of 
bridges  upon  the  Maine  Central  Road  and  its  branches 
(exclusive  of  those  east  of  Bangor)  is  79,  and  73  of  this  num- 
ber have  been  re-built  since  1870.  The  total  length  of  bridges 
on  the  road  is  20,145  feet,  comprising  23  iron  bridges,  5,862 
feet,  and  87  wooden  bridges,  14,283  feet  in  length.  26  new 
buildings  have  been  erected  for  various  purposes,  at  different 
points  on  the  line.  At  Bangor  the  passenger  depot  at  foot 
of  Railroad  street  has  been  enlarged,  and  the  station  building 
on  Exchange  street  extensively  repaired.  The  passenger  sta- 
tion at  Mattawamkeag  has  been  moved  across  the  track  and 
fully  repaired.  At  Vanceboro'  very  marked  improvements 
have  been  made  in  stations  and  hotel  buildings,  making  them 
very  convenient  and  comfortable.  The  company  have 
extended  their  wharf  at  Bath,  and  removed  some  6,000  cubic 
yards  of  mud  from  the  bed  of  the  river  by  dredging,  in  order 
to  increase  the  facilities  for  receiving  and  discharging  freight. 
New  turn-tables  have  been  built  at  Lewiston,  Bangor,  Bucks- 
port,  and  Vanceboro*.  27  7-10  miles  of  fence  have  been  built 
during  the  past  year.  The  track  on  the  main  lines  is  in  excel- 
lent condition,  but  some  portions  of  the  branch  roads  require 
new  iron  and  ballast,  particularly  the  Dexter  and  Newport, 
Belfast  and  Moosehead  Lake  and  Skowhegan.  There  have 
been  many  improvements  of  minor  importance,  which  it  is 
unnecessary  to  mention  in  this  report ;  enough  has  been 
detailed  to  give  an  idea  of  the  rapid  advance  made  by  this 
company  towards  the  perfecting  of  the  road,  and  the  continued 
effort  of  the  managers  to  maintain  it  in  a  perfectly  safe  and 
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reliable  condition.      The  rolling   stock  of  the  road  is  in 
every  respect  first-class,  and  large  additions  are  made  to  it 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  demands  of  business  require.  There 
hare  been  added  the  past  season,  3  locomotives,  12  passenger 
cars,  2  express  and  3  combination  cars,  and  7  freight  saloons, 
517  platform  and  box  freight  cars.     The  people  of  Maine  feel 
a  deep  interest  in  the  management  and  success  of  the  Maine 
Central  Railroad.     It  is  all  located  within  the  limits  of  the 
State,  and  its  good  management  has  not  only  given  entire 
satisfaction  to  all  having  business  connections  with  it,  but 
there  is  a  deep  feeling  of  respect  for  the  officers  of  the  road, 
who,  while  seeking  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  road, 
do  not  forget  that  in  accomplishing  this  result,  the  great

Your  commissioners  have  the  pleasure  of  again  rcportiniG: 
the  gradual  improvement  of  this  road.     During  the  past  year 
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a  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  on  the  track, 
road-bed,  station-houses  and  bridges  within  the  Jimits  of  this 
State.  The  new  brick  building  erected  for  the  company  offi- 
cers has  been  completed,  and  is  now  occupied  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  it  was  designed.  A  channel  has  been  opened 
through  the  flats  in  front  of  the  land  of  the  company,  on 
West  Commercial  street  into  the  main  channel  of  Fore  river, 
enabling  vessels  of  heavy  draught  to  come  alongside  the  track 
and  receive  or  discharge  freight  from  and  to  the  cars.  In 
order  to  accomplish  this  it  was  necessary  to  remove  2,754 
cubic  yards  of  earth  by  dredging.  The  track  and  road-bed 
has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  past  year.  500  tons  of 
new  steel  mils,  and  45,667  new  sleepei*s  have  been  laid  in 
the  track,  and  a  large  amount  of  <J:ravel  distributed  along  the 
road  for  ballasting  and  widening  the  road-bed.  The  grade 
summits  at  Otter  ponds  and  at  West  Baldwin  have  been 
lowered  several  feet,  thus  doing  away  with  the  ascending 
grade  at  the  stations,  for  trains  going  in  a  westerly  direction. 
It  was  btated  in  our  report  for  last  year  that  the  commis- 
sioners had  recommended  the  re-building  of  two  bridges,  and 
the  attention  of  the  officers  of  the  road  hud  been  called  to  the 
necessity  for  immediate  action  in  the  matter.  We  are  happy 
to  state  that  the  old  bridges  have  been  removed,  and  a  sub- 
stantial stone  arch,  culvert,  and  earth  embankment  have  taken 
the  place  of  one,  and  a  new  Howe  truss  bridge  erected  in 
place  of  the  other.  The  ''overflow  pass"  in  Deering  has 
been  covered  with  granite,  and  ballasted  to  grade  to  receive 
cross  ties.  A  box  culvert  west  of  lake  Sebago  has  been 
lengthened  fifty  feet,  and  the  masonry  of  a  portion  of  the 
abutments  at  Sticky  river  has  been  re-laid,  and  well  protected 
with  rip-rap.  The  pile  bridges  at  Cumberland  Mills,  and 
Gambo,  have  been  strengthened  by  additional  piles,  and  new 
top  timbers.  A  new  Howe  truss  bridge  has  been  built  over 
Ten  Mile  brook  in  Hiram,  and  the  iron  bridge  at  Hiram  has 
received  a  new  flooring  of  southern  pine.  The  truss  bridge 
at  Break  Neck  stream  has  been  removed,  and  a  very  substan- 
tial stone  arch  and  solid  earth  embankment  substituted.     A 
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new  station  hm  been  OTected  st  Wbite  Boek,  .imd  a  liivge 
bftildiog  at  LikeSebago.  The  grounds  about  the  statioa  al 
Lake  Sebago  fai^e  be^i  greatly  impi^v^ed,  addiag  to  the 
attractions  of  this  beautiM  pieaawe  resort.  Two  new  pae» 
senger  carst  ooo  smokii^  and  bagp^  oar,  and  four  obsmrfap 
tion  cars  hmn  been  added  to  the  rolling  stoek  thn  year*  The 
Portland  A  Ogdeosburg  Railroad  was  Imilt  and  has  been 
maintained  and  operated  under  many  unusual  dtscoumgoments 
and  diffleulties,  but  we  trmly  believe  that  the  road  is  grad- 
ually emergii^  frooi  its  troubles,  and  giTos  promise  c^  a 
prosperous  and  suooessful  future.

Since  this  road  passed  under  the  control  of  the  present 
management,  the  track,  bridges  and  station  buildings  have 
been  greatly  improved,  and  the  road  is  now  in  very  good 
condition.  During  the  past  year  1,292  tons  of  steel  rails  and 
18,943  cedar  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  main  track,  and  2,259 
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feet  of  old  iron  rails  laid  in  the  side  tracks  at  Portland  and 
at  other  points.  At  our  first  examination  of  the  road  this 
year  we  suggested  the  strengthening  of  several  bridges  at 
different  point  along  the  road,  and  at  our  last  examination 
we  observed  that  this  had  been  done.  The  iron  bridge  at 
Saco  River  has  been  painted.  A  new  and  commodious  pas- 
senger station  building,  with  extensive  platforms,  and  an 
engine  house  and  water  tank  have  been  built  at  Saco  river. 
A  new  freight  house  has  been  built  at  Saccarappa,  and  a 
house  has  been  erected  to  shelter  the  flagman  at  Forest  Avenue 
crossing,  Woodford's  Corner.  The  track  on  the  entire  road 
is  in  good  alignment  and  surface,  and  is  for  the  most  part 
well  ballasted,  and  rides  well.  15  miles  of  fence  have  been 
built  this  year.  The  whole  location  between  the  fences  has 
been  cleared  of  all  brush  and  rubbish,  and  presents  a  very 
neat  appearance.  One  new  locomotive  and  one  new  freight 
saloon  car  have  been  added  to  the  equipment  this  year.  The 
Portland  &  Rochester  Railroad  is  well  managed,  and  should 
the  present  system  of  repairs  and  renewals  continue  for  a 
year  or  two  longer,  it  will  compare  with  the  best  roads  in 
the  country.

The  Portland,  Saco  &  Portsmouth  Railroad  is  in  every 
respect  in  very  excellent  condition.  The  track  throughout  the 
entire  length  of  the  road  is  laid  with  steel  rails,  on  the  best 
quality  of  cross  ties,  and  well  ballasted.  The  road-bed  is  of 
good  width  and  well  drained.  The  entire  location  between 
the  fences  is  cleared  of  trees,  brush  and  rubbish,  and  pre- 
sents a  very  clean  and  attractive  appearance.  The  track  is 
in  good  alignment  and  surface,  and  rides  very  smoothly.  Dur- 
ing the  past  season  the  bridge  over  the  Piscataqua  river  at 
Portsmouth  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  strengthened. 
The  re-building  of  the  pile  bridge  at  Portland  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  bridges  at  Saco  river,  Kenuebunk  river  and 
Maryland  stream  have  been  repaired.  The  machine  shops 
and  engine  house  at  Cape  Elizabeth,  and  the  station  buildings 
at  Portland,  Biddeford  and  Kennebunk  have  received  neces- 
sary repairs.  A  new  station  building  has  been  erected  at 
Conway  Junction,  and  the  grounds  about  it  improved.  The 
road  bridge  in  North  Berwick,  to  which  reference  was  made 
in  our  report  of  last  year  (owing  to  some  difficulty  in  obtain- 
ing the  consent  of  the  officers  of  the  town  to  the  proposed 
change)  remains  in  the  same  condition  as  last  year.  But  we 
hear  that  an  arrangement  will  be  perfected  the  present  season 
and  the  bridge  placed  in  its  proper  position.  In  closing 
the  report  of  the  Portland,  Saco  &  Portsmouth  Railroad,  we 
would  commend  the  faithfulness  and  skill  displayed  by  the 
officers  in  charge  of  the  maintenance  of  way,  to  which  the 
excellent  condition  of  the  road  bears  witness.

By  reference  to  our  report  of  last  year  it  will  be  seen 
we  stated  that  **while  this  road  was  generally  in  good  order, 
some  of  the  bridges  should  be  strengthened  and  repaired. 
Among  the  more  important  of  these  was  the  trestle  and  the  pile 
bridge  at  Pottle  stream,  and  the  bridge  near  the  station  in 
Sumner.  Both  of  the  above  named  bridges,  and  some  others, 
have  been  repaired,  but  it  is  understood  that  the  repairs  of 
the  bridge  at  Sumner  are  temporary  in  their  character,  as  the 
company  intend  and  have  commenced  to  build  a  more  perma- 
nent and  substantial  structure.  Several  other  bridges  of  minor 
importance  have  received  needed  repairs.  There  are  several 
trestle  bridges  that  should  be  filled  with  earth,  one  of  the  most 
important  of  which  is  the  high  trestle  near  Canton  stream  mills. 
About  100  tons  of  steel,  34  tons  of  iron  rails,  and  15,000  new 
ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track  the  past  season.  The  road- 
bed is  in  very  good  order,  and  requires  but  little  ballast.  About 
four  miles  of  wire  fence  have  been  built  the  past  season.  A  new 
freight  house  has  been  erected  at  Buckfield,  and  needed  repairs 
made  on  buildings  and  platforms  at  other  points  on  the  line. 
The  iron  rails  in  some  portions  of  the  track  are  too  light,  and 
should  be  replaced  at  an  early  day  with  heavier  rails.  The 
rolling  stock  of  the  road  is  for  the  most  part  in  very  good 
order.  A  new  locomotive  has  been  added  since  the  date  of 
our  last  report.  The  road  seems  to  have  entered  upon  a  sea- 
son of  prosperity,  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  under  the  pres- 
ent experienced  management  it  will  continue  to  gain  in  busi- 
ness, and  secure  the  confidence  of  the  public.

This  road  has  been  maintained  in  its  usual  good  condition, 
during  the  past  season,  giving  proof  of  constant  care  and 
watchfulness  on  the  part  of  oflScers  and  employes.  24  tons 
of  steel  rails  and  2500  cedar  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track, 
2J  miles  of  track  raised  with  8000  yards  of  ballast.  The 
trestle  bridges  at  Jones'  Brook,  Madison,  and  Old  Point, 
Norridgewock,  have  been  strengthened  and  repaired.  A 
portion  of  the  bridge  over  the  Kennebec  river  at  Norridge- 
wock has  received  a  new  deck,  and  new  stringers  put  into 
the  overhead  bridge  at  Madison.  The  Hale  stream  bridge 
at  Norridgewock  has  been  strengthened,  and  the  Martin 
stream  bridge  between  Norridgewock  and  Oakland  entirely 
re-built  with  hard  pine  timbers.  75  yards  of  masonry  have

The  managers  of  this  road  have  partaken  to  some  extent 
of  the  general  spirit  and  desire  for  improvement  which  has 
seemed  to  animate  all  those  in  charge  of  the  railroad  interests 
of  the  State,  and  have  made  such  repairs  upon  this  road  as 
necessity  demanded  and  the  limited  means  at  their  disposal 
would  permit.  The  road  is  mainly  dependent  for  support 
upon  the  transportation  of  lumber  from  the  mills  at  Milltown, 
Baring  and  Princeton  to  Calais,  and  freight  to  and  from  the 
extensive  tannery  at  Grand  Lake.  During  the  past  season 
the  long  bridges  across  the  St.  Croix  river  at  Baring,  and  the 
Dyer  pond  at  Milltown,  have  been  almost  entirely  re-built.

The  Sandy  River  Railroad  is  located  through  one  of  the 
most  attractive  and  picturesque  sections  of  the  State,  and 
the  tniveller  upon  the  cars  of  this  road  is  in  constant  view  of  the 
mo6t  varied  and  beautiful  scenery,  embracing  in  its  scope, 
distant  mountains,  winding  streams,  broad  and  fertile 
intervales.  Since  the  date  of  our  hwt  report,  the  work  of 
changing  and  improving  the  loaition,  and  substituting  stone 
culverts  for  perishable  wooden  trestle  bridges,  has  been 
carried  on  very  extensively,  adding  very  much  to  the  safety 
and  permanency  of  the  road.  Twenty-four  stone  culverts 
have  been  built,  and  earth  embankments  made  over  them  in 
the  place  of  the  same  number  of  wooden  trestles.  At 
Farmington  a  new  location  has  been  made,  and  the  sharp 
curve  and  the  wooden  trestle  abandoned.  Other  chancres  of 
the  same  character  have  been  accomplished,  straightening 
the  line,  reducing  grade  summits  etc.  The  replacing  of 
the  trestles  with  stone  culverts  has  involved  the  buildinsr  of 
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1800  cubic  yards  of  masonry,  and  the  directors  propose  to 
continue  the  work  until  these  perishable  structures  are  all 
replaced  with  masonry  and  earth  embankments.  The  busi- 
ness of  the  road  is  constantly  increasing,  demanding  during 
the  past  year  an  addition  to  the  rolling  stock  of  one  locomo- 
tive, two  passenger,  and  eighteen  freight  cars.  It  is  believed 
that  the  rapid  development  of  the  resources  of  the  region 
reached  by  this  road,  will  at  no  distant  day  necessitate  the 
widening  of  the  gauge,  and  arrangements  are  now  being 
made  preparatory  to  this  change.  The  road  is  safely  and 
successfully  operated,  and  no  accidents  have  occurred.

We  submit  herewith  the  Twenty-Sixth  Annuftl  Report  of  the 
Railroad  Commissionera  of  tbi»  State,  for  the  year  ending 
December  1,  1884. 

As  the  railroad  system  of  the  State  is  being  gradually  ex- 
tended, the  demand  upon  the  time  and  attention  of  the  Com- 
missioners is  yearly  increased ;  in  no  year  since  the  Board 
was  first  established  has  it  been  so  great  as  during  the  last. 
This  increased  demaiid  vepotk  the  tisie  arid  attention  of  the 
Board  has  been  caused,  principally,  by  the  statute  relating 
to  the  fonsation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  building  of 
railroads  under  its  provisions;  although  during  the  year  a 
branch  of  the  Maine  Central  Railromd,  known  as  the  Maine 
Shore  Line,  has  been  completed,  and  the  Bangor  &  Piscata- 
quis Railroad  extended  to  Moosehead  Lake,  under  charters 
granted  by  the  Legislature,  before  the  enactment  of  the  stat- 
ute above  mentioned. 

While,  in  many  of  the  States,  the  time  of  the  Commissioners 
is  laigely  taken  up  in  a4justing  questions  and  controversies 
between  their  several  railroad  companies,  and  between  these 
corporations  and  municipal  and  other  coq>orato  bodies,  and 
with  individuals,  we  are  pleased  to  say  that  the  man:igement 
of  the  several  railroads  in  this  State,  in  dealing  with  each 
other  and  with  individuals  and  corporations,  has  been  such  as 
to  rarefy  call  for  the  exercise  of  the  authority  conferred  by 
statute  upon  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  or  to  require  addi- 
tional legislation  in  that  respect. 
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The  Commissioners  have  made  two  careful  examinations, 
during  the  year,  of  the  tracks,  rolling  stock,  bridges,  Tia- 
ducts  and  culverts  of  the  several  railroads  in  the  State,  and, 
with  few  exceptions,  have  found  all  in  good  repair  and  safe 
for  public  travel,  and  where  doubts  existed  as  to  safety  of 
any  or  either  of  them,  have  caused  reasonable  repairs  or  re- 
newals to  be  made,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  sent  to  the 
clerk  of  each  corporation  a  certificate  of  its  condition,  as  re- 
quired by  law ;  and  we  take  pleasure  in  reporting  a  very 
general  improvement  in  nearly  all  of  the  railroads  in  the 
State,  since  our  last  report. 

NEW  RAILROADS. 

Only  one  railroad  corporation  has  been  organized  under 
the  provisions  of  the  general  railroad  law  during  the  year — 
viz.. 

The  Franklin  &  Megantic  Railroad. 

The  road  is  to  extend  from  a  point  on  the  Sandy  River 
Railroad,  in  the  village  of  Strong,  through  the  towns  of 
Freeman  and  Salem,  to  Kingfield,  a  distance  of  about  fifteen 
miles ;  gauge,  two  feet.  The  location  of  this  road  was 
approved  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  fourth  of  April  last. 
We  are  informed  that  the  grading  is  nearly  completed,  and 
that  the  road  will  soon  be  opened  for  travel. 

Franklin  &  Somerset  Railroad  Company. 

A  corporation  under  the  above  title  was  organized  in  the 
fall  of  1883.  Said  corporation  proposed  to  construct  a  rail- 
road from  a  point  on  the  Sandy  River  Railroad  at  South 
Strong,  in  the  county  of  Franklin,  thence  in  a  north-easterly 
direction,  through  the  town  of  New  Vineyard,  to  North  New 
Portland.  The  location  of  this  proposed  road,  deliberately 
considered  by  the  Commissioners  during  the  past  year,  was 
not  approved.     See  Appendix. 
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Mount  Desert  Railroad. 

A  corporation  under  the  title  of  Mount  Desert  Railway 
was  organized  in  the  fall  of  1883,  under  the  provision  of  the 
statute. 

This  company  proposed  to  construct  a  railroad  from  the 
village  of  Bar  Harbor,  in  the  town  of  Eden,  to  the  base  of 
Green  Mountain  in  said  town,  a  distance  of  three  miles; 
gauge  two  feet. 

A  hearing  on  petition  for  location  was  given  by  the  Com- 
missioners to  parties  iuterested,  January  16  and  17,  1884, 
and  the  same  was  approved  in  part.     See  Appendix. 

Anson  &  New  Portland  Railroad. 

This  corporation  was  also  organized  in  1883,  and  their  loca- 
tion approved  by  the  Commissioners,  April  4,  1884.  This 
contemplated  road  is  to  extend  from  a  point  on  the  Somerset 
Railroad  at  Anson,  in  a  northerly  direction,  to  North  New 
Portland;  length  of  road  about  eight  (8)  miles;  gauge  two 
feet.  We  do  not  learn  that  any  effort  is  being  made  to  build 
the  same. 

Maine  Shore  Line  Railroad. 

This  road,  which  is  now  a  branch  of  the  Maine  Central,  has 
been  completed  during  the  past  year,  and  put  in  good  order 
for  the  passage  of  trains.  The  road  extends  from  the  village 
of  Brewer,  near  Bangor,  through  the  city  of  Ellsworth,  to 
Hancock  Point,  within  seven  or  eight  miles  of  Bar  Harbor. 
It  was  opened  for  traffic  in  the  early  part  of  the  season,  and 
commanded  a  very  large  portion  of  the  travel  to  that  famous 
summer  resort.     The  road  is  about  forty  (40)  miles  in  length. 

Bangor  &  Piscataquis  Railroad  Extension. 

During  the  past  season  the  above-named  railroad  has  been 
extended  from  Blanchard  to  the  so-called  West  Cove  of 
Moosehead  Lake,  a  distance  of  about  fourteen  (14)  miles. 
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This  extension  will  undoubtedly  be  the  means  of  largely 
increasing  the  travel  over  the  whole  line  of  the  road  and  its 
receipts  from  freight  also. 

AMENDMENT  OF  STATUTES  RELATING  TO 

RAILROADS. 

In  your  Cbnunisstoners'  last  report  we  callied  attentioB  to 
several  statutes  which  in  our  judgment  should  be  amended 
as  follows : 

^^That  railroad  corporations,  organized  ander  the  provisions  of  the 
general  statute^  should  be  permitted'  to  have  the  question  determinecl 
whether  or  not  the  public  convenience  requires  the  construction  of  their 
contemplated  road,  before  being  required  to  expend  a  large  sum  of  money 
in  making  an  actual  survey  of  their  proposed  route,  with  plans  and  esti- 
mates, as  now  required  by  law. 

If  the  Bailroad  Commissioners,  as  they  may,  determine  that  the  public 
convenience  and  exigencies  do  not  require  such  road,  and  refVise  to 
approve  the  location,  such  corporations  are  subjected  to  great  loss  and 
needless  expenditure;  while  on  the  other  hand,  if  those  questions  could 
be  settled  at  the  time  of  approval  of  the  articles  of  association,  much  loss 
and  inconvenience  to  parties  so  organizing  would  be  avoided. 

Relating  To  Serious  Accidents. 

The  statutes  now  provide  that  '  when  a  serious  accident  occurs  on  a 
railroad,  and  any  person  is  thereby  injured,  the  Commissioners  shall 
immediately  proceed  to  the  place  and  examine  into  the  cause  thereof, 
may  send  for  persons  and  papers,  and  make  a  full  statement  of  the  cause 
and  results  of  the  accident  in  their  annual  report,  and  in  any  other  manner 
they  tlinik  the  public  good  requires.^  In  addition  to  this  statute,  we 
think  there  should  be  a  provision  requiring  the  officers  of  the  railroad 
upon  wliich  the  accident  takes  place,  to  immediately  notify  one  or  more 
of  the  Commissioners,  so  that  they  may  *  Immediately  ^  attend  and  obey 
the  above  requirements." 

RAILROAD  'CROSSINGS. 

We  also  called  attention  to  the  statute  of  1883,  chapter 
167,  now  a  portion  of  section  27  of  chapter  18  of  the  Revised 
Statutes.     Said  section  provides  as  follows  : 

''  Town  ways  and  highways  may  be  laid  out  across,  over  or  under  any 
railroad  track,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  town  ways  and  highways, 
except  that  the  Railroad  Commissioners  on  application  of  the  parties  owning 
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or  cperatiug  the  railroad^  shall  upon  notice  and  hearing  determine  the 
manner  and  conditions  of  crossing  the  same/' 

Section  28,  chapter  51,  Revised  Statutes,  is  as  follows : 

^^  Bailroads  may  cross  highways  in  the  line  of  the  railroad,  but  cannot 
pass  along  them  without  leave  of  the  town.  The  conditions  and  manner 
of  crossing  shall  first  be  determined  in  writing,  and  entered  in  their 
ZMQids  by  the  County  Commisrfoneis/* 

In  calling  attentieai  to  these  statutes  in  our  kst  report,  we 
vsad  the  following  language*  which  we  here  re^-insert : 

*^  Why  this  seeming  eoniiet  of  Jorisdietiou  of  thesame  safejeot  matter  Is 
■ade»  we  are  unable  to  determine*  We  thiiriE  the  oonditioaa  and  manner 
of  crossing  of  ways  over  railroads,  as  railroads  over  ways^  should  be 
determined  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  board,  and  that  the 
KaUroad  Commissioners  should  have  jurisdiction  of  all  such  crossings,  or 
ataU.'' 


We  belieye  that  each  of  the  abore-mentioned  sections 
should  be  amended,  so  that  all  parties  interested  should  stand 
on  an  equal  footing.  If  the  parties  owning  and  operating 
die  railroad  have  the  right  to  call  upon  the  Commissioners  to 
determine  the  manner  and  conditions  of  crossing,  why  ought 
not  the  nmnicipal  officers  of  towns  to  have  similar  power? 
They  cannot  make  the  crossing  until  it  is  determined  how 
and  in  what  manner  they  shall  crons,  and  the  parties  owning 
or  operating  the  railroad  may  not  desire  to  call  upon  the 
Commissioners,  and  as  the  hiw  stands  no  other  party  inter- 
ested can  do  so. 

Section  28  of  chapter  51,  above  quoted,  after  providing 
that  the  County  Commissioners,  in  writing,  may  determine 
the  conditions  and  manner  of  crossing,  reads  as  follows : 

^^  When  the  corporation  is  dissatisfied  with  their  decision,  it  may  make  a 
written  application  to  the  Governor,  who  shall  appoint  three  disinterested 
persons,  not  residents  of  the  county,  who,  after  notice  to  the  Commis- 
sioncrs,  and  at  the  expense  of  tiie  corporation,  shaU  revise  and  adjudicate 
vpon  the  matter;  and  their  decision,  signed  and  recorded  in  the  records 
of  the  Commissioners,  shall  be  flnal.'^ 

If  the  above  statute  is  to  be  retained,  it  would  seem  reason- 
able to  provide  that  all  parties  interested  in  such  crossing 
should,  if  dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners, 
have  the  right  to  make  the  application  provided  for  railroad 
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corporations  in  such  cases,  and  that  the  expense  and  costs 
attending  the  same  be  paid  as  provided  in  section  125,  chapter 
51,  Revised  Statutes. 

PROVISIONS  FOR  SAFETY. 

The  prime  object  in  creating  a  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners was  to  secure  the  safety  of  the  general  public  by 
providing  a  board  of  officials  whose  duty  should  be  to  see 
that  all  railroads  in  the  State,  and  rolling  stock,  are  kept  in 
suitable  repair  and  safe  for  travellers.  This  object  cannot  be 
fully  attained  unless  the  Board  of  Commissioners  are  clothed 
with  sufficient  power  to  compel  railroads  crossing  highways, 
or  highways  crossing  railroads,  to  be  so  constructed  as  to 
insure  safety,  as  far  as  may  be,  to  those  travelling  over  both. 
In  many  places  in  the  State,  highways  cross  under  railroads 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  compel  railroad  companies  to  construct 
awkwardly  askew  bridges  over  them ;  one  of  these  was  the 
bridge  at  Cole's  Corner,  in  the  town  of  Wells,  on  the  Boston 
&  Maine  Railroad,  where  an  accident  occurred  a  few  years 
ago  which,  in  a  measure,  was  owing  to  this  manner  of  spanning 
the  highway.  Since  said  accident,  an  arrangement  has  been 
made  with  the  town  to  alter  the  course  of  the  highway  so  as 
to  cross  under  the  railroad  at  right  angles  thereto. 

TRAVEL  ON  RAILROADS    IN    PROCESS  OF  CON- 
STRUCTION. 

We  think  the  statute  should  be  so  amended  as  to  require 
an  inspection  by  the  Commissioners  of  all  new  railroads  before 
they  are  opened  to  public  travel.  There  is  now  no  law  to 
prevent  railroad  companies  or  contractors  from  running  pas- 
senger trains  for  public  travel  over  railroads  in  process  of 
construction,  and  while  in  an  unsafe  and  even  dangerous 
condition.

The  Aroostook  River  Railway  is  a  branch  of  the  New  Brunswick 
Railway,  and  extends  from  the  boundary  line  between  the  United 
States  and  the  British  Province  of  New  Brunswick  to  Preeque  Isle, 
in  the  State  of  Maine.  That  portion  of  the  road  between  the  State 
line  and  Caribou  was  projiected  and  built  by  the  citizens  of  Aroostook 
Coanty,  and  soon  after  its  completioir  leased  to  the  New  Brunswick 
Railway  Company,  by  whom  it  has  been  extended  from  Caribou  to 
Presque  Isle.  The  road  was  originally  built  and  operated  with  a 
track  gauge  of  3^  feet,  but  the  rapidly  growing  business  and  devel- 
opment of  the  resources  of  Aroostook  Couuty  demanded  increased 
facilities,  and  the  track  has  been  widened  to  the  standard  gauge, 
thus  securing  the  advantages  of  a  uniform  gauge  with  that  of  the 
general  railroad  system  of  the  country.  The  entire  track  of  the 
New  Brunswick  Railway,  including  the  Aroostook  River  Railway  as 
far  as  Caribou,  has  been  re-laid  with  steel  rails,  and  is  now  in  good 
condition.  Several  of  the  bridges  have,  at  the  suggestion  of  your 
Commissioners,  been  renewed  or  repaired.  Between  Caribou  and 
Presque  Isle  the  rails  are  of  too  light  weight  for  the  service  required 
of  them,  but  we  are  assured  that  the  defect  will  be  remedied  at  an 
early  day,  and  trains  will  be  run  at  a  low  rate  of  speed  until  this  is 
accomplished.  The  road-bed  and  bridges  are  in  good  order.  The 
management  of  the  road  is  progressive  and  liberal  in  its  dealings 
with  the  public,  but  as  the  country  which  this  line  of  railroad  trav- 
erses is  comparatively  new,  time  must  be  given  it  to  fully  develop 
the  value  and  importance  of  its  position.

This  road  continues  in  the  same  condttkm  of  excellence  as 
reported  last  year.  The  rails  and  ties  in  the  track  have  been 
renewed  wherever  it  has  been  fonnd  necessary  to  do  so.  The  road- 
bed is  well  ballasted  and  drained.  The  bridges  are  all  constructed 
<rf  iron  and  of  the  most  approved  pattema.  The  loeatioa  between 
the  fences  is  well  cleared  of  bushes  and  rubbish  of  all  kinds,  pre- 
senting a  very  neat  and  attractive  appearance.  The  station  build- 
ings, for  the  most  part,  are  well  maintained  and  convenient,  and 
several  new  structures  have  been  built  and  others  are  in  process  of 
erection  at  different  points.

Since  the  date  of  onr  last  report  this  road  has  been  extended  and 
completed  from  Blanchard  to  West  Cove,  at  the  foot  of  Moosehead 
Lake,  a  distance  of  14  miles,  making  the  total  length  of  the  road 
from  its  junction  with  the  European  &  North  American  road  at 
Oldtown  to  Moosehead  Lake,  77  miles.  The  opening  of  this  road 
to  Moosehead  Lake  gives  easy  access  to  one  of  the  most  attractive 
and  desirable  summer  resorts  to  be  found  in  Maine,  or,  indeed,  in 
the  whole  country,  and  it  will  undoubtedly  become  a  very  popular 
line  of  travel  for  tourists  and  others  who  are  seeking  for  rest  and 
enjoyment  amidst  the  wild  and  magnificent  scenery  of  Maine,  and 
particularly  in  the  region  about  Moosehead.  In  addition  to  the 
above,  the  lumbering  interests  centering  at  the  lake  must  be  greatly 
benefitted  by  the  opening  of  this  Hue  and  the  increased  facilities  it 
affords  for  the  transportation  of  men  and  supplies  to  the  many 
camps  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lake.  The  road  from  Blanchard  to  the 
lake  is  located  over  a  rough  and  broken  surface,  requiring  sharp 
curves,  heav}*  grades,  and  long,  high  trestle  bridges,  the  last  named 
built  in  a  very  substantial  manner.  Man^'  improvements  and  re- 
pairs have  been  made  on  the  older  division,  between  Oldtown  and 
Blanchard.  The  high,  trestle  bridges  located  between  Guilford  and 
Blanchard  have  been  repaired  and  strengthened,  and  many  new 
rails  and  ties  laid  and  the  track  ballasted,  station  buildings  repaired 
and  painted,  and  the  general  condition  of  the  road  greatl}'  improved. 
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The  rolling  stock  is  in  good  order,  but  some  additions  are  required 
to  accommodate  the  rapidly  increasing  business.

The  Commissioners  are  happy  to  repoit  the  mmiy  and  veiy  great 
improvements  and  additions  made  'dorittg  tlie  pftst  season  on  this 
important  line  of  railroad,  and  we  note  {uuticiilarlytbe  widening  of  the 
road-bed  and  completion  of  the  double  track  ftom  Portland  to  West 
Biddeford,  making  aboat  19  miles  of  continuous  doable-track  load. 
The  filling  of  the  pile  bridges  across  Scarboro'  marshes  has  been 
continued,  and  these  lo^g  and  expensive  structures  have  been 
reduced  to  a  small  firaction  of  their  original  length,  and  the  portions 
of  the  bridges  necessarily  retained  have  been  thoroughly  repaired. 
The  new  double  track  has  been  well  ballasted  and  is  now  in  excel- 
lent running  order.  The  most  marked  and  important  changes  have 
been  made  between  Old  Orchard  and  Biddeford,  where  the  many 
iron  bridges  over  the  streets  of  Saco  and  Biddeford,  and  over  the 
different  channels  of  the  Saco  River,  have,  witli  one  or  two  slight 
exceptions,  been  entirely  removed,  and  heavier,  stroixger  and  better 
iron  structures  substituted  in  their  places.  The  bridges  not  removed 
have  been  thoroughly  strengthened.  The  bridges  removed  varied 
from  60  to  400  feet  or  more  in  length,  and  these  have  been  taken 
down  and  others  raised  in  their  places,  without  accidenf  to  persons 
or  detention  of  trains,  a  record  which  all  who  are  familiar  with  the 
peculiar  location  of  some  of  these  bridges,  and  the  difficulties  to  be 
encountered  amd  overcome,  will  appreciate  and  highly  commend. 
The  road  throughout  its  entire  length  is,  in  all  respects,  in  exodknt 
condition,  and  may  safely  challenge  comparison  with  any  other  road 
in  the  country.     The  rolling  stock  is  in  excellent  order.

This  road  was  chartered  aoder  the  title  of  the  Backsport  and 
Bangor  Railroad,  then  changed  to  Eastern  Maine  Railroad,  and 
leased  to  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  Company,  by  whom  it  is  now 
operated.  It  was  originally  bnilt  for  a  broad  gauge  road,  5  feet  6 
inches,  then  changed  to  a  gauge  of  8  feet,  and  again  widened  to  the 
standard  gauge  of  4  feet  8  1-2  inches.  Since  it  came  under  the 
management  of  the  Maine  Central  Company,  the  small  bridges  be- 
tween Brewer  and  Bucksport  have  been  renewed,  and  an  iron  plate 
girder  bridge  placed  over  the  crossing  of  the  European  &  North 
American  Railway,  at  Bangor.  The  road  has  never  been  properly 
ballasted,  as  there  is  very  little  material  found  along  the  line  suitable 
for  that  purpose.  The  road  is  in  safe  condition  for  the  passage  of 
trains,  but  some  of  the  embankments  should  be  widened,  and  many 
new  ties  placed  in  the  track.  The  bridge  over  the  Penobscot  River 
at  Bangor  is  in  very  good  order.

As  stated  in  former  reports,  the  European  &  North  American 
Railway  is  leased  to  and  operated  by  the  Maine  Central  Company. 
The  work  of  improvement  still  continues,  and  good  progress  has 
been  made  toward  raising  the  condition  of  this  road  to  the  standard 
of  other  portions  of  the  main  lines  of  the  Maine  Central.  The 
great  freshet  of  last  spring  threatened  serious  disaster  to  some  por- 
tions of  the  road,  particularly  at  the  long  bridge  at  Orono,  and  a( 
other  points  between  Mattawamkeag  and  Vanceboro,  but  the  prompt 
and  decisive  action  of  the  officers,  seconded  by  the  employes,  proved 
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eqaal  to  the  emergency,  and  no  serioas  detention  of  trains  or  great 
damage  to  the  road  occurred.  The  abutment  and  one  pier  of  the 
bridge  at  Orono  was  partially*  washed  put,  but  these  have  been 
re-built  in  a  more  permanent  manner,  and  the  bridge  is  now  in  better 
oondition  than  before  the  Areshet,  and  is  entirely  secure  from  injury 
by  freshets  in  the  future.  Some  of  the  enbankments  between  Mat- 
tawamkeag  and  Danforth,  were  overflowed  and  washed  by  the 
unprecedented  rise  of  water,  but  these  have  been  widened  and 
raised,  and  are  now  safe  from  any  rise  of  water  in  the  future.  The 
road-bed  has  been  widened  and  well  drained  in  many  places.  The 
track  has  been  ballasted,  and  the  bridges  and  station  buildings  along 
the  line  put  in  good  condition.  All  the  iron  rails  have  been  removed 
from  the  track,  and  steel  rails  substituted,  and  the  entire  road  is  in 
all  respects  in  good  order.

We  again  take  pleasure  in  commending  the  officers  of  this  com- 
pany for  their  continued  efforts  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  road, 
and  the  success  attending  their  efforts.  During  the  past  year,  800 
tons  of  new  steel  rails,  and  7,000  new  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track, 
and  13}  miles  of  track  lifted  and  ballasted.  About  11|  miles  of  the 
track  is  now  laid  with  steel  rails,  and  much  attention  has  been  given 
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to  ditching  and  draining  the  road-bed.  New  side  tracks  have  been 
built  at  Wiscasset,  Sooth  New  Castle,  and  Winslow's  Mills,  to  better 
accommodate  the  increasing  business  at  these  points.  Turn-tables 
have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  20  culverts  re-built  or  i*epaired. 
TJie  depot  buildings  at  New  Castle  and  Waldoboro'  have  been  painted 
and  a  new  depot  has  been  built  at  Nobleboix)',  and  others  along  the 
line  enlarged  and  repaired.  Extensive  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  platforms  at  different  points  on  the  line.  About  4|  miles  of 
wire  fence  has  been  built  and  the  board  fences  repaired.  Many  of 
the  bridges  have  been  strengthened  and  put  in  good  condition,  among 
which  are  the  Dyke,  Ncguasset  and  Monsweag  bridges  between 
Bath  and  Wiscasset,  Sheepscot,  Nichols  River  and  Wright's  bridges 
between  Wiscasset  and  Damariscotta,  Muscongas  Bay,  Winslow  s 
Mills,  and  Sidenspark's  bridges  between  Damariscotta  and  Thomas- 
ton  repaired,  and  the  overhead  bridge  at  Thomaston  almost  entirely 
re-built.  We  notice  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  a  recom- 
mendation looking  to  the  extension  of  this  road  from  its  present 
terminus  at  Rockland,  to  a  point  near  the  business  center  of  the 
city.

It  was  staled,  in  our  report  for  1883,  that  the  Portland  <&  Oldens- 
burg  Railroad,  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  had  been  greatly  Im- 
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proved  in  its  road-bed,  bridges,  track,  and  other  material  points, 
and,  at  the  time  of  oar  examination,  this  appeared  to  be  the  fact. 
Two  new  bridges  had  been  built,  and  one  long  bridge  entirely  re- 
moved, and  a  stone  arch  and  solid  embankment  substituted  in  its 
place.  The  road-bed  had  been  improved,  by  reducing  several  grade 
summits  and  raising  embankments.  Five  hundred  tons  of  new  steel 
rails  and  over  45,000  ties  had  been  laid  in  the  track,  and  the  whole 
road  presented  a  much  better  appearance  than  it  had  for  several 
years  before.  During  the  severe  weather  of  -last  winter,  the  disin- 
tegration of  the  iron  rails  commenced  and  continued  until  it  became 
almost  phenomenal  in  its  character,  and  it  was  found  that  the  track 
was  rapidly  becoming  unsafe  for  the  passage  of  trains.  As  the 
Company  was  not  in  a  condition  financially  to  purchase  steel  to  relay 
the  track,  application  was  made  for  the  appointment  of  a  Receiver, 
who  should  have  power  to  raise  funds  and.make  the  necessary  re- 
pairs and  replenishments.  General  S.  J.  Anderson,  President,  was 
appointed  to  the  Receivership,  and  during  the  past  summer  the  trade 
has  been  re-laid  with  steel  rails  throughout  its  entire  length,  and  new 
ties  have  been  put  into  the  track,  wherever  it  was  found  necessary 
to  remove  the  old  ones.  The  filling  of  the  pile  bridge  at  Shepherd's 
River  has  beeu  completed,  and  substantial  stone  abutments  for  a 
truss  bridge  built  at  the  crossing  of  the  stream.  The  pile  bridges 
over  the  Presuuipscot  River  have  been  temporarily  strengthened,  and 
will  be  re-built  the  coming  summer.  The  water-ways  at  Stroud- 
water  have  been  repaired,  and  are  now  in  a  safe  condition.  Two 
new  locomotives  have  been  added  to  the  rolling  stock,  notwithstand- 
ing the  difficulties  under  which  the  Company  has  labored.  The  trains 
have  run  regularly  and  safely.

Our  examination  of  this  road  during  the  past  season,  shows  a 
greatly  improved  condition  of  the  ix>ad-bed  and  track.  The  filling 
of  the  pile  bridge,  near  Deering's  bridge,  has  been  completed  and  a 
solid  embankment  has  taken  the  place  of  a  nearly  worn-out  wooden 
structure.  The  old  truss  bridge,  at  Lewis  Brook,  of  57  feet  span, 
has  been  removed,  and  a  good  hard  pine  bridge  erected  in  its  place. 
The  over-head  bridge,  at  Shaws  Ridge,  has  been  re-built,  with  stone 
abutments,  and  two  other  road  bridges  full}'  repaired.  The  side 
tracks  along  the  line  have  been  greatly  improved  by  re-laying  them 
with  the  old  iron  taken  from  the  main  track.  Twelve  miles  of  new 
steel  rails  and  9,000  cedar  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track,  and  a 
large  amount  of  ballast  put  under  the  track.  Five  thousand  five 
hundred  feet  of  new  side-track  have  been  laid  at  different  points  along 
the  road.  At  Gorham,  a  new  tank  house  has  been  built  and  the 
platform  at  the  station  extended.  The  station  building  at  Center 
Waterl)oro*  has  been  moved  back  from  the  track  and  placed  upon  a 
new  foundation  ;  a  new  platform,  237  feet  in  length,  has  been  built 
and  the  grounds  about  the  station  graded.  At  Portland,  a  coal  shed 
and  derrick  have  been  built,  and  a  new  iron  turn-table  at  Rochester. 
With  one  exception,  the  motive  power  of  the  road  is  in  goo<l  order, 
but  the  business  requires  additional  engines  and  several  new  passen- 
ger and  freight  cars.  Several  of  the  small  truss  bridges  between 
Alfred  and  East  Rochester  must  be  re-built  very  soon,  and  we  hope 
that  arrangements  will  be  made  to  do  so  the  coming  season.  The 
entire  road  presents  a  greatly  improved  appearance,  as  compared 
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with  its  condition  in  former  years.  All  bat  abont  three  miles  of  the 
old  iron  rails  in  this  State,  have  been  taken  out  of  the  ti*ack  and 
steel  rails  substituted.  The  track  is,  for  the  most  part,  well  tied  and 
ballasted,  and  the  station  buildings  in  good  order.  The  mai^nal 
way  has  been  repaired  and  a  portion  of  the  pile  bridging  filled  with 
earth  and  stone.  The  trains  have  been  run  without  accident  or  de- 
tention.

Yoar  Commissioners  are  glad  to  report  that  this  road,  after  a  long 
struggle  with  adverse  influences,  has  emerged  from  its  difficulties, 
and  is  now  in  a  proeperoos  condition,  with  good  business  prospects 
in  the  fhture.  The  Company  has  made  every  reasonable  effort  to 
improve  the  road,  and  have  succeeded  in  doing  so  in  a  very  marked 
degree.  Since  the  date  of  our  last  report,  630  tons  of  new  steel 
rails  and  10,000  ties,  have  been  laid,  and  other  improvements  made 
in  the  entire  track.  A  large  amount  of  ballast  has  been  placed 
upon  the  road-bed  at  different  points  along  the  line,  and  several 
stone  culverts  built  and  embankments  made  over  them  in  place  of 
perishable  wooden  trestles.  The  high  trestle  bridge  near  the  Canton 
Steam  Mill,  and  the  Bartlett  trestle  in  Minot,  have  both  been  filled 
with  earth.  The  road-bed  between  Canton  and  Hartford,  has  been 
widened  and  properly  ditched.  All  the  trestle  and  pile  bridges  have 
been  repaired  and  strengthened,  and  in  some  instances  shortened  by 
filling  with  rock  and  earth.  Substantial  stone  abutments  have 
been  built  at  the  stream  in  Sumner,  and  a  new  lattice  bridge  is  now 
being  placed  upon  them.  The  station  buildings  have  all  been  re- 
paired and  painted.  The  rolling  stock  is  in  excellent  condition,  and 
the  trains  have  been  run  without  accident  or  detention.  L.  L.  Lin- 
coln, a  gentleman  of  long  experience  in  railroad  management,  is 
Superintendent  of  this  line.

April  30.  W.  H.  Googins,  employe,  caught  his  coat  on  a  hand 
car  crank  and  was  thrown  off  from  car  and  killed. 

June  23.  G.  H.  Dcelle,  employe,  attemped  to  get  on  an  engine, 
at  Portland,  but  fell  under  the  wheels  and  had  his  ankle  crushed. 

August  12.  George  Earl  was  found  dead  on  the  track  near  Port- 
land station. 

August  19.  Paolis  Tooli,  a  passenger,  jumped  from  a  train,  as 
it  was  approaching  Old  Orchard,  fell,  and  had  his  foot  crushed  by  the 
car  wheels. 

August  18.  A  boy  named  Miller,  a  passenger,  jumped  from  a 
train  near  Arundel,  and  broke  his  arm. 

August  21.  An  old  lady  named  Brown,  in  getting  off  a  train  at 
Camp  Ground,  Old  Orchard,  fell,  and  broke  one  of  her  ribs. 

September  20.  Charles  Hill  attemped  to  get  on  a  freight  train, 
at  Wells,  but  fell  under  the  train  and  was  killed. 

KNOX  &  LINCOLN. 

Mr.  L.  E.  Shaw,  a  brakeman  on  freight  train,  slipped  from  a  car 
in  Rockland  yard,  and  his  leg  was  broken.  No  blame  is  attached 
to  the  company. 

MAINE  CENTRAL. 

October  13,  1883.  Moses  Wells,  an  aged  and  deaf  man,  while 
walking  on  track  at  Augusta,  was  struck  and  run  over  by  car.  He 
lived  30  minutes.     Coroner  deemed  an  inquest  unnecessary. 

October  22.  Charles  Geary,  22  years  of  age,  residing  on  Mount- 
fort  street,  Portland,  was  run  over  by  Train  No.  12,  at  Woodford's, 
and  instantly  killed.  He  qrawled  under  the  train  before  it  started. 
Coroner  decided  that  it  was  a  case  of  suicide  and  did  not  hold 
inquest. 

March  6,  1884.  Train  No.  101  left  the  track  at  South  Orrington. 
Baggage  and  combination  cars  rolled  down  the  bank  and  were 
wrecked.     Three  trainmen  slightl}'  injured  and  three  passengers 
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considerably  shaken  up,  but  not  seriously  hurt  Accident  caused 
by  track  spreading. 

March  22.  Charles  Packard,  aged  17,  while  trying  to  get  on  to 
Train  No.  35,  at  Skowhegan,  fell  under  the  car  and  was  injured  so 
that  his  leg  had  to  be  amputated. 

March  28.  A.  N.  Dudley  of  Boston,  a  travelling  salesman, 
attempted  to  get  on  to  Train  No.  1,  at  Main  street,  Richmond,  while 
it  was  in  motion,  fell  under  rear  car  and  wheels  ran  over  his  leg  below 
the  knee ;  leg  had  to  amputated. 

April  7.  Collision  between  Train  No.  11  and  special  freight,  at 
Farmingdale.  Three  passengers  slightly  injured.  Collision  caused 
by  brake  on  saloon  car  of  special  giving  out. 

April  20.  Body  of  unknown  colored  man  found  on  or  near  track 
at  Oakland.  Supposed  to  have  been  run  over  and  killed  by  Train 
No.  35 ;  was  probably  stealing  a  ride  and  fell  off.  Coroner's  jury 
said  was  killed  ^^  by  mischance  or  accident." 

April  25.  Thomas  Murray  of  Gorham,  Maine,  employed  as 
shifter  in  Portland  yard,  caught  his  foot  in  a  guard  rail  and  was  run 
over  by  cars,  taking  off  left  leg  below  the  knee  and  left  arm  above 
the  elbow.     He  died  same  day. 

May  18.  *WiUiam  Foster,  laborer  on  working  train,  while  at- 
tempting to  couple  two  passengers  cars,  at  Old  town,  was  caugh:^ 
between  the  cars  and  crushed  to  death. 

May  31.  G.  Meserve  of  Richmoud,  age  14,  fell  or  jumped  from 
baggage  car  of  Train  No.  1 ,  at  White's  Siding,  and  was  quite  badly 
injured. 

June  3.  O.  B.  Strout  of  Durham  attempted  to  walk  across  track 
in  front  of  Train  55,  at  Lisbon  Falls,  was  struck  by  engine  and 
kUled. 

June  3.  £.1.  Russell,  brakeman  on  Train  89,  while  attempting 
to  get  from  tender  to  a  flat  car  while  train  was  in  motion,  one  mile 
sooth  of  Thomdike,  fell  between  them  and  was  killed. 

June  17.  Henry  Benner  of  Hallowell,  while  crossing  track  in 
team  at  MUliken's  Crossing,  was  struck  by  Train  No.  1 1  and  instantly 
killed. 

July  29.  Mrs.  Allen  of  Yarmouth  was  found  near  track  at 
Danville  with  broken  hip ;  it  is  supposed  that  she  tried  to  gel  on 
some  train.  She  was  taken  to  Maine  General  Hospital,  where  she 
died  next  day. 
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August  7.  An  nnknown  colored  man,  who  was  lying  on  track 
near  South  Winn,  was  run  over  by  Train  No.  71  and  killed.  He 
probably  fell  asleep  on  the  track. 

September  5.  A  boy  named  Shea,  had  foot  cut  off  while  attempting 
to  get  on  to  Train  102,  at  Penobscot  Switch,  after  it  had  started. 

September  11.  John  Patten  of  Hermon,  an  insane  person  who 
had  escaped  f^om  asylum  at  Augusta,  laid  his  head  on  track  at  Farm- 
ingdale,  as  Train  102  was  approaching,  and  was  instantly  killed. 

September  10.  J.  M.  Crathy,  brakeman  on  Train  21,  was  struck 
by  overhead  bridge  near  Waterville,  and  seriously  hurt. 

PORTLAND  &  ROCHESTER  RAILROAD. 

October  5,  1888.  Frank  Potter,  section  man,  while  shackling 
cars  to  be  moved  by  hand  on  marginal- way  bridge,  had  thumb  broken 
and  hand  injured. 

December  14.  Charles  A.  Hayes,  Lebanon,  while  crossing  the 
track  at  East  Lebanon,  was  struck  by  the  engine  and  killed. 

PORTLAND  &  OGDENSBURG  RAILROAD. 

January  22,  1884.  Miss  Pearl,  of  Portland,  while  walking  on  the 
track  near  South  Windham,  was  struck  by  a  freight  train  and  thrown 
down  the  embankment,  slightly  injuring  her  about  the  back. 

September  19.  Thomas  Reddy  of  Portland  was  killed  while 
walking  on  the  track  near  the  Portland  station,  by  a  passenger  train 
which  was  backing  into  the  station.

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Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Railroad 

Commissioners  of  Maine. 

(Adopted  Janaarj  1,  1884.) 

Ist.  The  Board  of  Commissioners  will  make  at  least  two  official 
examinations,  in  each  year,  of  the  tracks,  rolling-stock,  bridges, 
viaducts  and  calverts  of  all  railroads  within  the  limits  of  the  State ; 
and  corporations  operating  any  of  said  roads  will  be  expected,  after 
notice,  by  the  Board,  of  such  intended  examination,  to  furnish  a 
special  train  for  such  purpose.' 

2d.  Applications  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  for  the 
performance  of  any  official  act  or  duty  must  be  in  writing,  and 
signed  by  the  person  or  persons  making  such  application  and,  if  a 
corporation,  by  its  authorized  agent  or  attorney. 

3d.  Petitions  for  approval  of  articles  of  association,  when  organ- 
izing railroad  corporations  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  shall 
be  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  setting  forth, 
briefly,  the  formation  of  such  association,  its  name,  gauge,  and  pro- 
posed route,  and  asking  for  an  approval  of  same ;  which  shall  be 
signed  by  one  or  more  of  the  directors.  Said  articles  of  association 
shall  be  annexed  to,  and  accompany  said  petition.  Upon  the  recep- 
tion of  such  petition,  notice  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Commissioners, 
and  a  hearing  appointed  and  held  at  some  convenient  place  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  proposed  road. 

4lh.  On  the  presentation  of  petitions  for  approval  of  location, 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  appoint  a  day  for  a  hearing  thereon, 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  road,  and  shall  order  the  petitioners, 
in  writing,  to  give  notice  thereof  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  may 
deem  reasonable,  such  notice  to  be  not  less  than  seven  days  before 
said  hearing. 

5th.  In  all  hearings  before  the  Board,  the  petitioners  shall  be 
entitled  to  open  and  close. 

6th.  The  fees  and  compensation  of  the  Commissioners,  in  all 
hearings  on  petitions,  except  where  otherwise  provided  by  law,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  petitioners  at  the  close  of  such  hearings,  and  before 
any  decision  is  rendered  thereon.

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Decision  of  the    Board  in  Case  of   Franklin  &  Somerset 

Railroad. 

The  statute  of  this  State  provides  that  ^'  if  the  Board  of  Rail- 
road Commissioners,  after  hearing  the  petition,  shall  approve  the 
proposed  location,  and  find  that  the  public  convenience  requires  the 
construction  of  said  road,  the  corporation  may  proceed  with  the 
constroction  of  their  road." 

It  has  been  long  held  that  railroads  for  the  conveyance  of  per- 
sons and  property  are  a  public  use  for  which  private  property  may 
be  taken,  and  that  the  rights  of  the  few  must  be  subservient  to  that 
of  the  many ;  heretofore,  the  Legislature  has  been  entrusted  with 
the  power  to  determine  when  the  right  of  eminent  domain  should  be 
exercised  for  such  purpose.  Whether  or  not  the  Legislature  had 
the  power  to  delegate  this  authority  upon  a  board  of  three  persons, 
and  if  they  had,  whether  or  not  it  was  wise  to  do  so,  is  not  for  us  to 
determine ;  but  in  exercising  that  authority  which  has  been  conferred 
on  us,  we  cannot  but  feel  that  we  must  do  so  with  great  care  and 
caution,  and  that  we  should  be  fully  satisfied,  before  we  confer  the 
power  upon  a  railroad  corporation  to  take  private  property'  for  rail- 
road purposes,  that  the  public  convenience  and  exigencies  really  do 
require  it  to  be  done.  The  public  in  every  town  in  the  State  would 
nndoiibtedly  be  better  accommodated  by  having  a  railroad  run 
through  their  town  ;  but  that  simple  fact  is  not  sufficient  to  warrant 
the  expenditure  of  lai^e  sums  of  money  such  as  would  be  necessary 
to  construct  a  railroad,  unless  the  public  demand  would  warrant  it. 
That  is,  that  the  amount  of  travel  over  the  contemplated  road,  and 
the  amount  of  freight  to  be  transported  was,  or  would  be,  of  such 
magnitude  as  would  reasonably  make  such  road  a  necessity. 

With  these  principles  in  view,  would  the  road  under  consideration 
be  of  such  a  character?  Would  the  amount  of  travel  and  freight 
to  be  transported  over  the  contemplated  Franklin  &  Somerset  Rail- 
road be  sufficient  to  warrant  the  expenditure  of  $156,000,  the  amount 
estimated  by  the  engineer  ? 

This  road  is  laid  out  through  the  towns  of  New  Vineyard  and 
New  Portland ;  the  total  valuation  of  these  towns  is  now  $669,117, 
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the  number  of  polls,  614 ;  with  this  amount  of  wealth  and  number 
of  polls  in  these  two  towns,  does  the  public  convenience  require  the 
expenditure  of  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  $156,000,  when  the 
wealth  of  both  towns  on  the  line  of  the  road  is  only  9669,117,  and 
a  population  that  cannot  much  exceed  3000. 

It  may  be  said  that  the  road  would  not  wholly  depend  upon  the 
wealth  or  population  of  these  two  towns  for  its  support ;  that  is  true, 
but  neither  can  it  expect  support  from  all  the  population  and  wealth 
of  these  ver}*  towns.  Much  of  such  wealth  would  contribute  noth- 
ing to  a  railroad.  Neither  can  it  reasonably  expect  much  support 
outside  of  the  towns  named. 

The  route  is  in  the  general  direction  of  a  standard  gauge  railroad 
now  existing,  having  its  terminus  within  six  or  eight  miles  of  said 
road,  therefore  it  will  be  seen  that  it  is  not  intended  to  open  a  new 
country  to  railroad  facilities,  but  to  compete  with  another  railroad 
to  a  certain  extent,  and  would,  more  or  less,  be  obliged  to  enter  iuto 
competition  for  the  business  of  that  locality. 

Again,  we  cannot  ignore  the  fact  that  certain  parties,  interested 
in  the  Somerset  Railroad,  are  now  asking  the  right  to  build  a  rail- 
road from  North  Anson  to  North  New  Portland,  the  terminus  of 
this  road  under  consideration. 

It  seems  to  be  clear  that  if  both  roads  should  be  built  it  could  re- 
sult in  nothing  less  than  bankruptcy  to  both.  It  has  been  said,  in 
argument  by  counsel,  that  ^'  if  these  petitioners  are  willing  to  p\U 
their  money  in  and  build  this  road^  they  ought  not  to  he  prevented  in 
80  doing.  That  would  be  so  if  no  other  parties'  rights  were  affected 
thereby.  If  these  petitioners  could  obtain  the  right  of  way  by  gift  or 
purchase^  there  would  be  no  need  to  call  upon  the  Conimisaioners  to 
approve  their  location.  They  could  build  without  it,"  An  approval 
of  location  would  permit  them  to  take  land  for  their  road  by  paying 
a  reasonable  compensation,  whether  the  owner  was  willing  to  part 
with  his  land  or  not. 

It  also  would  permit  them  to  cross  public  highways,  thereby 
affecting  the  rights  of  the  public  now  existing.  We  think  that  the 
language  of  the  statute,  ^''public  convenience^'*  has  a  broader  mean- 
ing than  merely  that  more  or  less  individuals  in  a  certain  locality 
would  be  better  accommodated  b}'  having  a  railroad  run  near  their 
dwellings  or  places  of  business,  and  that  the  Legislature  intended, 
by  the  use  of  these  words,  that  the  Board  of  Commissioners  must 
be  satisfied  that  the  public  wants  and  exigencies  require  its  con- 
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fitractioD,  not  only  in  the  particular  locality,  bat  in  the  general  sense 
of  the  word  *'*'  pablic,"  meaning  all  who  may  have  a  direct  or  remote 
interest. 

While  we  would  be  pleased  to  lend  our  aid  to  these  petitioners, 
and  all  who  are  honestly  endeavoring  to  develop  the  resources  of 
our  State  by  the  construction  of  railroads  where  none  now  exist, 
we  do  not  l)elieve  that  public  convenience  or  necessity  requires  the 
construction  of  the  road  prayed  for  by  these  petitioners,  and  our 
finding  and  order  must  be  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be 
denied,  at  least  for  the  present. 

Ciix'umstances  may  lead  us,  hereafter,  to  view  the  case  differently, 

but  as  now  presented,  for  the  reasons  heretofore  given,  we  cannot 

approve  the  location.

At  the  request  of  the  officers  of  the  Franklin  &  Somerset  Rail- 
road Company,  and  others  interested  in  said  enterprise,  the  Com- 
missioners, at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  at  Strong,  in  the  county 
of  Franklin,  on  the  third  day  of  April,  1884,  granted  to  said  cor- 
poration a  re-hearing  on  their  petition  for  approval  of  location, 
which  was  then  and  there  held,  and  after  said  hearing,  announced 
the  following  decision  thereon  : 

Franklin  &  Somerset  Railroad.  We,  the  undersigned,  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners,  having,  at  the  request  of  the  officers  of 
said  corporation,  and  others  interested  in  the  construction  of  the 
above-named  road,  marie  a  personal  examination  of  the  proposed 
route,  and  gave  a  re-hearing  to  the  petitioners  for  approval  of  loca- 
tion of  the  same,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  at  Strong,  in  the 
county  of  Franklin,  on  the  third  day  of  April,  1884.  And,  having 
carefully  considered  all  the  additional  facts  adduced  in  evidence  at 
said  hearing,  relating  to  said  route,  find  no  sufficient  reason  for  chang- 
ing or  reversing  our  former  decision,  announced  February  8,  1884. 

While  we  s^'mpathize  with  the  petitioners  in  their  desire  for  rail- 
road accommodations,  we  are  satisfied  that  construction  of  the  pro- 
posed road  to  North  New  Portland  would  be  an  infringement  upon 
the  natural  and  acquired  rights  of  the  Somerset  Railroad  Company. 
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We  believe  that  if  the  business  of  that  locality  will  warrant  the 
oonstrnction  of  any  railroad  therein,  it  should  be  an  extension  of 
said  Somerset  Railroad,  or  one  to  connect  therewith.

Decision  in  Case  of  Mt.  Desert  Railway. 

The  petitioners,  a  railroad  corporation,  organized  under  the  gen- 
eral railroad  law,  ask  for  approval  of  the  location  of  their  road, 
which,  as  appears  from  a  map  of  the  proposed  route,  submitted,  is 
to  be  constructed  from  a  point  at  or  near  the  steamboat  wharf,  in 
the  village  of  Bar  Harbor,  in  the  town  of  Eden,  along  or  near  the 
shore  through  the  village ;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction  to  the  base 
of  Green  Mountain,  in  said  town,  there  to  connect  with  the  Green 
Mountain  Railroad,  a  road  recently  constructed  from  the  base  of 
said  mountain  to  the  summit,  a  distance  of  about  one  mile. 

The  statute  provides  that — ''if  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners, after  hearing  the  petition,  shall  approve  the  proposed  loca- 
tion, and  finds  that  the  public  convenience  requires  the  construction 
of  such  road,  the  corporation  ma}^  proceed  with  the  construction  of 
their  road." 

The  petitioners  claim,  as  appears  from  the  testimony  adduced  at 
the  hearing,  that  the  attractions  of  Green  Mountain  are  such  as  to 
lead  many  thousands  ot  people  to  visit  it  during  the  summer  months, 
annually  ;  that  since  the  facilities  were  afforded  by  the  Green  Moun- 
tain Railroad,  in  making  the  ascent,  the  number  of  visitors  has 
largely  increased  ;  and  that  the}'  have  experienced  many  difficulties 
in  transporting  those  who  desire  to  visit  the  mountain,  from  the  vil- 
lage of  Bar  Harbor  to  their  railroad  now  existing. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  large  number  of  residents  and  non-residents 
of  the  town  of  Eden,  and  others  interested,  have  presented  remon- 
strances, in  which,  among  other  things,  they  claim  that  *'  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  a  railroad  in  the  streets  and  on  the  shore 
in  the  village  of  Bar  Harbor,  as  proposed,  would  be  objectionable

ill  Ihe  highest  degree  to  Tisitors  and  residents;  that  it  would 
flMteriallj  check  the  growth  of  the  place  and  be  the  means  of 
gfeatlj  injuring  it  as  a  summer  resort ;  and  that  it  would  destroy 
in  effect  the  value  of  the  residences  now  there,  and  put  an  end  to 
the  sale  of  shore  lands  for  such  purposes."  Also  that  the  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  a  raUroad  as  proposed,  would  endanger,  in 
dry  seasons,  the  woods  growing  upon  the  island,  which,  as  they  say, 
are  now  a  source  of  attraction,  ete.  These  allegations  also  hare 
been  supported  with  more  or  less  testimony,  it  being  in  a  great  de- 
gree speculative,  as  from  the  nature  of  the  case  it  could  not  be 
otherwise. 

We  shall  first  consider  the  requirements  of  the  statote  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  public  convenience  requires  the  construction  of 
the  proposed  road.  Does  the  public  convenienctj  or,  to  use  the  lan- 
guage of  the  constitution,  do  the  public  exigencies  require  it  to  be 
constructed  ?  The  evidence  adduced  at  the  hearing  tended  to  show 
that  the  island  of  Mt.  Desert  is  a  place  to  which  many  thousands  of 
people  resort  during  the  summer  months,  from  all  parts  of  the  Union 
as  well  as  the  inhabitants  of  this  State,  to  a  great  extent ;  that  railroads 
have  been  extended,  and  lines  of  steamlK>ats  established  to  convey 
to  and  from  that  place  the  many  thousands  who  annually  go  there. 
Among  the  many  attractions  on  said  island,  is  the  range  of  moun- 
tains, the  highest  of  which  is  Green  Mountain,  upon  which  a  hotel 
has  been  built,  and  a  railroad  constructed  from  its  base  to  its  sum- 
mit; that  on  said  road  four  thousand  people  have  ascended  the 
mountain  the  past  season. 

This  railroad  on  the  mountain  was  deemed  a  public  convenience^ 
within  the  meaning  of  the  statute,  by  this  Board,  at  the  time  of  its 
construction,  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  ascent.  Large  sums  of 
money  have  been  expended  in  its  construction  and  equipment. 
The  amount  of  travel  upon  it,  during  the  past  season,  fully  sustains 
the  theory  that  it  is  a  public  convenience.  Would  the  contemplated 
narrow  gauge  railroad  from  Bar  Harbor  village  to  connect  with  this 
road  on  the  mountain  be  a  public  convenience  J  Do  the  public  exi- 
gencies require  its  construction  ;  or  do  they  require  that  these  four 
thousand  or  more  people  who  may  desire  to  visit  the  summit  of  that 
mountain  and  view  the  scenery  there  presented  shall  be  obliged  to 
walk,  or  avail  themselves  of  the  means  heretofore  provided  in  that 
locality  to  reach  the  Green  Mountain  Railroad,  simply  because  the 
sonnd  of  a  locomotive's  whistle  might  grate  harshly  upon  the  ears 
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of  some  ODe  in  retirement,  or  lest  a  spark  ftom  said  looomotiye 
might  cause  a  fire  in  the  woods  in  some  dry  season  and  de8tax>y  the 
same  to  some  extent.  Nature  has  given  Mt.  Desert  Island  some 
of  the  grandest  scenery  on  the  globe.  It  was  placed  here  not  for 
the  eye  of  the  rich  alone,  but  for  that  of  the  poor  as  well ;  not  for 
the  few,  but  for  the  public ;  for  those  who  stay  but  a  day,  as  well 
as  for  those  who  stay  months  and  years;  and  for  the  purpose  of 
viewing  it  they  may  avail  themselves  of  the  more  modem  means  of 
travel,  whether  the  object  be  business  or  pleasure.  And  we  think 
railroads  may  be  lawfully  constructed  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
public  in  this  respect ;  and  that  the  right  of  eminent  domain  may 
be  exercised  for  such  purpose. 

It  is  now  the  settled  doctrine  throughout  the  several  States,  that 
the  business  and  purposes  of  railroads,  canals,  public  highways, 
turnpikes,  bridges,  and  other  such  means  for  travel,  are  a  public  use 
within  the  meaning  of  the  constitution  ;  and  that  it  is  a  public  use 
though  the  pleasure  of  the  public  is  chiefly  concerned.  [Matter  of 
Central  Park  63  Barb.  282. ;  In  re  Mt.  Washington  R.  R.  35  N.  H. 
134.] 

The  Legislature  of  this  State  has  seen  fit  to  delegate  to  us,  as  a 
Board,  the  power  to  determine,  in  cases  of  this  kind,  whether  or 
not  the  public  convenience  and  exigencies  require  the  construction 
of  such  railroads.  We  must  therefore  decide  such  questions  from 
what  light  we  have  before  us,  and  having  carefully  considered  all 
the  evidence  introduced  by  the  petitioners  and  the  remonstrants, 
and  the  arguments  of  counsel,  we  arc  satisfied,  and  our  finding  is, 
that  the  public  convenience  and  exigencies  require  such  a  railroad 
as  the  petitioners  propose  to  construct,  from  some  point  at  or  near 
the  village  of  Bar  Harbor,  in  said  town  of  Eden,  to  the  proposed 
terminus  at  the  base  of  Green  Mountain  in  said  town. 

But  we  think  the  objection  of  the  remonstrants  to  the  construc- 
tion of  such  road  along  the  shore  through  said  village  of  Bar  Harbor 
is  well  founded.  While  it  would  undoubtedl}'  be  convenient  for  this 
corporation  to  have  their  road  constructed  to  a  point  to  connect  with 
steamboats  running  to  and  from  that  place,  we  do  not  think  the  public 
exigencies  demand  it,  but  rather  demand  that  it  should  not  be  so 
constructed.  Bar  Harbor  Village  is  not  a  commercial  center,  but  a 
place  of  summer  resort,  the  home  of  the  public  (for  the  time  being) 
who  resort  there,  and  they  have  an  interest  in  it  as  such,  with  all  its 
varied  attractions,  which  ought  not  needlessly  to  be  broken  in  upon  and 
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destroyed,  or  greatly  injured,  as  it  undoubtedly  would  by  running 
a  railroad  along  the  shore  front  through  the  village.  We  are  also 
coDvinced  that  the  construction  and  operation  of  such  road  through 
tliat  village  as  proposed,  would,  in  effect,  as  claimed  by  the  remon- 
strants, destro}'  the  value  of  residences  and  real  estate  in  that  local- 
ity and  of  estates  in  its  immediate  vicinity.  We  therefore  do  not 
approve  of  so  much  of  the  location  of  said  road  as  now  surveyed 
through  the  village  of  Bar  Harbor,  and  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners 
in  that  respect  must  be  denied.

Portland  &  Rochester  Railroad  vs.   Portland  &  Ogdens- 

burg  Railroad. 

In  matter  of  claim  of  the  Portland  and  Rochester  Railroad  vs. 
the  Portland  and  Ogdensburg  Railroad,  referred  to  us  the  undersigned 
Railroad  Commissioner,  by  agreement  of  parties,  we  find  the  facts 
to  be  substantially  as  follows : 

That  on  the  19th  day  of  August,  1888,  at  the  crossing  of  said  rail- 
roads at  Cumberland  Mills,  an  accident  occurred  by  which  one  of 
the  freight  cars  of  the  Portland  and  Rochester  Railroad  was  more  or 
less  damaged,  by  reason  of  being  run  into  bv  a  train  of  freight  cars 
on  a  side  track  of  the  Portland  and  Ogdensburg  Railroad,  which, 
parallel  with  the  main  line,  there  crosses  the  Portland  and  Rochester 
road. 

That  at  said  crossing  there  is  a  station  used  by  both  corporations  and 
one  set  of  signals ;  that  the  person  in  charge  of  said  station  and 
signals  was,  at  the  time,  in  the  employ  and  paid  for  his  services  by 
both  corporations  equally. 

That,  at  or  near  the  time  of  said  accident,  on  said  day,  a  freight 
train  on  the  Portland  and  Ogdensburg,  from  Portland  going  west, 
arrived  at  or  near  said  crossing,  and,  after  stopping  as  required  by 
law,  received  from  the  person  in  charge,  the  signal  to  cross  the  track 
of  the  Portland  and  Rochester  Road  ;  but  before  crossing  as  afore- 
said, a  number  of  cars  were  unshackled  from  said  train  and  left  to 
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run  into  a  tidiDg  and  down  toward  said  crossing,  in  charge  of  one  or 
more  brakemen ;  that  tlie  engine  and  tlie  forward  portion  of  said  train 
immediately  ran  over  said  crossing,  but  before  the  motion  of  the 
detached  portion  of  the  train  was  arrested,  a  train  consisting  of 
flreight  and  passenger  cars  on  the  Portland  and  Rochester  Road  had 
arrived  near  said  crossing,  on  its  way  to  Portland,  and,  after  stop- 
ping as  required  by  law,  received  from  the  person  in  charge  a  signal 
to  cross,  and  thereupon  ran  up  to  said  station  and  again  stopped  with 
the  engine  and  one  freight  car  on  said  crossing ;  that  immediately 
after,  the  detached  portion  of  the  train  on  the  Portland  and  Ogdens* 
burg  side  track  came  down  and  ran  into  two  freight  cars  standing  on 
said  side  track  with  such  violence  as  to  force  them  over  or  on  the 
crossing  and  into  the  train  of  the  Portland  and  Rochester,  there 
standing,  striking  one  of  the  freight  cars  and  doing  the  damage 
complained  of. 

That  there  was  want  of  ordinary  care,  on  the  part  of  the  men  in 
chai^ge  of  the  detached  portion  of  the  Portland  and  Ogdensburg 
train,  there  can  be  no  doubt.  These  oars,  it  seems,  were  far  enough 
away  from  the  crossing,  when  detached  fh>m  the  train,  to  be  switched 
on  to  another  track,  and  to  afford  time  enough  before  they  arrived 
at  the  crossing  to  permit  the  forward  part  of  the  train  to  go  over 
the  crossing  and  allow  the  train  on  the  Portland  and  Rochester  to 
receive  a  signal  to  come  up  and  cross  and  stop  at  the  station. 

The  men  in  charge  of  these  detached  cars  could  not  with  ordinary 
diligence  and  heedfulness  have  failed  to  see  the  train  of  the  Portland 
and  Rochester  approaching  the  station  and  the  crossing,  in  time  to 
prevent  the  accident  complained  of. 

While  we  concede  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  station  agent  to  see 
that  no  train,  or  portion  of  a  train^  was  crossing  or  about  to  cross, 
before  signalling  the  train  of  the  Portland  and  Rochester  to  approach, 
we  think  he  had  good  reason  to  suppose  that  the  detached  portion 
of  the  Portland  and  Ogsdenburg  train  would  go  no  farther  than  to 
connect  with  the  two  cars  standing  on  the  side  track  and  come  to 
rest  against  them. 

We  can  arrive  at  no  conclusion  other  than  that  the  accident  was 
caused  by  the  carelessness  of  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  detached 
portion  of  the  Portland  and  Ogdensburg  train,  by  allowing  the  same 
to  run  down  on  a  side  track  at  such  a  rate  of  speed  as  to  strike  those 
stationary  cars  and  force  them  over  the  crossing  and  into  a  train 
on  the  crossing,  rightfully  there. 
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We  think  it  was  the  duty  of  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  Portland 
and  Ogdensbnrg  train  to  either  cross  the  track  with  their  whole  train, 
when  they  had  the  right  to  cross,  or  see  to  it  that  no  other  parties'  or 
corporations*  rights  were  affected  by  a  failure  to  do  so. 

Our  finding  therefore  is  that  the  Portland  and  Ogdensburg  Rail* 
road  Companj'  pay  to  the  Portland  and  Rochester  Railroad  Company 
the  sum  claimed  as  damages  with  the  taxed  fees — altogether  thirty- 
eight  dollars.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Maine : 

Agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  section  114  of  chapter  51 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  we  submit  the  Twenty-Seventh  An- 
nual Report  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the 
State,  for  the  year  ending  December  1,  1885. 

While,  by  the  laws  of  this  State  the  Board  of  Commis-  . 
sioners  have  not  the  general  supervision  of  railroads  and  rail- 
ways, as  such  boards  have  in  many  of  the  other  States,  our 
powers  and  duties  being  more  particularly  defined,  still,  we 
deem  it  our  privilege  and  duty,  as  we  have  in  the  past,  to 
make  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  we  have 
thought  may  be  beneficial  to  railroad  managers  and  the  public 
generally,  basing  it  upon  the  theory  that  if  any  wrongs  are 
sufiered  by  the  public,  or  any  beneficial  results  may  be  ac- 
complished, publicity  would  tend,  to  a  great  extent,  to  right 
such  wrongs  and  stimulate  managers  of  railroads  to  make 
such  alterations  and  changes  as  might  reasonably  be  expected 
to  give  more  efficient  service.  The  tendency  to  consolidate 
and  absorb  the  smaller  railroad  into  the  greater,  which  has 
prevailed  all  over  the  country,  as  well  as  in  this  State,  still 
continues,  and  since  our  last  report,  the  three  great  lines  of 
railroads  running  southerly  from  Portland  have  been  sub- 
stantially put  under  one  management,  so  that,  to-day,  more 
than  one-half  of  the  railroad  system  of  the  State  is  so  owned 
and  controlled  that  it  is  to  a  certain  extent  under  one  man- 
agement, so  that  if  they  saw  fit  to  do  so,  might  impose  upon 
connecting  roads,  in  the  adjustment  of  freight  and  passenger 
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traffic,  unequal  rates,  still  we  are  pleased  to  say  no  such 
attempt  has  been  made,  but  on  the  contrary,  we  have  been 
assjured  by  the  mannirers  of  connecting  roads  that  rates  had 
been  adjusted  with  them  on  the  most  favorable  terms.  How- 
ever, we  cannot  but  fear  that  to  coubolidate  the  railroad  sys- 
tem of  the  State  with  all  lines  running  south  and  west,  under 
one  management,  may  in  time  prove  detrimenUil  to  the  busi- 
ness interests  of  the  State,  if  not  to  the  railroads  thus  con- 
solidated. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  law,  the  Commis- 
sioners have  made,  during  the  past  year,  careful  examina- 
tions of  the  tracks,  rolling  stock,  viaducts  and  culverts  of  the 
several  lines  of  railroad  within  the  limits  of  the  State,  and 
have  found  most  gratifying  improvements  in  nearly  all  of 
them,  as  more  fully  appears  by  the  detailed  description  of 
each  road  and  its  condition  hereinafter  given,  and  where,  in  a 
few  instances,  the  Commissioners  felt  it  their  duty  to  order 
repairs  and  renewals  to  be  made,  their  requirements,  for  the 
most  part,  were  cheerfully  and  speedily  complied  with. 

STATIONS. 

As  will  appear  in  the  report  in  detail  of  the  condition  of 
each  road,  many  new  station-houses  have  been  erected  and 
others  remodeled  and  repaired  during  the  year,  and  much 
needed  improvements  made  in  each  for  the  accommodation 
and  convenience  of  the  patrons  of  these  railroads,  and  while 
the  Commissioners  cheerfully  commend  what  has  been  done 
in  this  respect,  they  feel  it  their  duty  to  still  urge  upon  man- 
agers of  railroads  the  desirability  of  making  many  other 
needed  improvements  and  accommodations  for  passengers 
while  waiting  at  stations,  and  to  urge  upon  station  agents 
the  necessity  of  keeping  such  places  neat  and  clean.

During  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  were  considerably 
enlarged,  as  will  appear  by  an  examination  of  extracts  from 
the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1885,  relating  to  crossing  of  rail- 
roads over  highways,  and  also  to  accidents  on  railroads, 
printed  in  the  Appendix  to  this  report.

This  is  a  branch  line  from  the  New  Brunswick  Railway  to 
Presque  Isle,  in  this  State,  and  is  operated  and  controlled  by 
the  first-named  company.  The  lino  leaves  the  New  Bruns- 
wick Railway  at  the  Aroostook  Junction,  and  follows  up  the 
fertile  valley  of  the  Aroostook  River,  through  the  flourishing 
towns  of  Fort  Fairfield  and  Caribou,  to  its  present  terminus  at, 
Presque  Isle.  The  country  traversed  by  this  railway  is  very 
attractive  and  picturesque.  The  soil  rich  and  highly  pro- 
ductive, yielding  abundant  returns  for  the  labor  expended 
upon  it,  and  the  entire  country  tributary  to  the  Aroostook 
River  Railway,  offers  inducements  to  enterprising  and  in- 
dustrious settlers  second  to  no  other  region  of  equal  extent 
in  this  country,  and  we  believe  that  when  this  fact  is  fully 
understood  by  the  people  of  our  own  State,  and  others  seek- 
ing to  establish  homes  in  a  new  and  desirable  location,  and  the 
railway  system  is  extended  and  perfected,  that  Aroostook 
County  will  enter  upon  a  season  of  growth  and  prosperity, 
unparalleled  in  the  history  of  this  State.  During  the  past 
season  a  marked  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  condition 
of  the  above-named  road.  Mr.  F.  W.  Cram,  the  former 
efficient  manager  of  the  European  &  North  American  Rail-

road,  has  been  appointed  to  the  position  of  General  Manager 
of  the  New  Brunswick  Railway,  and  the  leased  lines  com* 
posed  of  the  St.  John  &  Maine,  and  the  New  Brunswick  & 
Canada  railways,  and  under  his  management  the  entire  sys. 
tern  haft  been  greatly  improved,  and  largely  increased  facilities 
extended  to  the  patrons  of  the  road  for  safe  and  rapid  trans- 
portation of  passengers  and  freight.  Before  Mr.  Cram  as- 
sumed the  management,  the  Commissioners  had  occasion  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  officers  of  the  road  to  the  unsatis- 
factory condition  of  certain  portions  of  the  road-bed  and  track, 
particularly  the  new  portion  between  Caribou  and  Presque 
Isle,  but  we  are  glad  to  report  that  these  defects  have  now, 
for  the  most  part,  been  remedied.  The  crib- work  at  exposed 
points  near  the  river  has  been  renewed  and  rip-rapped.  The 
track  has  been  raised  from  two  to  five  feet,  the  defective 
culverts  and  cattle  guards  renewed,  and  the  road  well  ditclied 
and  drained.  The  track  between  Fort  Fairfield  and  Caribou 
is  in  good  condition  for  fast-train  service,  and  rides  well. 
Between  Caribou  and  Presque  Isle,  the  track  for  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  distance  has  been  ballasted,  defective  ties  removed, 
and  the  number  of  ties  per  mile  increased.  The  light  inm 
rails  originully  laid  in  the  track  are  being  replaced  with 
heavier  steel  mils,  about  seven  miles  of  which  have  alrea<ly 
been  laid.  New  steel  frogs  have  been  laid  at  all  the  sidings, 
and  the  entire  track  greatly  improved.  Large  and  long- 
needed  additions  have  been  made  to  the  rolling  stock.

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  give  a  detailed  description  of  the 
condition  of  this  important  railroad,  as  the  road  in  ail  its  parts 
is  kept  up  to  that  standard  of  excellence  described  in  our 
reports  of  former  years,  its  condition  admitting  of  no  adverse 
criticism,  but  on  the  contrary,  deserving  our  unqualified 
approval  and  commendation.  The  road-bed  and  track  is 
second  to  no  other  in  the  State,  and  every  precaution  is  taken 
to  secure  the  safety  of  the  trains.  The  track  is  laid  with 
heavy  steel  rails  throughout  its  entire  length,  and  with  the 
exception  of  the  pile  bridge  at  Portland,  the  bridges  are  con- 
structed of  iron,  supported  in  most  cases  upon  massive  first 
and  second-class  masonry.  Many  of  the  station  buildings 
along  the  line  have  been  remodeled,  and  others  rebuilt,  and 
the  remainder  are  in  a  fair  condition  for  the  comfort  of  pas- 
sengers. The  road  has  been  operated  with  freedom  from 
accidents,  and  the  trains  run  with  great  regularity.  The 
prevalence  of  small  pox  at  Montreal  and  some  other  points  in 
Canada  this  season  has  seriously  affected  the  trafiic  over  this 
road,  but  we  trust  that  with  the  disappearance  of  this  dreaded 
disease,  the  business  will  resume  its  wonted  course,  and  the 
road  enter  upon  a  season  of  greater  prosperity  and  advance- 
ment.    The  rolling  stock  is  in  good  condition.

This  road  diverges  from  the  Ekirope«i  &  North  American 
divison  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad,  at  Oldtown,  and  ex- 
tends to  West  Cove,  at  the  foot  of  Moosehead  Lake,  where 
the  trains  connect  with  steamers  for  Mt.  Eineo  and  other 
points  on  the  lake.  At  our  examination,  made  this  fall,  the 
road  presented  a  greatly  improved  appearance  compared  with 
the  examination  made  in  the  spring.  A  considerable  amount 
of  new  steel  rails,  and  many  new  ties,  have  been  laid  in  the 
track,  and  the  road-bed  ballasted  and  ditched.  The  bridges 
and  culverts  between  Oldtown  and  Blanchard  have  all  re- 
ceived necessary  repairs,  some  of  which  were  suggested  by 
the  Commissioners  at  the  time  of  the  spring  examination. 
The  station  buildings  and  the  platforms  along  the  line  have 
been  put  in  good  order,  and  the  entire  line  of  the  road  gives 
evidence  of  constant  supervision  and  care  by  the  oflScers  in 
charge  of  it.  The  division  of  the  road  between  Blanchard 
and  Moosehead  Lake,  opened  for  travel  last  year  before  it 
was  fully  completed,  has  been  ballasted,  the  road-bed  and 
track  surfaced,  and  the  cuts  widened  and  ditched.  Conven- 
ient station  buildings  have  been  erected  at  Shirley  Mills  and 
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West  Covo.  The  wharf  at  West  Cove  has  been  completed, 
and  good  plank  walks  are  extended  from  the  station  to  the 
wharf,  for  the  convenient  transfer  of  passengers  and  freight. 
Guard-rails  have  been  laid  upon  the  trestle  bridges  between 
Blanchard  and  Shirley  Mills. 

The  International  Railway,  now  in  process  of  construction, 
from  Sherbrook,  Canada,  via  Lake  Megantic,  to  Mattawam- 
keag,  on  the  line  of  the  European  &  North  American  division 
of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad,  must,  by  the  terms  of  the 
charter  granted  by  this  State,  make  a  connection  with  the 
Bangor  &  Piscataquis  road  at  West  Cove,  the  present  termi- 
nus of  the  last-named  road.  This  will  form  a  very  direct  line 
from  Bangor  to  the  great  West,  and  must  result  in  increased 
business  to  the  city  and  the  Bangor  &  Piscataquis  Railroad. 
Some  portions  of  the  track  will  require  new  rails  and  ties  the 
coming  summer,  and  we  are  assured  that  arrangements  are 
already  made  to  supply  this  requirement.  The  rolling  stock 
of  the  road  is  in  good  order,  but  some  additions  are  required 
to  meet  the  demands  of  increasing  traffic.

This  road  has  been  maintained  in  excellent  condition  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  and  many  additions  and  improvements  have 
been  made  to  the  track,  road-bed  and  buildings,  among  which 
is  a  new  engine-house  and  turn-table  at  North  Berwick,  addi- 
tion to  freight-house  at  Wells,  a  new  freight-house  at  Bidde- 
ford,  and  addition  to  car-house  at  Kennebunk.     Long  side 
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tracks  have  been  built  at  Portland,  Scarboro',  Old  Orchard, 
Saco,  Biddeford  and  North  Berwick,  also  a  new  turn-table  at 
Kennebunk,  and  the  bridge  across  Fore  River,  at  Portland,  has 
been  fully  repaired.  The  track,  bridges  and  buildings  on 
the  entire  length  of  the  road  in  this  State  are  in  most  excel- 
lent condition,  and  no  effort,  on  the  part  of  the  management, 
or  expense  is  spared  to  keep  the  road  in  all  its  parts  up  to 
the  high  standard  it  has  maintained  in  the  past.

The  European  and  North  American  Railway  is  leased  to 
the  Maine  Central  Railroad  Company  and  forms  a  part  of  the 
great  through  line  from  Portland,  Maine,  to  St.  John,  New 
Brunswick.  The  road  is  in  good  condition  and  improvements 
are  constantly  being  made.  The  track  is  laid  with  steel  rails 
throughout  its  entire  extent,  and  the  road-bed  is  for  the  most 
part  well  ballasted  and  ditched. 

The  station  buildings,  with  some  exceptions,  and  platforms 
are  conveniently  arranged  and  well  maintained.  Since  the 
road  came  under  the  management  of  the  Maine  Central  Com- 
pany, marked  improvements  have  been  made.     Several  of  the 
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bridges  have  been  replaced  by  stronger  and  better  stnictares, 
some  repaired  and  strengthened »  and  others  are  in  process  of 
building.  The  long  bridge  at  Orono  has  been  striptied  of  its 
covering,  preparatory  to  a  change  of  straoture,  and  new 
abutments  have  been  built  at  CHamon  Stream,  upon  which  a 
new  bridge  te  to  Be  placed.  The  staHon  buiMings  at  Yance- 
boit)  are  well  arranged  iti  every  respect  for  the  comfort  and 
conveniiinoe  of  passengera^  and  a  godd  restaurant  ts  main^ 
tained  in  the  passenger  station.  At  Tanceboro,  connection  is 
made  with  the  St.  John  &  Maine  and  the  Hew  Brunswig 
raitways,  the  fi-st  mentioned  runaing^  to  St.  John  and  Fred* 
ericton^  New  Brunswick,  and  the  last  to  St.  Stephens,  St. 
Andrews  and  Woodstock,  New  Brunswick,  Houlton  and 
Presque  Isle  in  Aroostook  County,  Maine.  The  opening  of 
the  cantilever  bridge  across  the  St.  John  River,  at  St.  John, 
on  Hbm  first  day  of  October  lastt  was  an  evei^  of  great  ii^rast 
to  the  people  of  New  Bruoswiok  and  Maine  and  to  railpQad 
men  generally  throu^MNit  the  country,  and  it  was  the  occar* 
sion  of  a  lai*ge  gathering  of  partiea  interested  from  both  sides 
of  the  border,  and  rejoicinor  that  this  long-talked-of  scheme 
of  bridging  the  St.  John  River  had  at  last  culminated  in  the 
successful  coDstructioQ  of  one  of  the  finest  bridges  upon  the 
continent,  uniting  thet  wo  countries  with  bands  of  steel,  and 
connecting  the  railroad  systems  of  both.  The  opening  of 
this  bridge  for  traffic  must  prove  of  great  advantage  to  the 
railways  centering  at  St.  John,  and  their  connecting  lines, 
and  we  have  nO  doubt  that  in  a  short  time  a  greatly  increased 
amount  of  travel  and  freight  will  be  developed  on  account  of 
this  important  and  long-needed  connection.

The  construction  of  this  road  was  commenced  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1884,  and  construction  tmins  were  run  over  it  the 
following  winter.  At  our  first  examination  of  the  road,  last 
spring,  we  found  some  of  the  bridges  defective,  and,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  Commissioners,  unsafe  for  the  passage  of 
trains  over  them.  Notice  was  immediately  served  upon  the 
Manager,  prohibiting  the  running  of  passenger  trains  over  the 
road,  until  the  bridges  were  strengthened  to  the  satisfaction 
and  approval  of  the  Commissioners.  At  our  second  examin- 
ation, made  a  few  weeks  later,  we  found  that  the  bridges  had 
been  strengthened,  and  permission  to  run  passenger  trains 
and  a  certificate  of  safety  were  given.  At  our  third  examina- 
tion, in  October,  we  found  the  road-bed  and  track  greatly 
improved  by  ballasting,  ditching,  surfacing,  and  aligning  the 
track.  The  road  was  built  for  the  purpose  of  reaching  the 
timber  lands  of  northern  Franklin.  The  present  terminus  is 
Kingfield,  and  that  town  already  gives  evidence  of  increasing 
growth  and  prosperity.  Many  new  buildings  have  been 
erected  in  the  village  of  Kingfield,  and  new  industries  are  be- 
ing established  along  the  line  of  the  road.

The  Bummit  of  Green  Mounttiin  ■ttaiira  sn  eloTstioa  of 
abuut  oue  thousand  six  buiklred  feet  nbore  the  sea  level,  nnd 
it  hns  alwnys  been  n  point  of  great  interest  to  visitors  at  Btir 
Htirbor,  on  account  of  the  extended  and  rare  view  of  laiid  and 
sea,  with  the  long  utretch  of  eoaat,  and  out-lyii^  islands. 
The  Green  Mountaia  road  was  eanstructed  tot  the  purpose  uf 
malting  the  ascent  of  Uie  raonntain  expeditious  and  attmiAive. 
The  road  is  reached  by  oarriHge  luad  to  the  foot  of  Eaglo 
Lake,  and  from  thence,  by  steamer,  about  two  mites,  to  tbe 
railroad  station  at  tbe  hose  of  tbe  mountain.  Tbe  toad  is 
very  substantially  and  safely  built,  and  for  a  lai^  portion  of 
the  distance  the  track  timbers  are  seourely  bolted  to  the 
ledge.  There  are  no  trestles  or  hi^  bridges  on  the  line,  but 
wheiever  it  was  necettsury  to  cross  slight  ravines  or  water- 
ways on  the  side  of  the  muuntiiin,  crib-work  has  been  built 
and  well  secured. 

The  line  of  the  road  h  very  direct,  and  although  thegriidcs 
are  lienvy,  the  appliances  for  controlling  the  movements  of 
the  trains  are  so  efficient,  tlint  security  from  acuident  is 
OR^ured.  The  railroad  company  have  erected  a  new  hotel 
on  the  summit  of  the  mountain,  the  past  season,  to  take  the 
place  of  one  destroyed  by  fire  Iiist  year.  The  new  building 
is  superior  in  location  and  arrangement  to  the  first  one  built. 
The  trains  have  been  run  without  accident  since  the  oppiiing 
of  tlie  road,  and  the  same  careful  manngement  in  the  future 
as  iu  the  past  will  insure  the  same  results.

Lewiston  &  AuBTTRN  Branch  Railroad. 

From  Lewiston  to  a  junction  with  the  Grand  Trunk  Rail- 
way of  Canada,  5  5-10  miles. 

The  original  construction  of  this  road  was  most  thorough 
and  complete,  and  no  expense  was  spared  to  insure  the  per- 
manency of  the  bridges  and  other  structures.  There  are  four 
iron  bridges,  all  of  which  are  supported  by  abutments  and 
piers  of  first-class  masonry.  The  road-bed  is  wide  and  well 
drained,  the  track  fully  ballasted,  the  station  buildings  well 
built  and  conveniently  arranged,  and  the  entire  road  is  in  ex- 
cellent condition.

The  roads  now  included  in  the  Maine  Central  system  are 
the  lines  from  Portland,  viii  Augusta,  Waterville  and  Bangor, 
to  the  State  line  between  Maine  and  New  Brunswick  at 
Vanceboro,  and  from  Cuml)erland  Junction,  via  Lewiston,  to 
Waterville  and  Skowhegan  ;  the  Androscoggin  R^iilroad  from 
Brunswick  to  Leeds  Junction,  with  branch  from  Crowlev's 
Junction  to  Lewiston ;  the  Leeds  and  Farmington  branch, 
from  Leeds  Junction  to  Farmington  ;  the  Bath  bmnch,  from 
Brunswick  to  Bath ;  Belfast  branch,  from  Burnham  to  Bel- 
fast ;  the  Dexter  &  Newport  branch,  from  Newport  to  Dex- 
ter; Eastern  Maine  branch,  from  Bangor  to  Bucksport,  and 
the  Maine  Shore  Line  branch,  from  Bangor,  via  Ellsworth, 
to  Mt.  Desert  Ferry  and  Stillwater  branch,  in  all,  as  stated 
above,  527  46-100  miles.  The  tracks  from  Portland  to  Vance- 
boro, and  from  Cumberland  Junction  to  Waterville,  Bangor 
to  Mt.  Desert  Ferry,  Bath  to  Brunswick,  and  from  Brunswick 
to  Lewiston,  are  laid  with  steel  rails.  There  has  been  laid  in 
the  track  during  the  past  year  about  3,593  tons  of  steel,  362 
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tons  of  iron  rails,  165,543  new  cross  ties,  and  54,000  yards  of 
ballast  put  under  it.  New  bridges  have  been  built  at  the 
following-named  points  during  the  past  year :  At  Winshiw  a 
very  substantial  iron  bridge  of  two  spans,  each  140  feet  in 
length,  has  taken  the  place  of  the  wooden  bridge  erected  when 
the  road  was  built.  At  Freeman's  Creek,  Lawrence  Boom  and 
Rolling  Dam,  the  wooden  bridges  have  been  replaced  by  iron 
lattice-girder  bridges,  each  of  54  feet  span,  and  the  abutments 
at  Lawrence  Boom  have  I>eeu  rebuilt. 

The  bridge  over  the  Kennebec  River  at  Waterville  has 
received  a  new  floor  system,  one  of  the  abutments  at  the 
Richmond  road  has  been  i*ebuilt,  and  an  iron  bridge  of  37  feet 
span  built  at  this  point.  A  new  wooden  bridge  of  35  feet 
span  was  built  at  the  Yarmouth  road.  All  the  above-named 
bridges  are  located  on  the  line  from  Portland,  via  Augusta,  to 
Waterville.  At  West  Farmington,  on  the  Leeds  and  Farm- 
ington  branch,  a  new  ti-estle  approach  has  been  built  at  Tem- 
ple Stream  bridge,  and  424  feet  of  pile  bridge  at  Farmington. 
The  west  abutments  of  the  New  Meadows  bridge,  on  the 
Bath  branch,  have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  the  Highway 
bridge  at  Danforth  Street,  Portland,  renewed.  On  the  line 
from  Cumberland  Junction,  via  Lewiston,  to  Waterville,  the 
two  westerly  spans  of  the  bridge  over  the  Androscoggin  River 
at  Lewiston  have  been  strengthened  by  new  lateral  bracing, 
and  the  abutments  at  the  overhead  bridge  near  the  upper 
station  at  Lewiston,  rebuilt,  and  the  highway  bridge  over  the 
track  at  Belgrade,  rebuilt.  At  Olamon  Stream,  on  the  Eu- 
ropean and  North  American  Division,  new  abutments  have 
been  built,  preparatory  to  receiving  a  new  superstructure. 
On  the  Mt.  Desert  branch,  at  Boggy  Brook  and  Reed's  Pond 
streams,  new  abutments  have  been  built,  and  good  wooden 
bridges  of  35  feet  span  placed  on  these,  and  at  Egery's  Mill 
Stream,  Kilkenney,  and  Carrying  Place,  iron  bridges  of  50  feet 
span  have  been  built.  Two  iron  spans,  56  feet  in  length,  have 
taken  the  place  of  the  wooden  spans  at  Union  River,  near 
Ellsworth.

is  now  ill  exco  .luitiou,     Sinco  1870,  one  hundred  and 

one  uow  bridges  v,.  ^.-eater  or  less  importance  have  been  built 
at  diflereut  points  on  this  road.  Nearly  one-half  of  the  total 
railroad  mileage  in  this  Slates  is  now  under  the  control  of  the 
Maine  Central  Hailroad  Company  and  operated  by  them,  and 
it  is  but  jnst  to  say,  that  the  jKiwers  with  which  the  numiigcrs 
of  this  road  are  invested,  have  not  been  abused  to  the  injury 
of  the  business  interests  of  the  State,  but  on  the  contrary 
have  been  exercised  with  liberality,  and  great  discretion,  for 
the  establishing  and  building  up  of  new  enterprises  along 
their  extended  line,  and  have  always  given  their  influence  in 
favor  of  developing  the  resources  of  the  whole  State.  The 
road  is  managed  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  public,  and 
the  managers  have  secured  the  respect  and  confidence  of  all 
with  whom  they  have  business  relations.  The  main  lines  of 
the  rond  are  in  excellent  condition,  but  some  nf  the  branch 
lines  need  renewal  of  track  to  a  greater  or  less  extent.  The 
station  buildings  are,  for  the  most  part,  comfortable  and  conven- 
ient, but  there  are  some  that  need  improvements  in  both  of 
the  above-named  respects,  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  these 
will  receive  attention  at  an  early  day.  No  accident  has 
occurred  to  passengers  or  trains  during  the  past  year,  but 
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some  have  occurred  at  road  crossings,  by  which  several  per- 
sons have  lost  their  lives.  In  most  of  these  cases  the  inves- 
tigations have  proved  that  the  railroad  company  and  its  em- 
ployes were  not  at  fault. 

The  completion  and  opening  of  the  cantilever  bridge  across 
the  St.  John  River  at  St.  John,  New  Brunswick,  has  added 
largely  to  the  business  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad,  and 
some  of  the  officers  of  this  road  aided  by  their  influence  and 
means^  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  great  project.  As  the 
railroad  systems  of  New  Brunswick  and  Maine  are  now  so 
intimately  connected,  we  have  thought  it  proper  to  introduce 
on  another  page  of  this  report  a  description  of  this  remark- 
able bridge,  as  printed  in  the  St.  John  Telegraph,  a  news- 
paper published  in  St.  John,  on  the  day  of  the  opening. 

Many  changes  and  improvements  are  in  progress  at  the 
present  time,  in  the  bridges  and  track  of  the  Maine  Central 
road,  a  description  of  which  will  more  properly  be  given  in 
the  Railroad  Commissioners'  report  of  next  year.

The  track  of  this  road  was  entirely  relaid  with  steel  rails 
and  ballasted  last  year,  so  that  but  little  remained  to  be  done 
in  this  direction  the  past  season.  The  road-bed  has  been 
improved  at  several  points  along  the  line  by  widening  the 
cuts  and  raising  the  embankments.  Some  of  the  excavations 
have  been  widened  and  ditched.  A  new  truss  bridge  has  been 
built  over  Shepard's  River,  and  the  culverts  along  the  road 
repaired.  The  iron  bridge  over  the  Saco  River,  at  Hiram, 
has  been  strengthened  and  repaired.  New  buildings  are 
being  erected  near  Portland  to  be  used  as  machine  shops, 
for  the  repairing  of  locomotives,  cars,  &c.  We  stated  in 
our  report  of  hist  year,  that  the  pile  bridges  at  the  two 
crossings  of  the  Presumpscot  River,  would  be  rebuilt  the 
present  year,  but  it  has  not  been  done.  We  trust  that  ar- 
rangements will  immediately  be  made  to  rebuild  these  im- 
portant structures.  With  the  exception  of  the  bridges  above 
named,  the  road  is  in  very  good  condition,  and  will  need  only 
the  ordinary  repairs  for  several  years  to  come.  The  station 
buildings  are  in  good  order.  The  grounds  at  Sebago  Lake 
have  been  greatly  improved  by  the  erection  of  buildings  for 
the  convenience  of  pleasure  parties  and  others,  who,  during 
the  summer  months,  frequent  this  attractive  resort.  The 
Superintendent  of  this  road,  Mr.    Hamilton,   is   a  practical 
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maohiniBt  and  has  had  much  experieDce  id  railroad  manage- 
ment,  and  under  bis  management  tho  road  has  been  operated 
with  Mlety  and  economy.  Ko  accidents  to  trains  or  p»sseQ- 
gers  have  occurred  during  the  past  year.

The  many  changes  and  additions  made  upon  this  road 
during  the  last  three  or  four  years,  are  rapidly  raising  it  to 
the  conditions  of  a  first-clnss  railroad,  comparing  very  favora- 
bly with  most  of  the  other  railroads  in  the  State.     The  track 
is  in  good  running  order,  and  rides  remarkably  well.     One 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eight  tone  of  steel  rails,  and 
19,070  cedar  cross-ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track,  729  feet 
of  new  side  track  has  been  laid  at  different  points  on  the  line, 
and  6,3tiO  feet  of  side  track  relaid  with  old  iron,  taken  from 
the  main  lino.     The  truss  bridge  at  East  Rochester  has  been 
protected  from  the  weather  by  sheathing  inside  and  out,  uid 
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painted.  Two  new  truss  bridges  have  been  built,  one  at 
Great  Brook,  the  other  at  Little  River.  At  Saccarappa  a 
bridge  has  been  repaired  and  a  new  culvert  built  near  Spring 
Street.  Guard  rails  have  been  laid  on  the  Saco  River  bridge 
at  Buxton.  At  Alfred  new  passenger  and  freight  stations 
and  platforms  have  been  built,  the  station  grounds  raised 
two  feet,  and  the  main  and  side  tracks  brought  up  to  the 
new  grade.  At  Saccarappa  a  very  tasty  and  convenient  pas- 
senger station  and  a  long  platform  have  been  built.  At 
Portland  a  large  addition  to  the  engine  house,  and  a  new  flag 
station  at  Green  Street  have  been  built,  and  a  pile  bridge, 
390  feet  in  length,  on  the  Marginal  Way,  has  been  filled  with 
earth.  Other  improvements  of  minor  importance  have  been 
made  at  Portland,  Gorham  and  Springvale.  Two  new  pas- 
senger cars  have  been  added  to  the  rolling  stock  the  past 
year.  No  accident  has  occurred  to  trains  or  passengers 
during  the  past  year.  It  will  be  necessary  to  rebuild  two 
of  the  small  truss  bridges  between  Springvale  and  East 
Rochester,  and  repair  the  Shaker  Pond  pile  bridge  at  Alfred, 
the  coming  season.  The  track  and  bridges  at  the  Marginal 
Way,  at  Portland,  will  also  need  repairs.  The  road  is  in 
every  respect  well  managed,  and  much  credit  is  due  the 
Company  and  its  officers  for  the  greatly  improved  condition 
of  the  road  and  rolling  stock.

The  track  is  laid  with  steel  rails,  and  is  in  good  sur- 
face mid  alignment.     The  pile  bridge  across  Fore  River  at 
Portland  has  been  fully  rejmircd.     One  new  abutment  has 
been  built  at  the  road  crossing,  about  one  mile  west  of  North 
Berwick  atatioa,  aiid  an  iron  bridge  has  replaced  the  wooden 
one  at  this  point.

The  work  of  repairing,  (or  perhaps  it  may  more  properly 
be  said)  of  rebuilding  this  road  has  been  continued  the  past 
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season.  The  bridge  over  the  stream  near  Samner  Station, 
has  been  completed  in  a  substantial  manner,  and  the  length 
reduced  from  the  originallength  of  265  ieeti  to  one  span  of 
75  feet.  The  bridge  at  Buckfield  has  r«iceired  a  He^  floor 
system  throughout  its  entire  length.  Sereral  other  bridges 
of  less  importance  hare  been  rebuilt,  and  greatly  reduced  in 
length.  The  total  reduction  in  the  length  of  bridges  from  the 
year  1883  to  the  present  time  is  M7  fert.  During  the  past 
year  there  has  been  laid  in  the  track  580  tons  of  new  steel, 
230  tons  of  iron  rails,  and  a  little  oTer  14,000  new  ties,  and 
the  track  is,  for  the  most  part,  in  rerygood  condition,  with 
the  exception  of  three  or  four  miles  of  old  iron,  which  should 
be  renewed  the  oomii^  season^  The  road  is  fortunate  in 
having  large  deposits  of  gravel  at  ccmvenient  distances  along 
the  line,  and  much  work  has  been  accomplished  in  ballasting 
the  track,  widening  and  filling  the  embankments,  and  diteh- 
iiig  the  cuts.  The  high  trestle  bridge  at  Pottle  Stream,  near 
JMeefaauic  Falls,  Allen  bridge  in  Minot,  and  the  bridge  at  the 
liead  of  Whitney  Pond,  mu^t  be  rebuilt  the  coming  spring. 
Mr.  L.  L.  Lincoln,  the  superintendent  of  this  road^  is  a 
gentleman  of  large  experience  in  the  management  of  railroads, 
uud  by  his  careful  supervision  the  road  has  been  openited 
successfully,  and  with  entire  freedom  from  accident.  The 
rolling  stock  is  in  very  good  condition.  Should  the  great 
water  power  at  Rumford  Falls  be  developed  and  utilized, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  road  would  be  extended  up 
the  beautiful  valley  of  the  Androscoggin  River  to  the  falls, 
adding  largely  to  its  business  and  value.

As  bns  been  stated  in  our  former  reports,  the  business  con- 
sists, for  the  most  part,  in  the  transportation  of  lumber  from 
the  milts  at  Baring  and  Milltown,  to  the  wharves  at  Calais. 
Mixed  passenger  and  freight  trains  arc  run  from  Calais  to 
Princeton,  and  at  the  last-named  point,  in  the  summer  season, 
connection  is  ninde  by  steamboat  with  Grand  Lake  and  other 
points.  That  portion  of  the  road  within  the  limits  of  this 
State  is  in  a  safe  condition  for  the  passage  of  trains  at  a  low 
rate  of  speed,  but  the  iron,  or  a  portion  of  it,  is  badly  lami- 
nated and  worn,  and  many  new  cross-ties  are  needed  in  the 
track.  The  bridges  and  culverts  are,  for  the  most  part,  in 
good  oi-der. 

The  long  trestle  bridge  between  Calais  and  Milltown  bu 
been  fully  repaired,  and  the  timbers  on  manjr  of  tbe  culTflitl 
and  water-ways  hare  been  renewed.  Many  new  cross-ties  hnn 
'  been  laid  in  the  track,  and  many  more  should  bo  laid  tbe 
coming  season.  The  road  ia  operated  with  care,  tbe  tntint 
are  run  at  a  low  rate  of  speed,  and  we  consider  it  safe  for  tbe 
service  required  of  it.  Ko  accidents  have  occurred  during 
the  past  year.

The  work  of  preparing  this  road  for  the  contemplated 
change  from  the  narrow  to  standard  gauge,  has  been  con- 
tinued the  past  summer.  Excavations  have  been  widened, 
grade  summits  reduced,  and  the  embankments  raised  and 
widened.  Substantial  stone  culverts  and  earth  embankments 
have  taken  the  place  of  wooden  trestle  bridges  at  many  points, 
and  the  line  and  surface  of  the  track  has  been  much  improved. 
Some  of  the  iron  is  laminated  and  worn,  and  will  require  re* 
moval,  unless  the  contemplated  change  of  gauge  is  made  at 
an  early  day.  Many  new  cross-ties  have  been  laid  in  the 
track,  and  several  of  the  long  trestle  bridges  and  culverts  re- 
ceived necessary  repairs.  The  repairs,  in  many  cases,  are  ot 
a.  temporary  character,  as  a  change  of  gauge  would  involve 
the  necessity  of  new  and  stronger  structures.  The  long 
trestle  bridge  at  Strong,  will  soon  need  very  extensive  repairs, 
and  the  truss  bridge  at  Phillips,  will  require  strengthening,  al- 
though both  are  safe  for  the  present.  The  road  rides  very 
smoothly,  and  no  accident  has  occurred  to  passengers,  trains 
or  employes.  The  business  of  the  road  is  steadily  increas- 
ing, and  shows  very  encouraging  results  for  the  past  year.

Is  ooDolading  this  report,  the  Commissioneni  oongratoUts 
the  people  of  tin  State,  and  the  milroad  oompaniea,  that  the 
year  has  passed  without  ocoidentA  to  trains  or  paosei^n, 
and  tfae  business  of  tiie  roads  has  been  well  sustained.  Ser- 
«n\  Roaidents  have  ooonrred  at  grade  crossings,  by  ^ioh 
persons  have  been  killed.  Low-builf  overhead  bridges,  and 
coupling  cars,  have  caused  the  death  or  maiming  of  many 
employes.  Many  freight  oars  are  now  built  so  high  (14 
feet),  that  no  overhead  bridge  should  be  erected  with  less 
than  20  feet  clear  space  between  the  top  of  the  rail  and  tlje 
stringers  of  the  bridge.  Bridge  guards  have  been  pat  up  to 
warn  the  men  that  they  are  approaching  a  bridge,  but  they 
soon  get  out  of  order  and  misplaced,  and  fail  to  afford  pro- 
tection to  the  brakeman  whose  duty  calls  him  to  the  top  of 
the  cars. 

We  give  below  the  description  of  the  cantilever  bridge  over 
the  St.  John  River,  at  St.  John,  New  Brunswick,  to  which 
reference  was  made  on  a  preceding  page  of  this  report : 

The  Cantilever  Bridge. 

The  main  river  bridge  consists  of  a  central  span  of  477  feet,  sup- 
ported on  granite  piers  which  are  9z27(  feet  in  size  at  the  top,  the 
east  pier  being  about  96  feet  high  and  the  west  pier  about  50  feet  hi 
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height.  The  shore  arms  of  the  bridge  are  143^  (eet  in  length  at  the 
east  side  and  191  feet  in  length  at  the  west  side,  the  end  of  the  east 
arm  being  supported  on  masonry  abutments  placed  in  an  excavalion 
made  in  the  solid  rock  on  that  side  for  the  purpose,  and  the  west 
arm  being  supported  bj'  a  granite  pier,  8x34  feet  in  size  at  the  top, 
of  about  40  feet  in  height. 

The  portion  of  the  main  river  bridge  between  the  piers  consists 
essentially  of  three  parts,  viz.,  the  cantilever  arms  at  each  side,  which 
are  respectively  143|  feet  and  191  feet  in  length,  being  the  same  as 
the  shore  arms  at  the  ends,  and  the  central  span  of  142 J  feet,  which 
is  essentially  an  independent  truss  span,  the  ends  of  which  are  sup- 
ported by  the  ends  of  the  cantilevers.  The  depth  of  the  trusses 
over  the  piers  are  relatively  65  and  80  feet  at  the  east  and  west 
piers,  and  the  shore  arms  at  the  ends  and  the  centre  span  are  each 
27  feet  in  depth. 

The  panel  lengths  of  the  trusses  are  about  24  feet, 

AND  THB  RAILWAY  TRACK 

is  supported  on  the  lower  chord  level  by  means  of  steel  floor  beams, 
3  feet  in  depth,  riveted  between  the  struts  and  posts,  and  by  four 
Hnes  of  longitudinal  stringers,  30  inches  in  depth,  riveted  between 
the  floor  beams,  upon  which  are  placed  the  wooden  ties  carrying  the 
rails,  these  ties  being  8x8  inches  in  size  and  17  feet  in  length,  and 
placed  8  inches  apart.  The  lower  chord  of  the  bridge,  as  well  as 
the  intermediate  posts,  are  made  of  rolled  steel  channels  16  inches 
in  depth,  which  were  made  specially  for  this  work,  the  lower  chord 
channels  being  united  by  cover  plate  and  lattice  work,  and  the  post 
channels  by  lattice  work  on  each  side. 

The  upper  chords  and  main  diagonals  consist  of  forged  steel  e3'e 
bars  made  by  the  Kloman  process,  which  consists  in  rolling  the  bars 
with  an  enlarged  portion  at  each  end,  which  portions  are  afterwards 
forged  under  a  steam  hammer  in  the  requisite  form  of  head.  The 
blanks  for  these  eye  bars  were  rolled  on  a  special  mill  prepared  for 
the  purpose  at  the  works  of  the  Steel  Companj''  of  Scotland,  in 
Glasgow,  and  the  hammers  and  gas  furnaces  used  in  their  manu- 
facture were  put  in  especiall}-  for  the  purpose  by  the  bridge  com- 
pany at  their  works  at  Lachine,  P.  Q.  The  bars,  chords  and  posts 
are  united  by  steel  pins  accurately  turned  to  size,  and  from  5  to  7| 
inches  in  diameter.

vertical  force  of  10  leet  to  the  wind,  or  a  total  pressure  of  416  tons. 
The  whole  structure  is  proportioned  to  sustain  a  train  load  of  1^ 
tons  to  the  nintiing  foot  in  connection  with  two  engine  loads  of  'iO 
tons  each ;  and  under  the  above  loads  in  connection  with  the  wind 
pressure  named,  the  whole  structure  would  only  be  strained  to  about 
one  Qnh  its  breaking  strength. 

THE  ENDS  OF  TBE  CANTILEVEOa 

at  the  abutments  are  secured  by  anchor  roads  to  a  gridiron  of  rolled 
beams  placed  27x32  feet,  respectively,  below  the  bridge  seats  at  tbe 
-east  and  west  ends,  upon  which  rests  a  weight  of  masonry  amount- 
ing to  about  780  and  880  tons  at  tbe  east  and  west  ends,  respectively, 
or  about  3|  times  the  amount  of  the  greatest  upward  strain  that 
could  ["esult  by  loading  the  span  on  the  piers  and  leaving  tbe  shore 
arms  unloaded. 

The  arrangements  for  allowing  expansion  and  contraction  con- 
aht  of  a  nest  of  rollers  placed  under  the  shore  arms  at  each  abut- 
ment, which  allow  the  shore  arms  to  expand  and  contract  by  simply 
swinging  the  ancbor  rods  round  tbe  pin  connection  in  the  gridiron  of 
beams  beneath  the  masonry.  The  expansion  in  the  centre  span  is 
allowed  by  slotting  tbe  upper  and  lower  chords  at  the  ends  of  the 
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caotOever  arms  and  allowing  the  centre  span  to  swing  on  the  vertical 
post  which  supports  it  at  the  end  of  the  cantilever  arm. 

The  erection  of  the  west  shore  arm  was  begun  on  the  9th  of  April, 
and  the  west  aim  was  completed  on  the  4t.h  of  May,  a  week's  time 
having  been  lost  during  this  period  by  the  breaking  of  the  driving 
pinions  in  the  hoisting  engine.  The  erection  of  the  western  portion 
of  the  main  river  span  was  begun  on  the  9th  of  May,  and  the  west 
part  to  the  centre  of  the  entire  span  was  finished  on  the  4th  of  June. 
The  erection  of  the  east  shore  arm  was  begun  on  the  6th  of  June, 
and  finished  on  the  21st  of  June.  The  erection  of  the  east  river 
arm  was  b^nn  on  the  24  of  June,  and  the  two  parts  were  connected 
at  the  centre  on  the  9th  of  July,  or  three  months  after  the  com- 
mencement  of  the  erection  of  the  work.  The  first  engine  crossed 
the  bridge  on  the  20th  of  July,  and  the  bridge  was  tested  by  the 
government  engineers  on  the  dlst  of  July,  or  less  than  four  months 
after  the  commencement  of  the  erection. 

THE   TEST. 

The  bridge  was  tested  by  two  trains,  each  having  two  engines 
weighing  from  60  to  65  tons,  and  followed  by  fiat  cars  loaded  with 
clay  and  gravel,  weighing  about  30  tons  each.  These  trains  were 
placed  first  on  the  shore  arms,  without  any  load  on  the  central  por- 
tion of  the  bridge  between  the  piers,  which  caused  a  deflection  of  J 
to  f  of  an  inch  in  the  centre  of  the  shore  arms,  and  an  elevation  of 
f  to  §  of  an  inch  in  the  centre  span  of  the  cantilevers.  On  the 
second  loading,  the  four  engines  were  brought  together  at  the  centre 
of  the  centre  span  and  the  cars  allowed  to  cover  the  entire  length 
of  the  bridge  and  on  each  side,  under  which  load  the  deflection  was 
3}  inches  at  the  centre  of  the  centre  span,  and  less  than  J  of  an 
inch  at  the  centre  of  the  shore  arms.  The  third  loading  was  the 
same  as  the  second,  except  tliat  the  cars  on  the  shore  arms  were 
removed,  and  under  this  load,  the  greatest  deflection  at  the  centre 
of  the  centre  span  was  4  inches,  and  the  elevations  of  the  centres 
of  the  shore  arms  were  J  and  J.  of  an  inch,  respectively,  for  the  east 
and  west  arms.  The  maximum  deflection  of  4  inches  under  these 
loads  was  less  than  two-thirds  the  deflection  on  the  Niagara  canti- 
lever bridge  of  the  same  length  of  span  under  a  similar  condition  of 
loading,  showing  considerably  greater  stiffness  than  in  the  Niagara 
bridge. 
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Kvery  part  of  the  main  bridge,  including  tbe  wind  bracing,  is 
made  of  mild  open  hearth  eteel,  and  repeated  tests  of  specimens  of 
the  same  during  its  construction  sLowed  average  tensile  atrengtii  of 
about  60,000  pounds  per  square  inch,  with  an  elastic  strength  of 
SC.OOO  pounds  per  square  inch;  the  average  elongation  of  speci- 
mens  before  fracture  amounted  to  about  82  per  cent,  and  the  rednc- 
tiou  in  area  at  the  point  of  fracture  amounted  to  about  43  per  cent; 
in  other  words,  a  bar  of  10  inches  in  length  would  stretch  about  SJ 
inches  before  breaking,  and  a  bar  having  5  square  inches  section 
wonld  reduce  down  to  about  3  square  inches  in  auction  before 
fracture,  showing  much  greater  toughness  and  durability  than  is 
attained  in  the  vcrj-  best  iron.

Since  the  last 
meeting,  Hon.  R,  Robinson,  who  was  on  the  directorate  since  1881, 
has  died,  leaving  a  vacancy  in  the  board.  Mr.  P.  S.  Archibald. 
the  chief  engineer  of  the  railway,  was  assisted  by  Mr.  Gilmore 
Brown,  C.  E.,  as  resident  engineer.  The  plans  for  the  bridge  were 
prepared  by  Mr,  Job  Abliott,  C.  E,,  president  and  chief  engineer 
of  the  Dorniniou  Bridge  Couipuny.  The  construction  was  superin- 
tended by  Mr.  M.  H.  Hasler,  constructing  foreman,  assisted  by  Mr. 
F,  E.  Came,  C,  E.  These,  with  Mr.  M.  J.  Hogan.  the  contractor, 
and  his  corps  of  assistants,  directed  the  construction  of  the  bridge 
and  railway.

Rules  and  Regulations   of   the   Board   of   Railroad   Com- 
missioners of  Maine. 

(Adopted  Jinurj  1,  I88t.) 

let.  The  Board  or  Commissioners  will  make  at  least  two  official 
examinations,  in  eadi  year,  of  the  tracks,  rolling's  took,  bridges, 
viaducts  and  culverts  of  all  railroads  witliin  the  limits  of  the  Slate ; 
aud  corporations  operating  any  of  said  roads  will  be  expected,  after 
notice,  by  the  Hoard,  of  such  intended  examination,  to  furnish  a 
special  train  for  such  purpose. 

2d.  Applications  to  the  Board  of  Raili'oad  Commissioners,  for 
the  performance  of  any  official  net  or  duty  must  be  in  writing,  and 
signed  by  the  person  or  persons  making  such  application,  and,  if  a 
corporation,  by  its  authorized  (^ent  or  attorney. 

3d.  Petitions  for  approval  of  arlicies  of  association,  when  organ- 
izing i-allroad  corporations  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  shall 
be  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  setting  forth, 
briefly,  the  formation  of  sucb  association,  its  name,  gauge,  and  pro- 
posed route,  and  asking  for  an  approval  of  same ;  which  shall  be 
signed  by  one  or  more  of  the  directors.  Kaid  articles  of  association 
shall  be  annexed  to,  and  accompany  said  petition.  Upon  the  recep- 
tion of  such  petition,  notice  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Commissioners, 
and  a  hearing  appointed  and  held  at  some  convenient  place  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  proposed  road. 

4th.  On  the  presentation  of  petitions  for  approval  of  locatton, 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  appoint  a  day  for  a  bearing  thereon, 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  road,  and  shall  order  the  petitioners, 
in  writing,  to  give  notice  thereof  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  may 
deem  reasonable,  such  notice  to  be  not  less  than  seven  days  before 
said  hearing. 

5tk.  In  all  hearings  before  tjje  Boai-d,  the  petitioners  shall  be 
entitled  to  open  and  close. 

6th.  The  fees  and  compensation  of  the  Commissioners,  in  all 
hearings  on  petitions,  except  where  otherwise  provided  by  law,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  petitioners. 


APPENDIX. 


Decision  of  the  Board  in  Case  of  Portland  &   Rochester 
Railroad  vs.   Inhabitants  of  Deering. 

This  is  a  petition  by  the  Portland  &  Rochester  Railroad,  setting 
forth  substantially,  that  they  are  a  corporation  owning  and  operating 
a  railroad,  with  a  single  track,  from  Portland,  in  this  State,  to 
Rochester,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  passing  through  the 
town  of  Deering ;  that  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  had  lawfully 
laid  out  and  accepted,  during  the  past  year,  a  certain  street  called 
Pitt  Street,  fift}'  feet  wide,  over  the  main  track  of  the  petitioners' 
railroad,  and  had  determined  that  said  wa}'  should  cross  over  and 
above  the  track  of  said  railroad,  at  such  an  elevation,  in  the 
clear,  above  the  grade  of  the  track  of  said  railroad  as  not  to 
obstruct  the  traflQc  on  said  railroad,  etc.  That  the  inhabitants  of 
said  town  had,  during  the  year  aforesaid,  laid  out  across  said  main 
track  of  the  petitioners,  five  town  wa^-s,  and  all  of  them  within  the 
space  of  twelve  hundred  feet,  each  flfl}'  feet  wide,  and  mostl}-  within 
two  hundred  and  forty  feet  of  each  other;  and,  furthermore,  that 
there  was  no  general  public  necessity  requiring  the  laying  out  of  such 
ways,  but  that  they  were  really  laid  out  in  the  interest  of  private 
parties,  and  for  their  benefit,  etc. ;  and  that  by  reason  of  the  near- 
ness of  the  locality  to  the  city  of  Portland,  and  the  number  and 
nearness  of  said  streets  to  each  other,  and  the  erection  of  buildings 
on  said  streets,  will,  in  time,  obstruct  the  view  of  the  track  of  said 
railroad  and  render  the  same  dangerous  to  the  public,  and  greatly 
inconvenience  the  petitioners  in  running  trains  in  that  locality.  And 
by  reason  of  the  facts  set  forth,  the  petitioners  ask  this  board  to 
determine  tl\e  manner  and  conditions  of  crossing  said  track,  at  said 
Pitt  Street,  and  to  determine  and  apportion  between  the  petitioners 
and  said  to?m,  the  expense  of  building  and  maintaining  so  much  of 
said  street  as  is  within  the  limits  of  said  railroad. 

On  the  reception  of  the  above  mentioned  petition,  by  the  board  of 
Commissioners,  notice  was  ordered  and  given  as  required  by  law 
ud  a  hearing  held  in  Portland  on  the  ninth  day  of  January,  A.  D. 
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1885,  at  which  hearing  the  evidence  adduced  by  the  petitioners  and 
by  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  substantially  sustained  the  statement 
of  facts  set  forth  in  tlie  petition,  as  to  the  laying  out  of  the  streets 
mentioned,  while  it  may  not  have  sustained  all  the  conclusions  so  set 
forth.  By  section  twenty-seven,  chapter  eighteen  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  on  ap- 
plication of  the  parties  owning  or  operating  a  railroad,  when  ways 
are  so  laid  out  after  notice  and  hearing  to  ^^determine  the  manner 
and  conditions  of  crossing  the  same,"  and  also  to  determine,  when 
any  such  way  is  laid  out  under  or  over  such  railroad  track,  and  not 
at  grade,  what  portion  of  the  expense  of  building  and  maintaining 
the  same,  shall  be  borne  by  such  company,  or  by  the  city  or  town  in 
which  such  way  is  located,  and  whether  or  not  the  whole  or  a  part  of 
such  expense  shall  so  be  borne.  Till  within  a  few  years,  the  whole 
expense  of  building  and  maintaining  such  crossings  was  imposed 
upon  railroads  b}'  statute,  but  the  Legislature  of  1878  deeming  it, 
we  presume,  unjust  to  allow  towns  and  cities  to  lay  out  ways  over 
railroads,  when  and  where  they  pleased,  and  in  such  manner  as  they 
pleased  at  the  sole  expense  of  the  party  receiving  no  benefit  there- 
from, enacted  the  above  mentioned  statutes,  so  that  in  cases  where 
great  and  apparent  burdens  of  expense  were  thrown  upon  railroads 
b3'  reason  of  the  laying  out  of  ways  over  or  under  them,  an  equit- 
able division  of  the  expenses  of  building  and  maintaining  the  same 
might  be  made,  as  above  provided.  And  while  we  do  not  question 
the  right  of  the  town  of  Deering,  or  the  wisdom  or  motives  of  the 
selectmen  of  that  town,  in  finding  that  the  public  convenience  and 
necessity  required  the  laying  out  of  Pitt  Street,  and  the  other  streets 
mentioned,  we  cannot  but  feel  suspicious  that  if  the  law  had  pro- 
vided that  the  burden  of  building  and  raAintaining  these  several 
crossings  was  to  be  borne  by  the  town,  instead  of  the  railroad,  the 
selectmen  might  have  concluded  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  lay  out 
five  streets,  each  fifty  feet  wide,  and  all  within  the  space  of  twelve 
hundred  feet,  to  enable  the  inhabitants  of  that  locality  to  cross  over 
to  reach  the  horse  cars  on  Forest  Avenue.  However,  it  is  apparent 
that  by  such  laying  out  the  petitioners  will  be  subjected  to  great  ex- 
pense, in  building  and  maintaining  these  several  crossings,  if  obliged 
to  assume  the  whole  burden,  and  in  any  event  suffer  great  incon- 
venience in  running  trains  over  them,  if  allowed  to  cross  at  grade, 
as  many  of  them  are  now  laid  out.  We  are  therefore  convinced  that 
this  is  one  of  the  cases  where  the  town  should,  at  least  contribute  to 
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the  expense  of  building  and  maintaining  a  crossing,  and  we  there- 
fore find  and  determine  that  the  manner  and  conditions  of  said 
crossing  shall  be  as  follows :  That  a  bridge  over  said  railroad  shall 
be  constructed  twenty- two  (22)  feet  clear  width  of  roadway;  forty 
(40)  feet  clear  span  between  the  abutments,  and  at  such  an  elevation 
as  will  give  a  clear  height  of  twenty-one  (21)  feet  between  the  under 
side  of  its  floor  beams  and  the  top  of  the  rails  of  the  railroad  track ; 
that  said  abutments  shall  be  of  stone,  and  constructed  and  main- 
tained by  the  said  railroad  company,  and  that  the  superstructure  and 
approaches  of  said  bridge  shall  be  built  and  forever  maintained  by 
said  town  of  Deering,  and  that  the  compensation  and  expenses  of 
this  board,  viz :  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars,  be  paid  equally  by 
the  petitioners  and  said  town  of  Deering.

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Chapter  310. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  sectiou  twenty-seven  of  chapter  eighteen  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  relating  to  laying  out  ways  across  railroads. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  twenty-seven  of  chapter  eighteen  of  the  revised  statutes 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  **  application,*' 
in  the  third  line  of  said  section,  the  words  ^  of  the  mnnidpd 
officers  of  the  city  or  town  wherein  such  crossing  is  situated,  or  f 
and  also  by  striking  out  the  word  *^  way"  in  the  twelfth  line  of  said 
section,  and  inserting  instead  thereof  the  word  ^  crossing;'  and  also 
by  striking  out  all  between  the  word  ^^  parties"  in  the  fifteenth  line 
and  the  word  ^^  costs,"  in  the  twentj'-ninth  line  of  said  section,  and 
inserting  instead  thereof,  the  following  words :  ^  said  commissioners 
shall  make  a  report,  in  writing,  of  their  decision  thereupon  to  the 
supreme  judicial  court  at  its  next  succeeding  term  to  be  held  in  the 
county  wherein  such  crossing  is  situated,  and  shall  also  make  a 
report  of  such  rulings,  proofs  and  proceedings  as  either  party  de- 
sires, or  as  they  deem  necessary  for  a  full  understanding  of  the 
case.  The  presiding  justice,  at  such  term  of  court,  may  accept, 
reject,  or  re-commit  said  report,  or  send  the  case  to  a  new  commis- 
siou,  or  make  such  other  order  or  decree  as  law  or  justice  may  re- 
quire, and  to  his  ruling  or  order  either  part^'  ma\'  file  exceptions. 
The  final  adjudication,  in  such  cases  shall  be  recorded  as  provided 
in  section  thirty  of  tliis  chapter ;'  so  that  said  section,  as  amended, 
shall  read  as  follows  : 

'  Section  27.  Town  ways  and  highway's  may  be  laid  out  across, 
over  or  under  any  railroad  track,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  town 
wa^^s  and  highways,  except  that  the  railroad  commissioners,  on 
application  of  the  municipal  officers  of  the  city  or  town  wherein  such 
crossing  is  situated,  or  of  parties  owning  or  operating  the  railroad, 
shall  upon  notice  and  hearing,  determine  the  manner  and  conditions 
of  crossing  the  same ;  and  when  such  way  crosses  such  track  at 
grade,  the  expense  of  building  and  maintaining  so  much  of  such 
way  as  is  within  the  limits  of  such  railroad  shall  be  borne  by  the 
railroad  company  whose  track  is  so  crossed  ;  and  when  such  way  is 
laid  out  under  or  over  such  track  and  not  at  grade,  the  expense  of 
building  and  maintaining  so  much  thereof  as  is  within  the  limits  of 
such  railroad  shall  be  borne  by  such  company  or  by  the  city  or  town 
in  which  such  crossing  is  located,  or  shall  be  apportioned  between 
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8Qch  company  and  such  city  or  town  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
railroad  commissioners  upon  petition  and  after  notice  and  hearing 
of  the  parties.  Said  commissioners  shall  make  a  report  in  writing 
of  their  decision  thereupon  to  the  supreme  judicial  court  at  its  next 
succeeding  term  to  be  held  in  the  county  wherein  such  crossing  is 
situated,  and  shall  also  make  a  report  of  such  ruIingSt  proofs  and 
proceedings  as  either  party  desires  or  as  they  deem  necessary  for  a 
Aill  understanding  of  the  case.  The  presiding  justice  at  such  term 
of  court  may  accept,  reject,  or  re-commit  said  report,  or  send  the 
case  to  a  new  commission,  or  make  such  other  order  or  decree  as 
law  or  justice  may  require,  and  to  his  ruling  or  order  either  party 
may  file  exceptions.  The  final  adjudication  in  such  cases  shall  be 
recorded  as  provided  in  section  thirtj*  of  this  chapter.  Costs  may 
be  taxed  and  allowed  to  either  party  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.' 

[Approved  March  4,  1885.] 

Chapter  312. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  twenty-eight  of  chapter  fifty-one  of 
the  Revised  Statutes,  relating  to  railroad  crossings. 

Be  it  enacted^  etc.,,  as  follows : 

Section  twenty-eight  of  chapter  fifl3'-one  of  the  revised  statutes, 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  '^highways,"  in  the 
first  line  thereof,  the  words  *or  town-ways ;'  and  also  b}'  striking  out 
all  between  the  word  "determined,"  in  the  third  line  thereof,  and 
the  word  "no,"  in  the  eleventh  line  thereof,  and  inserting  instead  of 
the  words  thus  stricken  out,  the  words,  '  as  provided  by  sectiop 
twenty-seven  of  chapter  eighteen  of  the  revised  statutes ;'  so  that 
said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

*  Section  28.  Railroads  may  cross  highways  or  town-ways  in  the 
line  of  the  railroad ;  but  cannot  pass  along  them  without  leave  of 
the  town.  The  conditions  and  manner  of  crossing  shall  be  first 
determined,  as  provided  by  section  twenty-seven  of  chapter  eighteen 
of  the  revised  statutes.  No  crossing  of  a  street  in  a  city  not  a 
highway,  shall  be  made  without  the  written  consent  of  the  mayor 
and  aldermen,  stating  the  manner  and  conditions  thereof,  to  be  re- 
corded in  the  records  of  the  commissioners.  Crossings  not  so  made 
are  nuisances  and  may  be  so  treated,  and  the  directors  making  them 
are  personally  liable.'

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Chapter  sax.

*  Seotton  128.  When  a  serioos  aoddent  oocors  to  any  train  on  a 
raihfoad,  immediate  nottoo  thereof  shsU  be  given  in  writing  by  tiie 
officers  of  the  ctompany  operating  snoh  raibxMid,  to  the  chairman  of 
the  board  of  raOroad  oommissioner8«  who  shall,  if  he  deems  the 
public  interest  to  teqaire  it,  caase  an  investigation  to  be  made  at 
once  by  said  txMud ;  and  for  snoh  purpose  any  member  of  said  board 
shall  have  power  to  send  for  snoh  evidence  as  he  believes  necessary ; 
and  said  commissioners  shall,  in  their  annual  report,  make  a  foil 
statement  of  the  cause  of  sndh  accident.  The  expense  of  sudi  in- 
vestigation, including  witness  fees,  shall  be  paid  ttom  the  State 
treasury  on  certificate  of  the  board  of  ndlroad  commissioners.  Wit- 
nesses in  all  cases  before  said  board  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees 
as  in  the  supreme  judicial  court.'

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REPORT. 


To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Maine. 

Agreeably  to  the  requirements  of  law,  we  submit  the 
Twenty-Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners 
of  the  State,  for  the  year  ending  December  Ist,  1886. 

As  there  is  to  be  a  session  of  the  Legislature  the  present 
winter  we  have  deemed  it  our  duty  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  law-making  power  to  several  subjects  which  may  in  its 
discretion  require  legislation ;  these,  together  with  other 
suggestions,  recommendations  and  statements,  we  present 
under  the  following  heads  : 

1.  Organization  of  Railroad   Corporations  under 

General  Law. 

2.  Grade  Crossings,  Safety  Switches  and  Lights. 

3.  Serious  Accident  on  Railroads. 

4.  Increased  Weight  of  Engines. 

5.  Condition  of  Railroads. 

6.  Accidents  During  the  Year. 

7.  Appendix. 

8.  Tabulation. 
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ORGANIZATION   OF   RAILROAD   CORPORATIONS 

UNDER  GENERAL  LAW. 

The  Constitution  of  the  State,  Article  IV,  part  third,  Sec. 
14,  is  lis  follows:  ** Corporations  shall  be  formed  under  gen- 
eral laws,  and  shall  not  be  created  by  special  acts  of  the 
Legislature,  except  for  municipal  purposes,  and  in  cases 
where  the  objects  of  the  corporation  cannot  otherwise  be 
attained ;  and,  however  formed,  they  shall  forever  be  subject 
to  the  general  laws  of  the  State."  Section  13  of  same  article 
provides  that,  *'The  Legislature  shall  from  time  to  time,  pro- 
vide, as  far  as  practicable,  by  general  lawn,  for  all  matters 
usually  appertaining  to  special  or  private  legislation.'' 

In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  the  last  above  quoted 
section  of  the  Constitution,  the  Legislature  of  1876  enacted  a 
general  law  under  which  railroad  corporations  should  be  organ- 
ized and  charters  granted,  which  provisions  are  now  incorpo- 
rated into  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State.  Notwithstand- 
ing these  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  Legisla- 
ture has  provided  the  mode  for  the  orgaiiiz;ition  of  such  cor- 
porations, parties  still  continue  to  ask  the  Legislature  to  grant 
special  charters  for  such  purposes,  and  a  number  have  been 
granted  since  the  enactment  of  the  general  law  above  men- 
tioned in  cases,  too,  where  the  object  of  the  corporations  could 
have  been  attained  under  its  provisions.  Whether  or  not 
charters  thus  obtained  are  valid  or  otherwise,  is  not  for  us  to 
determine  ;  but  we  think  the  good  of  the  railroad  system  and 
the  welfare  of  the  people  of  the  State  require  that  some 
uniform  system  should  be  adopted,  by  which  and  none  other 
railroad  corporations  should  be  created.  Those  who  desire 
to  organize  a  railroad  corporation  and  to  build  a  road  under 
the  provisions  of  the  statute  are  required  to  make  oath  that 
they  intend  in  good  faith  so  to  do,  and  before  they  can  enter 
upon  the  construction  of  their  road  are  required  to  subscribe 
for  the  full  amount  of  stock  and  pay  in  cash  one-fifth  thereof. 
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also  to  make  a  complete  survey  and  location  with  plans  and 
estimates,  and  obtain  the  approval  of  same  by  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners.  These  several  guards  and  provisions 
the  law-making  power  deemed  necessary  to  insure  good  faith 
and  to  preserve  the  rights  of  the  public.  To  place  the  above- 
mentioned  limitations  and  restrictions  upon  those  who  in  good 
faith  desire  to  build  a  railroad,  and  to  allow  others  to  simply 
apply  to  the  Legislature  for  a  special  act  or  charter  which  may, 
if  gninted,  allow  them  without  expense,  limitations  or  restric- 
tions to  occupy,  or  threaten  to  occupy,  substantially  the  same 
territory,  and  thus  compel  the  first-mentioned  parties  to 
abandon  the  enterprise,  or  purchase  the  right  acquired  by  the 
other  party,  through  the  special  act  aforesaid,  is,  we  think, 
unjust,  and  if  the  practice  is  continued  will  greatly  retard  the 
healthy  growth  of  the  railroad  system  of  the  State. 

GRADE   CROSSINGS,    SAFETY   SWITCHES  AND 

LIGHTS. 

The  danger  of  railroad  grade  crossings  to  the  traveling 
public  is  attracting  much  attention.  The  New  Hampshire 
Bailroad  Commissioners  in  their  last  report,  say: 

*'Wilh  the  best  possible  disposition  of  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
matter,  and  a  constant  increase  in  safeguards  and  vigilance,  the 
grade  crossing  will  always  be  attended  wiih  unexpected  and  serious 
dangers.  The  danger  is  greater  to  the  public  than  to  the  roads. 
This  was  not  so  in  the  early  days  of  railroading,  when  the  equip- 
ment was  light  and  autr>matic  brakes  and  Miller  platforms  had  not 
been  invented.  As  it  is  the  railroads  even  now  sometimes  suffer 
loss  of  employes*  lives  and  serious  damage  to  property  from  cross- 
ing accidents.  These  crossings  do  not  diminish,  while  their  dangers 
increase  with  the  growth  of  our  villages  and  cities.  The  frequency 
of  grade-crossing  accidents  in  this  country  is  frightfull}'  in  excess  of 
their  frequency  in  Great  Britain,  where  grade  crossings  have  l)een 
relentlessly*  discouraged  from  the  6rst  intro<lu(Hion  of  railroads  Here 
grade-crossing  and  trespass  accidents,  according  to  Mr.  Adams,  are 
26  per  cent  of  all  railroad  accidents ;  in  Great  Britain  they  are  only 
4  per  cent  of  all. 
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^^The  suggestioD  has  sometimes  been  made  that  all  grade  cross- 
ings should  be  peremptorily  abolished.  This  would  involve  soch 
enormous  expense  that  the  suggestion  is  utterly  impracticable  and 
valueless.  Considering  the  importance  of  the  subject,  and  the  great 
gain  to  life  and  property  that  would  result  from  the  same  absence  of 
grade  crossings  that  we  find  in  Great  Britain,  it  would  seem  to  be  a 
reasonable  and  far-reaching  policy  to  require  at  least  one  grade 
crossing  to  be  removed  upon  every  hundred  miles  of  road  In  the 
State  in  a  year,  to  be  determined  on  the  ground  of  the  greatest  ad- 
vantage to  the  public  and  to  the  road.  This  would  not  involve  a 
serious  burden  on  the  roads,  while  in  the  course  of  fifty  years  it 
would  substantially  exterminate  the  crossings  at  grade  throughout 
the  State.  A  step  in  the  right  direction  was  taken  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  1885,  in  the  act  approved  bj*  the  Governor  on  the  last  day 
of  the  session,  which  prohibits  the  crossing  at  grade  of  one  road  by 
another  in  future  constructions,  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
Railroad  Commissioners." 

lu  the  last  report  of  the  Massachusetts  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners it  is  alleged  that 

^^The  statutes  of  Connecticut  recognize  a  distinction  between 
the  comparatively  slight  convenience  afforded  b}'  allowing  a  new 
highway  to  cross  a  railroad  at  grade  and  the  vital  needs  of  a 
community  that  may  sometimes  be  served  by  allowing  a  new  rail- 
road to  cross  an  existing  highway  at  grade.  The  first  is  abso- 
lutely forbidden  in  all  cases.  The  other  is  allowed  where  an 
exigency  is  shown.  It  is  an  error  to  suppose  that  this  is  a  partial 
exercise  of  favor  toward  the  railroad  companies.  The  permission 
is  given  for  the  sake  of  the  community  that  desires  the  railroad. 
In  building  a  branch  or  an  extension  a  railroad  company  often  acts 
not  for  the  sake  of  profit,  but  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  the  people 
for  increased  facilities." 

At  a  late  annual  meeting  of  the  Hartford  &  New  Haven 
Railroad  Company,  it  was  suggested  that  a  certain  percentage 
of  the  surplus  earnings  be  used  to  abolish  grade  crossings. 
But  one  of  the  directors  announced  that 

"He  did  not  believe,  however,  as  the  Connecticut  town  authorities 
have  claimed,  that  the  road  should  pay  all  the  cost  of  abolishing  the 
grade  crossings  required  by  the  Legislature  to  be  abolished  gradually 
during  a  term  of  years.     This  expense  the  towns  should  share." 
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In  view  of  the  fact  that  grade  crossings  are  rapidly  multi- 
plying in  this  State  by  the  laying  oat  of  highways  and  farm 
roads  over  railroads,  and  in  the  belief  that  there  should 
be  some  specific  and  comprehensive  oversight  for  such  an 
important  matter,  we  would  suggest  such  an  amendment  to 
section  27  of  chapter  310  of  the  Laws  of  Maine,  1885,  as 
would  prevent  a  highway,  farm  road  or  street  from  being  laid 
across  a  railroad  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Railroad 
Commissioners,  who  should  be  empowered  to  fix  the  manner 
and  condition  of  such  crossing  and  to  apportion  the  expense 
thereof  equitably,  and  to  compel  the  making  safe  any  exist- 
ing grade  crossing  which  may  be  reported  or  represented  as 
especially  blind  and  dangerous ;  even  to  requiring  the  con- 
struction of  an  over-bridge  or  an  under-pass  in  the  place 
thereof. 

We  also  respectfully  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law 
requiring  every  railroad  company  in  the  State,  that  has  trains 
passing  over  any  part  of  its  line  by  night,  to  place  safety 
switches  and  lights,  of  an  approved  sort,  at  every  siding 
where  such  trains  pass  without  stopping ;  and  that  the  com- 
plete and  unbroken  integrity  of  the  track  on  the  main  line 
shall  be  thus  protected  throughout  all  railroads  in  the 
State  upon  which  express  trains  are  run,  either  by  day  or 
night. 

SERIOUS  ACCIDENT  ON  RAILROADS. 

Section  126  of  the  Revised  Statutes  as  amended  by  chapter 
321  of  Laws  of  1885  is  as  follows : 

"When  a  serious  accident  occurs  to  any  train  on  a  railroad^ 
immediate  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  writing  by  the 
ofiicers  of  the  company  operating  such  railroad,  to  the  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  who  shall,  if  he 
deems  the  public  interest  to  require  it,  cause  an  investigation 
to  be  made  at  once  by  said  board  ;  and  for  such  purpose  any 
member  of  said  board  shall  have  power  to  send  for  such  evi- 
dence as  he  believes  necessary,  and  said  commissioners  shall 
in  their  annual  report,  make  a  full  statement  of  the  cause  of 
such  accident,"  etc. 
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Section  65  of  chapter  51  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  as 
follows:  **When  a  fatal  accident  occurs  on  a  railroad,  the 
corporation  using  it  shall  give  immediate  notice  to  the 
county  attorney,  who  shall  call  upon  a  coroner,  residing  near 
the  place  of  the  accident,  to  bold  an  inquest  upon  the  bodies 
of  those  whose  deaths  have  been  so  caused.  If  the  county 
attorney  does  not  reside  within  ten  miles  of  said  place,  some 
justice  of  the  peace,  residing  in  the  county,  shall  be  requested 
to  notify  a  coroner  to  hold  such  inquest  before  notice  is  given 
to  said  attorney.** 

It  will  be  seen  that  these  two  provisions  of  statute  cover, 
substantially,  the  same  ground.  While  a  serious  accident 
may  not  be  fatal,  certainly  a  fatal  accident  is  serious,  there- 
fore, under  these  provisions,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  two  dis- 
tinct tribunals  to  make  an  investigation  of  the  cause  of  a  fatal 
accident  at  the  same  time.  True,  the  object  of  the  investi- 
gation is  of  a  two-fold  nature,  but  as  the  same  witnesses 
would  be  required  to  appear  before  both  tribunals,  perhaps 
at  the  same  time,  it  might  lead  to  a  conflict  of  jurisdiction, 
unlciss  one  tribunal  should  wait  till  the  other  had  finished  its 
investigation,  which  would  not  be  a  eompliiince  with  the 
provisions  of  the  statute,  and  would  also  subject  witnesses 
to  much  delay  and  inconvenience.  We  would,  therefore, 
suggest  whether  or  no  it  would  not  be  better  to  provide  for  one 
tribunal  to  investigate  all  such  accidents  and  to  make  such  a 
report  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  might  require. 

INCREASED  WEIGHT  OF  ENGINES. 

Before  proceeding  to  give  detailed  statement  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  several  railroads  in  the  State,  the  Commission- 
ers deem  it  a  duty  to  utter  a  few  words  of  warning  against 
the  prevailing  increase  in  the  weight  of  locomotive  engines, 
out  of  all  proportion  to  the  superstructure  and  substructure 
of  most  of  our  railroads. 

These  railroads  were  built  to  carry  a  comparatively  light 
rolling  stock,  and  now,  while  from  age  and  hard  service,    he 
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rails  and  bridges  have  impaired  power  of  resistance,  they 
are  subjected  to  steadily  increasing  loads  driven  over  them 
at  an  ever  accelerating  rate  of  speed. 

We  question  whether  the  present  general  demand  for  these 
enoimously  heavy  locomotives  with  their  trains  of  excessive 
length,  as  well  as  weight,  he  not  a  mistake,  even  upon  roads 
prepared  to  withstand  their  impact.  It  certainly  is  a  most 
serious  error  in  judgment  to  permit  such  immense  weights  to 
be  impelled  over  tracks  and  bridges  constructed  to  carry 
safely  but  about  half  as  heavy  rolling  loads  at  a  much  lower 
rate  of  speed. 

This  cannot  be  in  the  line  of  true  economy,  since  all  prac- 
tical men  in  immediate  charge  of  them  admit  that  rails  and 
bridges,  which,  under  the  loads  they  were  designed  to  carry, 
would  do  good  service  for  years  to  come,  are  now  rapidly 
failing  under  the  movement  of  the  present  heavier  tmins,  and 
require  constant  repairs  and  renewals  of  parts  to  maintain 
them  in  a  passably  safe  condition,  subject  all  the  while  to  an 
impending  crash  of  unlimited  costs.  Even  turn-tables,  which 
would  be  as  good  as  new  for  turning  the  engines  in  common 
use  five  or  six  years  ago,  are  being  crushed  and  ruined  by 
the  mere  dead  weight  of  those  recently  put  into  service.  An 
impression  seems  to  rest  in  the  minds  of  some  railroad  offi- 
cials of  the  so-called  ^  eminently  practicaV  type,  that  a  bridge 
will  continue  safe  under  these  heavier  loads  for  an  indefinite 
period,  because  it  has  carried  them  for  a  month  or  a  year  with 
no  apparent  disturbance  of  its  members  or  material.  They 
argue  that  all  bridges  will  evidence  timely  warning  of  over- 
taxed condition  to  proper  inspection. 

These  are  paltry  thoughts  with  no  reason  in  them ;  for  it 
is  well  known  that  the  life  and  strength  of  material — espe- 
cially iron  and  steel,  when  strained  beyond  certain  limits  are 
actually  diminished,  it  may  be  almost  to  the  point  of  rupt- 
ure, with  no  visible  outward  indication  of  changed  structure. 
We  apprehend  that  there  are  daily  driven,  at  speed,  over 
railroad  bridges,  loads  greatly  in  excess  of  the  maximum  they 
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were  designed  to  carry  securely ;  each  one  of  these  insufficient 
structures  that  still  remain  being  held  up  for  a  while  by  draw- 
ing upon  the  factor  of  safety  that  was  intended  merely  to 
provide  a  margin  against  imperfect  material  or  workmanship 
that  might  steal  into  its  construction,  but  which  is  thus 
encroached  upon  to  a  perilous  extent.  Any  daj*  disaster  may 
come ;  some  day  it  certainly  will.  Within  view  of  such 
appalling  disasters  as  have  already  taken  place  and  must 
inevitably  continue  to  occur,  it  is  amazing  that  railroad  man- 
agers should  permit  the  danger  line  to  be  thus  approached. 
But  no  rational  man  can  doubt  that  this  is  often  closely  done, 
and  too  often  with  even  criminal  recklessness. 

We  submit  that  this  Board  can  hardly  do  any  better 
service  to  the  public  interests  than  to  call  the  thoughtful 
attention  of  railroad  officials  to  the  paper  read  last  March, 
before  the  Cleveland  Civil  Engineer's  Club  by  a  member 
(Mr.  C.  M.  Barber),  entitled  **  Old  Bridges  under  If^ew 
Loads ^^^  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  <<  Association  of 
Engineering  Societies,"  Vol.  5 ;  No.  3.

Aroostook  River  Railway. 

From  State  line  to  Presque  Isle,  in  Aroostook  County,  30 
miles.

At  our  examination  of  this  railway  the  past  season,  wo  were 
gratified  to  find  continued  improvement,  nut  only  in  the  track, 
road-bed  and  bridges,  but  in  the  train  service,  which  has  been 
largely  increased  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  rapidly  growing 
business  of  Aroostook  County,  and  particularly  that  portion 
of  it  traversed  by  this  road,  and  we  find  that  it  has  been 
necessary  to  make  large  additions  to  the  rolling  stock  in  order 
to  meet  the  pressing  demands  for  transportation  of  the  prod- 
ucts of  the  rich  Aroostook  valley.  The  road  has  been  well 
ditched,  and  mostly  ballasted,  and  all  defective  frogs,  ties, 
culverts  and  cattle  guards  renewed.  About  25  miles  of  the 
track  is  laid  with  steel  rails,  and  the  remaining  five  miles  will 
be  renewed  at  an  early  day  with  the  same  material.  This  road 
is  leased  to,  and  operated  by  the  New  Brunswick  Railway 
C(mipany.  and  is  under  the  efficient  management  of  Mr.  F. 
W.  Cram.  The  following  named  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  rolling  stock  of  New  Brunswick  Railway  during  the 
past  year :     6  new  passenger  locomotives,  1  passenger  loco- 
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motive  rebuilt,  12  new  passenger  cars,  3  passenger  cars 
rebuilt,  4  new  baggage  and  mail  cars,  all  the  above  equipped 
with  the  Westinghouse  brake;  6  new  freight* locomotives,  1 
freight  locomotive  rebuilt,  6  freight  saloon  cars,  200  20-ton 
capacity  box  cars  and  300  20-ton  capacity  flat  cars.  As  the 
New  Brunswick  Railway,  of  which  the  Aroostook  Railway  is  a 
branch,  is  so  intimately  connected  with  the  railway  system  of 
Maine,  we  think  it  proper  to  give  some  figures,  showing  the 
great  improvements  being  made  upon  that  road.  During 
the  last  15  months,  about  50  miles  of  new  steel  has  been  laid 
in  the  track  and  25^,000  yards  of  ballast  put  upon  the  road- 
bed. The  line  from  St.  John  to  Vanceboro  well  ballasted 
and  ditched,  164,000  new  ties  have  been  put  into  the  track, 
and  all  defective  culverts  rebuilt.  The  total  number  of  mihs 
operated  by  the  Company  is  447.  Of  this  amount  400  miles  is 
laid  with  steel  rails.  Twenty-one  new  bridges  have  been 
built,  and  the  principal  bridges  east  of  St.  Croix  are  built  of 
steel.  The  management  of  the  road  has  proved  very  satis- 
factory to  all  who  have  occasion  to  patronize  it,  and  it  is  cer- 
tainly entitled  to  great  credit,  for  the  efibrts  made  to  accom- 
modate its  patrons,  and  for  the  vast  improvements  made,  both 
in  the  road  and  its  equipments.

This  important  line  of  railway  has  been  kept  up  the  past 
year  to  that  high  standard  of  excellence  described  in  our 
report  of  1885.  A  portion  of  the  track  has  been  re-laid 
with  heavier  steel  rails,  and  wherever  required  new  ties  have 
replaced  the  old.  The  whole  road  is  well  ballasted  and 
ditched  in  a  most  thorough  and  workman-like  mimner,  pre- 
senting a  very  neat  and  finished  appearance.

The  Commissioners  are  happy  to  report  that  the  chanfjes 
and  improvements,  commenced  on  this  road  several  yean 
since,  have  been  continued  the  past  season.  A  very  superior 
stone  culvert  has  been  built  at  the  Dyke  Bridge  (so-called) 
aud  an  embankment  made  over  it,  in  place  of  the  long  pile 
bridge,  which  has  been  the  occasion  of  care  and  trouble  for 
several  years.  At  Nichols  River,  between  Wiscassot  and 
Newcastle,  a  large  portion  of  the  long  pile  bridge  has  been 
filled,  and  a  permament  embankment  made,  reducing  the  length 
of  the  bridge  to  about  100  feet.  Several  other  bridges  have 
been  fully  repaired.  Eight  thousiuid  cedar  cross-ties,  and 
800  tons  of  iron  have  l>een  laid  in  the  track,  and  a  consid- 
erable amount  of  ballast  put  under  it.  Much  attention  has 
been  given  to  ditching  and  draining,  and  we  think  that  the 
road  is  in  a  safe  and  better  condition  at  the  present  time  than 
ever  before.  The  fences  have  been  repaired  and  about  8^ 
miles  of  wire  fence  built.  The  station  buildings  are  in  good 
condition.  Tbe  ferry-boat  has  been  strengthened  and  re- 
paired. Some  additions  have  been  made  to  the  rolling  stock, 
made  necessary  by  the  burning  of  passenger  and  freight  card 
ait  Rockland.  The  extension  of  the  line  to  a  point  nearer  tho 
center  of  business  at  Rockland  has  been  accomplished  and 
must  result  in  great  benefit  to  the  road.

As  stated  above  the  total  length  of  line  included  in  the 
Maine  Central  system  is  535  miles.     This  includes  the  steam 
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ferry  between  the  terminus  of  the  Mt.  Desert  Branch  and 
Bar  Harl)()r.  The  roads  included  in  this  system  are  the  Port- 
land &  Kennebec,  from  Portland  to  Augusta;  the  Somerset 
&  Kennebec,  from  Augusta  to  Skowhegan ;  Penobsccit  & 
Kennebec,  from  Waterville  to  Bangor;  European  &  North 
American,  from  Bangor  to  Vanceboro ;  Androscoggin  & 
Kennebec,  from  Cumberland  Junction  via.  Lewiston  to  Wa- 
terville;  Bath  Branch,  Bath  to  Brunswick;  Androscoggin 
Railroad,  from  Brunswick  to  Leeds  junction  with  bninch 
from  Crowley's  to  Lewiston  ;  Leeds  &  Farmington  Railroad, 
from  Leeds  Junction  to  Farmington  ;  Belfast  &  Moosebead 
Lake  Branch,  from  Burnham  to  Belfact;  Newport  &  Dexter 
Branch,  from  Newport  to  Dexter;  Eastern  Maine,  from  Ban- 
gor to  Bucksport ;  Maine  Shore  Line,  from  Bangor  to  Mt. 
Desert;  Stillwater  Branch,  from  Orono  to  mills  at  Stillwater

mentioned.  Many  very  important  improvements  and  addi- 
tions have  been  made  during  the  past  year  at  different  points 
on  the  main  line  and  branches. 

The  followinfr-nnmed  brid«:es  have  been  built  since  the  date 
of  our  la^t  report.  At  RoyaTs  River,  near  Yarmouth  Junction, 
new  abutments  have  been  built,  and  a  new  iron  deck  bridize 
of  XO  iVet  span  has  taken  the  place  of  the  old  wooden 
stnu'tmo.  At  Au^justa  the  old  iron  bridire  over  the  Kenne- 
bee  River  has  been  removed,  and  a  new  iron  bridge  of  superior 
desi<rn  and  eonstruetion  has  taken  its  place.  The  iron  eolunins 
on  top  of  the  i)iers,  used  as  supports  for  the  old  bridge,  have 
been  removed  and  the  piers  built  up  with  masonry.  The  iron 
span  over  Water  street,  Augusta,  has  been  rejilaced  by  an 
iron  plate  girder  bridge.  The  trestle  at  the  Bleaehery  Bridire 
on  the  Lewiston  Branch  has  been  rebuilt.  The  brid<re  over 
the  Little  Androscoggin,  between  Lewiston  and  Danville 
Junction,  has  been  extensively  repaired,  also  those  over  the 
Androscoggin  at  Topsham,  the  Kennebec  at  Waterville, 
Sandy  River  at  Farmington  and  the  Penobscot  at  Banizor. 
Many  other  bridges  of  minor  importance  have  received  neces- 
sary repairs. 
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At  Va88alboro'  the  station  buildings  have  been  removed  from 
the  west  side  of  the  track  to  the  east  side,  thus  doing  away 
with  the  necessity  of  passengers  crossing  the  track  to  reach 
the  station,  and  avoiding  danger  from  this  source.  Between 
Westbrook  Junction  and  Cumberland  Junction,  the  culverts 
and  cattle  guards  have  been  lengthened,  and  the  ledge  cut 
near  Westbrook  Junction  widened  with  a  view  of  extending 
a  double  track  to  Cumberland  Junction.  Some  of  the  culverts 
and  cattle  passes  at  different  points  along  the  line  have  been 
rebuilt,  and  others  received  necessary  repairs.  At  Portland 
a  new  engine  house  and  offices  for  the  foremen  of  the  shops 
have  been  built.  The  station  at  Congress  Street  has  been 
enlarged  and  otherwise  improved.  At  Gardiner  the  passen- 
ger station  has  been  moved  back  from  the  track  and  improved 
in  many  other  respects.  A  new  freight-house  has  been  built 
at  Vassalboro*,  new  passenger  stations  have  been  built 
at  Danville  Junction  and  Annabessacook,  on  the  main  line 
from  Cumberland  Junction  via.  Lewiston  to  Waterville,  also 
at  Newport  and  Corinna  on  the  Newport  &  Dexter  Branch. 
At  Oldtown,  on  the  European  &  North  American  Division, 
the  passenger  station  has  been  enlarged  and  greatly  improved. 

The  engine  house  at  Waterville  has  been  enlarged  by  the 
addition  of  eight  stalls.  At  Lake  House,  on  the  Maine  Shore 
Line,  a  station  room  and  platform  has  been  built,  and  at  Ells- 
worth Falls  a  new  freight  house  has  been  built.  At  Mt.  Desert 
Ferry  improvement  has  been  made  by  lengthening  the  awning 
and  moving  the  Agent's  office.  New  tank  houses  have  been 
built  at  Etna  and  South  Lincoln,  and  extensive  coal  sheds  at 
Waterville  and  Bangor.  Fourteen  new  crossing  gates  have 
been  erected  at  different  points  on  the  line,  among  which  is 
Congress  Street,  Portland,  others  at  Hallowell,  Augusta  and 
Bangor.  A  little  more  than  1046  tons  of  steel  rails,  about 
495  tons  of  iron  rails,  183,269  cross-ties  have  been  laid  in 
the  tnick  the  past  season,  and  about  38  miles  of  track  bal- 
lasted. Over  12,000  rods  of  fence  have  been  built  the  past 
season,  a  large  proportion  of  which  is  barbed  wire ;  1630 
rods  length  of  old  fence  have  been  repaired. 
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The  main  lines  of  tfao  Maine  Ccutral  nmd  are  in  excellent 
oonditioQ  in  every  nwpect.  The  branob  from  Bath  to  Lowii- 
tOD  compares  veiy  favorably  with  the  Duin  Hue.  F^rom  Crow- 
ley's Junction  to  Leeds  Junvtiun,  tbe  road  is  much  improved, 
and  is  in  fair  condition.  From  Leeds  JuneUun  to  Farmingtoc 
in  good  Rondllion.  The  road  from  Waterville  to  Skowh^aa 
is  in  fair  order,  bat  needs  new  ateel  rails  over  alatge  portioo 
of  it.  The  Belfast  Branch  is  in  fair  condition,  but  needs  sods 
nev  mils  iind  ties  in  the  track,  and  more  ballast.  The  bri^oi 
are  in  good  order.  The  Newport  and  Dexter  Branch  has  been 
somewhat  improved,  but  needs  new  rails  in  the  track  and  more 
ballast.  Tbe  branch  from  Bangor  to  Buoksport  is  in  fair  cm- 
dition,  but  also  ueeds  new  rails  and  more  ballast.  The  Mt. 
Desert  Branch,  from  Bangor  to  Mt.  Desert  Ferry,  la  in  very 
good  condition  throughout  its  entire  length.  The  stations  on 
the  main  lines  and  branches  are  (with  few  exceptions)  in  good 
order,  convenient,  and  kept  clean  and  comfortable.  The  roll- 
ing stuck  is  fur  the  most  part  in  excellent  condition ;  the 
passenger  cars  are  first-claas  in  every  respect  and  additions 
and  iinpnivcments  are  constantly  being  made,  as  the  service 
requires. 

From  the  foregoing  statements  it  will  be  seen  that  a  vast

This  road  continues  in  the  same  good  condition  as  stated  in 
our  report  of  last  year  (with  the  exception  of  the  two  bridges 
over  the  Prosumpscot  River  which  have  not  been  rebuilt  as  it 
was  hoped  they  would  be  before  this  time.)

Never,  since  the  construction  of  the  Portland  &  Rochester 
Railroad,  have  the  road-bed  and  bridges  (with  one  exception), 
track  and  stations  been  in  so  good  condition,  or  the  improve- 
ments more  marked,  than  during  the  past  season.  The  road 
compares  very  favorably  with  the  best  railroads  in  the  State. 
The  track  is  laid  with  steel  rails  the  entire  length  of  the  road, 
seven  hundred  tons  of  which  have  been  laid  this  year ;  19,400 
cedar  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  ballast.  A  fill  of  2700  yards  of  earth  has  been 
made  at  Saccarappa  for  a  new  side  track.  At  Pitt  Street 
Bridge,  Deering,  the  grade  of  the  road  has  been  lowered  2 
feet,  and  the  material  taken  from  it  (earth  and  ledge),  used 
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in  repairing  the  marginal  way  at  Portland.  An  overhead 
bridge  is  in  process  of  construction  at  the  crossing  of  Pitt 
Street,  Deering,  6080  feet  of  side  tracks  have  been  laid, 
and  65  new  steel  frogs  and  12  iron  switches  have  been  made. 
Three  cattle  passes  have  been  filled  up,  and  one  overhead 
bridge  taken  down.  At  Lcl)anon  a  new  bridge  of  hard  pine, 
44-feet  span,  and  at  Butler  Meadow  another  of  47-feet  span, 
have  been  built — and  the  abutments  of  each  fully  repaired. 
At  Carpenter's  Brook,  the  masonry  has  been  repaired,  and 
iron  beams  substituted  for  wooden  stringers,  and  similar 
improvements  have  been  made  at  the  brook  near  Butler's 
Meadow.  At  Hamilton's  Brook,  the  abutments  have  been 
rebuilt  in  a  substantial  manner  and  the  span  reduced.  The 
bridges  built  last  year,  at  Little  River  and  Great  Brook,  have 
been  covered  in  with  white  pine  sheathing,  and  some  repairs 
have  been  made  upon  other  bridges  at  Mousam  and  Salmon 
Falls  rivers.  A  new  baggage-room,  awning  and  platfonn 
have  been  built  at  the  station  in  Portland.  The  paint  shop 
has  been  enlarged  and  the  engine-house  repaired.  New  plat- 
forms have  been  built  at  Forest  Avenue  and  East  Lebanon  ; 
an  iron  turn-table  has  been  placed  in  the  engine-house  at  Port- 
land. One  new  locomotive  has  been  purchased.  The  pile 
bridge  at  Alfred  shoxild  he  rebuilt  the  coming  season^  and  the 
marginal  way  at  Portland  should  be  extensively  repaired. 
The  passenger  cars  and  locomotives  are  in  good  order.  We 
believe  that  there  are  but  few  railroads  in  the  State  that  have 
shown  a  more  marked  improvement  during  the  last  two  or 
three  years  than  the  Portland  &  Rochester  Railroad,  and  we 
are  glad  to  know  that  the  increased  business  of  the  road  jus- 
tifies and  sustains  the  expenditure,  and  efi'orts  of  the  officers, 
to  make  this  in  every  respect  a  first-class  railroad.

Decision  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  on  Peti- 
tion of  the  Rockport  Railroad  Company  for  Approval  of 
Location. 

This  case  comes  before  us  on  petition  of  the  Rockport  Riilroad 
Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  provisions  of  Sec.  1 , 
Chapter  51,  of  Revised  Statutes,  for  approval  of  the  location  of  their 
proposed  road,  as  provided  by  section  6  of  said  chapter  which  pro- 
vides that  ^^  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  sliall  on  presenta- 
tion of  such  petition,  appoint  a  day  for  a  hearing  tliereon,  and  the 
petitioners  shall  give  such  notice  thereof  as  said  board  deems  reason- 
able and  proper,  in  order  that  all  persons  interested  may  liave  an 
opportunity  to  appear  and  object  thereto.  If  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners,  after  hearing  the  petition,  approves  the  proposed 
location  and  finds  that  public  convenience  requires  the  construction 
of  such  road,  the  corporation  may  proceed  with  the  conHtructiun 
thereof."  It  appears  from  the  petition  and  accompan\  ing  map  of 
the  proposed  route  that  said  road  is  to  be  constructed  from  the  Lime- 
stone Quarries  at  Simonton's  Corner,  so  called,  in  the  town  of  Cam- 
den, along  the  bank  of  the  Goose  River  Stream,  so  called,  to  certain 
lime  kilns  in  Rockport  Village  in  said  town,  a  distance  of  about  three 
miles.  It  also  appears  from  the  articles  of  association  filed  and 
approved,  and  from  the  testimony  adduced  at  the  hearing,  that  said 
road  is  to  be  constructed  for  public  use  in  the  conve3'ance  of  property 
and  mainly,  for  transporting  lime  rock  from  the  quarries  to  the  kilns 
in  Rockport,  aforesaid ;  that  the  petitioners  have  acquired  b}*  pm- 
chase  the  right  of  way  from  said  quarries  to  the  highway  leading 
through  said  village  and  to  a  point  within  a  few  roods  of  the  kilns 
aforesaid,  with  the  exception  of  the  right  to  cross  highways  or  town 
ways,  as  the  case  may  be,  at  six  different  places  ;  that  from  the  point 
above  named  it  is  proposed  to  extend  said  railroad  across  the  high- 
way at  grade  in  said  village,  to,  and  along  a  ceitain  private  way, 
leading  from  said  highway  by  the  lime  kilns  of  G.  F.  Burgess,  S. 
£.  &  H.  L.  Shepherd,  and  G.  £.  Carleton,  and  as  located  across 
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land  of  Geo.  W.  Spear,  Emma  Hallowell,  Marion  Mallard  to  termi- 
nus at  the  shipyard  of  Carleton,  Norwood  &  Co. 

At  the  hearing  which  was  held  at  Rockport  on  the  10th  day  of 
June,  A.  D  1886,  Geo.  W.  Spear,  Emma  Hallowell,  Marion  Mal- 
lard, G.  R.  Carleton  and  G.  F.  Burgess,  appeared  by  their  attomeja, 
O.  G.  Hall  and  J.  S.  Foster,  and  filed  with  the  Board  the  following 
objections  to  the  approval  of  said  location : 

1.  Because  no  sufficient  notice  of  the  proposed  location  of  said 
railroad  has  been  applied  for  or  given. 

2.  Because  no  notice  has  been  given  that  the  question  of  whether 
'^  public  convenience  requires  the  construction  of  said  road"  was  to 
be  considered  at  the  hearing. 

3.  Because  said  proposed  railroad  is  not  for  public  ose  or  one 
authorizing  the  invasion  of  private  property  or  rights. 

4.  Because  public  convenience  does  not  require  the  constmction 
of  said  railroad. 

Counsel  for  the  remonstrants,  in  an  able  argument,  contended  that 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  in  approving  the  articles  of  association 
erred  because  it  did  not  appear  by  said  articles  that  said  road  was 
intended  for  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  property,  but  of  property 
only,  and  was  therefore  null  and  void.  And  also  that  the  enterprise 
WHS  wholly  of  a  private  and  not  a  public  nature.  It  was  further 
contended  that  but  few  individuals  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of 
lime  would  be  benefited  by  the  enterprise,  while  others,  especially 
G.  K.  Carleton,  would  be  greatly  inconvenienced  in  operating  his 
kilns  by  reason  of  the  oceupanc}'  of  said  private  way  by  moving 
trains  thereon,  etc.  And  that  public  travel  over  the  highway  in  the 
village  would  be  greatly  impeded  thereby. 

As  the  questions  here  presented  for  our  consideration  are  some- 
what new  in  this  State,  and  as  they  are  exciting  considerable  public 
interest,  we  deem  it  our  dut}'  to  make  public  our  finding  and  reasons 
therefor.  The  test  here  is,  Does  public  convenience  require  the  con- 
slriiclion  of  this  contemplated  road?  or,  in  other  words.  Do  the 
public  exigences  require  it  to  be  built  and  operated?  What  public 
interests  are  there  to  be  affected,  if  an}',  and  what  injur}'  will  private 
rights  suffer  if  such  railroad  is  built  and  operated  as  proposed  ?  The 
testimony  of  the  petitioners  and  their  witnesses  tends  to  show  that 
public  interests  would  be  subserved  in  many  wa^'s  by  the  building  of 
this  railroad ;  that  a  large  deposit  of  valuable  lime  rock  on  the  line 
of  this  road  would  be  opened,  and  thus  made  available  which  now 


cannot  be  reached  by  the  ordinarjr  modea  uaed  for  tran  a  porting  linje 
rock  ;  thai  by  reasoo  of  its  construe  lion,  the  tendency  would  be  to  in- 
crease the  growth  of  the  village,  to  ci'eate  new  sources  of  husiness,  to 
enlarge  the  facilities  of  the  peojile  for  doing  business  and  give  ein|)loj-- 
ment  to  capital  and  labor.  That  the  lonu  of  Cainden  would,  in  a 
great  menaare,  be  relieved  of  a  burden  of  taxnLion  for  the  repair  of 
highways  and  town  wajs  over  which  such  liroe  rock  is  now  haulfd, 
and  by  reason  of  which,  said  roitds  &re  bo  cut  up  that  at  certain 
seasons  of  the  year  they  are  dangeraus  and  almost  imiiassnhle. 

There  is  no  rnle  well  defined  as  to  the  powi^r  of  thi;  government  to 
exercise  the  right  ol  eminent  domain  that  will  apply  in  all  eases  and 
nnder  all  oircuinstances.  As  Billow,  C.  J.,  remarked  in  the  opinion 
in  case  of  Talbut  e(  at.  vs.  Hudson  et  tits  ,  IG  Gray.  42ii — *■  It  has 
never  licen  deemed  essential  that  the  entire  commnuity,  or  any  con- 
siderable portion  of  it  should  direttly  enjoy  or  participate  iu  an  im- 
provement or  enterprise,  in  order  to  conslilulc  a  pnblii^  use.  within 
the  true  meaning  of  these  words  na  used  in  the  Constitution.  Such 
an  interpretation  would  greatly  narrow  and  cripple  the  autliority  of 
the  Legislature,  so  as  to  deprive  it  of  the  power  of  exerting  a  material 
and  bcDC&ciul  induence  on  the  welfare  and  proiiL>erily  of  the  Stale 
In  a  broad  and  comprehensive  view,  such  as  has  been  heretofore 
taken  of  the  construction  of  this  clause  of  the  Declaration  of  Uights, 
everything  which  tends  to  enlarge  the  resources,  increase  the  indus- 
trial ener<:ies,  and  promote  the  productive  power  of  any  (.•onsiderablc 
number  of  the  inhabitants  of  a  section  of  the  State,  or  whicli  leads 
to  the  growth  of  towns  and  the  creation  of  new  sources  for  the  em- 
ployment of  private  capital  and  lalior,  indirectly  contributes  to  tl>c 
general  welfare  and  to  the  prosperity  of  the  whole  community." 

While  we  might  not  be  willing  to  apply  the  above  rule  if  any 
considerable  numl>er  or  e.\tcnt  of  private  interests  were  to  be  seri- 
onsly  allecled  therebj',  we  think  we  may  safely  do  so  in  this  cose, 
knowing  as  we  do,  that  if  we  err.  the  courts  of  the  tjLate  are  open 
to  all  who  may  feel  aggrieved  hy  our  decision.  As  helore  stated,  it 
appears  that  tlie  petitioners  have  acquired,  by  purchase  or  otherwise, 
the  right  of  way  from  the  quarries  at  Simonlon's  Corner  to  Commer- 
cial Street  in  Rockport  Village,  except  the  right  to  cross  ihe  several 
highways  and  town  ways  alwve  mentioned,  and  as  to  such  crossing 
no  objection  is  made  by  the  oHlccrs  of  the  town  or  others,  proviileit 
sudi  railroad  is  mode  to  cross  at  grade.  That  the  right  of  eminent 
domain  is  to  be  exercised  only  in  the  additional  servitude  in  crossing 
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laid  hi^nrays,  «rd  OT«r  miidft]oDgs|yri¥iitoirigrtiien«dlbr  Mm^ 
of  8.  E.  *  n.  Xr.  I^epheid,  G.  £*  Garietim,  Caifakm,  ilonpood  A 
Co.  and  oreit  their  kmda,  aUK^  whoaii  we  bdme«  are  pottlioaBra» 
with  the  exc^ptkm  of  O.  E.  GarkitoD,  irtKi,  aa  he  atalea,  feaia  that 
by  baildlDg  moA  operating  a  raOroad  along  aaid  wajy  be  maf  be 
greati}'  hindered,  deUtyed  mod  dbetmcted  in  faia  bomneea  in  bonifaq; 
Itme,  he  being  oU^ed  to  prooore  hie  Ume  lodc  off  the  Une  of  aaid 
jltopoeed  road  and  tolraa^KMttttobiekUnabyhoraeteania.  Whia 
wefhllj  appreciate  tbeforoeof  tbeol^jectioaeaigedbylfoCagielaat 
and  the  fact  that  to  him  it  may  af^pear  tobe  an  eneroaohment  upon 
hie  rights  by  hie  neighboia  for  a  aeemii^flj  printe  parpoae,  ve 
think  the  enteiyriee  partal(es  of  a  public  natare*  The  leli^  of 
highways  ill  that  vicinity  from  heavy  teamfaig,  the  earing  to  the 
town  of  large  expendHaree  apoii  them  oaaeed  by  the  traaaportatioB 
of  lime  rock  by  iiorse  teamai  the  advancement  of  the  mannfaotiiring 
interests  and  the  promotion  of  the  prodoctive  power  of  a  oonaider- 
able  portion  of  the  inhaUtaote  of  that  commonity,  seem  to  oe  snfll^ 
dent  reasons  towairaiMi  the  additloaal  servitude  upon  eaid  bi|^ 
wa3*s  and  the  small  eacriflce  of  private  lighta^  if  any  there  be. 

As  we,  at  a  former  bearings  have  passed  npon  the  snffloieiioy  of 
the  Articles  of  Association,  w^  do  not  deem  it  neceesaiy  to  say 
more  than  that,  if  the  statute  read,  *^for  the  conveyance  of  persons 
or  property,"  as  suggested  by  counsel,  it  would  be  necessary  to 
add  the  words,  ^'or  both"  to  give  the  right  for  lK>th.  The  strict 
coDstruction  so  forcibly  demanded  would,  without  this  addition, 
permit  but  either  person  or  property,  as  might  be  petitioned  for, 
but  not  persons  and  property.  We  think  the  words,  '^persons  and 
property,"  used  in  the  statute,  are  intended  to  simply  define  or 
explain  the  character  of  the  public  use  of  said  railroad,  and  oar 
decision  and  order  is  as  follows :

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  petition,  upon  which  notice  had 
been  given,  as  ordered,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  met 
on  Thursday,  the  tenth  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1886,  at  ten  o'clock  in 
tlie  forenoon  at  the  office  of  S.  E.  &  H.  L.  Shepherd  in  said  town 
at  the  time  and  place  designated  in  said  order  of  notice,  knd  gave  a 
hearing  thereon  to  all  persons  and*  parties  who  appeared  for  that 
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purpose.  And  having  careftilly  examined  the  ronte*  of  said  pro- 
posed road  indicated  by  the  accompanying  map,  profile,  report  and 
estimate  presented  by  said  petitioners,  we  hereby  certify  our  approv- 
al thereof,  and  that  in  our  judgment  the  public  convenience  requires 
the  construction  of  said  road  as  prayed  for ;  except  so  much  of  said 
road  as  laid  out  over  lands  of  Greo.  W.  Spear,  Emma  Hallowell  and 
Marion  Mallard,  and  upon  condition  that  the  grade  line  of  the 
named  private  way  be  maintained  upon  tiie  same  plane  as  may  be 
established  for  that  of  the  said  railroad,  where  the  two  coincide 
nearly  or  are  parallel,  so  that  to  use  the  former  there  shall  be  no 
more  hindrance  than  is  ordinarily  caused  by  the  tracks  of  horse  and 
steam  railroads  in  public  streets.  But  said  grade  must  so  neariy 
conform  to  the  general  elevation  of  said  way  as  to  admit  of  easy 
use  and  access  to  the  kilns  by  horse  teams.

Decision  of  Railroad  Commissioners  in  Matter  of  Sebasti- 

cook  ft  Moosehead  Railroad. 

The  petitioners,  a  oorporation  duly  organized  under  the  laws  of 
the  State,  ask  this  Board  to  approve  the  location  of  their  road,  as  pro- 
yided  by  section  6  of  chapter  51  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  Under 
the  provisions  of  the  above  statute,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  this  Board, 
on  presentation  of  such  petition,  to  appoint  a  day  for  a  hearing  there- 
on, and  such  notice  thereof  as  the  Board  deems  reasonable  and 
proper  shall  be  given,  in  order  that  all  persons  interested  may  have 
an  opportunity  to  appear  and  object  thereto.  If  at  such  hearing  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  approves  the  location,  and  finds  that  public 
convenience  requires  the  construction  of  such  road,  such  corporation 
may  proceed  to  construct  the  same.  At  a  hearing  on  said  petition, 
which  was  held,  after  due  notice,  at  Hartland  in  the  county  of  Somer- 
set on  the  28d  day  of  August,  1886,  and  from  a  personal  examination 
of  the  route  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  it  appeared  that  the 
petitioners  had  made  a  location  of  their  proposed  road,  from  the 
village  of  Pittsfield,  on  the  line  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad, 
through  and  along  the  fertile  valley  of  the  Sebasticook  River  to 
and  into  the  village  of  Hartland,  a  distance  of  about  eight  miles, 
and  as  located  is  apparently  an  easy  route  to  construct  and  maintain 
a  railroad  upon.  It  further  appeared  from  the  evidence  adduced  at 
said  hearing  that  the  yearly  transportation  of  freight  along  the  line 
of  said  route  between  Hartland  and  Pittsfield,  bj-  the  present  modes 
of  transportation,  amounts  to  78,071  tons ;  that  at  said  village  of 
Hartland  there  is  a  valuable  water  power  which  is  now  utilized  to  a 
considerable  extent  in  several  important  manufactories,  among 
which  is  the  woolen  factory  of  Archibald  Linn ;  that  the  highway 
leading  from  Hartland  to  Pittsfield  at  certain  seasons  of  the  year, 
by  reason  of  heavy  teaming  and  character  of  the  soil,  is  nearh* 
impassable  and  that  by  reason  of  the  difficulties  thus  encountered, 
the  average  cost  of  transportation  between  the  above-mentioned 
points,  is  two  dollars  per  ton.  At  the  aforesaid  hearing  no  objection 
was  made  to  the  location  of  said  proposed  road  except  that  certain 
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owners  of  land  near  the  proposed  terminus  at  Pittsfield  asked  that 
said  proposed  location  be  changed  so  as  to  avoid  crossing  certain 
streets  and  valuable  house  lots  in  that  vicinity.  After  a  re-examina- 
tion and  inspection  of  that  portion  of  the  location  as  made,  it  was 
deemed  advisable  by  us  to  withhold  our  approval  and  to  adjourn 
our  said  hearing,  to  again  meet  at  the  Lancey  House  in  Pittsfield  on 
the  13th  day  of  August  at  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  which  we  then 
and  there  did,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  time  for  the  petitioners 
to  make  a  re-survey  of  that  portion  of  their  proposed  route,  and 
to  have  an}*  additional  evidence  or  objections  that  might  be  offered 
relating  to  such  changed  location. 

At  the  adjourned  hearing  which  was  held  at  the  time  and  place 
above  named,  it  appeared  that  a  material  chailge  had  been  made 
from  the  line  first  located  in  reaching  its  terminus  at  the  station  and 
line  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad.  The  objections  to  the  first  loca- 
tion in  that  locality  had  been  to  a  great  extent  obviated  b}*  the 
change,  still  new  objections  were  made  by  Messrs.  Connor  and 
Gould  of  Pittsfield  on  the  ground  that  the  amended  location  and 
line  is  near  their  buildings,  thus  subjecting  them  to  inconvenience 
and  also  to  danger  from  fire,  etc.  While  we  fully  appreciate  the 
disadvantages  these  proprietors  may  suffer,  we  are  fully  convinced 
that  this  amended  and  final  location  is  in  tlie  right  place,  all  things 
considered.  No  public  enterprise,  such  as  the  location  and  con- 
struction of  a  railroad  can  be  accomplished  without  subjecting  some 
individuals  to  inconvenience  and  loss  for  which  the  law  makes  ample 
provisions. 

At  said  adjourned  hearing,  it  was  also  suggested  by  those  inter- 
ested that  a  change  in  the  final  location  of  this  road  be  made,  about 
a  mile  north  of  the  Pittsfield  terminus  on  lands  of  Mrs.  Parks  and 
her  son,  Mr.  B.  F.  Parks,  but  after  due  consideration  we  deem  such 
proposed  change  to  be  uncalled  for,  for  the  reason  that  it  would 
throw  the  line  from  a  quite  direct  course,  thereby  increasing  some- 
what its  length  and  without  affording  a  corresponding  advantage  to 
the  land  owners ;  entail  a  considerable  increase  of  expense  in  the 
construction  of  the  railroad,  involving  a  long  haul  of  a  larger  amount 
of  material,  and  from  one  end,  to  form  a  c*ontinuous  embankment, 
while  the  line  as  located  will  now  cross  a  mound  of  eartli  so  cut  by 
the  grade  line  that  the  excavation  and  embankment  ver}'  nearly  bal- 
ance, and  the  natural  surface  of  the  ground  conforms  much  nearer 
to  the  required  grade. 
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We  ha^  abodolf  oomdered  the  piotestB  and  vaggBttimm  mada 
>y  Mrs.  Wright  of  Pittafleld  and  of  Meaara.  Boeder,  Bstea,  Djer, 
Goodrich  and  others  of  Palmyra  as  to  said  location  over  tiielr 
lands,  but  baye  come  to  tlie  condosion  that,  there,  as  daewhttre 
throtfgbout,  the  road  is  properly  located  with  doe  regud  to  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  all  parties  in  interert,  and  after  carefiil  oon* 
sideratioo  we  iasoe  the  foUoiring  certificate  of  oor  approval :

Adjudication  and  Certificate  of  R.  R.  Commissioners  on 
Application  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  Company. 

The  Maine  Central  Railroad  Company,  a  oorporation  created 
tinder  tlie  laws  of  the  State  of  Maine,  on  the  tenth  day  of  July, 
A.  D.  1886,  made  application  in  writing  to  ns  the  undersigned,  Rail- 
road Commissioners  of  said  State,  in  which  application  the  peti- 
tioners allege  that  ^^  the  reasonable  accommodation  of  the  trafiSc 
and  appropriate  business  of  said  corporation  make  it  necessary  that 
said  Company  shall  take  and  hold,  as  for  public  uses,  for  necessary 
tracks,  side  tracks,  stations,  wood  sheds,  repair  shops,  and  car, 
engine  and  freight  houses,  certain  described  land  situate  in  Water- 
ville  in  the  County  of  Kennebec,  viz  :  "Beginning  on  the  westerly 
side  of  the  Kennebec  River  in  the  southerly  line  of  the  location  of 
said  Maine  Central  Railroad  where  it  crosses  the  Kennebec  River 
from  Waterville  towards  Benton  ;  thence  southerly  by  said  river  to 
land  said  Maine  Central  Railroad  Company  purchased  of  Samuel 
K.  Smith ;  thence  westerly  on  the  northerly  line  of  the  last-men- 
tioned land,  and  said  northerly  line  extended  across  said  Railroad 
to  the  westerly  line  of  the  location  thereof;  thence  southerly  on 
said  westerly  line  to  land  of  said  Railroad  Company,  purchased  of 
said  Samuel  K.  Smith  ;  thence  westerly  on  the  line  of  said  last- 
mentioned  land  to  a  point  fifty  feet  distant  from  said  westerly  line 
at  right  angles ;  thence  northerly  on  a  line  parallel  with,  and  fifty 
feet  distant  from,  the  westerly  line  of  the  location  of  the  Maine 
Central  Railroad  leading  to  Fairfield,  to  a  point  opposite  the  inter- 
section of  the  easterly  line  of  the  location  of  said  Railroad  leading 
towards  Fairfield,  with  the  northwesterly  line  of  the  location  of  said 
Railroad  leading  toward  Benton  ;  thence  easterly  through  said  inter- 
section to  the  southerl}'  line  of  the  location  of  said  Railroad  leading 
towards  Benton,  and  thence  on  said  southeasterly'  line  as  it  runs  to 
the  Kennebec  River  at  the  first- mentioned  bounds,  except  so  much 
thereof  as  is  covered  by  the  location  of  said  Maine  Central  Rail- 
road." And  the  petitioners  further  aver  in  said  application,  "that 
said   Maine  Central  Railroad  Company  is  the  owner  of  portions 
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of  said  land,  and  that  it  is  necessary  to  take  the  whole  of  it 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and"  that  ^^the  other  owners  do  not 
consent  thereto  and  the  parties  do  not  agree  as  to  the  necessity  of 
taking  the  same  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  nor  as  to  the  area 
necessary  to  be  taken." 

^^Tbat  Samuel  K.  Smith  and  H.  H.  Campbell  and  John  Lane,  all 
of  Waterville,  and  Frazier  Gilman  and  Ira  M.  P.  Gilman,  both  of 
Eden,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln  and  Territory  of  Dakota,  are  the  pei^ 
sons  interested  in  said  lands  other  than  said  Maine  Central  Railroad 
Company."  And  asking  us,  the  Commissioners  aforesaid,  to  appoint 
a  time  for  a  hearing  near  the  premises,  and  to  cause  notice  thereof  to 
be  given  to  all  the  parties  interested  as  required  by  law,  and  view 
the  premises  at  said  time  and  hear  the  parties  and  to  determine  how 
much,  if  any,  of  such  real  estate  is  necessary  for  the  reasonable 
accommodation  of  the  traffic  and  appropriate  business  of  said  cor- 
poration, and  to  make  such  order  as  to  us  might  seem  proper  and 
according  to  law,  all  of  which  appears  in  said  application  to  which 
this  certificate  is  annexed. 

And  on  the  reception  of  said  application,  viz :  On  the  10th  day 
of  July,  A.  D.  1886,  we  appointed  a  hearing  on  said  application  to 
be  held  on  the  5th  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1886,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M., 
at  the  depot  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  Company  in  said  town 
of  Waterville,  being  a  place  in  the  vicinity  of  said  premises,  and 
made  our  order  directing  that  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said 
hearing  should  be  given  to  the  parties  named  in  said  application,  as 
interested,  to  wit:  Samuel  K.  Smith,  11.  H.  Campbell,  John  Lane, 
Frazier  Gilman  and  Ira  M.  P.  Gilman,  in  hand  or  by  leaving  at  their 
last  and  usual  abode,  attested  copies  of  said  application  and  our 
order  of  notice  annexed,  at  least  fourteen  days  before  said  time  of 
hearing,  all  of  which  appears  by  said  application  and  order  to  which 
this  certificate  is  annexed. 

We  hereby  certify,  that  on  the  fifth  da3'  of  August,  A.  D.  1886, 
we  met  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  in  our  said  order,  and  it 
having  appeared  that  notice  of  said  hearing  had  been  given  as 
ordered,  we  then  and  there  viewed  the  premises  mentioned  and  then 
and  there  gave  to  all  persons  and  parties  interested,  who  appeared 
for  that  purpose,  a  hearing  on  said  application,  and  after  a  full  hear- 
ing of  all  allegations,  statements  and  proofs  of  the  petitioners  and 
of  the  persons  mentioned  in  said  application  as  interested,  and  all 
others  who  appeared  as  such,  it  appeared  to  us,  and  we  hereby  find, 
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determine  and  certify,  that  so  much  of  the  premises  mentioned  in 
said  application,  as  is  hereinafter  definitely  described,  is  necessary 
for  the  use  of  said  Maine  Central  Railroad  Company,  for  necessary 
tracks,  side  tracks,  stations,  wood  sheds,  repair  shops,  and  car,  engine 
and  freight  houses,  and  for  the  reasonable  accommodation  of  the  traflSo 
and  appropriate  business  of  said  corporation,  to  wit :  Beginning  on 
the  westerly  side  of  the  Kennebec  River  in  the  southerly  line  of  the 
location  of  said  Maine  Central  Railroad,  where  it  crosses  the  Kenne- 
bec River  from  Waterville  towards  Benton  :  thence  southerly  by  said 
river  to  land  said  Maine  Central  Railroad  Company  purchased  of 
Samuel  K.  Smith ;  thence  westerly  on  the  northerly  line  of  the  last- 
mentioned  land  to  the  easterly  line  of  the  location  of  said  Maine 
Central  Railroad ;  thence  northerly  and  northeasterly  on  said  easterly 
and  southeasterly  line  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  as  it  runs  to 
the  Kennebec  River  at  the  first-mentioned  bound.  And  it  further 
appeared  from  the  evidence  adduced  at  said  hearing  and  we  so 
determine  that  all  of  the  premises  above  described  not  owned  by 
said  Maine  Cental  Railroad  Company  is,  and  was  at  the  time  of  said 
hearing,  and  on  the  day  of  the  date  of  said  application  and 
order  of  notice,  owned  by  Frazier  Gilman  and  Ira  M.  P.  Oilman 
above  named,  and  that  they  are  the  persons  and  parties  interested 
therein.  And  at  said  hearing  it  further  appeared,  and  we  so 
find  and  determine  that  said  Maine  Central  Railroad  Company 
and  the  said  Frazier  Gilman  and  Ira  M.  P.  Gilman,  or  either  of 
them,  did  not  agree  and  had  not  before  the  making  of  said  appli- 
cation, or  at  any  time  agreed,  as  to  the  necessity  therefor,  or  the 
area  necessary  to  be  taken,  and  that  said  Frazier  Gilman  and  Ira  M. 
P.  Gilman,  or  either  of  them,  did  not  consent  and  had  not  at  any 
time  consented  thereto  before  the  making  of  said  application,  though, 
as  appears,  they  had  been  requested  so  to  do,  by  said  Company, 
before  the  making  of  said  application. 

We  therefore  adjudge  and  determine  that  the  premises  last  above 
described  in  this  certificate  are  necessary  for  the  use  of  said  Railroad 
Corporation  for  necessary  tracks,  side  tracks,  stations,  wood  sheds, 
repair  shops  and  car,  engine  and  freight  houses  for  the  reasonable 
accommodation  of  the  trafiSc  and  appropriate  business  of  the  Cor- 
poration and  that  said  premises  may  be  taken  and  held  for  the  above-

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REPORT. 


To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Maine: 

The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  submits 
this  their  twenty-ninth  annual  report. 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  gratitude  and  pleasure  that  we  can  note 
the  fact,  that,  while  a  series  of  appalling  accidents  have  oc- 
curred on  many  raih*oads  in  other  States  during  the  past  year, 
the  railroads  in  Maine  have  been  comparatively  free  from  ac- 
cidents of  any  kind.  This  result,  we  believe,  is  very  largely 
due  to  the  wisdom,  care  and  efficiency  of  those  entrusted  with 
the  management  of  the  several  railroads  in  the  State,  in  the 
selection  of  subordinates  and  employes,  and  in  looking  care- 
fully to  the  physical  condition  of  their  roads,  and  in  the  adop- 
tion of  and  adhesion  to  modern  systems  of  running  trains 
thereon. 

The  reports  of  the  several  railroad  companies  in  the  State 
show  a  most  gratifying  and,  as  appears,  permanent  increase 
in  business  both  in  passenger  and  freight  earnings,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  in  the  early  part  of  the  season  many 
railroads  on  the  seaboard  were  seriously  effected  by  some  of 
the  provisions  of  the  'Interstate  Commerce  Law,"  which  pro- 
visions, in  effect,  tended  to  divert  freight  traffic  from  railroads 
to  steam  and  other  vessels,  at  all  competing  points. 

Examination  of  Railroads. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners,  during  the  past  year,  have 
made  two  careful  examinations  of  the  tracks,  rolling  stock, 
bridges,  viaducts  and  culverts  of  the  several  railroads  in  the 
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State,  as  required  by  law,  and  wo  are  pleased  to  say  that,  with 
very  few  exceptions,  we  have  found  them  much  improved,  all 
of  which  appear  by  the  statement,  in  detail,  of  the  coudition 
of  each  road  published  further  on  in  this  report. 

New  Railroads. 
York  Harbor  and  Beach  Hailroad. 
During  the  past  year  the  York  Harbor  and  Beach  Railroad 
has  been  wholly  constructed  and  was  opened  to  public  travel 
on  the  8th  day  of  August  last.  This  railroad  extends  from 
the  Boston  &  Maiue  Railroad  Depot  in  Kittery  to  York  Beooh. 
a  distance  of  about  11  "2-10  miles. 

Penobscot  d-  Lake  Mtgantic  Railroad. 

This  railroad,  now  known  as  the  International  Railroad,  is 
being  constructed  from  the  west  line  of  the  State  easterly  by 
the  southern  aide  of  Moosehead  Lake  to  a  connection  with 
the  European  and  North  American  Ruilroad  at  Mattawarakeag. 

A  large  portion  of  this  has  been  graded  during  the  past 
year. 

The  company  hope  and  expect  to  have  said  road  completed 
and  ready  for  trains  on  or  before  January  1st,  1889. 

Somerset  Hailroad  Extension. 
The  Somerset  Railroad  Company  contemplates  the  extension 
of  their  railroad  from  the  present  terminus  at  North  Anson, 
northerly  and  easterly  through  said  village  and  the  town  of 
Embden  to  the  village  of  Bingham,  a  distance  of  about  six- 
teen miles,  and  has,  during  the  past  season,  graded  a  large 
portion  of  same.  The  company  hope  to  have  said  extension 
completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  coming  summer. 

Organization  of  Railroad  Corporations. 
Notwithstanding  the  multiplicity  of  railroad  charters  grant- 
ed by  the  Legislature  during  the  last  session,  three  railroad 
corporations  have  been  organized  under  the  general  law,  tIk  : 
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Harmony  <&  Wellington  Railroad  Company. 

This  company  contemplated  the  construction  of  a  railroad 
to  extend  from  the  terminus  of  the  Sebasticook  &  Moosehead 
Railroad  in  Hartland,  through  the  town  of  Harmony,  to  the 
north  line  of  the  town  of  Wellington,  in  the  county  of  Som- 
erset, a  distance  of  about  15  miles.  A  survey  of  the  route 
has  been  made,  and  the  location  approved  by  this  board, 
March  2d,  1887.  No  part  of  said  road  has  yet  been  con- 
structed. 

Rumford  Falls^  Andover  (fi  Rangehy  Lake  Railroad  Gom- 

pany. 

The  articles  of  association  of  the  above-named  company 
were  approved  by  this  board  January  29th,  1887.  Their 
contemplated  railroad  is  to  extend  from  Bryant's  Pond,  on 
the  line  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railroad,  in  the  town  of  Wood- 
stock, through  Woodstock,  Bethel,  Milton  Plantation  and 
Rumford  to  Rumford  Falls.  We  do  not  learn  that  any  sur- 
vey of  said  road  has  j'^et  been  made. 

Boston  &  Quebec  Air  Line  Railroad  Company. 

This  company  was  organized  under  the  provisions  of  the 
general  railroad  law  for  the  alleged  purpose  of  constructing 
a  railroad  from  the  village  of  Skowhegan  up  the  Kennebec 
River  valley,  through  the  towns  of  Madison,  Solon,  Bing- 
ham, Moscow,  Carratunk  Plantation,  The  Forks  and  other 
plantations,  to  Jackmantown  Plantation,  and  to  the  location 
of  the  International  Railroad's  main  line  in  said  Plantation. 

A  survey  of  a  portion  of  said  contemplated  railroad  was 
made  from  Skowhegan  through  Madison  to  Carratunk  Falls 
in  Solon,  and  a  plan  of  said  location  was  submitted  to  this 
board  for  approval  June  28th,  1887,  which,  after  a  public 
hearing,  was  not  approved.     (See  appendix.) 

Safety  Switches  and  Lights. 

The  statute,  enacted  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature, 
requiring  railroad  companies  running  express  trains,  to  place 
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safety  switches  of  an  approved  sort  at  every  ridii^  oonnecU 
ing  with  the  main  track,  and  switch  lights  to  be  maintained 
throughout  that  portion  of  every  raihH>ad  where  trains  uxe 
run  after  dark,  has  been  very  generally  complied  with»  though 
some  roads  and  portions  of  others  are  not  yet  supplied. 


and  Lighting  Passenger  Cars. 

What  the  best  process  is  to  safely  warm  and  li^t  paasen* 
ger  cars  has  not  yet  been  fully  determined,  though  die  subject 
is  receiving  the  careful  consideration  of  railroad  officers  and 
managers  throughout  the  country,  and  the  usefulnesaof  many 
devices  and  appliances  id  being  tested.  During  the  last  ses- 
sion of  our  Legislature,  an  order  was  passed  instructing  this 
board  to  make  an  investigation  of  the  subject  and  report,  a 
copy  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

Laws  Relatine  to  Railroada. 


Though  there  is  to  be  no  session  of  the  Legislature  during 
the  coming  winter,  we  deem  it  proper,  thus  early,  to  make 
some  suggestions  as  to  future  legislation  in  respect  to  railroads. 
Chapter  51  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  a  codification  of  laws 
relating  to  railroads,  enacted  from  time  to  time  for  many  years 
back,  as  necessity  for  each  particular  act  seemed  to  arise,  so 
that  in  attempting  to  preserve,  so  far  as  possible,  the  original 
text,  many  incongruous  and  contradictory  sections  and  parts 
of  sections  have  been  retained,  very  many  of  which  have  be- 
come unnecessary  and  not  applicable  to  that  which  may  be 
termed  modern  railroading.  We  therefore  would  respectfully 
suggest  for  the  consideration  of  our  future  law  makers, 
whether  it  would  not  be  well  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature, by  committee,  to  review,  revise  and  compile  all  the 
statute  laws  relating  to  railroads  and  railroad  companies  under 
one  chapter,  so  that  the  same  can  be  readily  found,  and,  if  re- 
quired, could  be  easily  published  in  pamphlet  form. 
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Compensation  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Id  connection  with  what  we  have  above  said  in  relation  to* 
amendments,  we  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  section 
113  of  chapter  51,  Revised  Statutes,  relating  to  the  manner 
in  which  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  is  paid  for 
services  rendered  by  them.  Said  section  provides  as  follows : 
*Their  compensation  shall  be  five  dollars  a  day  while  actually 
employed  in  their  official  duties,  to  be  paid  by  the  railroads 
on  which  their  services  are  rendered."  The  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners,  as  now  constituted,  was  first  created  by  act 
of  the  Legislature,  approved  March  26th,  1858,  entitled  **An 
Act  to  secure  the  safety  and  convenience  of  travelers  on  rail- 
roads." The  duties,  as  prescribed  by  said  act,  were  exceed- 
ingly limited  and  unimportant.  No  definite  compensation  for 
services  of  the  board  was  fixed  by  said  act. 

In  1860,  an  act,  additional,  was  passed  and  approved,  de- 
fining the  qualifications  of  persons  thereafterward  appointed 
members  of  the  board,  and  defining  more  particularly  their 
powers  and  duties,  which  consisted  of  making  it  the  duty  of 
one  member  of  the  board  to  make  an  annual  examination  of 
the  ti*acks,  rolling  stock,  bridges,  viaducts  and  culverts  of  all 
railroads  situate  within  the  State,  and  to  give  a  certificate  of 
condition  of  the  roads  to  such  railroad  corporations ;  said 
board  to  make  report  of  their  doings  as  is  now  provided  by 
law.  In  said  act,  it  was  provided  that  the  compensation  of 
the  Commissioners  ^'should  be  four  dollars  a  day  while  actually 
employed  in  the  duties  of  their  office,"  to  be  paid  by  the  cor- 
porations for  which  the  services  were  performed.  The  fol- 
lowing year,  1861,  the  Legislature  increased  the  compensa- 
tion of  the  Commissioners  to  five  dollars  per  day,  to  be  paid 
as  before.  This  amount  and  mode  of  compensating  the  board 
for  their  services  were  continued  till  the  year  1876,  when 
the  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations, 
known  as  the  general  railroad  law,  was  enacted,  in  which 
provision  was  made  that  the  board  should  be  paid  by  the 
State,  though  the  amount  of  compensation  was  left  the  same. 


r 
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This  provisioD  remained  till  1878,  when  a  salary  of  ton  hun- 
dred dollars  each  was  estahlished  for  the  board,  to  bo  paid 
hy  the  State  in  quarterly  payments. 

In  the  general  havoc  made  on  siilaries  by  the  Legislatiire 
of  1879,  the  compensation  was  again  fixed  at  five  dollars  a 
day,  to  be  paid  (not  by  the  railroad  corporations,)  but,  as  in 
the  language  of  the  statute,  "  By  the  railroads  on  which  their 
services  are  rendered." 

It  will  be  observed,  by  an  examination  of  these  several  acts 
above  mentioned,  that  when  the  compensation  was  fixed  at  it 
pel'  diem  to  be  paid  by  the  railroad  corporations,  the  duties 
of  the  board  were  wholly  confined  to  existing  railroads,  and 
mainly  to  an  annual  examination  of  same.  The  judicial 
powers  and  duties  conferred  upon  the  board  by  the  general 
railroad  law  and  by  Hubsequent  enactments,  did  not  then  ex- 
ist; nor  was  any  excise  tax  then  levied  upon  railroads  in  this 
State,  while  to-day  the  State  is  receiving  from  railroad  tax- 
ation more  than  1100,000  yearly.  The  object,  as  stated  in 
the  title  of  the  act  creating  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commission- 
ers, was  *'To  secure  the  safety  and  convenience  of  travelers 
on  railroads." 

The  creation  of  the  board  has  been,  by  subsequent  acts  of 
the  Legislature,  used  to  promote  still  other  objects,  viz:  the 
■creation  of  railroad  corporations  (without  special  acts  of  the 
Legislature)  ;  location  of  depots ;  crossings  of  highways 
over  railroads,  and  railroads  over  highways ;  estension  of 
railroads;  change  of  gauge,  etc.,  with  many  other  acts  con- 
ferring special  powers  and  duties  npon  the  board. 

Such  services,  in  many  instances,  the  boai-d  can  aeitber 
charge  to  railroads  nor  railroad  corporations,  hut  to  the  peti- 
tioners, whether  corporations  or  individuals. 

This  system  of  collecting  compensation  for  services  ren- 
-dered  by  the  board  we  believe  to  he  entirely  wrong  in  prin- 
-ciple,  and  unjust  to  all  who  may  be,  by  law,  compelled  to 
call  upon  the  hoard  of  commissioners  to  secure  individual  or 
-corporate  rights.  It  seems  to  us  to  be  reasonable  that,  nader 
aII  the  circumstances,  the  State  should  assume  the  burdeo  of 
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paying  the  board  of  commissioners  for  discharging  the 
•duties  which,  by  law,  are  required  of  them,  and  it  should  be 
such  a  salary  as  would  enable  the  board  to  devote  their  whole 
time  to  it.  The  compensation  now  fixed  by  statute  is  entirely 
inadequate. 

By  reason  of  the  additional  duties  required  and  jurisdic- 
tion conferred  by  statute  upon  the  board,  the  time  of  the 
commissioners  is  so  taken  that  they  can  attend  to  little,  if 
any  other  business. 

In  Massachusetts,  where,  by  statute,  the  duties  to  be  per- 
formed are  no  greater,  the  salary  paid  to  the  commissioners 
is  as  follows  :  To  the  chairman  of  the  board,  $4,000  ;  to  the 
other  two,  $3,500  each,  with  a  clerk  at  a  salary  of  $2,000. 
They  are  also  furnished  good  office  rooms  and  a  sum  of 
money,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  yearly,  for  books, 
stationery  and  other  incidental  expenses.  True,  all  these 
salaries  and  expenses  are  assessed  upon  the  several  railroads 
of  the  State,  according  to  their  gross  earnings,  by  the  tax 
commissioner,  and  we  believe  if  such  a  system  was  adopted 
in  Maine,  it  would  be  much  better  than  the  one  now  fixed  by 
statute. 

And,  if  the  Legislature  should  be  convinced  that  the  rail- 
roads in  this  State  are  not  now  sufficiently  taxed  to  enable 
^  the  State  to  assume  this  additional  burden  of  paying  its  own 
officers,  the  percentage  of  taxation  should  be  increased. 

By  Section  6  of  Chapter  51  of  R.  S.,  it  is  provided  that 
railroad  corporations,  created  under  the  provisions  of  that 
•chapter,  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
plans  of  the  location  of  their  railroads. 

By  reason  of  having  no  office  or  place  in  which  to  keep  or 
deposit  such  plans,  the  board  has  been  compelled  to  allow 
such  railroad  corporations  to  retain  the  same.  Also,  by  hav- 
ing no  office  in  which  to  keep  and  deposit  such  plans,  record 
books,  copies  and  other  official  papers,  the  board  has  been 
put  to  much  inconvenience  in  the  discharge  of  their  official 
duties.

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CONDITION   OF   RAILROADS. 

Aroostook  River  Railroad. 

From  State  line  to  Presque  Isle  in  Aroostook  County,  30 
miles. 

The  Commissioners  are  happy  to  report  the  continued  im- 
provement of  this  railroad,  and  it  now  compares  very  favora- 
bly with  some  of  the  best  railroads  in  our  State.  This  road 
extends  from  Aroostook  Junction,  near  the  line  between  this 
State  and  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  to  Presque  Isle 
in  the  county  of  Aroostook,  passing  through,  in  its  course, 
the  flourishing  towns  of  Fort  Fairfield  and  Caribou.  During 
the  past  season  about  400  tons  of  steel  rails  have  been  laid 
in  the  track  (making  the  entire  line  in  Maine  steel)  and- 
15,000  ties.  The  road-bed  has  been  thoroughly  ballasted 
and  ditched,  and  all  defective  culverts  re-built.  New 
steel  has  been  placed  in  the  yard  at  Presque  Isle,  and' 
in  the  line  between  Presque  Isle  and  Fort  Fairfield. 
New  safety  switches,  with  stands  and  targets  complete,  are 
now  being  placed  along  the  entire  line.  The  location  or 
right  of  way  is  mostly  cleared  of  bushes  and  fenced.  At  all 
points  where  washouts  occurred  at  the  time  of  the  spring 
freshets,  the  track  has  been  raised  and  protected  with  wharf< 
ing  and  rip-rap.  The  bridges  along  the  line  are  in  very 
good  condition.  At  Caribou  a  new  passenger  station  and  a 
new  freight  house  have  been  built  in  more  convenient  loca- 
tions than  were  the  old  station  buildings.  The  yard  has  been 
enlarged  and  re-graded  and  the  side  tracks  re-located  and 
extended. 

At  Presque  Isle  the  old  passenger  station  and  freight  shed 
have  been  torn  down,  the  yard  greatly  enlarged  and  re-graded. 
A  new  passenger  station,  freight  house,  and  round  house  with 
four  stalls,  and  convenient  platforms  at  passenger  and  freight 
stations  have  been  built.  ^The  old  side  tracks  have  been  re- 
arranged and  lengthened  and  three  additional  tracks  laid ;. 
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and  the  entire  arrangement  of  the  station  buildings,  yards 
and  tracks,  both  at  Presque  Isle  and  Caribou,  has  beea 
modernized  and  greatly  improved. 

The  Aroostook  Railroad  is  leased  to  and  operated  by  the 
New  Brunswick  Railway  Company,  and  as  all  the  passengers 
and  freight  to  and  from  that  portion  of  Aroostook  County 
tributary  to  the  Aroostook  River  Railroad,  also  the  passen- 
gers and  freight  to  and  from  Calais  and  other  points  in  the 
eastern  portion  of  our  State  necessarily  pass  over  a  large 
portion  of  the  New  Brunswick  Railway,  we  think  it  proper 
to  make  some  statements  in  this  report,  showing  the  present 
condition  of  the  last  named  railway,  and  the  great  improve- 
ments made  during  the  last  three  years.  Those  who  had 
occasion  to  pass  over  that  portion  of  the  road  between  Wood- 
stock and  St.  Stephens  and  St.  Andrews,  known  as  the  New 
Brunswick  and  Canada  Railway  before  it  passed  by  lease 
under  the  control  of  the  New  Brunswick  Railway  Company, 
will  doubtless  remember  its  rough,  dilapidated  and  unsafe 
condition  and  can  now  fully  appreciate  the  vast  improvement 
made  within  the  last  three  3^ears.  The  road-bed  has  been 
raised  and  widened  in  many  places  and  well  ballasted  for 
over  320  miles.  With  the  exception  of  a  portion  of  the  St. 
Andrews  Branch,  the  track  is  all  laid  with  steel  rails. 

Eleven  and  live  one-hundredths  miles  of  new  sidings  have 
been  laid  and  600,000  yards  of  ballast  put  upon  the  road-bed  ; 
110,000  yards  of  earth  have  been  moved  for  filling  trestles 
and  wharves  ;  330,000  new  ties  and  182  new  steel  frogs  have 
been  laid  in  the  track,  and  225  new  switches  with  stands  and 
ties  complete ;  250  culverts  and  cattle  guards  have  been 
re-built  and  300  repaired.  About  130,000  rods  of  surface 
and  track  ditching  have  been  done  ;  38  bridges  (6  of  steel) 
have  been  built,  in  all  about  10,000  feet  in  length,  and  40 
bridges  have  received  needed  repairs  ;  120  miles  of  new  fence 
have  been  built.  The  yards  at  McAdam  Junction,  Aroostook 
Junction  and  many  other  points  along  the  line  have  been 
enlarged  and  improved,  the  station  buildings,  platforms,  etc., 
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over  the  entire  line  generally  re-built  or  repaired.  Sema- 
phores have  been  erected  at  junction  points.  The  old  equip- 
ment of  the  road  has  been  repaired  and  large  additions  have 
been  made,  as  follows  :  Fourteen  locomotives,  14  passenger 
cars,  6  baggage  cars,  5  combination  (passenger  and  baggage) 
cars,  10  freight  saloon  cars,  227,  8-wheel  box  freight  cars, 
401,  8-wheel,  40,  4-wheel,  flat,  and  60,  8-wheel  stock  cars, 
4  snow  plows  and  120  hand  and  push  cars.  Many  of 
the  engines,  passenger  and  baggage  cars  are  equipped  with 
the  Westinghouse  brake,  and  the  Sewall  steam  heating 
apparatus  is  being  put  into  all  passenger  equipment  in 
through  trains.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  statements 
that  a  vast  amount  of  labor  and  material  has  been  required 
in  raising  this  line  of  railway  from  its  former  dilapidated  and 
unsafe  condition,  up  to  its  present  position  as  one  of  the  safe 
and  well  managed  roads  of  the  country.  The  work  of  im- 
proving the  road-bed  and  track,  re-building  and  repairing  the 
bridges  and  stations,  improving  the  yards,  &c.,  has  been  under 
the  constant  and  intelligent  supervision  of  Moses  Burpee,  Esq. , 
the  chief  engineer  of  the  railway,  and  it  is  but  justice  to  him 
to  say,  that  it  has  been  accomplished  in  a  most  satisfactory 
manner  and  highly  creditable  to  his  skill  and  good  judgment 
as  a  civil  engineer.

The  Attnntic  &  St.  Lawrence  Railroad  is  leased  to  and  op- 
crated  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  of  Canada,  and  it  ih  but 
fair  to  say  that  the  road-bed,  track,  bridjfes  and  water-ways 
are  maintained  in  a  condition  second  to  no  other  railroad  in 
the  State.  Great  care  and  watchfulness  is  exercised  to  in- 
sure the  safety  of  trains,  and  all  approved  modern  appliances 
and  safeguards  are  adopted  and  in  use  to  secure  that  result. 
The  road-bed  throughout  the  entire  line,  within  the  limits  of 
this  State,  is  in  excellent  condition,  and  presents  a  very  neat 
and  finished  appearance  in  every  respect.  The  track  is  laid 
with  heavy  steel  rails,  and  is  in  very  good  surface  and  align- 
ment. Twelve  and  one-half  miles  of  new  steel  rails  and 
about  48,000  new  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  main  line  aad 
branches  the  past  season.  The  station  buildings  along  the 
line  are  (with  one  or  two  exceptions)  comfortable  and  con- 
venient. Arrangements  are  being  made  to  change  the  loca- 
tion and  erect  new  station  buildings  at  South  Paris.  Among 
the   improvements  made  during  the  past  season   may   be 
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mentioned  the  rc-building  with  creoaoted  piles  one  of  the 
ocean  steamers'  wharves  and  shods  at  Portland,  at  a  cost  of 
$50,000.  A  new  overhead  bridge  with  stone  abutments  and 
iron  girders  has  been  built  at  a  road  crossing  between  Oxford 
and  South  Paris,  and  a  new  abutment  at  a  stream  between 
West  Paris  and  Bryant's  Pond.  Many  new  timbers  have 
been  put  upon  the  small  water-ways  and  open  culverts.  The 
wooden  pile  bridge  across  Back  Bay,  at  Portland,  is  a  very 
safe  and  substantial  structure.  All  the  other  bridges  on  the 
line  are  constructed  of  iron.  The  rolling  stock  is  in  good 
condition.

This  important  line  of  railroad  is  maintained  in  the  same 
very  good  condition  as  described  in  our  report  of  lust  year. 
All  the  bridges  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  pile  bridges  at  Portland  and  Scnrboro',  and  the 
lattice  bridge  at  Salmon  Falls,  are  constructed  of  iron,  and 
are  of  the  moat  approved  patterns.  The  superstructure  and 
masonry  of  all  the  iron  bridge?  arc  iu  excellent  condition,  and 
the  pile  bridges,  at  the  points  before  named,  rank  the  same. 
The  wooden  lattice  bridge  at  Salmon  Falls  is  to  be  removed 
and  an  iron  bridge  built  tii  its  pluoe,  and  the  masonry  for 
new  piers  is  nnw  being  laid.  Additional  iron  girders  have 
been  placed  on  the  bridge  over  Middle  street,  Saco  ;  also  on 
the  Witter  power  company's  oridge  at  Biddeford.  Thu  station 
building  at  Biddeford  has  been  remodeled  and  greatly  im- 
proved. New  iron  girders  have  bean  put  upon  tho  seii  road 
bridge  at  Kennobunk,  and  a  now  station  building  erected  at 
tbe  Elms,  in  Wells:  5  miles  of  new  steel  rails  (7i  pounds  to 
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the  yitrd)  and  20,000  new  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track. 
The  station  biiilclings  along  the  entire  line  are  comfortable 
and  convenient,  and  kept,  in  all  the  apartments,  in  a  Tery 
cleanly  condition.  The  entire  locution  between  the  fences  is 
cleared  of  trees,  biislies  and  rubliJsh,  presenting  a  neat  ap- 
peanince.  The  road-bed  la  thoroughly  ditched  luid  drained, 
and  the  track,  for  the  most  part,  well  ballasted.

This  road  is  an  importaiit  link  in  Ae  great  throogh  line 
from  Portland^  in  tbia  State,  to  St.  John  In  tbe  Province  of 
New  Branswick.  The  road  is  leased  to  and  operated  by  the 
Maine  Central  Railroad  Company,  and  has  shared  largely  in 
tbe  many  important  changes  and  improrements  made  by  that 
company  upon  the  main  line  of  their  road,  since  the  date  of 
our  last  report.  The  road-bed  is  well  drain^  and  ditched, 
Mid  the  track  well  ballasted*  The  bridge  masonry,  ^^ulvcrts 
and  water-ways  are  In  very  good  order,  and  the  superstructure 
of  the  bridges  is  generally  veiy  good.  The  track  is  in  good 
condition  and  rides  welL  The>  station  buildings  are  in  good 
conditk>n  and  kept  clean  and  comfortable*  A  new  iron  bridge 
has  been  built  across  the  St.  Croix  river  at  Yanoeboro,  in  place 
of  the  wooden  Howe  truss,  which  was  coBsidei*ed  too  light  for 
the  heavy  loads  to  which  it  was  subjected.  Several  of  the 
wooden  truss  bridges  at  various  points  on  the  line  between 
Vanceboro  and  Oldtown  have  been  repaired  and  strengthened. 
At  Oldtown,  a  new  abutment  and  pier  htui  been  built  and  a 
wooden  span  replaced  with  iron.  At  Orono  new  abutments  and 
piers  have  been  built,  and  a  substantial  iron  bridge  has  taken 
the  place  of  the  old  wooden  truss.  A  new  freight  house  has 
been  built  at  Kingman,  and  the  station  buildings  at  Winn  and 
Millbrd  have  been  moved  and  repaired.

Since  the  date  of  our  last  report  the  Knox  &  Lincoln 
Railroad  has  been  extended  from  the  old  station  at  Rockland 
to  ft  point  nearer  the  business   centre   of  the  city,  and  the 
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increase  of  trafSc  and  receipts,  since  tiiis  improvement  has 
been  made,  proves  conclu^iively  the  necessity  that  existed  for 
the  change,  and  the  wisdom  uf  the  directors  in  miikin<^  it. 
The  road  is  thoroughly  built,  and  the  new  »lntiou  buildings 
convenient  and  comfortable.  The  station  yard  is  well  graded 
and  easy  of  access  for  teams  &c.  The  sidings  are  well 
arranged  for  the  convenient  making  up  of  trains.  Very 
marked  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  past  year, 
upon  the  entire  line  of  road.  The  road-bed  has  been  thor- 
oughly ditched  and  drained,  and  a  large  amonnt  of  ballast 
put  upon  it.  Three  and  five-tenths  miles  of  new  steel  mils 
Hnd  8000  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track,  making  a  total  of  26 
5-10  miles  of  steel  track.  Oue  thousand  or  mure  tons  of  new 
Bteel  rails  will  be  needed  the  coming  season.  A  construotioD 
andgrnvel  train  has  been  run  the  entire  season  and  a  large  amotint 
of  ballast  has  been  placed  under  the  track.  Fourteen  hundred 
feet  of  new  sidings  have  beea  laid,  several  culverts  been  re-huilt 
or  received  necessary  repairs  ;  175  feet  in  length  of  the  Muscon- 
gns  bay  pile  bridge  has  been  filled,  and  the  remainder  will  be 
completed  next  season.  At  Sidcnsparker's  a  tirat-tlass  stone 
culvert  has  been  built  and  the  pile  bridge,  100  feet  in  longth, 
has  been  filled  with  earth.  The  bridges  along  the  line  hav« 
received  all  needed  repairs  and  are  in  good  condition.  The 
station  buildings  are  in  good  order,  convenient  and  comfort- 
able. The  track  rides  well,  and  no  accident  has  occurred.

the  double  track  from  Westbrook  Junction  to  Cumberland 

Junction  ;  the  building  of  the  new  iron  bridge  at  the  eastern

end  of  Maranacook  bridge  in  Readficid,  and  the  filling  of  the 
remaining  five  spans  with  earth,  to  take  the  place  of  the  old 
wooden  lattice  bridge  which  has  been  in  use  since  the  year 
1847  ;  the  new  iron  plate  girder  put  in  at  Belgrade  stream, 
and  the  new  iron  span,  about  94  feet  in  length,  taking  the 
place  of  the  wooden  span  at  Crummett  stream  near  Water- 
ville  ;  also  the  track  tank  at  Mine  Meadow  between  Lewiston 
and  Greene,  for  supplying  the  limited  express  trains  with 
water. 

On  the  line  from  Portland  via  Augusta  to  Waterville,  a 
new  iron  lattice  deck  bridge  for  a  double  track  has  been 
erected  at  Presumpscot  river  in  the  town  of  Falmouth.  At 
the  Piscataquis  stream  near  Falmouth  station,  the  old  stone 
arch,  which  had  become  unsafe,  has  been  taken  down  and 
new  first-class  abutments  built  to  receive  a  new  double  track 
iron  girder  bridge.  The  abutments  at  the  stream  near  Cum- 
berland Junction  have  been  re-built  and  extended  sufiiciently 
to  give  room  for  four  tracks.  A  new  iron  plate  girder  deck 
bridge  has  replaced  the  wooden  Howe  truss  over  the  Cobbos- 
seecontee  stream  near  Gardiner  station.  Between  Water- 
ville and  Bangor  new  iron  bridges  have  been  erected  at  Benton 
street,  Benton,  over  the  west  branch  of  the  Sebasticook  river  ; 
at  Pittsfield,  and  the  east  branch  at  Newport;  also  at  Damas- 
cus stream,  Etna ;  Sowadabscook  in  Carmel ;  Hermon  pond 
in  Hermon  ;  and  Hampden  road,  Bangor — a  total  of  19  spans 
of  iron  bridges  built  upon  the  main  lines  during  the  past  sea- 
son. Many  culverts  and  water-ways  have  been  repaired  or 
re-built.  The  station  building  at  Falmouth  has  been  moved 
westerly  about  1,000  feet,  to  make  room  for  the  double  track. 
At  Lewiston,  lower  station,  a  portion  of  the  Jones  block  has 
been  fitted  up  for  a  passenger  station,  the  approaches  to 
which  graded  and  paved,  and  other  improvements  made. 

At  Augusta  the  old  car  and  paint  shops  have  been  taken 
down,  giving  more  room  for  tracks,  etc. 

At  Riverside,  a  new  station  has  been  built  on  the  ea^st  side 
of  the  track,  on  a  much  better  location  than  the  old  one.     At 
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Wiiterville  the  extensive  locomotive  and  cnr  shops  have  been 
von>|ilctod  and  jirc  now  in  openition.  Wo  are  indelited  to  the 
i-e|«iitof  the  General  Manager  for  the  dimenslnng  of  the  liuild- 
ing3. 

Machine  i^hop  three  hundred  feet  long  and  one  hundred  feet 
wide.  Car  HhopH  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  feet  in  length, 
eighty  feet  wide,  with  projection  in  the  center  sixty  by  Beventy 
fvet.  A  paint  shop  two  hundred  and  ninety  feet  long  and 
orghty  feet  wide, and  a  I)hicksniilh  and  boiler  shop  two  hundred 
and  seventy-five  feet  long  and  tifty-two  feet  wide.  These 
different  buildings  ai'e  connected  hy  a  transfer  table  which 
runs  in  a  pit  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight  feet  in  length. 
Kxtensive  chiingea  have  tieeii  made  in  tracks  to  accommodate 
(he  new  fho])^,  and  a  great  deal  of  new  track  has  been  laid. 
The  old  fhopa  have  heeii  lorn  down  and  the  yard  at  Waterville 
Atalion  has  been  greatly  improved.  A  new  engine  house, 
tank  house,  cmil  shod  and  iron  tnrn-table  have  been  built  on 
titv  south  side  of  the  river  ut  Skuwhegan ;  and  a  new,  con- 
venient freight  Louse  on  the  north  side ;  and  all  the  old  hitild- 
ingd.  with  the  exception  of  the  piissenger  depot,  have  been 
removed.  Track  tanks  have  been  piit  into  track  at  Dresden 
and  nurnhfim.  At  Augusta  a  new  awning  135  feot  in  length 
has  been  built,  with  baggage-room  at  the  east  end,  and  is  quite 
an  improvement.  New  coal  sheds  have  been  built  at  Augusta, 
Watcrvillc  aud  Etna,  and  new  freight  houses  nt  Freeport, 
Kaat  Newport  and  Bangor. 

A  new  passenger  station  has  been  built  ut  Newport,  and 
the  tracks  in  the  yard  re-nrrangcd  in  such  n  manner  that  ths 
Dexter  branch  can  be  operated  independently  of  the  main 
line,  thus  avoiding  all  danger  of  collisiana,  etc.  The  road- 
bed of  the  main  lines  of  the  Maine  Central,  and  of  some  of 
the  branches,  arc  in  excellent  condition,  and  well  ditched  and 
drained.  The  track  is  In  very  good  surface  and  alignment 
and  rides  remarkably  well.  A  purtion  of  the  track  between 
Watcrville  and  Skowhegan  hue  been  re-laid  with  steel  rails uud 
is  much  improved. 
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About  sereii  miles  of  new  side  tracks  have  been  laid  aft 
different  points  along  the  line*  Five  thousand  one  hundred 
and  eighty-five  tons  of  steel  and  about  S14  tons  of  iron  rails 
and  190,723  cross  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track.  Thirty 
and  one-half  miles  of  track  have  been  ballasted.  Thirteen 
thousand  five  hundred  rods  of  fence  have  been  built.  Ten 
locomotives,  six  passenger  cars,  four  baggage  oars,  one  com- 
bination car  and  two  snow  plows  have  been  added  to  the 
rblling  stock  during  the  past  year,  and  the  entire  equipmeot 
of  the  road  is  in  very  good  condition.  The  road  has  been 
safely  operated  and  the  public  has  received  the  benefit  of  a 
largely  increased  train  service,  which  has  given  entire  satia- 
faction  to  the  people  of  all  sections  of  the  State  traversed  by 
this  road.  The  station  buildings  along  the  line  are  in  very 
.:good  condition  and  kept  neat  and  comfortable ;  and  the 
grounds  about  the  stations  are  made  attractive  by  the  culti- 
vation of  shrubs  and  flowers.

This  was  the  first  two  foet  gauge  railrosd  built  in  this  State, 
and  liolb  the  lucution  und  construction  were  defective.  It 
has  been  the  aim  of  the  present  managers  to  remedy  these 
defects,  and  the  work  has  progressed  from  year  to  year  iw 
rapidly  us  the  resources  of  the  company  would  permit.  The 
excavations  and  embankments  have  been  widened,  grade  sum- 
mits reduced,  the  track  re-aligned  and  well  ballasted,  A 
large  number  of  trestle  bridges  have  been  replaced  with  good 
stone  culverts  and  earth  embankments.  The  truss  bridge  at 
Fairbanks*  stream  has  been  rebuilt,  and  the  Sandy  river 
bridge  at  Phillips  strengthened.  The  long,  high  trestle  and 
truss  bridge  at  Strong  has  been  repaired  and  strengthened  for 
the  present,  but  we  would  suggest  that  some  plan  should  be 
adopted  and  preparation  made  for  rebuilding  this  bridge  at 
an  early  day.

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Report  and  Decision  of  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
on  Petition  of  the  Boston  &  Quebec  Air  Line  Railroad  for 
Approval  of  Location. 

The  Boston  <&  Quebec  Air  Line  Railroad,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State,  presented  to  the  Board,  on  the  eighth 
day  of  June,  A.  D.  1887,  a  petition  for  approval  of  location  of  a 
portion  of  the  proposed  route  of  said  railroad,  which,  as  appears  by 
its  articles  of  association,  petition  and  charter,  is  to  be  constructed 
from  the  depot  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  in  Skowhegan, 
through  the  towns  of  Skowhegan,  Madison,  Solon,  Bingham,  Mos- 
cow, Carratunk  Plantation,  The  Forks  Plantation,  Township  No.  1, 
Range  5 ;  Township  No.  2,  Range  6  ;  Township  No.  3,  Range  7,  and 
Jackmantown  Plantation,  and  the  location  of  the  ^^International 
Railway  Company  of  Maine,"  in  said  Jackmantown  Plantation,  all  in 
the  county  of  Somerset,  and  setting  forth  in  said  petition  that  said 
corporation  had  not  yet  commenced  the  construction  of  said  road ; 
^^that  it  had  made  an  actual  survey  by  a  skillful  engineer,  of  the 
location  of  a  portion  of  said  route,  viz.,  of  the  part  thereof  lying 
between  Skowhegan  and  Solon  aforesaid,"  and  at  the  same  time 
filed  with  the  Board  of  Commissioners  a  map  of  the  same  on  an 
appropriate  scale,  and  a  profile  of  the  line  on  the  relative  scales  of 
profile  paper  in  common  use,  together  with  a  report  and  estimate 
prepared  by  said  engineer.

Q.  How  long  will  it  take  3'ou  with  your  present  force  of  fourteen, 
to  make  the  working  survey  from  Bingham  to  the  Canadian  Pacific, 
same  as  made  from  here  to  Bingham  ?

Q.  From  the  time  you  commenced  down  to  the  present  time, 
what  has  been  the  actual  expense  of  the  survey  in  all  its  branches? 

A.     It  has  been  about  two  thousand  dollars. 

Q.     How  much  does  it  cost  for  your  force  a  month? 

A.  It  costs  between  8800  and  81,000  a  month  to  keep  the  thing 
going. 

Q.  State  to  the  Board,  if  you  please,  your  opinion  as  to  whether 
this  is  a  feasible  line  or  not.  (Question  objected  to  by  Mr.  Put- 
nam). 

Q.  I  will  put  it  in  another  yr&y.  Answer  the  same  question, 
and  apply  it  to  that  part  of  the  line  from  Skowhegan  to  Solon. 

A.     I  consider  it  a  feasible  line. 

Q.  I  will  ask  the  same  question  as  applying  to  the  balance  of 
the  line.  (Question  objected  to  by  Mr.  Putnam,  who  said :  Re- 
spondents object  to  all  testimony  bearing  on  the  character  of  the 
proposed  line,  except  the  part  embraced  in  the  petition,  and  to  all 
evidence  except  the  evidence  which  the  statute  requires,  and  for  that 
reason  object  to  the  question  proposed  The  Commissioners  admit 
the  question,  and  the  respondents  request  that  they  will  note  the 
exception  and  make  the  whole  a  matter  of  record).

Mb.  Akdbbson — ^Toa  mean  it  wonld  not  mnch  exceed  the  Une  as 
yon  have  located  it? 

A.  I  mean  that  the  average  cost  per  mile  woold  not  ezpeed  that 
snm  of  $25,000.  » 

Q.  Do  yon  indnde  in  that  estimate  land  damages  and  the 
grading  of  the  road? 

A.    I  include  everything. 

Q.    With  exception  of  equipment? 

A.    Tea,  sir. 

Q.  How  about  the  bridges  between  Solon  and  the  Canadian 
Pacific? 

A.    One  large  bridge  across  the  Kennebec  at  the  Portage. 

Q.    What  wonld  be  the  length  of  that  bridge  ? 

A,  I  cannot  say,  as  tiiere  is  some  doubt  about  which  crossing 
may  be  taken.  I  expect  it  would  be  between  150  and  300  feet 
long. 

Q.     Are  there  any  other  bridges  of  considerable  importance  ? 

A.    There  is  nothing  else  so  heavy. 

Q.     How  about  the  cuts  and  the  fills  on  that  portion  ? 

A.     We  expect  to  have  one  pretty  large  trestle. 

Q.     Where  would  that  be  ? 

A,     A  mile  and  a  quarter  north  of  The  Forks. 

Q.  In  relation  to  the  ledge  between  Solon  and  the  Canadian 
Pacific,  is  there  very  much  ? 

A.     Not  very  much.     There  is  some  ;  not  a  very  large  quantity. 

Q.  How  do  the  curves  compare  with  the  curves  between  here 
and  Solon,  which  you  have  already  described? 

A.  It  would  be  necessary  to  use  sharper  curves  than  the  aver- 
age ;  but  I  do  not  expect  to  use  any  sharper  than  eight  degrees. 

Petitioners  also  put  in  a  large  amount  of  other  evidence  bearing 
on  the  proposed  line  fVom  Carratunk  Falls  in  Solon  to  the  junction 
with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railroad,  as  to  the  nature  of  the  country, 
its  capacity  for  development,  the  advantages  which  the  proposed 
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line  would  be  to  the  eonntry  through  which  it  ran,  and  the  amount 
of  business  which  the  proposed  line  might  expect  to  receive,  all  of 
which  was  objected  to  by  Mr.  Putnam,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  his 
objection  to  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Stewart ;  all  of  which  was  admit- 
ted and  received  by  the  Commissioners,  subject  to  such  objections ; 
and  according  to  the  request  made  to  the  Commissioners  by  Mr. 
Putnam,  all  the  foregoing,  relative  thereto,  is  made  a  part  of  the 
record  of  the  case. 

In  reference  to  all  the  foregoing,  Mr.  Putnam  appeared  as  attor- 
ney for  the  Somerset  Railway  Company,  and  was  admitted  by  the 
Commissioners  to  appear  for  that  corporation  in  answer  to  the  pend- 
ing petition.

B}'  the  foregoing  and  other  evidence  adduced  by  the  petitioners, 
it  appeared  that  an  actual  survey  of  a  route  had  been  made  fr^m 
the  depot  to  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  in  Skowhegan,  in  sub- 
stantially a  direct  course  through  the  town  of  Madison  to  Carratunk 
Falls  in  the  town  of  Solon ;  a  distance  of  a  little  over  seventeen 
miles,  together  with  a  map  of  the  same,  on  an  appropriate  scale, 
with  profile,  report  and  estimate  as  required  by  law ;  and  that  a 
preliminary  survey  had  been  made  over  the  whole  line  named  in  the 
articles  of  association.  It  also  appeared  by  testimony  of  petition- 
ers and  others  that  by  the  construction  of  the  whole  line  of  railroad 
contemplated  by  the  petitioners,  many  valuable  water  powers  on  the 
Kennebec  river  could  and  would  be  utilized  in  various  manufact- 
ories ;  that  the  lumber  on  the  line  of  the  contemplated  road  was 
mostly  owned  and  manufactured  by  parties  on  the  Kennebec,  below 
Skowhegan  ;  that  much  of  said  lumber,  especially  the  hard  wood  in 
that  region,  which  is  now  valueless,  could  be  made  available  by 
means  of  a  railroad ;  that,  Skowhegan  being  the  shire  town  of  the 
county,  the  inhabitants  of  the  towns  of  Solon,  Bingham,  Moscow 
and  other  towns  and  plantations  on  the  east  of  the  Kennebec  in 
said  county  would  thereby  be  greatly  con venie need  In  reaching  said 
shire  town,  and  that  it  would  afford  a  substantially  direct  route 
from  Boston  to  Quebec,  and  a  connection  with  the  International 
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railroad  before  mention^cl.  These  facta,  and  tntiny  other  considera- 
tions were  urged  by  the  petitioners,  as  reaaons  wliy  their  prayer 
ehoulil  be  granted. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  remonstrants,  or  parties  opposed  to  the 
approval  of  said  road  (supported  by  more  or  leas  evidence)  claimed 
that  to  permit  a  railroad  to  be  constructed  from  Skowhegan  to  the 
point  named  in  the  petition  would  be  a  violation  of  the  ehnrt«red  and 
etjuitable  rights  of  the  Somerset  Railroad  Company,  whose  road  is 
now  constructed  and  operated  along  tbeeastfirnbankof  the  Kennebec 
river  from  Norridgewock  to  Madison  Bridge,  and  thence  near  the  west- 
ern banks  to  and  into  the  village  of  North  Anson;  that  their 
original  charier  granted  in  1860  gave  them  a  right  to  extent]  their 
road  to  Carratnnk  Falls,  in  Solon,  the  point  to  which  the  petition- 
ers now  desire  a  location  to  be  approved  :  that  the  right  to  extend 
their  road  as  aforesaid,  has  from  time  to  time  been  renewed  and 
kept  in  force,  together  with  the  additional  right  to  construct  to 
Bingham  and  thence  to  the  Canadian  line  over  substantially  the 
same  route  the  petitioners  now  contemplate  building  a  road  ;  thai 
such  right  lo  extend  the  Somerset  in  connection  with  other  eorpora- 
tiouB  has  been  kept  in  life  bj'  several  special  acts  of  the  Legislature 
to  the  present  time  ;  and  that  in  pursuance  of  said  chartered  rtghta, 
8;iid  Sfimerset  Railroad  Company  now  intends  lo  constnict  it«  road 
to  Bingham  ;  that  by  reason  of  the  unfortunate  location  of  a  portloo 
of  its  road,  and  want  of  business,  the  road  has  been  lost  to  the 
stockholders — said  stock  being  held  mostly  by  the  towns  of  Norridge- 
wock, Anson  and  Embden — and  has  by  foreclosure  passed  into  the 
hands  of  the  bondholders,  who  are  now  operating  said  road,  and,  as 
they  allege,  hoping  to  increase  its  business  by  extending  to  Bingbam 
as  aforesaid  ;  that  quite  a  large  portion  of  the  bonds  of  said  company 
were  held  by  the  towns  of  Norridgewock  and  Anson,  and  that  they, 
together  with  Embden,  have  been  greatly  impoverished  by  reason  of 
such  stock  subscription ;  that  now,  if  another  road  should  be  built 
as  the  petitioners  ask,  much  of  the  business  of  the  Somerset  would 
be  diverted  from  said  road  and  that  they  by  reason  of  this  would  be 
compelled  to  run  a  less  number  of  trains ;  and  the  opponents  further 
claimed  that  the  public  convenience  would  not  be  subserved  by  the 
petitioners'  road  as  located ;  that  it  passed  through  no  villages,  or 
even  near  to  any,  and  that  if  built  at  all  it  should  be  required  to 
follow  up  the  Kennebec  to  Norridgewock,  and  there  connect  with 
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the  Somerset  Railroad.  The  foregoing,  with  many  other  reasons, 
were  urged  by  the  opponents,  why  the  location  prayed  for  by  the 
petitioners  should  be  denied. 

DECISION. 

Section  6  of  chapter  51  of  the  Revised  Statutes  provides  as  fol- 
lows :  "Every  corporation  organized  under  the  foregoing  provis- 
ions, before  commencing  the  construction  of  its  road,  shall  present 
to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Cohimissioners  a  petition  for  approval  of 
location,  accompanied  with  a  map  of  the  proposed  route  on  an 
appropriate  scale,  and  with  a  profile  of  the  line  on  the  relative  scales 
of  profile  paper  in  common  use,  and  with  a  report  and  estimate  pre- 
pared by  a  skillful  engineer,  from  actual  survey.  The  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  shall  on  presentation  of  such  petition 
appoint  a  day  for  a  hearing  thereon,  and  the  petitioners  shall  give 
such  notice  thereof  as  said  Board  deem  reasonable  and  proper,  in 
order  that  all  persons  interested  may  have  an  opportunity*  to  appear 
and  object  thereto.  If  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  after 
hearing  the  petition,  approves  the  proposed  location,  and  finds  that 
public  convenience  requires  the  construction  of  such  road,  the  cor- 
poration may  proceed  with  the  construction  thereof." 

The  duty  imposed  by  the  foregoing  provisions  of  the  statute,  upon 
the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  we  feel  to  be  of  no  slight 
importance,  and  especially  so,  in  the  matter  now  before  us.  If,  as 
the  petitioners  under  oath  say,  they  intend  in  good  faith  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  a  railroad  for  public  use  through  a  large  and 
important  section  of  our  State,  some  very  strong  and  convincing 
reasons  ought  to  be  shown  why  they  should  not  be  permitted  to  do 
so,  or  why  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  should  refuse  to  grant 
their  request,  provided  all  the  requirements  of  the  statute  have  been 
complied  with.  So  far  as  appears,  the  requisite  amount  of  stock  has 
been  subscribed  by  responsible  parties,  and  five  per  cent  thereof  paid 
in  cash  to  the  Directors  as  required  by  law.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  if  this  projected  enterprise  should  be  carried  on  to  completion,  it 
would  tend  in  a  great  degree  to  exert  a  material  and  beneficial  infiu- 
ence  on  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  State.  Certainly  if  we 
follow  the  example  set  us  bj'  the  Legislature  during  the  last  two  ses- 
sions, which,  so  far  as  appears,  has  granted  charters  to  all  who  have 
asked  for  them,  seemingly  without  limitations  or  restrictions,  we 
might  treat  all  such  matters  in  merely  a  formal  manner ;  but  the  law 
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impoees  a  do^  apon  ii8»  as  a  board,  tx>  find  as  a  matter  of  iael,  teit 
poblio  oonyenienoe  reqaires  the  oonstniotloii  of  Ibis  and  all  roads  to 
be  constracted  ander  the  provisions  of  the  above  quoted  statute^  and 
also  to  see  that  they  are  properly  located.  It  seems  that  in  the 
multiplicity  of  railroad  charters  granted  by  the  Legislatore,  above 
mentioned,  the  Somerset  Railroad  Company,  who  is  now  the  pritteiiial 
opponent  of  the  petitioner's  scheme,  has  obtained  its  proportton  ^ 
charters,  and  amendments  thereto.  3aid  company  obtained  ita  fini 
charter  in  1860.  No  less  than  seven  separate  acts  have  been  ob* 
tained  since  that  time  looking  to  its  extension  in  some  northerly  direo- 
tion,  yet  for  more  ^an  eleven  years  nothing,  except  to  procure  legia- 
latioD,  has  been  done  to  extend  it  beyond  its  present  termlnna  at 
North  Anson.  True,  we  are  now  informed  by  sud  company  that 
they  intend  to  extend  said  road  to  Bingham,  and  have  made  arrmnge- 
ments  to  do  so,  and  if  so  extended,  as  they  say,  they  will  be  in  more 
direct  competition  with  the  petitioners'  contemplated  road ;  but  we 
have  learned  that  it  is  not  safe  to  rely  entirely  upon  representations, 
though  made  under  oath,  in  relaUon  to  raihxiad  buildii^.  It  is  at 
least  an  open  question  whether  or  not  the  Somerset  Baiboad  CoatH 
pany  has  now  a  right  to  locate  and  construct  a  railroad  fttna  tiidr 
present  terminus  at  North  Anson  to  Bingham.  If  that  right  atBI 
exists,  it  is  by  implication  from  acts  relating  to  other  portions  of  their 
contemplated  road,  rather  than  from  any  direct  legislation  giving 
them  such  authority  ;  the  original  right  having  expired  by  failure  to 
locate  and  build  within  the  time  limited. 

It  has  been  only  four  years  since  we,  as  a  Board,  were  told  by 
parties  owning  a  controlling  interest  in  the  Somerset  road,  when 
asking  for  an  approval  of  a  location  of  a  railroad  from  North  Anson 
to  North  New  Portland,  that  they  had  abandoned  the  idea  of  ex- 
tending the  Somerset  railroad  up  the  Kennebec  to  Solon  and  Bing- 
ham. Even  during  the  past  winter  it  seems  a  charter  was  granted 
by  the  Legislature  to  parties,  as  we  may  presume,  in  the  intercat  of 
the  Somerset  Railroad  Company,  to  extend  a  road  up  the  valley  of 
the  Carrabassett  to  the  Canada  line,  or  to  intersect  with  the  Inter- 
national Railway  in  that  vicinity.  In  view  of  these  facts,  we  are 
not  prepared  to  say  that  these  several  charter  privileges  should  be 
permitted  to  stand  as  a  perpetual  hindrance  to  the  development  of 
Somerset  County  north  of  the  present  terminus  of  said  railroad,  or 
as  a  means  of  preventing  other  corporations  or  parties  from  build- 
ing a  railroad  up  the  valley  of  one  or  the  other  of  the  two  above- 
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mentioned  rivers.  Still  the  Somerset  Railroad  Company  baa  an 
existing  road  in  that  locality,  and  has  rights  which  we,  as  a  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners,  must  and  ought  to  consider  in  connec- 
tion with  the  enterprise  of  the  petitioners. 

The  petitioners  base  their  request  upon  alleged  facts  submitted  to 
show  that  the  whole  line  when  completed  to  a  connection  with  the 
Canadian  Pacific,  in  Jackmantown  Plantation,  would  become  the 
most  important  part  of  a  great  international  thoroughfare,  of  incal- 
culable advantage  to  the  State.  The  existing  fact  of  another  rail- 
road charter,  covering  a  targe  portion  of  the  identical  route  which 
these  petitioners  must  enter  upon  at  Carratunk  Falls,  is  utterly  ig- 
nored by  them.  The}*  also  set  aside,  apparently  with  entire  indif- 
ference, the  fact  that  there  are,  within  five  miles  of  the  petitioners' 
proposed  line  from  Skowhegan  to  Solon,  constructed  and  in  daily 
operation,  ten  miles  or  more  of  the  Somerset  Railroad,  following 
mostly  along  the  eastern  bank  of  the  Kennebec  river,  through  and 
into  large  and  thriving  villages,  the  importance  and  accommodation 
of  which  the  petitioners  set  aside,  as  they  say,  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  saving  but  about  six  miles  of  distance,  and  propose  to  cut  across 
a  triangular  bend  made  by  the  river  and  locate  their  railroad  away 
from  the  river,  through  a  section  of  country  nowhere  susceptible  of 
any  but  agricultural  progress. 

Such  an  invasion  of  the  chartered  rights  and  prior  claims  of  the 
Somerset  Railroad  Company  we  cannot  justify,  except  upon  the 
ground  that  the  main  object  of  the  petitioners  could  not  be  accom- 
plished otherwise.  Of  this  we  are  not  entirely  satisfied,  neither  are 
we  fully  convinced  that  the  entire  scheme  of  the  petitioners  could 
not  be  substantially  accomplished  by  recognizing  all  the  rights  of 
the  Somerset  Railroad  Company,  and  so  modifying  their  scheme  as 
to  join  that  corporation  in  the  best  practicable  development  of  all 
the  river  towns'  from  Skowhegan  up  said  river,  and  thus  afford 
greater  facilities  for  travel  to  citizens  in  northwestern  Somerset 
County,  to  and  from  their  shire  town,  Skowhegan.  This  would 
also  assure  the  fullest  development  of  the  great  natural  resources  of 
the  several  river  towns,  including  Norridgewock,  Madison  and 
Anson,  all  of  which  might  be  seriously  injured  by  the  construction 
of  the  line  as  now  located.  We  do  not,  however,  from  these 
suggestions  mean  to  be  understood  that  we  should  not  approve  the 
whole  line  contemplated,  including  the  location  of  the  portion  now 
asked  for  by  the  petitioners,  were  that  the  matter  to  be  determined. 
5 
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We  are  asked  by  the  petitioners  to  approve,  not  the  whole  contem- 
plated line,  hut  a  portico  only,  viz..  from  Skowhegan  to  Solon,  and 
to  find,  as  we  must,  in  order  to  80  approve,  ibat  public  convenience 
requires  its  construction.  We  are  met  with  tlie  objeetioD  that  ibe 
petitioners  have  not  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
above  quoted,  which  we  think  is  well  founded.  As  appears  by  tbeir 
articles  of  association  and  charter,  the  petitioners'  railroad  is  to  be 
uonstructed  from  Skowhcgan  to  Jackmantown  Plantation,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  Beventy'tl ve  miles.  This  is  the  road  of  the  corpora- 
tion, no  more,  no  less.  A  railroad  from  Stcowtiegan  to  Solon  is  not 
the  road  mentioned  in  tbeir  articles  of  association  and  charter. 
True,  it  may  be  a  portion  of  it,  hut  tUe  statute  above  quoted  requires 
the  corporation  "before  commencing  the  coustruetion  of  its  road," 
to  "present  to  the  liuard  of  Railroad  Commissioners  a  petition  for 
approval  of  location."  The  language  of  the  statute  relates  to  the 
whole  contemplated  road ;  not  a  portion.  If  the  Board  of  Commis- 
aioners  should  approve  the  location  asked  for  by  the  pctitiouers, 
they  might  then  covimetice  the  coustruetiou  of  their  road ;  jual  what 
the  statute  says  tliey  shall  not  do  until  they  have  complied  with  ail 
the  provisions  above  quoted,  relating  to  the  entire  line  contemplated. 
We  think  the  Board  might  approve  a  portion  of  such  line  and  rolusc 
to  approve  other  portions,  but  not  until  the  whole  is  presented  as 
required  by  law.  Again,  the  Board  of  Commissioners  might  flod,  if 
the  whole  contemplated  line  was  presented  for  approval,  that  pablic 
convenience  required  its  coDstruction,  while  they  might  not  find  that 
public  convenieuce  required  the  construction  of  a  portion  without 
the  whole.  It  may  be  said  that  this  interpretation  will  result  in 
great  hardship  to  the  petitioners  and  others  who  desire  to  construct 
a  railroad  of  any  considerable  length.  This  may  be  true ;  but  as 
we  understand  the  law,  we  have  no  discretionary  power  in  the 
matter.  These  provisions  seem  to  us  to  be  imptirattve.  The  dis- 
cretionary powers  of  the  Board  are  confined,  in  the  matter  of  ap- 
proval, to  the  road  as  a  whole,  both  as  to  location  and  public 
convenience.  For  these  reasons  we  must  refuse  to  approve  the 
location  as  now  presented.

The  International  Railway  Compan}'  and  the  Bangor  &  Piscataquis 
Railroad  Company,  corporations  created  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Maine,  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1887,  jointly 
made  application  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  as  follows : 

^^To  the  Honorable  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Maine : 

The  International  Railway  Company  of  Maine  respectfully  calls 
your  attention  to  that  part  of  section  one  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  flft3'-six  of  the  Private  Laws  of  1887,  relating  to  the  connection 
to  l)e  made  with  the  Bangor  &  Piscataquis  Railroad  in  Greenville, 
and  respectfully  asks  your  Honorable  Board  to  view  the  premises 
and  deflne  the  terms,  conditions  and  manner  of  the  connection,  as 
provided  in  said  section. 

And  the  Bangor  &  Piscataquis  Railroad  Company  hereby  consents 
to  the  making  and  maintaining  such  connection,  and  joins  in  the 
request  to  your  Honorable  Board  to  view  the  premises  and  define 
the  terms,  conditions  and  manner  of  connection.

lo  accordance  with  the  foregoing  application,  the  Board  of  Rail- 
road Commissioners  met  at  Greenville,  in  the  county  of  Piscataquis, 
oo  the  sixth  day  of  September,  A.  D.  1887,  and  then  and  there 
viewed  the  premises  mentioned  io  said  application  as  the  place  of  the 
proposed  connection ;  and  then  and  there  adjourned  to  meet  again 
on  the  same  day  at  the  oflQce  of  the  Bangor  &  Piscataquis  Railroad 
in  Baogor,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  a  hearing  to  the  parties  and 
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eor[>oration8  interested  ;  and  after  carefully  otisidering  the  evidence 
adduced  at  said  liearing  and  Lbs  urguinents  and  stalenienls  of  the 
eoLiasel  of  tbe  t-orporations  interested,  the  board  hereby  determines 
and  makes  this  onr  certilicate  of  defining  "the  terms,  eonditions 
and  manner  of  connection"  of  the  above-mentioned  railroads,  viz., 
at  West  Cove  in  the  town  of  Greenville.  The  mode  or  manner  of 
connection  of  the  two  railroads  above  mentioned  shall  be  made  as 
ahown  on  plan  marked  A,  accomiianying  this  report  and  certificate, 
subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions : 

Tbe  International  Railway  Company  shall  make  and  maintaiD. 
upon  tbe  line  of  location  represented  by  said  plan,  a  safe  and  cou- 
veiiient  connecting  track  and  shall  furnish  and  pnt  in  position  for 
use,  all  frogs,  switches,  signals,  and  all  other  material  Deeded  in 
GOtopleting  and  maintaining  such  connection.  They  shall  also  make 
and  maintain  upon  the  grade  of  their  main  line  and  adjacent  thereto, 
and  on  the  west  side  thereof,  any  additional  side-track  or  tracks 
that  may  be  necessary  for  the  safe  and  convenient  interchange  or 
storage  of  cars.  Said  International  Railway  Company  shall  also 
build  and  maintain,  near  the  point  of  connection  with  its  main  line, 
a  suitable  passenger  Btalion  and  platforms,  for  the  safe  and  con- 
venient use  of  passengers  In  waiting  or  transfer.  Said  connecting 
track  shall  not  be  less  than  1.550  feel  long,  uor  on  a  grade  steeper 
tban  one  foot  in  one  hundred,  unless  said  Bangor  &  Piscataquis 
Railroad  Company  agree,  in  writing,  to  its  being  constructed  on  a 
shorter  and  steeper  incline.  Said  connecting  track  or  tracks  are  for 
the  joint  use  and  accommodaliou  of  the  two  connecting  companies  ; 
but  shall  be  operated,  managed  and  controlled  by  the  Bangor  & 
Piscataquis  Railioad  Company,  and  the  expense  of  operaUog, 
including  motive  power,  wear  and  tear  of  locomotives,  interest  upon 
their  cost,  depreciation  in  value,  conductors,  engine  drivers,  train 
and  switchmen,  clearing  snow  and  ice  ofi  of  said  track,  etc.,  shall 
be  borne  equally  by  said  railroad  companies.  Said  Bangor  & 
Piscataquis  Railroad  Company  shall  keep  a  true  and  just  acoouot 
and  render  to  said  International  Railway  Company,  a  monthlj 
itemized  statement  of  the  same,  one-half  of  which  account,  if  fonnd 
correct,  shall  be  paid  by  the  latemational  Railway  Company  to  tbe 
Bangor  &  Piscataquis  Railroad  Company  within  thirty  days  after 
such  presentation. 

Any  car  or  cars  placed  upon  the  above-mentioned  side-track  or 
tracks  by  the  agents  of  either  company  with  notice  given  in  writiag 


to  the  local  agent  of  the  other  company,  shall  be  a  sufficient  delivery 
lo  eiK'h  company  and  tke  liability  thereror  ahall  then  attach,  onlesa 
said  local  agent  of  the  company  to  which  such  car  is  sunght  to  be 
delivered,  ahall  Tor  good  cause,  refuse  to  accept  the  same  within  a 
reasonable  time  after  receiving  such  notice. 

The  Commissioners  also  decree  and  determine  that  the  Intenia- 
tional  Railway  Company  ebnll  cross  with  its  main  line  the  grouods 
owned  and  used  by  the  Bangor  &  Piscataquis  Railroad  Company 
for  station  purposes  in  Greenville  as  follows  t  Said  International 
Railway  Company  may  extend  the  embankment  on  the  main  line  of 
their  land,  at  station,  15-)-30  at  loe  of  slope  or  50  feet  in  advance  of 
the  foot  of  the  slope  as  it  stood  September  Gib,  1887.  From  said 
point,  said  company  sball  build  a  trestle  bridge  across  said  yard  or 
grounds  owned  and  used  by  said  Bangor  &  Piscataquis  Railroad 
Company  for  station  purposes,  said  bridge  to  be  of  sufficient  height 
lo  give  at  least  20  feel  in  the  clear  between  the  top  of  the  rails  of 
the  track  of  the  Bangor  &  Piscataquis  Railroad  and  Uie  truck  limbers 
of  said  bridge. 

The  trestle  bents  or  bands  are  to  be  placed  in  such  a  p<wition  aa 
will  ndmit  of  the  laying  of  tracks  in  aaid  yard,  said  bents  to  be 
fourteen  feel  in  the  dear,  with  the  exception  of  the  span  over  the 
double  track,  extending  to  the  wharf,  which  sball  be  thirty-four  feet 
in  the  clear,  so  that  each  shall  have  sufOclent  space  for  the  passage 
of  cars.  The  width  for  the  location  of  said  bridge  trestles  across 
said  yard  or  atalioo  grounds  shall  Dot  exceed  50  feet.  Said  Inter- 
national Railway  Company  shall  take  no  more  of  the  land  of  the 
Bangor  &  Piscaluquis  Railroad  Company,  on  the  north  and  east  of 
their  main  line  between  Shadow  lake  and  said  bridge,  than  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  construction  of  their  main  line  with  slopes  and  aa 
embankment  requisite  to  form  and  sustain  the  same. 

The  right  of  location  of  the  International  Railway  Company  over 
and  across  the  yard  and  station  grounds  of  the  Bangor  &  Piscataquis 
Railroad  Company  shall  be  limited  to  include  only  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  ibe  bridge  aforesaid ;  but  they  shall  have  tlie 
right  at  all  times,  when  necessary,  to  occupy  so  much  of  said  yard 
of  the  Bangor  &  Piscataquis  Railroad  Company,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  construction ,  renewal  and  repair  of  the  bridge  aforesaid. 

After  said  connection  shall  have  l>een  made  as  ai>ove  provided, 
aaid  railroads  shall  be  deemed  connecting  roads,  and  subject  to  all 
the  requirements  o(  law  relating  to  same.

Car  Heating  Report. 

To  the  Honorable  Chainnen  and  Members  of  (he  Lagidal^oe 
Joint  CommiUee  on  BaUrwtde: 

Tbe  following  order  was  received  February  14th,  1887 : 

'•STATE  OP  MAINE. 

HousB  OF  BiPRBSBirrATnrxs.  > 
February  10,  1887.  J 

Ordered^  That  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Maine 
are  hereby  instructed  to  make  an  immediate  investigation  of  the 
methods  of  heating  passenger  cars  in  this  State,  with  a  view  to  the 
better  protection  of  the  lives  of  passengers,  «id  for  that  purpose 
are  directed  to  visit  any  State  or  city  where  improved  safety 
appliances  are  in  use,  or  are  proposed  to  be  introduced,  and  the 
result  of  such  investigation  shall  be  rendered  to  the  Committee  on 
Railroads,  before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Legislature." 

In  compliance  with  the  foregoing  order  the  State  Railroad  Com- 
missioners have  made  an  investigation  of  the  existing  methods  of 
heating  passenger  cars  in  this  State  and  find  in  use  the  ordinary 
wood  and  coal  stoves,  also  the  Baker  and  Johnson  heaters  for  gen- 
erating steam,  hot  water  and  hot  air  within  the  passenger  cars,  to  be 
radiated  from  pipes  placed  along  the  sides  and  under  the  seats. 

The  Board  also  found,  in  quite  successful  operation,  upon  one 
train  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  the  Sewall  system  of  steam 
heating,  by  which  live  steam  is  carried  from  the  locomotive  boiler 
by  pipes  throughout  the  cars,  which  radiate  a  most  agreeable  heat, 
that  is  under  complete  control. 

While  great  improvements  have  been  made  in  passenger  cars  in 
other  respects,  no  material  change  has  been  made  in  the  mode  of 
heating  them.  The  wood  and  coal  stoves  of  a  quarter  of  a  century 
or  more  ago  are  still  to  be  found  on  trains  in  this  State,  though 
some  of  the  wealthier  corporations  use  tbe  Baker  and  Johnson 
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Iieatera.  The  use  of  tlicm  is  intemled  to  coolribiite  more  to  the 
comfort  tban  th^  safety  of  passengers. 

This  Board  visited  other  Stat«s,  and  in  Massachusetts  examined 
the  "Martin  Anti-Fire  Car  Heater"  aa  applied  lo  passenger  cars 
upon  tlie  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  where  Ibis  sjst«m  is  in  use,  as 
also  it  is  U|x)n  tlie  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  &  Indianapolis, 
the  Chiiiago,  Milwaukee  &  iSt.  Paul,  the  Long  Tsland  and  the  Lake 
Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  Kailroads.  aud  on  the  Dunkirk.  Alle- 
ghany Valley  &.  PittabuTg  Railroad,  where  it  has  been  in  operation 
for  about  four  years. 

At  Springfield  the  Board  examined  "  the  KmeraoD  System  of  Car 
Heating,"  which  has  been  for  nearly  Ave  years  iu  use  upon  the  Con- 
necliLUt  Hiver  Railroad  and  with  such  success  tliat  twenty  trains 
each  way  daily  are  so  heated,  including  all  the  traius  to  Greenfield, 
a  distance  of  thirty-six  miles. 

The  Board  also  examined  *'tlie  Gold  System  of  Heating  and 
Ventilating  Cars"  as  applied  to  trains  of  the  Manliattau  Railroad  in 
New  York,  by  which  steam  from  the  locomotive  tioiler  carries  beat 
into  reservoirs  of  salt  water,  where  it  is  stored  for  use.  It  was  evi- 
dent to  the  Board  that,  when  aleam  was  admitted,  the  heating  of 
the  cars  and  of  the  reservoirs  would  commence  simultaneously  and 
l>e  continued  until  the  steam  was  shut  oH,  that  then  the  heat  radi- 
ating from  the  reservoirs  must  for  a  considerable  time  maintain  n 
comfortable  temperature  in  the  apartment. 

For  heating  horse  ears  by  this  system  it  is  claimed  that  a  small 
stationary  boiler  at  one  end  of  the  trip  (when  that  docs  not  exceed 
two  and  a  half  hours  duraCiont  is  all  that  is  required ;  the  cylinder 
reservoirs  are  placed  under  the  seals,  thus  saving  the  space  occupied 
by  a  stove,  and  diffusing  the  heat  more  equally  through  the  car. 

The  Gold  system  of  car  heating  has  been  adopted  by  the  elevated 
railroads  in  New  York,  by  the  Hlaten  Island  Rapid  Transit  Road, 
Suburban  liapid  Transit  Railway,  connecting  Hnrlem  with  Jerome 
Park  and  other  parts  of  Westchester  County,  and  is  now  on  trial  in 
the  cars  of  the  North  Hudson  County  Horse  Railroad  Company, 
Hoboken,  New  Jersey.  Besides  the  above-named  systems  that 
have  been  examined  by  the  Board,  the  attention  of  its  members  has 
been  called  to  several  others,  as  for  example,  one  by  Messrs.  Barrows 
uid  Company,  No.  64  and  66  Broadway,  New  Y'ork,  which  is  to 
tue  hot  air  from  the  locomotive  ;  another  by  Mr.  Joseph  Shackelton, 
41  Courtlandt  Street,  New  York,  for  combined  steam  and  hut  air, 
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the  Ifttter  (dsIti^V  to  have  '^an  automatic  comtnunication  between 
the  can."  Hr.  8buk«UoD  aUo  proposes  a  pinn  for  lieating  and 
lightiDg  can  by  eletArkitj,  using  one  of  the  asles  of  earh  car  whili^ 
io  motioo  to  drive  a  ctynamo.  The  electricity  ttius  generated  is 
oondacted  into  what  ia  known  as  a  storage  battery,  from  which  wim 
are  t^en  to  develop  heat,  applied  to  the  beating  of  a  small  boiler 
fed  frtHn  a  tank  above  and  circulated  tfaroagh  the  car  in  pipe*  stintlar 
to  the  amngement  now  in  aee.  The  sante  reservoir  lUao  obaigai 
the  wirea  for  lighting.  The  actioD  ctf  the  dynamos,  while  the  tnla 
is  Id  tnottoa,  keeps  the  storage  battery  in  eaeh  car  filled  widi  a 
Ropply  which  will  oontiDae  the  heating  and  ligfathig  for  several 
hoars,  when  Uie  oat  is  not  in  motion.  Being  fblly  charged  when  a 
train,  fof  instance,  has  reached  its  destination,  tim  battuy  htdds  a 
aapply  wbidi  is  retained  nntil  tite  oar  is  to  be  heated  ready  tor  use 
again. 

By  invitation  of  tlie  Hassacbasetts  Bulroad  Commissfenen  ttiis 
Board  witnessed  several  experimental  tests  of  the  "Smith  ft  Owen 
Hot  Water  Heater"  in  tiie  presence  of  many  rapresentatjve  New 
EogUnd  railroad  men.  This  heater,  made  of  riveted  boiler  into, 
contdned,  besides  tbe  ooal  farnace,  a  steam  ooll  so  oonstmoted  as. 
In  case  of  considerable  ooncusaion,  to  give  way  uid  deluge  the  Are. 
It  was  placed  upright  on  a  flat  car  and  enveloped  in  shavings  saturated 
with  kerosene  oil,  then  by  the  collision  of  another  flat  car  driven  by 
a  locomotive,  it  was  thrown  violently  ofi*,  the  test  being  made  in  the 
yard  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  in  Boston.  The  Are  therein 
was  extinguished,  and  although  the  heater  took  on  a  rather  comical 
expression  from  the  indentat'ons  made  in  it  by  the  banging  about 
that  it  received,  it  proved  strong  enough  to  withstand  very  abusive 
treatment  and  emitted  no  fire  to  ignite  the  shavings. 

From  the  careful  examinations  made  as  above  mentioned,  (torn 
proved  statements  of  interested  parties  having  experimental  knowl- 
edge of  these  various  devices,  and  fh)m  the  testimony  of  all  who 
have  given  the  subject  consideration,  the  members  of  the  Maine 
Board  of  Railroad  CoTimissioners  feel  constrained  to  say,  with  the 
utmost  confidence,  that  the  use  of  inside  stoves  or  furnaces  should 
be  universally  discarded  for  heating  railroad  cars  while  in  motioo, 
although  they  may  be  property  retained  a  while  longer  for  temporary 
use  in  cases  of  accidental  delay  or  obstruction  to  (be  operation  of 
whatever  may  be  selected, to  replace  them.  In  all  probability  some 
one  of  these  several  good  and  practically  efficient  systems  for  pro- 
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curing  heat  from  without  the  passenger  ears  to  warm  them  com- 
fortably will  very  soon  stand  out  so  prominently  from  the  others,  in 
the  manifest  possession  of  all  desirable  as  well  as  indispensable  qual- 
ities, that  no  order  or  even  suggestion  respecting  its  adoption  by  any- 
body in  authority'  will  be  required  to  secure  it  to  the  public  use. 

While  from  the  limited  time  given  to  this  examination  of  the  sev- 
eral new  methods  of  heating  cars,  and  for  acquiring  knowledge  as  to 
which  is,  all  things  considered,  superior,  where  all  show  such  great 
merit  and  value,  this  Board  could  not  determine  which  one  to  recom- 
mend or  select  as  best.  While  the  best  minds  among  railroad  men 
all  over  this  country  and  Europe  are  earnestly  striving  to  develop 
the  best  and  safest,  any  premature  decision  might  seriously  preju- 
dice the  most  promising  efforts  in  a  right  course.  It  is  therefore 
respectfully  submitted  as  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  the  several 
railroad  companies  of  this  State  should  be  by  law  required  to  discard 
the  stoves  and  adopt  some  one  of  the  new  processes  for  providing 
heat  from  outside  within  a  reasonable  time. 

While  the  Legislative  order  did  not  refer  to  the  lighting  of  cars, 
the  great  danger  to  be  apprehended  from  the  general  use  of  the 
highly  inflammable  coal  oil  is  so  great  that  the  members  of  this 
Board  feel  constrained  to  utter  a  warning  note  respecting  its  use, 
and  recommend  the  passage  of  an  act  similar  to  that  in  the  general 
laws  of  Massachusetts,  Sec.  172  of  Chap.  112,  requiring  that  ''no 
passenger  car  on  a  railroad  shall  be  lighted  b}*  naphtha,  nor  by  an 
illuminating  oil  or  fluid  made  in  part  of  naphtha,  or  which  will  ignite 
at  a  temperature  of  less  than  three  hundred  degrees  Fahrenheit.** 

During  the  progress  of  their  examination,  the  Maine  Railroad 
Commissioners  received  great  aid  and  very  courteous  treatment  from 
the  oflficials  of  the  several  railroads  visited,  who  manifested  great  in- 
terest in  not  only  conveying  a  complete  knowledge  of  the  device 
specially  favored  by  their  company,  but  in  directing  attention  to 
others  in  use  elsewhere.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Maine: 

Agreeably  to  the  requirements  of  law,  we  respectfully  sub- 
mit our  report  for  the  year  eudinjif  December  Ist,  1888,  being 
the  thirtieth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners of  Maine,  together,  with  statistical  tables  compiled 
by  us  from  the  returns  made  to  the  Board,  by  the  railroad 
companies  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1888. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  of  unfavorable  weather  for  sum- 
mer travel  during  the  season,  the  returns  from  the  several 
railroad  companies  show  an  increase  in  business,  both  of 
passenger  and  freight  earnings,  over  previous  years. 

This,  in  connection  with  the  fact  that  outside  of  this  State, 
railroad  earnings  have  generally  fallen  below  the  average,  is 
most  gratifying  and  greatly  tends  to  show  that  in  Maine,  the 
year  has  been  one  of  prosperity  not  only  to  railroads,  but  to 
all  the  people  of  the  State. 

Official  Inspection. 

As  required  by  law,  the  Board  has  made  two  official  exami- 
nations of  the  tracks,  rolling  stock,  bridges,  viaducts  and 
culverts  of  the  several  railroads  in  the  State  and  has  for- 
warded to  the  clerk  of  each  corporation.a  certificate,  stating 
therein  the  condition  of  their  road  and  rolling  stock.  The 
object  of  the  law  requiring  examinations  by  the  Board  at 
certain  times,  was,  as  stated  in  the  act  creating  the  Board, 
♦•To  secure  the  safety  and  convenience  of  travelers  on  rail- 
roads." To  what  extent  that  object  has  been  attained  by 
such  examinations,  it  is  difiScult  to  determine.

If  DO  effort  were  made  by  nutnagers  of  rmilrcMids  to  aiake 
them  safe  and  cooTenient  for  trayelera,  it  is  doabtfol  if  Slate 
supervision  would  alone  be  sufficient  to  secure  tiie  oame.  To 
secure  even  oemparatiTe  safety  to  traTelers  oo  railroads, 
the  track,  rolling  stock,  bridges,  Tiadnets  and  oulTerls  of 
railroads,  especially  in  this  climate,  need  constant  watchfol- 
ness  and  care,  such  as  no  official  Board  could  gire^  to  them. 
However,  from  experience,  we  are  convinced  that  tife  provi- 
sions of  law  requiring  frequent  examinations  and  inspectioiis 
of  railroads  by  an  Offidal  Board,  was  wise  mod  hma  had  and 
will  have  a  most  salutary  effect  in  stimulating  numagers  of 
railroads  to  keep  the  same  in  safe  condition. 

The  earnings  of  many  nulroads  in  tiie  Slate  are  ao  limited 
— merely  enough  in  some  instances  to  pav  their  running 
expenses — that  the  officials  of  su<4i  roads  are  frequency 
tempted  and  do  for  that  reason,  neglect  the  phyeicel  condiUon 
of  their  roads  and  postpone  needed  repairs  and  renewals 
beyond  the  limit  of  safety  to  those  who  unconscionaly  ride 
over  them. 

A  dencription  of  each  road  in  the  State,  with  such 
improvements  as  have  been  made  during  the  past  year,  will 
he  found  farther  on  in  this  report. 

Nev^  Railroads. 

Canadian  Pacific. 

The  railroad  formerly  known  as  the  International  Railwayf 
which  at  date  of  our  last  report  was  being  constructed  from 
the  western  line  of  the  State  by  the  southern  side  of 
Moosehead  Lake,  to  a  connection  with  the  European  & 
North  American  Railroad  at  Mattawamkeag,  has  been  leased 
or  purchased  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Co.  and  is 
now  being  completed  by  said  company. 

The  road  from  the  line  of  the  State  to  a  connection  with 
the  Bangor  &  Piscataquis  Railroad  at  Greenville — a  distance 
of  sixty-eight  miles — has  been  completed.  This  portion  of 
the  road  was  inspected  by  the  Board  October  25  and  26,  and 
permission  granted  to  run  trains  thereon  as  provided  by  law. 
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Somerset  Railroad  Extension. 

The  extension  of  the  Somerset  Railroad  from  North  Ansoii 
to  Bingham  mentioned  in  our  hist  report,  is  now  nearly 
completed  and  permission  to  run  passenger  trains  as  far  as 
the  depot  in  Embden — a  distance  of  six  miles — has  been 
granted  by  the  Board. 

Organization  of  Railroad  Corporations. 

Two  railroad  corporations  have  been  organized  during  the 
past  year,  under  the  provisions  of  hiw,  viz  : 

7.     Lake  Grove  Railroad  Co. 

This  company  contemplated  the  construction  of  a  railroad 
from  some  point  in  the  city  of  Auburn  to  East  Auburn,  a 
distance  of  about  three  miles,  and  their  articles  of  association 
were  approved  by  this  Board,  June  27,  1888.  We  have  not 
learned,  however,  that  any  survey  of  said  contemplated  road 
has  yet  been  made. 

//.     Dexter  <&  Piscataquis  Railroad  Company. 

Articles  of  Association  of  this  company  were  approved  by 
tie  Board,  October  24,  1888.  This  company  contemplates 
the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  a  point  on  the  Dexter 
and  Newport  Railroad  in  Dexter,  to  a  point  on  the  Bangor 
and  Piscataquis  Railroad  in  Foxcroft,  a  distance  of  about 
sixteen  miles. 

Since  said  organization,  a  survey  of  the  route  has  been 
made  and  a  plan  of  the  location  submitted  t(»  the  Board, 
which  after  a  public  hearing  held  at  Dover  on  the  13th  day 
of  November,  1888,  was  approved.     (See  appendix.) 

Heating  and  Lighting  Passenger  Cars. 

During  the  session  of  the  last  Legislature,  an  order  was 
passed  instructing  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  '*  To 
make  an  investigation  of  the  methods  of  heating  passenger 
cars  in  this  State,  with  a  view  to  the  better  protection  of  the 
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lives  of  passengera.**  In  obedience  to  anch  order^  the  Bo«rd 
did  make  an  investigation  of  the  iinp^roved  methods  then  in 
use  and  made  a  report  during  said  session  (See  B.  R. 
Commissioners'  Report,  1887,  Page  70).  In  said  Report 
the  Board  stated  as  follows : 

*'While  great  improyements  have  been  made  in  passenger  cars  In 
other  respects,  no  material  change  has  been  made  in  the  mode  of 
heating  them.  The  wood  and  coal  stoves  of  a  quarter  of  a  centmj 
or  more  ago  are  still  to  be  foond  on  trains  in  this  Sti^e,  though 
some  of  the  wealthier  corporations  use  the  Baker  and  Johnaoo 
heaters.  The  ase  of  them  is  intended  to  contribute  more  to  the 
comfort  than  the  safety  of  passengers.'' 

^'From  the  carefnl  examinations  made  as  above  mentioned,  ftom 
proved  statements  of  interested  parties  having  experimental  knowl- 
edge of  these  varions  devices*  and  from  the  testimony  of  all  who 
have  given  the  subject  conslderaUon,  the  members  of  the  Maine 
Board  of  RaHroad  Commissioners  feel  constrained  to  say,  with  the 
utmost  confidence,  Uiat  the  use  of  inside  stoves  or  furnaces  should 
be  universally  discarded  for  heating  railroad  cms  while  in  metloa, 
altboagh  they  may  he  properly  retained  a  while  longer  for  temporary 
use  iD  cases  of  accidental  delay  or  obstruction  to  the  operation  of 
whatever  may  be  selected  to  replace  them." 

*'While  the  Legislative  order  did  not  refer  to  the  lighting  of  cars, 
the  great  danger  to  be  apprehended  from  the  general  use  of  the 
highly  inflammable  coal  oil  is  so  great  that  the  members  of  this 
Board  feel  constrained  to  utter  a  warning  note  respecting  its  use, 
and  recommend  the  passage  of  an  act  similiar  to  that  in  the  general 
laws  of  Massachusetts,  Sec.  172  of  Chap.  112,  requiring  that  ^^no 
passenger  car  on  a  railroad  shall  be  lighted  by  naphtha,  nor  by  an 
illuminating  oil  or  fluid  made  in  part  of  naphtha,  or  which  will  ignite 
at  a  temperature  of  less  than  three  hundred  degrees  Fahrenheit." 

While  no  serious  accident  has  occurred  on  any  railroad  in 
the  State  since  said  investigation  and  report,  by  reason  of 
the  methods  used  generally  for  beating  and  lighting  passen- 
ger cars,  the  danger  still  exists  and  ne  material  change  has 
been  made  in  the  methods  then  mentioned.  Although  some 
of  the  wealthier  corporations  have  adopted  a  method  of  steam 
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heating,  others  continue  to  use  the  wood  and  coal  stoves  and 
not  even  of  an  improved  kind,  thus  subjecting  the  traveling 
public,  in  case  of  accident,  to  being  roasted  alive  by  reason 
of  the  fire  coals  from  the  same  being  strewn  over  the  help- 
less victims.  The  Board,  therefore,  feels  it  to  be  their  duty 
to  vrgc  such  legislation  as  will  compel  all  railroad  corpora- 
tions, in  a  reasonable  time,  to  adopt  some  of  the  safer 
methods  of  heating  and  lighting  passenger  cars. 


Grade  Crossings. 

The  growing  dangers  attending  the  multiplicity  of  grade 
crossings  in  and  near  our  populous  cities  and  villages,  render 
it  a  plain  duty  of  the  Board  to  call  legislative  attention  to 
this  subject  in  the  interest  of  the  public  and  of  railroad  cor- 
porations alike. 

The  legislation  of  1885,  chapters  310  and  312,  giving  to 
the  Board  of  Kailroad  Commissioners  power  to  determine 
the  manner  and  conditions  in  which  railroads  may  cross  over 
highways  and  highways  over  railroads,  applied  only  to  such 
ways  as  might  afterward  be  constructed  and  not  to  existing 
ways  or  railroads.  While  it  may  be  considered  a  step  in  the 
right  direction,  said  legislation  is  not  sufficient  to  reach  exist- 
ing evils  or  in  a  large  degree,  to  prevent  their  increase. 
By  the  increase  of  trains  and  of  travel,  both  on  our  rail- 
roads and  on  our  streets  and  highways,  as  our  population 
increases,  the  danger  of  grade  crossings  becomes  more  immi- 
nent and  Hpparcnt.  And,  although  steps  are  being  taken  in 
many  other  Stntcs,  to  abolish  by  degrees,  existing  grade 
crossings,  in  this  State  they  are  constantly  increasing  and  no 
adequate  power  is  conferred  upon  boards  or  courts  to  prevent 
them.  True,  by  the  acts  above  mentioned,  the  railroad  com- 
missioners have  power  to  determine  the  manner  and  condi- 
tions of  crossings,  where  new  ways  or  railroads  are  being 
constructed  ;  but,  as  a  rule,  the  Board  is  not  called  upon  to 
determine  these  matters  till  after  the  line  or  location  of  the 
railroad  has  been  established  and  in  some  instances  graded 
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80  M  to  compel  a  oTOMing  at  grade,  unless  the  locatioii  of  the 
railroad  or  that  part  of  the  hi^way  is  entirely  changed, 
neither  of  which  the  board  has  power  to  order,  after  each 
railroad  or  highway  location  has  been  establi^ed  by  law. 
It  has  been  said  that  grade  crossings  and  trespass  ao(»dents 
are  26  per  emit  of  all  railroad  accidents  happening  in  ipiB 
country.  We,  therefore,  repeat  what  we  s«d  in  a  former 
report  on  this  subject* 

^*In  view  of  tiie  fiu)t  ^t  grade  orossinip  are  rapidly  multtplyiog 
in  this  State  by  the  laying  oat  ci  h%hways  and  fkrm  roads  over 
rdlroads,  and  in  the  belief  that  there  idioidd  be  some  spedfic  and 
comprehensiTe  OTSrsight  for  such  an  important  matter,  we  would 
suggest  such  Ml  amendment  to  section  27  of  dii^pter  810  of  the 
Laws  of  Mmie«  1885,  as  would  prevent  a  highway,  farm  road  or 
street  from  being  laid  a<Mross  a  ndhosd  without  the  written  consent 
of  the  Bdlroad  Commissioners,  who  riiould  be  empowered  to  fix  the 
manner  and  condition  of  sucdi  crossing  and  to  apportion  the  expense 
thereof  equitably,  and  to  compel  the  making  safe  any  existing  grade 
crossing  whidi  may  be  reported  or  represented  as  especially  blind 
and  dangerous ;  even  to  requiring  the  construction  of  an  oyer- 
bridge  or  an  under-pass  in  the  place  thereof." 

Compensation  of  the  Board. 

We  again  feel  it  our  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  to  the  mode  provided  by  law  for  compensating 
the  Board  for  services  required  of  them,  and  for  that  purpose 
again  insert  what  we  said  upon  that  subject  in  our  last 
annual  report : 

^^  Id  connection  with  what  we  have  above  said  in  relation  to 
amendments,  we  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  section  113  of 
chapter  51,  Revised  Statutes,  relating  to  the  manner  in  which  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  is  paid  for  services  rendered  by 
them.  Said  section  provides  as  follows :  *  Their  compensation 
shall  be  five  dollars  a  day  while  actually  employed  in  their  oflScial 
duties,  to  be  paid  by  the  railroads  on  which  their  services  are 
rendered.'  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  as  now 
constituted,  was  first  created  by  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved 
March   26th,  1858,   entitled   'An   Act  to  secure   the  safety  and 
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convenience  of  travelers  on  railroads.'  The  duties,  as  prescribed 
by  said  act,  were  exceedingh'  limited  and  unimportant.  No 
definite  compensation  for  services  of  the  board  was  fixed  by  said  act. 

In  1860,  an  act,  additional,  was  passed  and  approved,  defining  the 
qualifications  of  per&ons  thereafterward  appointed  members  of  the 
board,  and  defining  more  particularly  their  powers  and  duties, 
which  consisted  of  making  it  the  duty  of  one  member  of  the  board 
to  make  an  annual  examination  of  the  tracks,  rolling  stock,  bridges, 
viaducts  and  culverts  of  all  railroads  situate  within  the  State,  and 
to  give  a  certificate  of  the  condition  of  the  roads  to  such  railroad 
corporations  ;  said  board  to  make  report  of  their  doings  as  is  now 
provided  by  law.  In  said  act,  it  was  provided  that  the  compensation 
of  the  Commissioners  *  should  be  four  dollars  a  da}'  while  actually 
employed  in  the  duties  of  their  oflSue,'  to  be  paid  by  the 
corporations  for  which  the  services  were  performed.  The  following 
year,  1861,  the  Legislature  increased  the  compensation  of  the 
Commissioners  to  five  dollars  per  da3%  to  be  paid  as  before.  This 
amount  and  mode  of  compensating  the  board  for  their  services  were 
continued  till  the  year  1876,  when  the  act  to  authorize  the  formation 
of  railroad  corporations,  known  as  the  general  railroad  law,  was 
enacted,  in  which  provision  was  made  that  the  board  should  be  paid 
by  the  State,  though  the  amount  of  compensation  was  left  the  same. 
This  provision  remained  till  1878,  when  a  salary*  of  ten  hundred 
dollars  each  was  established  for  the  Board,  to  be  paid  by  the  State, 
in  quarterly  payments. 

In  the  general  havoc  made  on  salaries  by  the  Legislature  of  1879, 
the  compensation  was  again  fixed  at  five  dollars  a  day,  to  be  paid 
(not  by  the  railroad  corporations,)  but,  as  in  the  language  of  the 
statute,  '*By  the  railroads  on  which  their  services  are  rendered." 

It  will  be  observed,  by  an  examination  of  these  several  acts 
above  mentioned,  that  when  the  compensation  was  fixed  at  d^per 
diem  to  be  paid  by  the  railroad  corporations,  the  duties  of  the 
Board  were  wholly  confined  to  existing  railroads,  and  mainly  to  an 
annual  examination  of  same.  The  judicial  powers  and  duties  con- 
ferred upon  the  Board  by  the  general  railroad  law  and  by  subsequent 
enactments,  did  not  then  exist ;  nor  was  any  excise  tax  then  levied 
upon  railroads  in  this  State,  while  to-day  the  State  is  receiving  from 
railroad  taxation  more  than  $100,000  3'early.  The  object,  as  stated 
in  the  title  of  the  act  creating  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commission- 
ers, was  '^To  secure  the  safety  and  convenience  of  travelers  on 
railroads." 
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The  creation  of  the  Board  has  been,  by  sobseqaent  acts  of  the 
Legtslature,  used  to  promote  stQl  other  objects,  viz :  the  eraattoii  of 
railroad  oorporatio&s  (wtthoat  special  acts  of  the  Legislatare)  ; 
location  of  depots ;  crossings  of  highways  over  railroads,  and  raQ- 
roads  over  highways ;  extension  of  railroads ;  change  of  gange,  etc.« 
with  many  other  acts  conferring  special  powers  and  duties  open  the 
board. 

Such  services,  in  many  instances,  the  Board  can  neither  charge 
to  railroads  nor  railroad  corporations,  bat  to  the  petlUoners,  whether 
corporations  or  individnals. 

This  system  of  collecting  compensation  for  services  rendered  by 
the  Board  we  believe  to  be  entirely  wrong  in  principle,  and  anjast 
to  all  who  may  be,  by  law,  compelled  to  call  upon  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  to  secure  indivldaal  or  corporate  rights.  It  seems 
to  us  to  be  reasonable  that,  under  all  the  circumstances,  the  State 
should  assume  the  burden  of  paying  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
for  discharging  the  duties  which,  by  law,  are  required  of  them,  and 
it  should  be  such  a  salary  as  would  enable  the  Board  to  devote  their 
whole  time  to  it.  The  compensation  now  fixed  by  statute  is  entirely 
inadequate. 

By  reason  of  the  additional  duties  required  and  Jurisdiction 
conferred  by  stfitute  upon  the  Board,  the  time  of  the  Commissioners 
is  80  taken  that  tbey  can  attend  to  little,  if  auy  other  business. 

In  Massachusetts,  where,  by  statute,  the  duties  to  be  performed 
are  no  greater,  the  salarj*  paid  to  the  Commissioners  is  as  follows  : 
To  the  chairman  of  the  Board,  94,000 ;  to  the  other  two,  $3,500 
each,  with  a  clerk  at  a  salary  of  $2,000.  They  are  also  furnished 
good  office  rooms  and  a  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  yearly,  for  books,  stationery  and  other  incidental  expenses. 
True,  all  these  salaries  and  expenses  are  assessed  upon  the  several 
railroads  of  the  State,  according  to  their  gross  earnings,  b}'  the  tax 
commissioner,  and  we  believe  if  such  a  system  were  adopted  in 
Maine,  it  would  be  much  better  than  the  one  now  fixed  by  statute. 

And,  if  the  Legislature  should  be  convinced  that  the  railroads  in 
this  State  are  not  now  sufficiently  taxed  to  enable  the  State  to 
assume  this  additional  burden  of  pajing  its  own  officers,  the 
percentage  of  taxation  should  be  increased. 

By  Section  6  of  Chapter  61  of  Revised  Statutes,  it  is  provided 
that  railroad  corporations,  created  under  the  provisions  of  that 
chapter,  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Railrord  Commissioners  plans 
of  the  location  of  their  railroads. 
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B}'  reason  of  having  no  office  or  place  in  which  to  keep  or  deposit 
such  plans,  the  Board  has  been  compelled  to  allow  such  railroad 
corporations  to  retain  the  saroe.  Also,  by  having  no  office  in 
which  to  keep  and  deposit  such  plans,  record  books,  copies  and 
other  official  papers,  the  Board  has  been  put  to  much  inconvenience 
in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties." 
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Railroads  in  Maine. 
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Aroostook   River  Railroad. 

From  State  line  to  Presque  Isle  in  Aroostook  County,  30 
miles. 

We  again  have  the  pleasure  of  stating  that  the  work  of 
improving  this  road  has  been  continued  this  year,  and  it  is 
now  in  very  good  running  order.  The  track  at  all  exposed 
places  along  the  banks  of  the  Aroostook  River,  between  the 
State  line  and  Presque  Isle,  has  been  raised  and  the  embank- 
ments protected  by  wharfing  or  rip-rap.  In  doing  this  work 
about  thirty  thousand  yards  of  earth  and  fourteen  thousand 
yards  of  ballast  have  been  used.  All  the  track  is  laid  with 
steel  rails,  and  steel  frogs,  and  safety  switches  placed  in  every 
main  line  siding  in  this  State.  Thirteen  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  eighty-eight  new  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track, 
and  22,000  lineal  feet  of  board  fence  built  along  the  line. 
The  new  station  buildings  at  Caribou  and  Presque  Isle  have 
been  fully  completed,  and  are  comfortal)le  and  convenient. 
For  general  use  upon  the  New  Brunswick  Railway  and  its 
leased  lines,  four  locomotives,  four  snow  plows,  one  hundred 
flat,  sixty  stock,  forty  ballast,  four  freight-saloon  cars,  two 
combination  (baggage  and  passenger  cars)  were  purchased, 
and  four  locomotives,  two  passenger,  and  two  combination 
(baggage  and  passenger)  cars  re-built.  The  road  is  well 
managed  and  no  accidents  resulting  in  injury  to  persons  or 
property  have  occurred  upon  the  line  in  Maine  during  the 
past  year.  This  road  is  leased  to  and  operated  by  the  New 
Brunswick  Railway  Company.

This  important  road  is  maintained  m  the  same  very  good 
condition  as  described  in  our  report  of  last  year.  The  road- 
bed is  well  ballasted  and  drained,  presenting  a  finished  and 
uniform  appearance.  The  bridges  (with  the  exception  of  the 
pile  bridge  at  Portland)  are  iron  structures  of  approved 
designs,  and  are  all  in  \Qvy  good  condition.  The  track  is 
laid  with  heavy  steel  rails,  upon  good  sound  ties,  and  is  in 
very  good  line  and  surface.  The  location  between  the  fences 
is  well  cleared  of  trees,  bushes  and  rubbish,  presenting  an 
unobstructed  view  of  the  road  for  long  distances.  The  open 
water-ways  and  culverts  are  well  timbered  and  in  good  order. 
A  new  side-track  has  been  built  to  the  Foro^e  in  Falmouth. 
A  long-needed  improvement  has  been  made  at  South  Paris 
by  the  erection  of  a  convenient  and  comfortable  brick  build- 
ing for  a  passenger  station ;  also  a  new  freight  house  and 
woodshed.  No  accidents  have  occurred  to  passenger  trains 
during  the  past  year.     The  rolling  stock  is  in  good  condition.

Androscoggin  Railroad. 

From  Brunswick  to  Farmington  including  branch  from 
Crowley's  to  Lewiston,  67  15-100  miles.  The  track  from 
Brunswick  to  Lewiston,  is  laid  with  steel  rails,  on  good  sound 
ties,  and  well  ballasted.  The  road-bed  is  well  ditched  and 
drained,  and  compares  favorably  with  other  portions  of  the 
Maine  Central  Railroad.  During  the  past  season  the  wooden 
truss  bridges  over  Little  River,  and  Sabattus  Stream,  have 
been  strengthened.  A  new  iron  girder  has  taken  the  place 
of  the  w^oodon  truss  bridge,  at  Oxford  Street,  Lewiston. 
Seven  culverts  near  Crowley's  Junction  have  been  rebuilt,  in 
a  iubstantial  manner.  The  track  and  road-bed,  from  Crowley's 
Junction,  to  Leeds  Junction,  is  in  fair  condition.  The  trestle 
bridge  at  Sabattus,  is  to  be  immediately  repaired.  The  track 
and  road-bed  between  Leeds  Junction  and  Farminfjton,  is  in 
good  condition,  and  well  ballasted.  A  new  floor  system  has 
been  put  upon  the  iron  bridge  crossing  Dead  Stream.  The 
pile  bridge  at  Shay  Stream,  has  been  repaired.  The  truss 
and  pile  bridges  over  the  Sandy  River  at  Farmington,  are  to 
be  repaired,  and  strengthened.  The  station  buildings  along 
the  lines  are,  for  the  most  part,  comfortable  and  convenient. 
This  road  is  included  in  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  system. 

Bath  Branch  op  the   Maine  Central   Company. 

From  Brunswick  to  Bath,  8  75-100  miles. 

The  Bath  branch  is  a  very  important  link  in  the  Maine 
Central  Railroad  system.  The  road  diverges  from  the  main 
line  at  Brunswick,  and  continues  on  to  the  flourishing  city  of 
Bath,  connecting  at  the  last  named  point  with  the  Knox  & 
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Lincoln  Hailroad  running  to  Rockland  and  otiier  points  along 
the  coast.  The  Bath  branch  is  maintained  in  reiy  good  condi- 
tion, and,  with  the  exception  that  there  are  no  iron  bridges, 
compares  well  with  the  main  line  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad. 
Through  trains  are  run  between  Bath,  Lewiston  and  Farm- 
ingtoD,  connecting  at  Brunswick  and  Leeds  Junction,  with 
trains  on  the  main  line*

The  Bangor  and  Piscataquis  Railroad  diverges  from  the 
European  and  North  American  Division  of  the  Maine  Central 
Railroad,  at  Oldtown,  and  extends  to  Moosehead  Luke,  where 
it  connects  at  West  Cove,  with  the  International  Railway,  a 
division  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  system.  Many  improvements 
have  been  made  during  the  last  three  years.  The  long  truss 
bridge  over  one  channel  of  the  Penobscot  River,  at  Orson 
Island  was  rebuilt  three  years  ago.  Last  year  the  northerly 
span  of  the  Black  Island  bridge,  was  rebuilt,  and  during  the 
past  season  the  two  remaining  spans,  (one  of  them  190  feet 
in  length)  have  been  rebuilt  in  a  very  substantial  manner, 
and  the  timber  is  on  hand  to  rebuild  the  two  spans  of  the 
truss  bridge  at  Real's  Rips.  The  trestle  bridge  at  Abbot,  150 
feet  in  length,  has  been  rebuilt  the  past  season.  Twenty  miles 
of  steel  rails  have  been  laid  in  the  track,  between  Oldtown 
and  Dover,  1011  tons  of  this  amount  during  the  past  season. 
Fourteen  thousand  new  cross  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track. 
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and  ten  mile8  of  track  raised  and  ballasted  the  past  year.  The 
road-bed  is  generally  well  ditched,  drained,  aligned,  and 
surfaced.  The  rapidly  increasing  traffic  over  this  line  will 
necessitate  the  renewal  of  the  track  on  some  portions  of  the 
road,  during  the  coming  summer,  and  doubtless  the  company 
are  making  arrangements  to  meet  this  demand.  The  road  is 
safely  and  economically  managed,  and  no  accidents  have 
occurred  during  the  past  season.  One  locomotive,  and  ten 
new  box  freight  cars,  have  been  added  to  the  rolling  stock 
this  year.  The  entire  rolling  stock,  now  consists  of  eight 
locomotives,  six  passenger  cars,  two  mail  and  baggage  cars, 
two  common  baggage,  fifty-three  box  freight,  and  sixty  flat 
cars.

That  portion  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  within  the 
limits  of  this  State,  is  in  very  good  condition,  in  every 
respect.

Among  the 
additions  and  improvements  made  during  the  past  season,  are 
the  replacing  of  the  pile  bridge  and  draw,  across  Fore  river, 
in  Portland,  and  the  building  of  a  new  side  track  and  freight 
house  at  Scarboro.  The  iron  bridge  near  the  grist  mill  in 
the  city  of  Saco  has  been  taketi  down  and  a  heavy  granite 
retaining  wall  and  solid  embankment  substituted.  A  very 
substantial  double-track  iron  bridge  is  now  being  built  at 
Salmon  Falls  in  place  of  the  old  single-track  wooden  bridge, 
which  has  been  in  service  nearly  forty  years.  Five  miles  of 
new  steel  raiU  (scvonty-two  poun<*s  to  the  yard)  and  25,000 
new  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track.  The  rolling  stock  is  in 
excellent  order.  No  accidents  have  occurred  to  trains  within 
the  limits  of  this  State.

From  the  western  line  of  the  State,  easterly  by  the  southern 
shore  of  Moosehead  Lake.,  to  a  connection  with  the  European 
and  North  American  Railway  at  Mattawamkeag,  145  miles 
in  Maine. 

This  railway  originally  known  as  the  Penobscot  and  Lake 
Megantic,  is  now  being  constructed  by  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company,  and  forms  a  part  of  the  great  through 
line  across  the  continent  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic 
Ocean,  in  all  about  four  thousand  miles.  The  Commissioners 
have  examined  that  portion  of  the  road  between  the  western 
boundary  of  the  State,  and  Greenville  at  the  foot  of  Moose- 
head  Lake,  68J  miles.  The  road  is  thoroughly  built  in  all 
respects.  The  road-bed  is  wide,  and  well  ditched.  The 
rails  are  steel,  laid  on  good  substantial  cross-ties  of  uniform 
dimensions.  There  are  no  grades  exceeding  52  80-100  feet 
to  the  mile,  nor  curves  of  less  than  1.144.  feet  radius.  The 
masonry  is  first-class,  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  bridges  are 
constructed  of  steel.  Some  of  the  wooden  pile  and  trestle 
bridges  have  been  built  for  a  temporary  purpose,  to  be 
replaced  by  steel  bridges,  or  earth  and  stone  embankments. 
Trains  are  now  running  from  Greenville  to  Lake  Megantic. 
As  the  road  is  not  fully  completed  from  the  foot  of  Moose- 
head  Lake,  to  Mattawamkeag,  we  shall  not  attempt  in  this 
report  to  give  a  detailed  description  of  any  portion  of  the 
work  in  this  State,  until  the  whole  line  is  completed.  It  is 
perhaps  sufficient  to  say  at  this  time,  that  it  will  compare 
very  favorably  with  any  other  railways  in  this  country.

We  are  glad  to  report  the  continued  and  successful  efiTorts 
of  the  directors  for  the  improvement  of  this  road.  During 
the  past  season  about  eleven  and  one-half  miles  of  steel  rails, 
and  8,257  new  cross-ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track,  and 
thirteen  miles  ballasted.

This  road  is  built  around  the  city  of  Rockhind  for  the 
purpose  of  reaching  the  limestone  quarries  in  Rockland  and 
Thomaston,  and  transporting  the  limerock  to  the  kilns  in 
Rockland.  About  five  miles  of  the  road  is  now  in  operation, 
but  the  length  when  completed  will  be  seven  mi)es  exclusive 
of  side  tracks  and  the  Knox  &  Lincoln  wharf  extension 
(about  one  mile  in  length),  the  joint  use  of  which  has  been 
leased  for  fifty  years  to  the  Limerock  road.  The  road  is 
well  built.  With  the  exception  of  one  mile  of  iron  the  track 
on  the  main  line  is  all  laid  with  new  steel  rails,  sixty  pounds 
to  the  yard.  On  the  trestles  the  track  is  laid  with  fifty-pound 
steel  rails.  There  are  five  trestle  bridges  on  the  main  line 
built  of  hemlock.  These  trestles  it  is  proposed  to 
immediately  replace  with  stone  culverts  and  earth  and  stone 
embankments.  There  is  to  be  two  miles  of  permanent 
trestle  work  running  by  and  to  the  kilns.  One  mile  of  this 
is  completed,  and  the  balance  is  in  process  of  construction. 
Those  trestles  are  all  built  of  hard  pine,  in  a  most  thorough 
manner.  The  rolling  stock  consists  of  two  locomotives, 
fifty  dump  and  twelve  flat  cars,  one  snow  plow,  flange 
scraper  and  caboose.  One  hundred  new  cars  are  expected 
by  February  first.  As  this  road  is  not  fully  completed,  we 
shall  not  attempt  a  full  description  of  its  construction  and 
working,  until  our  report  for  next  year.

From  Portland  via  Augusta  to  Bangor  many  changes  and 
improvements  have  been  m.ide  during  the  past  season  along  the 
line  of  this  road.  The  tracks  and  road-bed  have  been  maintained 
in  iirst-class  condition,  and  several  of  the  wooden  bridges  have 
been  replaced  by  iron  structures.  Several  station  buildings  at 
different  points  have  been  remodeled  and  partially  rebuilt. 
At  Portland  street  a  new  iron  bridge  has  been  built  to 
accommodate  four  tracks.  At  Yarmouth  road  the  wooden 
span  has  been  replaced  by  an  iron  structure.  At  Bowdoin- 
ham  one  of  the  wooden  truss  bridges  just  north  of  the  station 
has  been  replaced  by  an  iron  girder  bridge.  At  Abagadassett 
stream  near  Harwoods  road  station,  an  iron  plate  girder  span 
has  taken  the  place  of  the  wooden  bridge.  At  Seven  Mile 
brook  near  Riverside  station  two  iron  bridges,  one  across  the 
stream  and  one  over  the  highway,  have  been  erected  upon 
new  granite  abutments,  thus  doing  away  with  the  old 
wooden  truss  and  trestle  bridge,  about  six  hundred  feet  in 
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length,  and  replacing  it  with  seventy-five  feet  of  iron  bridges 
and   five    hundred   feet    of   solid    earth   embankment.     In 
connection  with  this  work  the  road-bed  north  of  the  bridM 
has  been  cut  down  about  six  feet,  reducing  the  heavy  grade  ' 
between   the   bridge   and   the   station.     Repairs   have  been 
made  on  Ticonic,  Kennebec  and  several  other  bridges.     On 
the    line    from     Cumberland     Junction    via     Lewiston    to 
Waterville,  new  abutments  have  been  built  at  Greely  road, 
and  a  new  iron  plate   girder  placed  upon  them.     The  iren 
truss  span  near  Danville   Junction  has  been  replaced  by  a 
heavy  iron  plate  girder.     At  Turner  street  crossing  in  the 
city  of  Auburn,  new  first-class  granite  abutments  have  been 
built,  and   a  new  riveted   iron  bridge   placed   upon   them. 
Additions  have  been  made  to  the  station  buildings  at  Danville 
Junction,  and  Leeds  Junction,  a  very  marked  improvement 
in  both  cases.     On  the  line  via  Augusta  and  Waterville,  to 
Bangor,  a  new  bagg.ige  room  has  been  built  at  Freeport;  a 
signal  tower  at  Benton  ;  a  new  passenger  station  at  Pittsfield  ; 
a  new  freight  house  at  Bangor,  and  important  improvements 
and  changes  made  in  the  yards  and  station  buildings.     One 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty  tons  of  steel  rails,  seven 
hundred  and  fifteen  tons  of  iron  rails,  and  about  211,000 
cross-ties  have  been  laid  in  the  tracks  of  the  Maine  Central 
Railroad  and  its  branches  the  past  season.     Twenty-five  and 
seventy-five  hundrcdihs  miles  of  track  have  been  ballasted ; 
11,01*J  rods  of  barbed  wire,  3,000  rods  of  board,  and  five 
hundred  and  twenty  rods  of  cedar  rail  fence  have  been  built. 
Many  culverts  and   cattle   passes   have  been  rebuilt.     The 
locomotive  equipment  has  been  increased  during  the  year  by 
the  addition  of  seven  locomotives,  four  built  by  the  Portland 
Company,  and  three  at  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  shops. 
One  hundred  and  one  platform  freight  cars,  four  snow  plows 
and  one  combination  passenger  car  have  been  built  at  the 
shops  of  the  Maine  Central  Company.

During  the  past  season  about  22,000  cedar  cross-ties  have 
been  laid  in  the  track,  and  seven  miles  of  track  fully 
ballasted.  The  ledge  cut  near  Gorham  station  has  been 
widened  by  removal  of  1000  yards  and  the  stone  used  in 
repairing  the  Marginal  Way  at  Portland.  The  iron  bridge 
at  Shaker  pond  has  been  completed  in  a  very  substantial 
manner  and  thea|)pn)aches  filled  with  gravel.

Postal  Telegraph  Cable  Company. 


On  the  second  day  of  July,  1888,  The  Postal  Telegraph  Cable 
Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  presented  to  the  board  a  petition,  (a  copy  of  which  is 
hereto  annexed)  setting  forth  its  desire  ^Ho  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a  line  of  telegraph  upon  and  along  the  European  and  North 
American  branch  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  from  Mattawam- 
keag  to  Vanceboro,"  that  it  had  endeavored  to  obtain  the  written 
permit  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  Compan}'  to  construct  such 
telegraph  line  between  said  points,  but  could  not  agree  with  the 
Maine  Central  Railroad  Company  which  operates  said  railroad 
between  said  points,  as  to  constructing  said  telegraph  line  along  the 
the  same.  Upon  the  reception. of  said  petition  the  board  appointed 
a  heariug  on  same  to  be  held  at  the  State  House  in  Augusta  on  the 
seventeenth  dav  of  Julv,  A.  D.  1888,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon, 
and  ordered  the  petitioners  to  give  notice  of  same,  by  publishing  a 
true  copy  of  said  petition  and  order  of  notice  thereon  in  the  Daily 
Kennebec  Journal,  a  newspaper  published  at  Augusta,  in  the  County 
of  Kennebec,  and  in  the  Daily  Commercial,  a  newspaper  published 
at  Bangor,  in  the  County  of  Penobscot,  five  days  successively.

It 
abo  appeared  from  evidence  oo  the  part  of  the  petitioners  that  they 
are  a  corporation  legally  organized;  that  by  an  arrangement  with 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  tht-y  have  established  tlieir 
lines  of  telegraph  upon  and  along  the  line  of  said  railroad,  and  that 
the  same  is  now  being  constructed  across  this  State  on  the  line  of 
said  railroad  or  International  Railway,  so  called,  to  Mattawamhcaj;  ; 
that  by  an  arrangement  with  the  New  Brunswick  Railway  Company 
and  otht-rwise,  said  line  of  telegraph  is  now  being  established 
through  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scolia  from  Vanceboro  to 
Halifax  :  that  by  a  contract  entered  Into  between  the  Atlantic  & 
.North  West  Railway  Company  and   the  Maine  Central  RailroMd 
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Company,  the  trains  of  said  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  are  to 
run  over  the  portion  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  above 
mentioned.  By  reason  of  the  above  recited  facts,  counsel 
for  the  petitioners  claimed  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  should 
be  granted,  to  enable  them  to  successfully  do  the  necessary  business 
of  said  Canadian  Railway  Company  and  for  other  purposes.  The 
Maine  Central  Railroad  Company  by  its  counsel  contended  that 
neither  public  nor  private  exigencies  required  that  another  line  of 
telegraph  should  be  permitted  upon  the  line  of  railroad  named  ;  that 
suflieient  facilities  for  running  the  trains  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  could  and  would  be  furnished  by  the  line  of  telegraph 
now  established  on  the  line  of  railroad  above  mentioned ;  that  for 
commercial  purposes,  or  for  the  ordinary  business  of  said  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway,  a  Hoe  of  telegraph  could  be  established  outside  the 
limits  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  location,  and  that  by 
p  Tmitting  an  additional  set  of  telegraph  poles  and  wires  along  and 
within  the  limits  of  said  railroad,  would  greatly  endanger  the  truvel- 
injr  public,  by  reason  of  additional  obstructions  to  the  vision  of  loco- 
motive engineers  and  the  increased  liability  of  poles  with  numerous 
wires  to  fall  and  obstruct  the  track,  etc.  These,  with  many  other 
reasons,  were  strenuously  urged  by  counsel  as  reasons  why  the 
prayer  of  the  petitioners  should  be  denied. 

It  would  be  entirely  unnecessary  to  introduce  testimony  to  prove 
to  the  board  that  an  additional  line  of  telegraph,  erected  in  the 
ordinar}'  manner,  would,  to  a  certain  degree,  imperil  the  traveling 
public  on  this  road.  The  board  is  also  aware  of  the  danger  and 
inconvenience  of  same  to  employes  of  the  road,  but  the  circum- 
stances under  which  the  petitioners  ask  this  privilege,  are  peculiar 
and  entirely  unlike  those  in  the  case  cited  by  counsel  in  the  report 
of  the  Massachusetts  Railroad  Commissioners  for  the  year  1885. 
In  the  case  before  the  board  the  petitioners  do  not  ask  for  an  un- 
limited right  to  establish  their  lines  of  telegraph  on  railroads  of  this 
State,  or  on  that  of  the  Main£  Central  Railroad,  except  in  the  par- 
ticular locality  mentioned.  As  before  stated  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Company,  or  corporations  under  its  cotitrol,  has,  as  appears  by 
contract,  acquired  a  right  to  the  use  of  this  portion  of  the  Maine 
Central  Railroad  for  a  term  of,  at  least,  twenty  years.  The  Cana- 
clian  Pacific  Company  by  an  arrangeraeot  already  made,  are  to  use 
the  petitioners  telegraph,  on  other  portions  of  its  railroad.  Whde 
they  do  not  ask  or  expect  to  use  this  line  of  telegraph  for  the  pur- 
pose of  moving  trains  on  the  portion  of  railroad  mentioned,  they 


flftim  that  Ihey  should  he  aflorded  a  conlinnous  line,  and  npon  kII 
roads  over  which  the  Cftnaitiae  Pacific  trains  are  moved.  This 
board,  in  viuvr  of  all  the  circomatances  surrounding  this  case,  believes 
the  refjuest  of  the  petitioners  to  be  reaaonahle,  and  while  for  reason* 
Stated  Ihci'  would  not  iavor  adverse  possession  of  railroad  traclca  or 
loL-alioQs  bj'  an  indefinite  or  unlimited  nnmher  of  telpgraph  wtm- 
panies,  over  jierhaps,  ftddilimial  lines  uniier  ordinary  cirt-uiiisLanLw* 
thoj'  feel  thai  they  are  warranted  in  grautiri;  the  prnvcr  of  lb« 
petitioners  in  this  case.  The  l>oard  therefore  determinea  and  aw&nls, 
that  Tlie  I'ofltal  Telegraph  Cable  Company  may  enter  upon  and  con- 
etnict  a  line  of  telegraph,  in  the  ordinary  manner,  upon,  along  and 
within  the  location  of  the  European  and  North  Amoricnn  hrancbof  the 
Maine  Central  Railroad  from  Mattawainkeag  to  Vencehortt,  stihjnct 
to  such  reasonable  limitations  and  reatriclions,  a«  to  location,  aa  the 
Maine  Central  Railroad  Company  may  impose.

Report  and  Decision  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners on  Petition  of  the  Dexter  &  Piscataquis  Railroad 
Company  for  Approval  of  Location. 


Tbe  petitioners,  a  corporation  established  under  the  laws  of  the 
State,  having  made  a  survey  of  the  route  of  their  contemplated 
road,  and  having  complied  with  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
same,  now  ask  this  board  to  approve  such  location,  and  to  find,  as 
matter  of  fact,  that  public  convenience  requires  the  construction  of 
this  road  as  located,  as  provided  by  section  6th  of  chapter  51  of  the 
Revised  Statutes.  It  appeared,  from  the  evidence  adduced  before 
the  board  at  a  hearing  given  on  the  foregoing  petition  at  Dover, 
that  the  whole  distance  from  the  point  where  the  proposed  line 
diverges  from  the  Dexter  &  Newport  branch  of  the  Maine  Central 
Railroad  in  Dexter  to  tbe  point  of  connection  with  the  Bangor  & 
Piscataquis  Railroad  in  Foxcroft,  is  sixteen  miles ;  that  if  this  road 
is  constructed  as  proposed,  the  inhabitants  of  Dover,  Foxcroft  and 
other  towns  in  that  vicinity  desiring  to  reach  by  rail  points  on  the 
Maine  Central  Railroad  and  other  places,  west  of  Newport,  will 
save  nearly  fifty  miles  of  travel,  and  that  the  general  public  will  be 
afiforded  an  almost  direct  line  of  railroad  from  the  south  and  west  to 
the  region  of  Moosehead  lake.  With  these  facts  in  view,  and  many 
others,  which  are  unnecessarj^^  to  be  recited,  the  board  is  convinced 
that  public  convenience  requires  the  construction  off  a  railroad  to 
and  from  the  points  named  in  the  petition,  and  so  fiud  and 
determine.  At  the  hearing  aforesaid,  it  did  not  appear  that  any 
individuals  or  corporations  were  opposed  to  the  building  of  a  railroad 
to  and  from  the  points  named,  but  that  many  of  the  citizens  of 
Dexter  village  were  and  are  opposed  to  the  location  of  the  line 
through  said  village,  determined  upon  by  said  company.  And  as 
grounds  for  their  opposition  submitted,  to  the  board,  a  paper  signed 
by  Job.  Abbott  and  ninety-two  other  citizens  of  Dexter  as  follows : 
''To  the  Directors  of  the  Dexter  &  Piscataquis  Railroad  Company, 
and  to  whom  it  may  concern :

We,  Ibe  undersigned  citiBena  of  Dexter,  respectfully  represent  lh»t 
tLe  route  of  the  proposed  railroad,  extending  rrom  its  juDctioa  with 
the  D.  iSi  N.  R.  R.  to  some  [>oiDt  northerly  of  Dexter  Village,  U  a 
miilter  of  much  interest  to  the  peO|)le  of  the  village.  Aoy  roate 
througli  the  village  would  cause  greo^t  damage  to  private  residences, 
homestead!!  to  wbich  the  awners  and  their  families  are  much  attached, 
damages  far  greater  than  could  probably  be  obtained  through  ibe 
award  of  Coimly  Coin  mis  siouers,  or  the  verdicts  of  juries,  sod 
probably  far  greater  than  the  compaoy  would  Ite  willing  to  pay. 

It  would  be  the  source  of  mticb  annoyance  in  the  village  generally 
ou  account  of  the  noise,  jarring,  danger  from  flree  and  greatly 
increase  the  liability  of  tbose  aocidonts  which  are  the  inevitable 
consectuences  of  any  railroad,  however  guarded. 

We  would  make  no  objection,  however,  to  tlie  route  tbroagh  the 
village  if  it  were  a  case  of  neceesity.  It  is  not  a  case  of  necessity. 
There  is  a  very  feasiiile  route  further  west,  through  the  HuLinea  Valley 
so  called,  where  the  land  damages  would  be  small,  which  though  a 
tritle  longer  and  I'equiring  a  longer  but  not  expensive  bridge  across 
the  shallow  waters  of  Dexter  Pond,  is  of  the  same  grade,  eighty 
feet  to  the  mile,  would  not  interfere  with  private  resideuees.  nor 
be  the  cause  of  other  annoyanrva  and  danger,  and  would  upon  the 
whole,  as  we  Iwlieve.  be  less  exiJisuiuve  to  the  company  than  a  route 
through  the  village.  The  greater  land  damages  on  the  latter  roDt«, 
which  the  company  would  certainly  be  obliged  to  pay,  would  more 
than  equal  the  extra  expense  of  distance,  and  lonf^er  bridge  by  the 
Haines  Valley  route.  We  are  opposed  to  a  route  through  the 
village.  We  believe  that  the  project  of  such  a  route  would  canae 
much  dissatisfaction,  strife  and  bitterness,  and  we  respectfully 
request  that  the  Haines  Valley  route  be  adopted.  Dexter,  April  27, 
1888." 

The  foregoing,  with  many  other  reasons,  were  strenuoasly  a^ed 
by  the  counsel  presenting  the  same,  why  such  location  should  not 
be  approved.  On  the  other  hand,  it  appeared  from  the  testioiODy 
of  the  engineer  employed  by  the  petitioners,  and  from  the  plsoa 
submitted  that  before  and  aince  the  date  of  the  paper  above  quoted, 
several  lines  had  been  surveyed,  through  and  near  tJie  village  for 
the  purpose  ot  asceitaining  which  was  the  most  feasible  roate 
through  or  near  said  village ;  that  by  any  route  through  the  Haiaw 
Valley  so  called,  the  line  would  be  much  longer  than  the  one  adopted 
by  the  petitioners ;  that  the  cost  of  construction  would  be  niach 
greater  by  reason  of  long,  deep  and  hard  excaTationa,  and  by  leasoD 
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of  being  compelled  to  build  and  maintain  a  long  and  expensive 
bridge  over  said  Dexter  Pond ;  that  their  station  buildings  would 
necessarily  have  to  be  erected  at  a  much  greater  distance  from 
the  business  center  of  the  village,  etc. 

It  is  frequently  difficult  to  determine  the  degree  of  exigency  that 
requires  the  sacrifice  or  invasion  of  private  property  for  public  pur- 
poses. It  is  somewhat  so  in  this  case.  On  the  line  of  this  road,  as 
laid  out  thiough  the  village,  is  quite  a  number  of  beautiful  and 
valuable  private  residences,  and  we  cannot  be  unmindful  of  the 
aversion  with  which  the  owners  and  dwellers  therein  contemplate 
the  invasion  of  their  grounds  for  railroad  purposes.  It  is  a  sacrifice 
which  ought  not  to  be  required  of  these  parties,  merely  because  the 
rout«  is  more  convenient,  and  to  a  degree,  less  expensive  than 
some  others.  The  reason  for  it  should  be  much  greater.  Public 
exigencies  should  require,  not  only  that  the  road  should  be  con- 
structed, but  also  in  that  particular  locality,  and  in  none  other. 
Does  public  convenience,  or  to  use  the  language  of  the  constitution, 
do  the  * 'public  exigencies"  require  it?  From  a  careful  inspection  of 
the  proposed  route,  and  from  the  evidence  before  us,  we  have  reluc- 
tantly arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  it  does. 

It  appears  from  the  estimates  of  cost  of  the  several  proposed 
routes  furnished  us  by  the  engineer,  that  the  cost  of  construction  by 
the  Haines  Valley  route,  so  called,  would  be  at  least  $70,000  greater 
than  b3'  the  route  we  are  asked  to  approve.  This  difference  of  cost, 
we  think,  is  somewhat  over  stated,  especially  if  the  compan}*  should 
hereafter  be  required  to  cross  underneath  the  Dustin  road  so  called. 
However  that  may  be,  we  think  there  are  other  good  and  sufficient 
reasons  in  connection  with  matter  of  cost,  why  this  location  should 
be  approved,  which  we  deem  unnecessary  to  mention  in  detail.  We 
are  convinced  that  it  is  the  better  line,  and  will  afford  the  people  of 
Dexter,  and  the  general  public  better  railroad  facilities  than  by  the 
other  route  mentioned  above.  We  therefore  approve  the  proposed 
location  and  find  that  the  public  convenience  requires  the  construc- 
tion of  said  road,  as  located,  and  as  appears  by  plan  marked  A., 
herewith  submitted,  and  approved  by  as. 

In  witness  whereof  we,  the  said  Railroad  Commissioners,  in  our 
said  capacity,  have  hereunto  set  our  hands  this  twenty-seventh  day 
of  November,  A.  D.  1888.
